Sir :—Tf have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication of the 5th, in which you request that I put 
you in possession of such facts as I may have, and which are 
of general interest, bearing upon the census of Boston as 
shown in the recent enumeration. 

In response to this request I respectfully submit the 
following statement of facts, with accompanying analyses 
relative to the movement of population in the city of 
Boston. 

By the State Census of 1885 the population of Boston 
was 390,406, of which number 186,101 were males, and 
204,305 were females, or 47.67 males, and 52.33 females, to 
each 100 in the population. 

By law this office is charged with the duty of taking and 
reporting the decennial censuses of the Commonwe salth, and 
it is responsible to the Government and to the people that 
such censuses shall be substantially correct; and it is a 
pleasure always, when the accuracy of the enumeration is 
questioned, to give those interested the fullest explanation 
possible regarding the enumeration, and so it is now to 
furnish you and the people of Boston with such a complete 
statement that all may have the same opportunity I have to 
judge of the accuracy of the recent enumeration. 

Such statements, however, do not involve any controversy, 
because controversy in such matters amounts to nothing, 
except to generate feeling; and further, because no re- 
enumeration of the A of Boston can either verify or 
invalidate the State’s enumeration ; for, if the city or the State 
should order a reénumeration of the people of Boston during 
the present winter, it would not be the enumeration of May, 
1885. Circumstances and conditions have changed since 
May, as they always do change between spring and winter 
in any metropolitan city. Ihave no doubt that if I should 
employ the same force of enumerators that were employed 
by this office last May, and with them take the census of 
Boston this winter, or now even, I should find several thou- 
sand more people than were found: last May 

The statements herewith submitted cannot lead to contro- 
versy, for the further reason that my own estimates of the 
population of Boston, made prior to the enumeration, indicated 
at least 410,000 people residing in Boston. So, if the facts 
and analyses herewith submitted lead us to conclude that the 
recent enumeration was substantially correct, my own esti- 
mates, with those of others, must fall to the ground. But 
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there has been a blunder somewhere, I am convinced, and 
the anlyses will develop that blunder. 

In taking the census of 1885, in the city of Boston, 89 dif- 
ferent enumerators were employed in as many districts and 
sub-districts, and they were instructed to make the enumeration 
by what is known as assessment blocks, on plans and maps 
adopted by the Board of Assessors of the city. These assess- 
ment blocks, or minute districts, numbered 2,113. The 
primary object of adopting these minute districts was to 
enable this office to report to the City Government the num- 
ber of people and voters residing is each assessment block, for 
the purpose of aiding the City Government in redistricting 
the city into wards during the year 1885, as provided by law. 
The result, in a census point of view, in adopting the assess- 
ment blocks established by the assessors was to reduce the 
opportunity for errors in the enumeration to the minimum. 
The enumerators were selected as carefully as possible, ap- 
proved by the Mayor and Aldermen, commissioned by the 
State, and sworn to the faithful performance of their duties, 
in accordance with law and instructions. They were to make 
a house-to-house canvass, and report the name, age, birth- 
place, nativity of parents, occupation, conjugal, political, and 
physical condition, and other facts, for each man, woman, and 
child residing in their respective districts on the first day of 
May, 1885, that day being the date indicated by the consti- 
tution of the Commonwealth. After the performance of their 
duties the enumerators made oath to the accuracy and com- 
pleteness of their work. The minor methods of enumera- 
tion adopted in this census reduced the lability to error still 
further. Many of the enumerators selected served under me 
in taking the censuses of 1875 and 1880. <A few of those 
selected this year proved unworthy in some degree, and two 
died during the enumeration. 

In June last, when most of the enumerators had completed 
their canvass, T ageregated the unverified returns of those 
who had completed their work, and added to the number thus 
obtained the population of the unreported districts, as indi- 
cated by the census of 1880, and found, greatly to my sur- 
prise, and much to my disappointment, that the population 
of Boston was represented by a figure between 386,000 and 
390,000. This result determined me to make every effort 
to satisfy myself that no material errors had been made in 
the enumeration. The use of the assessment blocks, or dis- 
tricts, 2,113 in number, enabled the office to scrutinize caré- 
fully the work of the enumerators. The chief liability to 
error in taking the census lies in the omission to enumerate 
part of a street, place, or alley-way. ‘To this opportunity 
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to error we directed our most careful attention, and every 
assessment block in the examination of the enumerators’ 
returns was checked off. In every instance where an enumer- 
ator proved inefficient, or did not seem to comprehend his 
instructions, we aided him with expert special agents, or 
with the services of enumerators who had completed their 
work. Thus before the public became at all nervous over 
the disappointing total of the population of Bosten, I had 
satisfied myself of the substantial accuracy of the enumeration ; 
and every step taken to investigate it, and to “study the 
movement of the population of the city in the past has solidi- 
fied such conclusion. ; 

In every instance but one where complaints have been 
made by individuals that their houses had not been visited 
by the enumerators, careful examination of the returns has 
disclosed the fact that they had been, and all the facts of the 
people residing there taken. In the single exception, which 
was the case of a vacant house visited towards the last of 
May, the party living in a suburban town, our agents were 


co) 
looking the matter up when complaint was made. So far, 


then, Mr. Mayor, as the methods of the enumeration are 
concerned, I see no reason to come to any conclusion other 
than that the population as stated is substantially correct. 

But, in addition to these facts, the history of the popula- 
tion of the city is equally conclusive. As part of this history 
I submit a table exhibiting the population of Boston proper 
at various periods and of all those annexations which have 
influenced population. This table is taken from a work en- 
titled “The Social, Commercial, and Manufacturing Statistics 
of the City of Boston,” —a work which I had the honor to 
prepare, under the direction of the committee of printing in 
1882, for the City Government. By this table one can see 
the growth of the original town as compared with that of 
annexed territories, and of the whole combined. ‘This table 
was carefully prepared at the time, for the facts shown by it 
had not been collectively stated in any other document or 
publication. J have, for the purpose of this communication, 
extended the table to include the facts for 1885. 

The work referred to was written in August, 1882, and on 
page 10 I find that I had fallen into the usual error of esti- 
mating the population on the basis of polls returned by the 
assessors, and by such estimate I stated that in round num- 
bers the population at that time, August, 1882, must have 
been 400,000, and after making such statement I used the 
following language : 

“The erowth of the city proper has been quite as steady 
as that of the annexed territory ; but the indications are that 
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State census of 1840 was incorrect.

By Boston proper is meant the territory of Boston, independent of all annexations.

The territory of Roxbury and Dorchester was not kept intact by ward boundaries in the ward division of 1875; it is therefore difficult to give the exact population of 


each district by census of 1830. The figures given are the result of very careful study of the population by census enumeration districts, of which there were 208 
in Boston for the U. 8. census of 1880.

Thompson’s, 106; For 
Lovell, 7; Spectacle, 61; 
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the point has been reached beyond which the population will 
not grow to any great extent, and the increase in the future 
must take place in annexed localities. The extension of the 
mercantile interests is constantly encroaching upon the popu- 
lation of the central portions of the city; these encroach- 
ments are now nearly overcoming the natural growth of the 
city proper. It is therefore reasonable to expect that the 
population of Boston proper will remain quite stationary in 
the future.” 

With this table before us we can examine the movement 
of population by decades or half decades. Beginning with 

1855, and taking the facts for each half’ decade since and in- 
cluding the pr esent year, as we have had a quinquennial census 
since then either by the State or Federal Government, we find 
that the increase of population from 1855 to 1860 was 30,790 ; 
between 1860 and 1865, 21,130; between 1865 and 1870. 
23,876; between 1879 and 1875, 49,417; between 1875 and 
1880, 20,920; between 1880 and 1885, 27,567. The aver- 
age increase for the six half decades named was 28,865. It 
will, therefore, be seen that the gain during the last half 
decade was quite up to the average gain for the half decades 
@nee 1855. This fact, certainly, Andieater that no great 
error was made in the recent enumeration. The gain during 
the last half decade too has been greater than in any other 
half decade mentioned, except for those between 1855 and 
1860, and 1870 and 1875. Between 1870 and 1875 there 
was an abnormal growth not only in the city, but in the State. 
The revival of industries, great bodies of immigrants coming 
in, the speculative fever, ~all conspired to increase our popu- 
lation beyond the normal rate. 

In examining the growth by different parts of the city we 
find that in the period between 1855 and 1860 the city shows 
a gain of 10 + per cent., while during the next five years, 1860 
to. 1865, the gain was but 8 per cent. No territory had been 
gained by annexation except in the early history of the city. 
Population was seeking the suburban districts, and the ratio of 
increase was becoming less each year. Between 1865 and 1870 
Boston gained 23 per cent. in population, a gain almost en- 
tirely due to the annexation of Roxbury in 1867, and Dor- 

chester in 1869, both rapidly growing suburbs. East Boston 
and South Boston made gains, but, , the city proper, during 
this period not only did not grow, but on the contrary, actu: al- 
ly lost morethan 1 per cent. ‘of its population. Between 1870 
and 1875 the total gain was 36+-per cent., but this large gain 
was mainly .due to annexation and to the growth of recently 
annexed territory. Charlestown, West Roxbury ,and Br ighton 
“ame within the city limits in 1873, and 56 per cent. of the 
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total gain of the city’s population was due to this source, and 
21 per cent. to growth within the districts of Roxbury and 
Dorchester. Since 1875 no new territory has been gained, 
and the capacity for expansion is, therefore, confined to the 
city area as now defined. Between 1875 and 1880 the city 
gained 6+ per cent. in population, but 55+ per cent. of the 
total gain took place in the four districts of Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, West Roxbury, and Brighton. Between 1880 and 
1885 the total gain of the city was 7+ per cent., a larger 
ratio of growth than was shown in the previous five years ; 
but 61 per cent. of this growth, however, was in the four dis- 
tricts just named. The city proper shows no material change. 
Charlestown, although during this last period, 1880 to 1885, 
showing an increase of 3,942, has practically reached its limit 
of expansion. ‘This is also true of East and South Boston. 
The increasing ratio of growth in Roxbury, West Roxbury, 
Dorchester, and Brighton as compared with the growth of the 
city, as a whole, indicates the direction of the future growth’ 
within the present city limits, while the inspection of growth 
in each census period since 1855, in connection with the 
causes of the exceptional increase between 1865 and 1875, 
clearly indicates the fact that any rapid increase of population 
must be based upon future annexations. The territory of the 
four most rapidly growing districts, namely, Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, West Roxbury, and Brighton, is 77+ per eent. of the 
whole territory of Boston, and it is in this part of the terri- 
tory of Boston that future gains must be made. Out of 27,- 
567, the total growth of Boston between 1880 and 1885, 16,- 
891 was in these four districts. These facts relative to the 
aggregate growth of Boston offer most excellent corrobora- 
tive evidence of the completeness of the recent enumeration. 

Boston, or its population rather, is not comprised within 
its territorial limits. In 1875 the population within a radius 
of eight miles from the State House was 480,419, or 29-+- 
per cent. of the whole population of the State; in 1880, 28-+- 
per cent.; in 1885 it was 573,833, or 29+ per cent. of 
the whole population of the Commonwealth. These percent- 
ages indicate clearly that relatively Boston’s population keeps 
up to the highest mark, even with the enormous growth of 
the half decade preceding 1875. 

If we extend the area and include the population within the 
radius of 12 miles, which population constitutes the real 
Boston, we meet with similar confirmation. In 1875 such 
population was 603,909, or 86-++ per cent. of the population 
of the State; in 1880 it was 36+ per cent. ; in 1885 it was 
728,327, or 37+ per cent. of the State’s cciiiaate ; @ gain 
of 124, 418 in ten years, and this is Boston’s real gain. If 


' 
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we take the population of the present territory of Boston 
alone, in its relation to the total population of the State, we 
find a series of percentages entirely in harmony with one’s 
observation of the growth of Boston. This observation 
leads one to conclude that a great commercial and manufact- 
uring city like Boston must, sooner or later, reach a point 
in its population when the ratio of its population to the State 
must begin to recede. In 1855 the population of the present 
territory of Boston was 19.1+ per cent. of the whole popu- 
lation of the State. In 1860 it was 20.J++; in 1865, 21.2+; 
inet 0, 20.0445) 1875,» 20.6--. 3in) 1880; 2073-465. in 
1885, 20.1+ ; the latter percentage being exactly the 
same as that of 1860. These percentages indicate that by 
the recent enumeration the population of the present terri- 
tory of Boston holds up to its uniform proportion of the 
whole State. 

It is assumed by many that by the ratio of population to 
polls at any given period, the population at a subsequent 
period may be very fairly determined ; this is done by mul- 
tiplying the number of polls of the subsequent period by the 
ratio of population to polls in the previous period. Let us 
examine this matter carefully and see if we have not all been 
taking a mathematical and theoretical census, rather than a 
real one. 

We are enabled in the following table to give the poll re- 
turns both by assessors and census enumerators from 1865 to 
1885, inclusive. This table comprehends the polls for the 
present territory of Boston ; —

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It will be seen by the foregoing table that in each instance, 
by dividing the total population of the present territory of 
Boston by the total number of polls returned by the assess- 
ors and by the census enumerators, a decreasing quotient is 
obtained. ‘This quotient derived by dividing the population 
by the total number of polls returned by the assessors in 
1865 was 5.25++, and this decreases to 3.45+ in 1885. If, 
on the other hand, we take the quotient derived by dividing 
the total population by the total number of polls reported by 
the census enumerators in each of the years named, we com- 
mence at 3.85-+ in 1865, and decrease to 8.36-+ in 1885. 
A very remarkable uniformity of ratios of population to polls 
in the one case, and a very Ripe want of uniformity 
in the other. - How this occurs, is a question which presents 
itself to us. It should be eu in mind that in each of the 
years named the polls have been returned by assessors and 
by enumerators for May 1. In 1865 the census enumerators 
returned by name, residence, and all the other facts called 
for in the census, 18,581 more polls than were returned by 
the assessors of that year for the territory now within city 
limits. In 1870 the United States census made no designa- 
tion by age or otherwise, by which the polls could be ob- 
tained. In 1875 the census enumerators returned 10,294 
more polls than were returned by the assessors. By the 
United States Census of 1880 the male citizens of Boston, 20 
years of age and upwards, numbered 12,717 more than the 
polls returned by the assessors for the same year. But this 
number for 1880 as returned by the census is somewhat too 
large, because it includes males exempt as polls. In 1885 
the census enumerators returned 3,993 more polls than were 
returned by the assessors. It will be noticed that as the 
census years progress the number of polls returned by the 
census enumerators in excess of those returned by the assess- 
ors decreases. 

This is owing to the increased efforts of the able chairman 
of the Board of Assessors to secure accuracy ; but there are 
very many influences which prevent the assessors from secur- 
ing a full and complete list of the polls, influences which do 
not operate to prevent the census enumerators from securing 
such complete list. There is hardly a town in the Common- 
wealth, either under the recent census or in the past, where 
the number of polls returned by the census enumerators has 
not very greatly exceeded the number returned by the assess- 
ors. This could be easily explained, but it is not essential ; 
it is no reflection on the assessors of the cities and towns of 
the Commonwealth that the number of polls returned by them 
should be almost invariably less than the actual number. ‘The 
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reasons are legitimate to a large extent. The result, however, 
is that in various localities an attempt is usually made to build 
up a population, based on the ratio of population to polls. In 
the case of Boston the ratio of four has been used, and this 
ratio secures a population of 448,560, as the population for 
1885. Why not take the ratio of 1865, when we could easily 
secure, mathematically, a population of 586,235? for the ratio 
of 1865 would be just as legitimate as that for 1875. The 
average ratio for the five census periods named, according to 
the assessors’ returns, is 4.17; while, by the census enumera- 
tors’ returns, such average is 3.54. Which ratio shall we 
tuke? If we take 3.54, which is the fairest ratio, because it is 
the result of successive census enumerations, and it is by the 
census enumerations only that the proportion of population to 
polls can be secured, the population for Boston for 1885 would © 
be 396,975; a ficure a little too large, because the ratio is too 
large, it being an average, yet a fioure which probably indi- 
cates more nearly the population of Boston at the present 
time than any other. 

If it should be asked why the ratio decreases I would 
answer because the proportion of males to females increases. 
In 1865 the proportion of population to polls, according to 
the census enumeration, was 3.85 larger than it has been 
since. The percentage of males to the whole population was 
46.52-+-; of females, 53.47-- ; while in 1880 the percentages 
had shifted to 47.47-+ males, and 52.52+ females; and in 
1885 to 47.67-+ males, and 52.33-++ females. In 1875 the 
excess of females in Boston was 17,395, while in 1885 the 
excess was but 18,204; showing that through some industrial 
influences, and perhaps the building of great works by the 
city, employing large numbers of males, the proportion of 

males to the whole popul: ition is increasing. This, of course, 
decreases the proportion of the population to polls. In per- 
centages this is shown to be .22 gain in the percentage of 
males to the whole population, as compared with 1875, and 
a loss of .21 in the proportion of population to polls, as 
shown by the last table, between 1875 and 1885. These 
facts clearly indicate that any estimated population, based 
on the proportion of population to polls, is only approxi- 
mately correct, when the quotient is derived by dividing the 
total population shown by the census by the total number of 
polls returned by the same census. The harmony of the 
preceding statements proves mathematically that there is 
nothing inharmonious between the results of the recent enu- 
meration and the actual facts in the case, especially when it is 


_ remembered that, so far as polls are concerned, this office is 
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in possession of the full record of facts relating i each poll 
by name. 

It is intimated that the death-rate of Boston cients that 
the recent enumeration was Inaccurate. This suggestion has 
no particular significance, but it may be well to consider it. 

The death-rate per thousand for the present territory of 
Boston since 1885, and for census years only, has been as 
follows:

If we 
take the death-rate per thousand for Boston on the actual ter- 
ritory which it. controlled at the same dates we find the fol-

It is perfectly evident that there can be no real death-rate 
established for any year other than a census year. This be- 
ing the case, there is nothing in the foregoing death-rates to 
indicate alarm as to the population of Boston in May, 1885. 
Death-rates computed for the years intervening between 
census periods have been somewhat misleading. Prior to 
1875 or 1876 (if my memory is faithful in this matter), the 
death-rates for the State were accurately determined for the 
census years, and the rates for intervening years computed 
on the total population of the previous census. This gave an 
appearance of constantly increasing rates from a census year 
up to the year preceding the next census. 

Looking atall the years between 1866 and 1875, inclusive, 
when the death-rates were computed as stated, for Boston for 
territory existing at the time of the computation, and as_

or an average for the decade of 25.6. 

Since 1875 or 1876 computations have been made for the 
years between census periods on an estimated population, 
which estimated population, as previously shown, in almost 
every instance, has been too .large, and consequently, the 
death-rate as computed on such estimated population has 
been too small. The death-rates shown in the first table are 
for census years only, and those in the second table present- 
ing death- rates in Boston computed on territory existing at 
periods of computation are the true figures on which to base 
conclusions. 

If we turn to the statistics of births and marriages we shall 
find by the former that the census enumerators have returned 
nearly 60,000 too many people, while by the test of mar- 
riages the enumeration was exact. Thus by the various bases 
which may be used to take a slate-and-pencil census in one’s 
office without the aid of a corps of enumerators, Boston is 
given a population in 1885 numbering all the way from about 
330 ,000 to 565,000, according to one’s ambition or pre- 
viously expressed offinion. Which result shall we take? 
That derived from partial enumerations, and vaeillating ratios 
of population to something else, or shall we take the sworn 
results returned by 89 enumerators working constantly under 
the control of a central office, and drop all ratios and opinions ? 
As a statistician I prefer the latter course, feeling responsible 
always for a substantially aecurate enumeration, but not for 
an absolutely perfect census, for the difficulties in the way 
of census-taking in a large city preclude the latter. 

This statistical: analysis of the population movement in Bos- 
ton is quite sufficient to lead me to abandon the estimates 
made prior to the recent enumeration. In addition to such 
considerations it should be remembered that Boston is a great 
mercantile and manufacturing centre, its prosperity develop- 
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ing rapidly, but it should be remembered also that the rapidity 
of “development of the city in commercial or industrial ways 
retards the growth of population to a great degree. Every 
time an advance is made along a street by the extension of 
business houses, the families living there are crowded out. 

They may move to other parts of ‘the city, or locate in the 
suburbs; in either event, there is only a shift of population, 
and not an increase. ‘The transfer of great manufacturing 
establishments from the city to the country carries large 
numbers of families, or if the transfer is made within the city 
limits, there is simply a change of location in the population 
interested in the establishment. 

I remember that in taking the Federal Census of 1880 I 
discovered a loss in one ward, but found, upon investiga- 
tion, that the removal of one establishment from that ward to 
another in a distant part of the city had carried with it over 
1,000 people. This increase in the population of the part of 
the city to which the removal was made apparently indicated 
growth. Co Ue 

The city, too, lays out new streets and avenues, tearing 
down rookeries and crowded tenement-houses. Every such 
improvement displaces a large number of families, who seek 
a residence either in some other part of the city, or in the 
suburbs. Thus the building of a large number of houses, 
often referred to as an evidence of an increase of population, 
may not mean any increase whatever. If-200 families are 
crowded out of their old locations by improvements, or by the 
encroachments of trade, there is immediately a demand for 
200 new tenements, which mikes it appear that the population 
is increasing rapidly, when there is no increase. This argu- 
ment of new houses is often used as unanswerable ; but, it is, 
Mr. Mayor, frequently otherwise. Even in a country town 
a new house or a dozen new houses may not indicate an in- 
crease of one in the population, as it May be a result of im- 
proved financial condition of one of two families formerly 
living in the same house. The building of new houses is an 
indication’ of prosperity and increase, but not positive evi- 
dence of increase. This retarding influence of the increase 
of trade and of manufactures will be felt more and more as 
their extension becomes more rapid. ‘The character of the 
manufacturing which comes here also has a great influence 
upon the character of the population. It may mean an in- 
crease of the number of polls comparatively, or it may 
mean an increase of the proportion of females to males, in 
either event throwing out of proportion any previously ob- 
tained ratio. Immigration too has fallen off, and this has 
‘been felt in the whole State, and yet Massachusetts keeps her 
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growth fairly up to the gain in newer States. We have 
nothing to complain of when we examine facts. 

Your Honor will pardon me I know for this extended com- 
munication. It was needed by all the considerations in the 
case, and to my own mind was necessary, because I have far 
more interest in statistical accuracy than I have in opinions, 
whether expressed by myself or by others, and the foregoing 
statements lead me to abandon my own estimate, and to con- 
clude that the population of Boston in May, 1885, as it has 
been stated at 390,406, was substantially correct. I believe 
further verification will make no material changes.

HorskEs. 


The number of horses in the department April 30, 1886, 
was 170. 15 were purchased, 10 sold or exchanged, 
and 3 died. During the four winter months extra horses 
were placed in service under agreement with the owners 
that such service should be without cost to the city other 
than the care and feed, the same as is given the regular 
horses of the department. The horses have received inspec- 
tion from the Hospital Surgeon, who has made weekly re- 
ports to the Board of their condition and treatment, both 
in quarters or at the Hospital. 

The number of horses receiving treatment during the year 
was 125, of which 41 were received at the Hospital Stable 
and 84 were attended at the houses of their companies; of 
these 28 were horses taken for department’s use during the 
winter months. Of the 95 horses treated of the department 
85 were completely cured, 8 were incurable, 2 have died, 
and one was killed by accident. 

While the number of deaths was small the past year, the 
number of sick and disabled has been somewhat large, which 
may be accounted for by the heavy weather of the past 
winter. 


WATER AND HYDRANTS. 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was 
4,900. In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city, that contain from 
300 to 500 hogsheads of water, and can be used in an emer- 
gency. ‘The number of hydrants added during the year is 
as follows : — 

62 Lowry, 83 Post, 16 Boston, and 59 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
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and maintenance of hydrants was $90,640, or at the rate of 
$20 per hydrant. 

In all cases the Water Board have cheerfully complied 
with the requests of this Board in the establishment of 
hydrants whenever necessity required. 


Frre—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this de- 
partment within the year ending April 30 is as follows : — 


Circuit No. 18, referred to in report of last year, was 
completed early in July. 

Circuits 7 and 8 have been entirely rebuilt, and a new 
circuit, No. 19, constructed at the same time, for the better 
protection of the Roxbury district. 

The new circuit runs between and overlaps the others, so 
as to make alternating connections with boxes which were 
formerly connected in them. 

Gong circuits 31, 32, and 33 have been completed, by 
which the box-gong service heretofore given to the depart- 
ment houses in the city proper has been extended to the 
houses in South Boston, Charlestown, and Roxbury. The 
telephone service has been extended to the house of Chief- 
Engineer Webber, Chemical Engine 3, and the new repair- 
shop, and one telephone discontinued, making sixty stations 
now connected with head-quarters. 

A new seven-wired 300-feet cable has been laid at Mt. 
Washington-avenue bridge. 

Fourteen new signal-boxes and four keyless doors have 
been added to the service, and thirty keyless doors of new 
pattern substituted for old style, within the year. 

Changes have been made in the construction of the circuits 
on Eighth street, South Boston, and Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestow n, by removing the wires from house-top struct- 
ures to poles. Commodious apartments for construction 
. and repair work and storage of stock and tools have been 
fitted up in the building on ‘Bristol street, adjoining the Fire 
Department apparatus repair-shop, supplying a long-felt want 
in this departinent.

Fourteen relays and twelve galvanometers have been added 
to the apparatus at head-quarters to provide for the extension 
of the gong-service, referred to above, as well as for future 
work. 

An instrument has been lately introduced, the use of which 
greatly facilitates the recording of the time of alarms cor- 
rectly. It is called the Automatic Time Stamp, and is so 
placed by the register that the paper bearing the record of 
the number of the box from which an alarm may be given 
passes through it, and receives an impression from the stamp 
showing not only the day of the mouth but the hour and 
minute whenever it is used. 

A trial of the Orne battery has been made with satisfac- 
tory results. It is especially adapted for open-circuit work, 
and in point of strength and cleanliness has thus far proved 
to be.superior to any acid battery heretofore used. It is in- 
tended to supply the telephones with it as occasion arises for 
a renewal of their battery service.

PENSIONS. 


In accordance with the provisions of Chap. 107 of the Acts 
of 1880, in relation to pensioning firemen, the following pen- 
sions have been granted, viz. : — 


Mrs. Emma A. Pierce, widow of Hoseman Joseph Pierce, 
of Engine 4, killed in service Aug. 13, 1884, the sum of 
three hundred dollars per annum, as an annuity, to be paid 
in monthly instalments of $25 each, dating from Aug. 16, 
1884. 

Orestes L. Wood, of Engine Co. 15, Prone injured 
at fire Feb. 27, 1873, at the rate of $1.50 per day, dating 
from Nov. 16, 1885.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Hach operator has as- 
signed to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is 
responsible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving 
alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other details per- 
taining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may 
be called from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the 
operator should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from 
performing his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep 
during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, 
and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that nay occur at the office during his hours of 


duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 


GIVING THE RESULT OF HIS INVESTIGATION OF 
THE MANAGEMENT 


OF THE 


EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


Executive Department, May 6, 1886. 


To the Honorable the City Council: — 

GENTLEMEN, —QOn March 18, 1886, the City Council 
passed the following order : — 

“ Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to in- 

vestigate the conduct of the directors of East Boston Ferries 
in the management of that department for the years 1883-84, 
1884-85, and 1885-86.” 
_ No charges or information of any name or nature accom- 
panied the order, and it appeared to me to be an unusual 
proceeding to commence an investigation when no charges 
were preferred. I felt it my duty, under the circumstances, 
to publish the following notice : — 


CITY OF BOSTON. 
East Boston FERRIES. 


The City Council having requested the Mayor to investi- 
gate the conduct of the directors of the East Boston Ferries 
in the management of that department for the years 1853-84, 
1884-85, and 1885-86, by an order passed March 18, 1886, 
all persons having charges to prefer are invited to send the 
same to the Mayor’s office. All charges must be made in 
writing, signed with the name and address of the sender as a 
guarantee of good faith, and be handed in on or before April 


10, 1886. HUGH O'BRIEN, Mayor. 
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In answer to this advertisement charges were made of 
mismanagement during 1885-86, but none against the years 
1883-84 or 1884-85, although at the first hearing my attention 
was called to, and I pursued my investigation of, the ex- 
penses incurred in building a new ferry-boat in 1883-84 and 
in repairing the “ Revere” in 1884-85. 

A large number of witnesses were summoned, including 
the Directors during the years named, the City Auditor, the 
Superintendent of Ferries, contractors, and others who were 
employed in repairs and furnishing supplies during the years 
mentioned. 

Six meetings were held, a large number of witnesses were 
examined, and considerable information as to the manage- 
ment of the ferries obtained. No charge of corruption’was 
made, and there was no evidence produced to fix any fraudu- 
lent act on the part of any one connected with the ferry 
management during the years enumerated ; but the business 
management was very objectionable, particularly in the loose 
way in which costly repairs were made. 

It appears to me that the ferries could be much better and 
economically managed by a responsible superintendent, and 
I would respectfully suggest that the ordinances be amended 
to bring about such a change i in the management.

ON ASSESSMENTS FOR BETTERMENTS TO ESTATES 
FROM LAYING OUT WEST ROXBURY PARK. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, April 26, 1886. 


The Committee on Claims, to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of William Minot, Jr., and others, for the abatement of 
assessments for betterments to estates from the laying out of 
the West Roxbury park, respectfully report : — 

That the Board of Park Commissioners, on May Ist, 1885, 
under the authority of Sect. 7, Chap. 185 of the Acts of 1875, 
assessed six hundred and sixty-two parcels of real estate, 
which, in their opinion, had received benefit from the laying 
out of the park, various sums, amounting in all to $126,228 ; 
that the owners of one hundred and ninety-four of said par- 
cels have paid the assessments thereon, amounting to $6,977 ; 
and that the owners of about one hundred and fifty parcels, upon 
which the assessments amount to nearly $90,000, have filed pe- 
titions in court to have the amount of the benefit to their re- 
spective estates determined by a jury under Section 10 of said 
act, which provides that “any party aggrieved by any assess- 
ment made by said Board as aforesaid, may have the amount 
of the benefit received by his estate assessed by a jury of the 
superior court in the same manner as is provided by law with 
respect to damages sustained by reason of the laying out of 
ways in the County of Suffolk.” 

Your committee are advised, and the petitioners agree, 
that the City Council has no authority to revise the schedule 
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made by the Park Commissioners, or to pass an order va- 
cating them. ‘There is no right of appeal from the Commis- 
sioners to the City Council; but, as the owners of the estates 
assessed have a legal right to a trial by jury, the Council may 
intervene and settle these claims under its general power to 
compromise all suits or legal claims by or against the city. 

Your committee have given three hearings, to which all 
parties in interest were invited. At these hearings the 
present petitioners put in the testimony of many owners and 
several real-estate experts, as well as sales of land in the 
vicinity, tending to show that the park had not increased 
the value of the estates assessed; but, before deciding 
whether the interests of the city will justify a settlement of 
all the claims upon any general plan, it will be necessary to 
make a further examination of the merits of a large number 
of the separate assessments and claims for abatement. As 
claims covering about seventy-five per cent. of the unpaid 
assessments are already in court, it seems to the committee 
that-a more thorough examination of these claims can be 
made by the City Solicitor, and that he should be authorized 
to make such settlement or disposition of them, and of all 
others which parties would have a legal right to try in court, 
upon such terms as the Board of Park Commissioners deem 
just and equitable. 

The committee , therefore, recommend the passage of the 
accompanying order.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Bight Hundred and Eighty-six. 
AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE BOSTON ELEVATED RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 
Be tt enacted, etc.: —. 

Srotiron 1. That John W. Candler, M. Denman Ross, 
Bainbridge Wadleigh, Frederick O. Prince, George C. 
Barrett, and their associates, successors, and assigns, are 
hereby created a corporation under the name and style of 
“The Boston Elevated Railway Company,” and by that name 
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shall have perpetual succession, with power to contract and 
be contracted with, sue and be sued in all courts and places 
under the law, and have and use a common seal and alter the 
same at pleasure, and to make all necessary by-laws, rules, 
and regulations for the government of said corporation and 
the conduct of its business not inconsistent with the laws of 
this Commonwealth. Said corporation, except as herein 
otherwise provided, shall have all the powers and privileges 
and be subject to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set 
forth in all general laws which now are, or may hereafter be, 
in force applicable to street-railway corporations, and for that 
purpose said corporation shall be deemed a street-railway 
corporation. 

Sect. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall be 
ten millions of dollars, divided into one hundred thousand 
shares, of one hundred dollars each. 

Secor. 3. When one hundred thousand dollars of the 
capital stock of said corporation are subscribed for by re- 
sponsible parties in good faith, and ten per centum of said 
one hundred thousand dollars, in cash, is paid into the hands 
of a person to act as treasurer, who shall be named by the 
incorporators, or a majority of them, an election of not more 
than nine, nor less than five, directors shall be had, to serve 
the corporation for the year next ensuing. Such directors 
shall be chosen from and by the subscribers to the stock of 
the said corporation who have paid the ten per centum instal- 
ment provided for in this section. And such election shall 
be holden within five days after the ten per centum upon one 
hundred thousand dollars shall have been paid in, as herein 
provided, each share of stock so subscribed being entitled to 
one vote, which may be cast by proxy. And it shall be the 
duty. of the incorporators, or a majority of them, to name the 
time and place, in the city of Boston, when and where such 
election shall be had, and they shall preside over the same 
and forthwith certify the results to the persons so chosen as 
directors. | 

Sect. 4. When the directors are thus elected they shall, 
upon receiving notice thereof from the said incorporators, 
meet within five days from and after the date of their election, 
at some time and place designated -in said notice, and, if at 
that time a majority of those so elected as directors are pres- 
ent, they shall complete the organization of the board of di- 
rectors by the election from their own number of a president 
and vice-president, and by the election of a treasurer, who 
shall give bond with sufficient sureties, and of a clerk, who — 
shall be sworn, and who may or may not be members of the 
board or stockholders of the corporation. This board of 
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directors shall serve for one year from and after the date of 
such election, and each and every vear thereafter a new 
board of directors, of not more than nine nor less than five 
members, shall be elected. Each board of directors shall 
serve until their successors are elected. All such elections 
shall be held in the principal office of the corporation, which 
shall be in the city of Boston. And each board of directors 
so elected shall have and exercise full power and control 
over all the business affairs of the company. 

Secr. 5. The said corporation shall have full power and 
is hereby authorized to locate, construct, equip, operate, and 
maintain lines of elevated railways, of one or more tracks, 
with suitable and necessary turnouts, connections, switches, 
depots, stations, yard room,and warehouses, upon routes 
which may be found practicable, from some point at or near 
Scollay square in the city of Boston, to some point at or 
near Harvard square and Porter’s station in the city of 
Cambridge, and to some point at or near Franklin park in 
the city of Boston, and to some point at or near the town 
hall in the town of Brookline, and also from some point at 
or near the foot of Summer street in the city of Boston to 
some point at or near the town hall in the town of Milton. 
And also a belt line from the Boston and Lowell railroad 
station, by way of the Eastern railroad station, the Fitch- 
burg railroad station, the Boston, Revere Beach, and Lynn 
railroad station, the New York and New England railroad 
station, the Old Colony railroad station, the Boston and 
Albany railroad station, the Boston and Providence railroad 
station, thence to the place of beginning, all in the city of 
Boston. The said corporation shall not use upon its rail- 
ways, or either of them, steam as a motive-power, but elec- 
tricity may be used as such power, or any other force of 
equivalent merit as to silence, cleanliness, and safety. 

Sreot. 6. The said corporation is hereby authorized to 
make, by its agents, surveyors, and engineers, such exaimi- 
nations and surveys of different routes as are necessary to 
determine which routes are most suitable for the construc- 
tion of its proposed lines of railway, or either of them; and 
when such routes, or either of them, are defined and deter- 
mined, a full, complete, and accurate description thereof, 
together with well-prepared pians, diagrams, and specifications 
of the structure or structures to be erected thereon, shall be 
filed with the secretary of the Commonwealth, and a copy or 
duplicate of the same with the mayor of each city and the 
clerk of each town within which such routes, or any part 
thereof, may be located. Such descriptions, plans, dia- 
grams, and specifications shall be open to public inspection 
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for at least thirty days before the beginning of work upon 
such route or routes. And the said corporation shall give 
notice, by publication in one or more newspapers of general 
circulation in the city of Boston, that such descriptions, 
plans, diagrams, and specifications have been filed in the 
offices above mentioned. And the said corporation shall also 
obtain the consent in writing of the owners of a majority of 
the assessed value of the property, as determined by the last 
previous valuation for the assessment of taxes, next to and 
abutting upon and along the route or routes upon each pro- 
posed line of railway, and file a copy of the same in the 
offices above mentioned, at least fourteen days before it shall 
enter and take possession of such route or routes, or any 
part thereof, or begin work thereon ; and it shall give notice, 
in the manner hereinbefore provided, that the owners of such 
a majority of the assessed value of such property have con- 
sented to the building of such railway upon such route or 
routes, and that such consent is upon file in the offices be- 
forementioned. Upon obtaining the consent of the owners 
of a majority of the assessed value of property, as herein 
provided, and on compliance with the other provisions of 
this section, the said corporation may enter and proceed with 
the construction of its railway upon the route or routes 
where such consent has been obtained. But in no event 
shall such consent be a bar to, or impair, the right of such 
consenting parties to recover, from said corporation, a full 
compensation for any damages which may be suffered by 
them, as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 7. The said corporation may take, by purchase or 
otherwise, and hold any land necessary for the purposes of 
its incorporation : and may erect upon the land, so taken and 
held, proper buildings, structures, and fixtures, and may 
procure and operate machinery, and provide such other means 
and appliances as may be necessary for the establishment and 
maintenance of a complete and effective elevated railway ; and 
the said corporation may make excavations, and construct its 
elevated railways and other works upon, under, or over any 
lands, watercourses, public works, railroads, railways, or 
public or private ways, and along any such ways in such man- 
ner as not to unnecessarily obstruct the same; and for the 
purpose of constructing, maintaining, and repairing such ele- 
vated railways or other works, and for all proper purposes of 
this act, said corporation may dig up such lands; and, under 
the supervision of the board of aldermen of the cities and the 
board of selectmen of the towns in which its railways may be 
located, may enter upon and dig up any such ways, in such 
manner as to cause the least hindrance to public travel on 
such ways. 
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Sect. 8. The said corporation shall, within sixty days 
after the taking of any lands, as aforesaid, otherwise than by 
purchase, file, and cause to be recorded, in the registry of 
deeds for the county and district within which such lands are 
situated, a description thereof, sufficiently accurate for iden- 
tification, with a statement of the purpose for which the same 
were taken, signed by the president of the said corporation. 

Sect. 9. The said corporation shall pay all damages sus- 
tained by any person or corporation in property by the 
taking of any land, or by the construction and operation of 
its said railway, or by reason of any noise caused by the 
working of said railway, or by reason of the obstruction of 
light or air, or interference with the access to premises, or 
the disturbance of quiet or enjoyment thereof, alongside of 
or over which said railway or any part of the same may pass, 
or by any other act of the said corporation done under 
authority of this act; and any person or corporation sustain- 
ing damages as aforesaid, who fails to agree with said cor- 
poration as to the amount of such damages so sustained, may 
have the damages assessed and determined upon petition to 
the superior court of the county in which the property taken 
or damaged is situated, on application, in the case of the 
taking of lands, at any time within the period of three years 
from the taking of such lands, but not thereafter; and in 
cases other than for the taking of lands, on application at any 
time from and after one year from the commencement of the 
operation or running of said railway ; but no such application 
shall be made after the expiration of three years from and 
after the one year when the right of action accrues. And 
thereupon, after such notice to the adverse party or parties 
as the court shall order, a trial at the bar of said court by a 
jury may be had, in the same manner as other civil cases are 
there tried, and costs shall be taxed for the prevailing party 
as in civil cases. In estimating the damages sustained as 
aforesaid, there shall be allowed, by way of set-off, the 
benefit or advantage, if any, to the property of the party by 
reason of the locating, constructing, or running of said rail- 
way. And for the purpose of meeting all such liabilities 
said corporation shall deposit, with a responsible trust com- 
pany in the-city of Boston, ten thousand shares, of one 
million dollars par value, of its capital stock, which shall be 


held and used as a guaranty for the prompt and faithful pay- 


“ment of all damages and costs as herein provided. 


Srecr. 10. The said corporation and all the property it 
may own or control, and its operations under this act, shall 
be subject to the general supervision of the board of railroad 
commissioners, the same in all respects as is provided for the 
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general supervision of railroads and street railways in chap- 
ters one hundred and twelve and one hundred and thirteen of 
the Public Statutes. 

Sreot. 11. Whenever said corporation shall make any 
excavation in or near any public highway, or shall set any 
foundation, pier, or post in or near the same, the surface of 
the street, sidewalk, or other ground, shall be restored, as 
soon as practicable, to the condition it was in before the ex- 
cavation was made, as near as may be; and no interference 
shall be had with, or change made in, water or gas mains or 
pipes, sewers, drains, or other subterranean works, except 
with the concurrence of the board of aldermen of any city or 
selectmen of any town in which said elevated railway is lo- 
cated, first had and obtained, and upon condition that the 
same shall be immediately restored to a serviceable condition, 
as good as before the change or disturbance, and at the sole 
cost and expense of said corporation. And the superior 
court in equity may summarily enforce the provisions of this 
section by injunction or other appropriate remedy. 

Sect. 12. The said corporation may borrow money to an 
amount not in excess of its capital stock, upon such terms 
and conditions as the board of directors may determine, and 
it may issue therefor notes, bonds, or any other evidences of 
such obligations as may be agreed upon, and secure the pay- 
ment of the same by a mortgage lien upon all its corporate 
property and its franchises, or convey the same by deed of 
trust, as the directors may deem to be for the best interests 
of the corporation. And they may grant to any holder of 
such bonds the right to convert the overdue principal of such 
obligations, or interest thereon, into the capital stock of the 
corporation, provided such stock is in the treasury of the 


corporation at the time a demand is made for the conversion | 


thereof. 

Sect. 138. The said corporation shall have power to unite, 
consolidate, connect, or make traffic arrangements with any 
other line of railroad or railway, or means of transportation, 
in operation, or which may hereafter be placed in operation, 


within the counties of Suffolk, Middlesex, Essex, or Norfolk 


in this Commonwealth, and it is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to make such connection, consolidation, or traffic 
arrangements, by purchase, lease, or contract, with the cor- 
porations or managers or owners of such roads, or any rail- 
road or railway, or means of transportation, which may 
connect the city of Boston with any of its suberbs, and the 
corporations, managers, and owners of such other railroad, or 
railway, or means of transportation are hereby authorized to 
make such connections and consolidation, by sale, lease, or traf- 
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fic arrangements, upon such terms and conditions as may be 
agreed upon; butno such lease, connection, or traffic arrange- 
ment, shall be made without the confirmation and approval 
of a majority of the stockholders of this corporation, present 
at a meeting thereof, called by the directors for the purpose, 
by ten days’ notice published in some newspaper of general 
circulation in the city of Boston, and held at the office of the 
corporation in said city, upon the day and at the time speci- 
fied in said notice. 

Secor. 14. At all meetings of stockholders as herein pro- 
vided they may be represented by proxy, and each share of 
stock shall be entitled to one vote. 

Seot. 15. The said corporation may, from time to time, 
as the board of directors may deem proper, declare and pay 
to the stockholders dividends of profits from any and all 
sources. 

Sect. 16. The maximum rate of fare per passenger upon 
each line of said railway shall not exceed ten cents; but the 
said corporation may sell package tickets at such rate less 
than ten cents per ticket as its directors may, from time to 
time, determine. Each of such tickets shall be good until used 
for one passage or ride on either of said corporation’s lines of 
railway. The said corporation may also establish such 
special rates of fare, less than ten cents per passenger, during 
certain hours of the day, as its directors may, from time to 
time, determine. Whoever falsely makes, forges, or counter- 
feits, or is a party to such making, forging, or counterfeiting 
of any such tickets, or utters or deals in or is a party to the 
uttering or dealing in such counterfeit tickets, shall, for each 
such offence, be punished by a fine of not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment in the state prison for 
not more than five years, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sect 17. The said corporation may contract for the build- 
ing and equipping of its railways and pay for the same in 
the stock of the corporation at par, and in the bonds and 
credits of the corporation at such rates as may be agreed 
upon. 

Srot. 18. At any election of directors, the holders of 
any of the bonds of the corporation which are secured by a 
mortgage of its property, rights, and franchises as herein 
provided, may, in person or by proxy, after giving ten days’ 
notice of such intention in writing, vote for directors at such 
election. Each one hundred dollars of the principal of such 
bonds so owned and held shall be entitled to one vote, to be 
counted, held, and registered in all respects the same as votes 
cast at such elections by the stockholders; or upon the ap- 
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plication, in writing, of the holders of two-thirds of the 
bonds of the corporation which may at that time have been 
issued, the directors may authorize a board of control, con- 
sisting of not more than five persons, to be selected and 
directed by the bondholders of the corporation as they may 
choose. Such board of control shall have the right to ex- 
amine all contracts, and all accounts and bills, which are to 
be paid for with funds received from the bondholders, and 
see that such funds are used in the legitimate expenses and 
obligations of the corporation only, and they shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction with the board of directors in all 
matters wherein the affairs or interests of the bondholders 
are directly concerned. 

Sect. 19. The said corporation shall, after its roads, or 
either of them, have been in operation two years, pay annu- 
ally into the treasury of the city of Boston five per cent. of 
the net proceeds of its earnings from any and all sources for 
the preceding year, as a fund for the support and embellish- 
ment of the city parks. 

Sect. 20. The said corporation may have and use along 
its routes, and on or about its structures, means of electrical 
lighting, telegraph lines, telephones, or any other means of 
electrical, verbal, or sign communication. 

Sect. 21. Any railroad company, or street-railway com- 
pany, with whose road the railroad or railways of this cor-_ 
poration may connect, is hereby authorized to subscribe to 
the capital stock of this corperation, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by the companies or cor- 
porations, and such companies or corporations so subscribing 
shall have the same rights and privileges as other stockholders 
in this corporation, and shall be subject to the same con- 
ditions, restrictions, and limitations as other stockholders | 
therein. 

Sect. 22. The board of railroad commissioners shall, 
upon application of the owner of any land taken under this 
act by said corporation, require said corporation to give 
satisfactory security for the payment of all damages and 
costs which may be awarded such owner for the land so 
taken ; but previous to requiring such security the said board 
shall, if application therefor is made by either party, make 
an estimate of the damages which may result from such 
taking, and the said board shall, in like manner, require fur- 
ther security, if at any time the security before required ap- 
pears to it to have become insufficient ; and all the right or 
authority of said corporation to enter upon or use such land, 
except for making surveys, shall be suspended until it gives 
the security so required. 
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Sect. 23. The pravisions of section three of chapter one 
hundred and five of the Public Statutes shall apply to the 
corporation hereby authorized. 

Secr. 24. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO PURCHASE 
PROPERTY OF THE JAMAICA POND AQUEDUCT CORPO- 
RATION. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. ‘The city of Boston, by the Boston water 
board, may purchase and hold all the property, estates, 
rights and privileges of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corpo- 
‘ation, incorporated by chapter one hundred and _ thirty-five 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, and 
said Boston water board may, if the same shall be deemed 
expedient, connect Jamaica pond and the pipes of said cor- 
poration so purchased with the other water-pipes of said city ; 
but said city shall not hereby acquire any right to take ice 
from said pond, or to take land upon which any building or 
machinery is now erected, or which is now used in connec- 
tion with such building or machinery for the purpose of 
storing ice, or for convenience in cutting, storing, and moving 
ice, without the consent of the owner of said land and build- 
ings or machinery ; nor shall said city, by virtue of this act, 
or by the purchase hereunder authorized, acquire any right 
to obstruct or in any manner interfere with the business of 
persons or corporations now engaged in cutting, storing. sell- 
ing, or moving ice from said pond, or with the rights of any 
other person or corporation in the water or ice of said pond, 
or in the lands bordering upon the same, except so far as the 
same shall be necessary, in raising or lowering the surface of 
the water of said pond to the extent, or in protecting and 
preserving the purity of said waters in the manner now 
authorized by law. 

Secr. 2. This act shall not become valid until it has been 
accepted by the city council of the city of Boston by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members of both branches thereof.

AN ACT IN FAVOR OF WILLIAM S. AND GEORGE O. WILEY 
AND OF JOSEPH DICKSON. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


SEecTION 1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized to 
pay William S. and George O. Wiley and Joseph Dickson 
for services rendered to, and expenses incurred for, the city 
of Charlestown previous to its annexation to the city of 
Boston. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE ESTABLISHMENT AND. MAIN- 
TENANCE OF EVENING HIGH SCHOOLS IN CERTAIN 
CITIES. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SEcTION 1. Every city of fifty thousand or more in- 
habitants shall establish, and thereafter annually maintain, 
an evening high school, in which shall be taught such 
branches of learning as the school committee thereof may 
deem expedient, whenever fifty or more residents, fourteen 
years of age or over, who desire and, in the opinion of the 
school committee, are competent to pursue high-school 
studies, shall petition therefor. 

Sect. 2. The school committee shall have the same 
superintendence over such school as they have over day 
schools; may determine the.term or terms of time in each | 
year and the hours of the evening during which such school 
shall be kept, and may make such ‘regulations : as to attendance 
thereat as they may deem proper. 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Eighty-six. 
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A TRU- 
ANT-SCHOOL ON THE MAIN-LAND IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston shall establish, as soon as 
may be, on the main-land, at some place removed from insti- 
tutions occupied by criminal or vicious persons, a truant- 
school for the confinement, discipline, and instruction of 
minor children, convicted under sections ten and twelve of 
chapter forty-eight of the Public Statutes. 

Sect. 2. As soon as said truant-school is prepared for 
the reception of pupils, all such children then under commit- 
ment in said city, at Deer Island or elsewhere, shall be trans- 
ferred thereto; and thereafter all children convicted under 
said sections shall be committed to said school. 

Sect. 3. Said school shall be under the general charge 
of the directors for public institutions of said city. The 
school department of said truant-school shall be subject to 
the visitation and inspection of the school committee of Bos- 
ton, and the studies and examinations therein shall be under 
the supervision and regulation of said school committee and 
directors for public institutions jointly. Every teacher em- 
ployed in said school shall hold a certificate of his qualifica- 
tions from said school committee. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER TWENTY-FOUR OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Sections four and five of Chapter twenty-four 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1885 are hereby repealed.

The undersigned, in behalf of the citizens who furnished 


the means for erecting a memorial to William Lloyd Garri-. 


son, have the honor to present to the city of Boston the 
bronze statue which has been placed on Commonwealth ave- 
nue, between Dartmouth and Exeter streets. 

The purpose which led to the establishment of this memo- 
rial was first formed on the 18th of June, 1879, at a meeting 
which was attended by Ralph Waldo Emerson, Wendell 
Phillips, John C. Phillips, George Baty Blake, William I. 
Bowditch, Henry P. Kidder, Samuel C. Cobb, Richard P. 
Hallowell, and Edward T. May: and at which a committee, 
consisting of Henry P. Kidder, Martin Brimmer, John M. 
Forbes, Henry L. Pierce, Henry Lee, Samuel C. Cobb, John 
rc Phillips, George Baty Blake, and William Endicott, Jr., 
was appointed to'raise money. 

In an appeal to the public, prepared by Wendell Phillips, 
which was subsequently published by this committee in the 
daily press, it was stated that “ they feel that the memory 
of such a life, of great abilities so bravely and unselfishly 
devoted to the defence of justice and humanity, of such in- 
exhaustible patience and courage in persevering against 
obstacles almost insurmountable, and of such complete suc- 
cess, wrung from bitter opposition, without the sacrifice of 
principle or accepting dishonorable aid, is a rich inheritance.” 
“The city honors itself when it offers such a career the tribute 
of admiration, respect, and gratitude, and we should hold it 
up in some form as an example and inspiration to coming 
time.” 

It was at first proposed that the memorial should take the 
form of a building for the school at Hampton, Va., under 
the charge of General S. C. Armstrong; but the contribu- 
tions were insufficient for that purpose, and it was finally 
decided to procure a statue and place it in some conspicuous 
position in this city. 


With that view a number of the leading artists were re- 


quested to furnish models and proposals. From those sub- 
mitted the committee unanimously selected the design of 
Olin L. Warner, of New York, and a contract was made with 
him for putting it in bronze. The pedestal bears the follow- 
ing inscriptions: On the front or east side, “ William Lloyd 
Garrison.” On the reverse or west side, “ 1805-1879.” 
On the north side, “I am in earnest. I will not equivocate, 
I will not excuse, I will not retreat a single inch, and I will

be heard.” On the south side, “ My country is the world, 
my countrymen are all mankind.” 

The work of the distinguished artist is worthy of the sub- 
ject. It represents one of the foremost figures in that long 
struggle to make good the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence, by establishing liberty throughout the land. 
It is the embodiment of a high purpose, nobly achieved by a 
life of toil and self-sacrifice. 

No one of the distinguished men whose effigies ennoble 
and adorn our public grounds has left the record of a purer 
life, or one which teaches a more inspiring lesson to the people 
of this country. 

In placing their names to this communication the surviving 
members of the original committee of citizens recall with 
profound sorrow the changes which have taken place in the 
membership of the organization first formed to carry out this 
work. 

Of the little company which less than seven years ago met 
to do honor to the memory of William Lloyd Garrison, five 
have died, Ralph Waldo Emerson, Wendell Phillips, George 
Baty Blake, John C. Phillips, and Henry P. Kidder, — the 
last three members of the executive committee. 

It may be truly said of them in the simple and impressive 
words of the Great Preacher, “ All these were honored in 
their generations.”

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Eighty-six. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 

Section 1. For the purpose of defraying the costs and 
expenses of constructing the parks established by the city of 
Boston, the city council of said city may, by a vote passed in 
the manner provided by section seven of chapter twenty-nine 
of the Public Statutes, authorize its treasurer to issue, from 
time to time, to the amount of five hundred thousand dollars 
each year, and to a total amount not exceeding two million, 
five hundred thousand dollars, negotiable bonds or certificates 
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of indebtedness, payable in fifty years from their date, and 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding four per cent. 
per annum, to be denominated on the face thereof “ Public 
Park Construction Loan.” 

Srcor. 2. Said treasurer shall sell said bonds and certifi- 
cates, or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain 
the proceeds thereof in the treasury of the said city, and pay 
therefrom the expenses incurred for the purposes aforesaid. 

Sreot. 3. Upon the passage of the said vote the board of 
park commissioners of said city shall without delay proceed 
with the construction of said parks, and shall carefully and 
judiciously expend the amounts aforesaid in such construc- 
tion. 

SreotT. 4. The debt and loans authorized by this act shall 
not be included within the limit fixed by section two of chap- 
ter one hundred and seventy-eight of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE DIVISION OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON INTO FORTY-EIGHT WARDS, AND TO REOR- 
GANIZE THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Be wt enacted, etc. : — 

Section 1. An ordinance making a new division of the 
city into wards, passed by the city. council of the city of 
Boston, and approved by the mayor of said city, December 
twenty-third, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, is hereby 
annulled. : 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the city council of said 
city, and they are hereby thereunto empowered, by the 
twentieth day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-six, to 
make a new division of said city into forty-eight wards, in 
such a manner as to include as nearly as may be an equal 
number of voters in each ward, having due regard for well- 
defined limits to each ward. | 

Sect. 3. In case the city council of the city of Boston 
shall fail to exercise the powers granted them in the preced- 
ing section, before the twentieth day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six, such powers shall there- 
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upon cease and determine. It shall then be the duty of the 
mayor of said city to appoint three discreet men, inhabitants 
of said city, not members of the city council, who shall 
forthwith divide said city into forty-eight wards, in such 
manner as prescribed in the preceding section, and shall 
make report of their proceedings, and of such division, to 
the city council of Boston, by the thirty-first day of said 
May, and such division into wards shall be in force until the 
next decennial division into wards. 

Secr. 4. The common council of Boston, on and after 
the first day of January, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, 
shall consist of one member of each ward. 

Srecr. 5. ‘The board of aldermen of Boston, on and after 
the first day of said January, shall consist of sixteen mem- 
bers, to be elected by districts, and each district shall consist 
of three contiguous wards, to be designated by the city 
council of said city. 

Secr. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH WARDS, PRECINCTS, AND ASSESS- 
MENT DISTRICTS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The several wards, precincts, and assessment 
districts of the city of Boston, existing on the first day of 
January in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five, are hereby established as the wards, precincts, 
and assessment districts of said city of Boston, any acts or 
ordinances of the city council of said city of Boston, during 
said year, to the contrary notwithstanding. And the bounda- 
ries and the numbering of said wards, precincts, and assess- 
ment districts then existing are hereby declared to be the 
boundaries and the numbering of the wards, precincts, and 
assessment districts hereby established. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
shall apply to taxes assessed and collected for the present 
year in the same manner and to the same effect as if it had 
been in force on the first day of May of the current year.

Of a committee appointed at a meeting of the Suffolk District 


Medical Society, held June 9, 1885, to codperate with a. 


similar committee from the Norfolk District Medical 
Society, to take into early consideration the impurities 
of the Boston water supply, and to urge upon the Mayor 
the vital importance of promptly using all those means 
which the law allows to prevent further contamination of 
that water supply, and to remedy the contamination 
which exists. 


Mr. CuHarrMan, — Your committee, appointed as above, 
beg to report as follows : — 

Of the five gentlemen appointed upon this committee, owing 
to absence from town and other impediments, only the two 
who sign this report were actually able to serve, and they did 
so at some little sacrifice of time and personal convenience. 

On June 18, 1885, in company with three members of the 
committee appointed by the Norfolk District Society, we 
visited the Mystic valley, getting out of the train at Win- 
chester, driving through Winchester and Woburn, and in- 
specting tributaries of the Mystic supply, and some of the 
principal tanneries and other industrial establishments upon 
their banks. The upper Mystic pond was not visited; but 
the distance from Winchester station, where the nearest point 
of pollution observed was situated, to the pond, being scarcely 
half a mile, the possible danger of the situation was sufficiently 
revealed. On the afternoon of June 22 the same members 
of the two committees made a personal inspection of a portion 
of the water-shed of Farm pond and Lake Cochituate water 
supply. The result of these visits of inspection were com- 
municated to the Mayor of Boston by the secretary of the 
joint committee, Dr. E. P. Gerry, of Jamaica Plain, under 
dates of Aug. 27 and Sept. 5. The first of these communi- 
cations, detailing the visit to the water-shed of the Mystic 
supply, was written by Dr. Gerry himself; and the first part 
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of the second communication, giving the results of our obser- 

vations on the Cochituate water-shed, was written by Dr. A. 

H. Nichols; the latter part of the second communication was 
added by the secretary, and must not be accepted otherwise 
than as possibly expressing the personal opinions of the indi- 
vidual members of the committee, certainly not as having an 
official character. Both of these communications were referred 
by the Mayor to the Boston Water Board, and appeared, with 
some inaccuracies, in the daily papers. Copies are herewith 
appended. It is only necessary for us to say that, apart from 
some comparatively unimportant mistakes as to the names of 
certain manufacturing establishments, these reports contain 
a correct, though possibly in some instances, in that on the 
Mystic, rather picturesque statement of the conditions en- 
countered by us in the Mystic and Cochituate water-sheds at 
the time of our visit. 

It is one thing to select and point out sources of pollution 
of water supply ; it is another, and sometimes much more 
difficult, one to remedy them. Prior to 1884 when com- 
plaints were made against public or private corporations, or 
individuals, under the provisions of section 96 of chapter 80 of 
the Public Statutes,— a section designed to protect water sup- 
plies, — such complaints were reported to Boards of Health 
and local sheriffs juries, with the result, as you may imagine, 
going far to render the provisions of this section nugatory. 
In 1884, owing largely to the efforts of the city of Boston, 
the Legislature amended the statute so that the Supreme 
Judicial or Superior Court might, in term time or vacation, 
upon the application of the mayor of a city, or the select- 
men of a town interested, grant an injunction against 
any violation of the provisions of the above-mentioned 
section. At the same time these questions were re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of Boards of Health and of 
sheriff’s juries. Under this amendment permanent injunction 
was finally obtained in March, 1885, from the Supreme Court 
by the city of Boston against one Gleason, an innkeeper, 
emptying the refuse of his establishment into Pegan. brook. 
We desire to say that we believe that the Boston Water 
Board, strengthened by this action of the court, has, through 
its efficient superintendent of the western division of the city’ S 
water supply, strenuously exerted itself to abate the then and 
the still existing causes of pollution in the Cochituate basin. 
Some of these causes can only be satisfactorily removed by 
the establishment of some suitable systems of sewage dis- 
posal for the towns lying in that water-shed. Suggestions 
for such systems may be found in the late report of the 
Massachusetts Drainage Commission, which, if adopted, would

probably reduce to a minimum the evils observed by your 
committee. The sewage of the woman’s prison at Sherborn 
should not be allowed to remain in the present state. The 
excavation of the basins of the Sudbury-river system puts 
them in a position where the resources of nature will, in all 
probability, not be overtaxed in protecting the purity of the 
water therein stored. The construction of Basin No. 4, 
which will add 5,000,000 gallons to the storage capacity of 
this system, has been proceeded with on the most approved 
modern principles for such work. 

To return to the Mystic water supply, we desire further to 
state, that one of us, Dr. H. J. Barnes, visited that water- 
shed a second time, in company with two members of the 
other committee, toward the end of March of this year, and 
found that the tributaries to Wedge pond and the upper 
Mystic were still being contaminated by the tanneries and 
other factories in that region in a way which cannot but be 
regarded as liable at any time to prove detrimental, and even 
dangerous, to the health of the consumers of Mystic water. 
At one at least of the worst tanneries discharging into the 
Abajonna river some efforts have been made since our first 
visit to ameliorate its offences ; but the devices — subsidence 
and filtration — adopted in most instances by those tanneries, 
not connected with the sewer built by the city of Boston, 
which attempt any purification of their refuse, are entirely 
unsatisfactory, inasmuch as they permit the escape of dis- 
solved organic matter from beam-houses and hide-mills, as 
well as the spent liquor from vats, directly into these tribu- 
tary streams. At the time of our first visit a large number 
of privies, water-closets, and sinks were discharging directly 
or indirectly into Russell brook, a branch of which is 
known as “Stink brook,” and into Town-meadow brook. 
These brooks flow through thickly-settled portions of the 
town of Woburn, and empty, the former into Wedge pond, 
after a course of half a mile, the latter immediately into 
Horn pond. The contents of both, therefore, find their way 
pretty directly into the upper Mystic pond. 

In their last report, dated Dec. 8, 1885; the Boston Water 
Board say: “Considerable attention has been given to the 
removal of sources of pollution, but the increase of the popu- 
lation and the character of the business done upon the 
water-shed of the Mystic supply make this a more difficult 
problem each year.” 

They are now of the opinion that the sources of danger 
from privies, water-closets, and sinks have been abated, and 
we can only hope that this opinion is well founded. 

The basin of the Mystic is, however, so thickly populated 
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that even when the inhabitants take the trouble to discharge 


- their waste into cesspools the soil can hardly be expected to 


depurate it before it reaches the streams by subsoil currents. 

The Boston Water Board contemplates the abandonment 
of the Mystic water supply ; and, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, it must come to that. In the mean time, until other 
sources of supply can be secured, if such should prove to be 
required, it would seem desirable that such connection should 
be made with the water supply on the south side of the 
Charles river, if practicable at a reasonable expense, as would 
bring the Sudbury river and Cochituate supplies within the 
reach of the inhabitants of the Charlestown District within 
short notice, should the emergency arise. 

Your committee have naturally considered the question 
submitted to them by you from the point of view of the 
physician and sanitarian. They desire again, however, to 
state that they are fully conscious of the complexity, as well 
as of the importance, of the problem presented. They pray 
to be discharged.

In connection with the foregoing the Board of Aldermen, 
on May 24, voted that the following report, which was sub- 
mitted by said committee to the Mayor in August, 1885, be 
printed : — 


JAMAICA Puarin, Thursday, Aug. 27, 1885. 
To the Hon. Hugh O'Brien, Mayor of Boston : — 


Dear Sir, —In reference to our informal conversation 
the other day relative to the visit made by the water pollution 
committee of the Norfolk and Suffolk medical societies to 
some of the sources of Boston’s water supply, and your 
request that their report be formally presented to you for 
consideration, I have the pleasure to submit herewith a 
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report made from the record at the time of their visit in 
June. 
This committee was appointed to inspect the various 
sources of the water supply of Boston, and urge upon the 
Mayor and Water Board the duty and necessity of prosecuting 
all persons defiling said supply. This was in view of the 
possible advent of cholera into Boston this season; that this 
will not be the case is earnestly hoped ; that we have a great 
deal to fear from this great disease next season authorities 
agree. If cholera should come it was thought imperative 
that the drinking-water should be as pure as possible. That 
it was being contaminated every day was known to some 
members of the committce, but inspection showed it te be 
greater than was supposed. The committee consisted of Drs. 
George B. Shattuck, chairman; Henry J. Barnes, Arthur 
H. Nichola Joseph Streeter, H. C. Ernst, C. H. Wor- 
thington, and EK. Peabody Gerry, secretary. June 18 Drs. 
Shattuck, Barnes, Nichols, Worthington, and Gerry visited 
Winchester and Woburn, and inspected some of the tanneries 
which empty more or less of their waste water into Mystic 
lake. In Winchester, at Waldmeyer’s tannery, it was found 
that an attempt was being made to remove the waste water 
and keep it from flowing into the Abajonna river. Waste 
water containing hair and other harmful properties of the 
hides was pumped into the sewer provided by Boston, after 
the hairy material had been removed by an iron sieve, which 
caught most of it. There were two objectionable features 
at this place: first, the fact that the Abajonna river, one of 
the principal tributaries emptying into the Mystic lake. was 
within twenty feet of this dirty-colored stream; and, second, 
the practice in vogue of dumping large quantities of the hairy 
débris which is permeated by animal matter within a few feet 
of the river, there allowing it to remain. It was evident 
that when the rain came it must necessarily wash most of the 
animal matter in this pile directly into the river. Russell 
brook, in Winchester and Woburn, a vile stream, commonly 
called Stink brook, was inspected and found to empty into 
Horn pond, no effort being made to purify its filthy waters. 
There are situated on this brook, Winn’s, Trowan’s, Skinner 
& Co.’s, Pollard & Co.’s, Blake, Hinckley, & Co.’s, Shaw & 
Taylor’s, Thompson’s, Murphy &- Plummer’s, Linnell, 
Houston, & Co.’s, Bryant’s, Eustis, Cummings, & Co.’s, 
Crane’s, Conn’s, besides a large number of dwelling-houses. 
At Maxwell's tannery we ‘found a state of things truly 
startling to the nose, as well as to the eye, of those unaccus- 
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during the afternoon. It was terribly foul and bad from the 
first point reached to the last point inspected. The first 
sight that met our gaze was a basin of filthy water, covering 
from one quarter to half an acre, containing the refuse water 
from the tannery. The water was thick and dark brown, 
resembling thin sewage, with a thick scum of animal matter, 
which was decomposing in the hot sun, and sending up a 
sickening odor. Holding our noses, we pushed along and 
hunted for the outlet of this disgustingly stinking pool. We 
found it without any trouble; not, however, emptying into 
any sewer, but directly into the Abajonna river. Any one 
looking upon this abomination would say that it was more 
than an outrage, — that it was a specimen of criminal neglect 
on the part of the authorities who would permit any man to 
so defile the drinking-water of even a few, to say nothing of 
the thousands into whose stomachs this filth goes. ‘The 
wooden trough by which it entered into the river was esti- 
mated as measuring eight by ten inches. Large CW Mee, 
of flies were hovering over this pool, doing what tl hey could 
to neutralize its deleterious effects and bringing forth myriads 
of young to act as scavengers. What the odor must be when 
a July or August sun settles upon it Is something terrible to 
imagine. One can conceive that the report of a similar condi- 
tion of things in Stoneham, by a medical friend, is not exag- 
gerated when he says that on the last of August he has 
frequently seen the Abajonna river worms clinging to the 
filth that generated them, presenting a horrible sight when 
one remembers that he was drinking the water which flowed 
over this pile of filth. The same sort of objectionable pile 
of débris, noticed at Waldmeyer’s, was also seen here, ready 
to be washed into the Abajonna river at the first rain-storm. 
The enormity of this condition can be appreciated when we 
are told that Maxwell employs 125 men, who tan 200) hides 
a day, using from 15,000 to 20,000 gallons of water, most 
of which goes into Mystic water supply. 

At Skinner’s, in Woburn Centre, situated on Russell’s 
brook, it was found that an attémpt— it is feared a fe ey 
one — was being made to comply with the law; at least it wa 
so claimed. Here was a fairly good-sized cesspool, wiitol 
we were told caught the débris, both solid and liquid. It 
was claimed that the solid portion was taken from it at 
stated intervals, and carted away ; but where the liquid por- 
tion went we know not. An excessively imaginative person 
might, perhaps, think that it went where a large part of such 
stuff went, viz., into Mystic. In order to keep its reputa- 
tion good, a privy and a pigsty were contributing their 
mites, being located within a few feet of the brook, say, four-

teen. ‘This brook is said to flow directly into Horn pond, a 
large basin connected with the Mystic supply. Upon look- 
ing at its waters from the bank one might think that it was 
all right; but, on closer inspection, one would soon discover 
that there was an appearance along the shores different from 
what is usually seen in ponds, namely, a fringe of dirty and 
filthy scum of decomposing animal matter. That this might 
be expected one would readily think , when he remembers 
that Stink brook empties directly into it, to say nothing of 
what Dow & Co. are doing to defile it on the town-meadows 
in Woburn. It was told us that there was a currying-shop 
higher up on the brook, whose proprietor was probably using 
the same great care indulged in by his neighbors. Kinney’s s 
tannery is s located on the ‘town-meadows, and this is probably 
what was meant. | 

In the report of the Mystic Water Board of 1874 it is 
stated that fifty dwelling-houses were located on the town- 
meadows. ‘This number has probably doubled in ten years. 
Of the sewage of these houses it is fair to suppose that a 
considerable part finds its way into the Mystic. Dow & ee 
have a few vats for collecting such constituents as hair, etc. 
but if one follows the brook down towards Horn pond he will 
find that they are shams, anda mere pretence ; for it was found 
that at a point in the brook not far from Horn pond, where 
there was a small obstruction, large quantities of filth had 
collected, which was very foul- smelling, e especially when 
tuken up in the hand. When one considers that this is con- 
tinually pouring into Horn pond it is not difficult to imagine 
where its scum-fringed shores have their origin. One mem- 
ber of the committee reported that he could ‘take up the filth 
by handfuls. As a considerable portion of the people of 
Boston are obliged to drink the water of this pond, it is 
claimed that it is the duty of some one to ask why such a 
state of things is allowed. There must be a remedy, and the 
remedy should be applied without further delay. That these 
tanneries are wilfully defiling the Mystic no one can doubt 
who has seen the things mentioned. When we come to add 
to the few tanneries we had time to visit, the twenty or more 
known to exist, one can get an idea of the sewage that finds 
its way into the Mystic lake, even if we allow that a part of 
their owners are trying to conform to the regulation. It may 
be said that it is easy enough to point out defects ; this we 
will allow when they are as glaring as we found them. 

Why such a state of things is allowed to exist is impos- 
sible to imagine, when one considers how much time and ex- 
pense have been put into the matter. A few bad spots, and 


an attempt to cover up others, might show that a certain 
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kind of inspection had been attempted ; but the utterly reck- 
less defilement shown to exist clearly demonstrates a neglect 


on the part of some one, which seemed to the committee in- 


excusable. It might be well to remark, Mr. Mayor, that 
what has been said, and what criticism has been offered, has 
been done with malice toward none, and that the points 
criticised were selected because they happened to be the 
places visited in Winchester and Woburn. It has not been 
supposed but what there are many other places as bad, if not 
worse — if that were possible — than those described. Your 
suggestion that a committee of medical gentlemen be invited 
to go over the ground thoroughly would be considered emi- 
nently wise. The Mystic-river supply is not the only one 

which requires the remedy. Although it may not be an 
agreeable thing for the people of Boston to, contemplate, 
still it is true that the Cochituate water receives more harm- 
ful proportion than the Mystic, bad as that has been shown 
to be. Cochituate is constantly receiving from the woman’s 
prison, at Sherborn, the town sewer of Framingham, and 
many other sources, large quantities of human excrement in 
a more or less diluted form. 

A report prepared for the committee by Dr. H. Nichols 
demonstrated the foulness of the Cochituate supply, and 
suggested many causes of alarm in this direction. 

Hoping that the limited work the committee has been able 
to do will assist you somewhat in your efforts to purify the 
drinking-water of Boston, this report is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

The above amount of $769,830.36, resulting from the actual 
‘business of the year, remained in the treasury in conformity with 
the requirements of Chap. 15, Sect. 9, of the Revised Ordi- 
nances; and an order of the City Council, approved May 6, 1886, 
provided that it be used towards meeting the appropriations for the 
financial year 1886-87. 

The annual appropriation order of the City Council provides 
that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and Auditor, or 
be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same has been previously ap- 
propriated by a special vote of the City Council; hence the neces- 
sity of applying to the City Council for additional means, if from 
any cause an original appropriation falls short. The additional 
means thus asked for can only be furnished by an authorized 
transfer from some existing appropriation which can spare it, or 
by a specific loan. In this manner the City Council retain a knowl- 
edge and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized by 
them.

Farm-Pond Conduit. —'This work has been taken possession of 
by the city, and will be finished early in the coming season. It is 
expected that the conduit will be in use before the first of July 
next. 

Public Park, Back Bay.— The total length of shore formed is 
now 18,100 lineal feet, and the area of water-way excavated is 
about 24 acres. 

About 10 acres have been graded and loamed for planting, 54 
acres of which are planted; and about 8 acres of marsh have been 
graded and sodded to the established grade. 

The driveway from the intersection of Parker street and Boylston 
street to Commonwealth avenue has been graded, 4,138 lineal feet 
curbstones have been set, 1,8765 square: yards of gutters paved, 
and the drains constructed. ; 

Covered Channel of Muddy River. — The conduit, which was 
damaged in the fall of 1884, has been repaired, and the new outlet 
for Muddy river is now in use. 

Bussey “Park. — The driveway to the top of the open hill has 
been partially graded, and fences have been erected on the 
boundaries of the park where there were none. 

Franklin Park.—'Two drinking-fountains have been erected, and 
about 1,400 lineal feet of water-pipe laid, to supply them with water. 

The ground called ‘*:The Playstead” has been partially cleaned 
of boulders, and the stones thus obtained have been used for the 
construction of a retaining-wall, to support the ‘* Overlook,” 
near Wainut street and Glen road. 

Marine Park, City Point. — A wooden pier, 1.225 feet in length 
and 80 feet in width, intended for a promenade, has been built, ex- 
tending in a south-easterly direction from the foot of Fifth street. 
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The refectory building has been moved to a position adjoining 
the pier, and a plank-walk laid from Q street to the entrance ‘to 
the pier. 
~ Wood-Island Park. — The driveway from Bennington street to 
the Revere Beach R.R. has been graded to its full width and to 
the established grade, and areas have been excavated and refilled 
with loam, in readiness for the planting of trees. 

Charles-River Embankment. — Work was begun on this im- 
provement about April 1, 1885. About 1,600 lineal feet of sea-wall 
have been, built, and the space in the rear of the wall has been filled 
‘to grade 10. 

Main Drainage Works. — Muth work of a miscellaneous char- 
acter has been done to increase the efficiency of the works, and to 
bring them nearer completion. The system has now been operated 
in a satisfactory manner for more than two years. By the con- 
nection of the Dorchester-brook sewer and the extension of the 
common sewers in West Roxbury the area served by the system 
has been increased from 6.2 to 7.9 square miles during the year. 
The sewage pumped in 1885 showed an increase of 19.4 per cent. 
over the amount pumped in 1884. 

The largest amount pumped in 24 hours was 111,000,000 gal- 
lons, —this was during the flood in February, 1886; the smallest 
amount was 23,000,000 gallons. The sewage which formerly dis- 
charged through fifty-two outlets into the docks and bays about the 
city is now discharged into the outgoing tides, five miles down the 
harbor. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following new buildings have been in process of erection 
during the year from the designs and under the supervision of A. 
H. Vinal, City Architect. They are mainly built of a medium cost 
face-brick and dark red brownstone. While the principal archi- 
tectural feature of the exterior of all of them is that of the modern 
Romanesque, now so popular, yet the treatment of it is varied so 
that there will be no rigid similarity of new public buildings. 
_All are supplied with the latest improvements for heating, ventila- 
tion, and drainage. 

GRAMMAR ScHoor—HovuseE, Comins District, situated on Hunting- 
ton ave.and Wigglesworth street, comprising 14 school-rooms, seat- 
ing 784 pupils, 4 play-rooms, 3 teachers’ rooms, and an exhibition 
hall. The principal contracts were performed by the following 
firms: Foundations, A. McLaughlin; masonry, Woodbury & 
Leighton ; carpentry, John Rawson ; iron-work, Chelmsford Foun- 
dry Co.; metal-work, E. B. Badger & Son; plumbing, J. F. 
Cronin ; roofing, John Farquhar’s Sons ; heating apparatus, Ingalls 
& Kendricken ; plastering, Hannah & Doyle. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE, DUDLEY STREET, CORNER OF LANGDON 
STREET.— The construction of this building has been carried as far as . 
the completion of the masonry and rough carpenter work, and is now 
progressing on the interior finish, that it may be ready for occupation 
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during the next school year. The structure comprises 14 school 
rooms, accommodating 784 pupils, 3 play-rooms, 5 teachers’ and 
recitation-rooms, and an exhibition hall. The mason-work was 
performed by Sampson, Clark, & Co., and the carpentry by E. 
Shapleigh. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOL—HOUSE, BENNETT DisTRICT, pitnaied on Win- 
ship place, Ward 25.—Comprises 6 school-rooms, seating 336 
scholars, and 2 play-rooms. The contractors were Gooch & 
Pray, masonry; John Rawson, carpentry ; Chelmsford Foundry 
Co., iron work; N.G. Finney, painting; W.J. Maguire, roofing ; 
E. B. Badger & Son, metal work; A. B. Franklin, heating appa- 
ratus; Jas. F. Cleary, plastering. 

Primary SCHOOL—HOUSE, PReEscoTr District, located on Med- 
ford street, Charlestown. — This is a two-story wooden building, 
containing 4 school-rooms, seating 224 scholars, and 2 play- 
rooms. Contractors, O’Connor & Co. 

ENGINE-HOUSE, SARATOGA STREET, East Boston. — This 
building is designed to accommodate an engine company and a 
ladder company, each company having apparatus-rooms and 
stables in the first story, and dormitories, bath, and officers’ rooms 
on the second floor, with a general smoking-room and_hay-loft. 
The work has been done by the following firms : R. R. Mayers & Co., 
masonry; E. Shapleigh, carpentry; J. Harrigan & Son, roofing ; 
P. Powderly, plastering; F. G. Coughlan & Co., freestone; A. 
Parker, cut granite. i 

EnGine-HousE, Boyrston Srreetr.— This building, situated 
corner of Hereford street, accommodates an engine and a ladder 
company, and is designed to make, together with a police station, 
which is now being built in connection with it, a group of buildings 
which shall compare favorably with the surrounding architecture of 
the Back Bay district. The contractors are: Donalue Bros. & 
Co., masonry; W. J. Sullivan, freestone; Creesy & Noyes, car- 
pentry ; Chelmsford Foundry Co., iron-work. 

Construction has also been begun on the new Public Library 
building, on Dartmouth street, the foundations for which are now 
being put in. ‘The plans are in an advanced state of progress, 
but the work is one of such magnitude and importance that they 
will require the whole attention of the Architect’s Department for 
some time before any important contracts for the building can be let. 


Herewith will be found the usual details of receipts and expen- 
ditures, debt and property, and the accounts of the Board of Com- 
missioners on the Sinking-Funds, Treasurer and Collector, in 
accordance with requirements of the charter and ordinance, and 
valuable statistics relating to the city, furnished by the Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, Chief of the Bureau of Statistics.

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1885-86 was $499,937.50, against $481,001.98 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 10,041 gas and 2,630 oil lamps, 
being an increase of 234 gas, and an increase of 39 oil lamps, as compared 
with the previous year. 

The lamps are located as follows : — 


In City Proper. ‘ ; : . 8,569 gas, and 124 oil. 
In South Boston . . ‘ : : 774 gas, and 484 oil. 
In East Boston . ; : ; ; 776 gas, and 178 oil.

In Brookline - ; : : ‘ 56 gas. 
In Chelsea (Meridian-st. bridge) . : 3 gas. 


The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.65; 
Charlestown, $1.75; South Boston, East Boston, $1.85; Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, Brighton, and Chelsea, $2.00 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate of 13 cents 
per lamp per night, and have an average of 96 lamps each, except those in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one 
dollar and seventy cents per day. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. ; 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp 
per night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 

In addition to the above there are 446 electric lights burning, under con- 
tract with Electric Lighting Companies of this city, at the rate of 65 cents per 
light per night. The city provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish 
the lamps and light. ;

United States Securities, all shares in Massachusetts corporations owned 
by individuals, and money loaned upon mortgage of taxable real estate situ- 
ated within the Commonwealth. 

All property belonging to the United States Government. 

Imported goods in the hands of the importer while in the original packages. 

All property belonging to the Commonwealth, except real estate, of which 
they may be in possession under a mortgage for conditions broken. 

The income of all officers holding a commission from the United States 
Government. 

Household furniture of every person, not exceeding $1,000 in value; and 
his wearing-apparel, and the tools necessary for carrying on his business, 
under $300. 

The income of all persons from profession, trade, or employment, to the 
amount of $2,000; all income above that amount being taxable.

year was $765,818,213. 


5 In consequence of the act of 1881, exempting money loaned on mortgage of real estate, 
the personal estate valuation receded, notwithstanding large gains were made upon the other 


items of personal estate, 
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The valuation of 1885 for personal property can be fairly increased $36,849, - 
300, in addition to the amount given in the foregoing table for the value 
assessed by the Commonwealth at the rate of 14,44, per $1,000. upon shares 
of Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that represents the 
real estate and machinery locally assessed, and pays over to the city that pro- 
portion of the tax that represents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,515,600 for bank stock, 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks are located, as the 
taxes are paid to Boston as assessments upon this class of property held by its 
citizens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated before the 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the effect of the valuation of 
this property in reducing the rate of taxation upon the $685,579,072 assessed 
by the city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was in- 
cluded in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were ‘assessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for all purposes for 
which the city must raise money by taxation can, for the year 1885, be put at 
$227,970,572. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, scientific, and 
literary corporations, hold property exempt by law from assessments, as fol- 
lows: Value of land, $12,062,800; value of buildings, $11,761,000. ‘Total 
real estate, $23,823,800; personal estate, $3,448,500. The City of Boston 
holds in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city taxes) $19,959,100 of 
actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, and $41,278,610 nominal 
assets, the character of which is shown in the following copy of the return of 
the Assessors as of May 1, 1885, to the State Treasurer : —

quired that the State Tax and County Tax should be assessed on polls, provided that each of 
such taxes shall not exceed the sum of one dollar (two dollars for the entire tax upon each 
poll). The excess above the amount so raised must be assessed on property. In the above 
table the sums stated in the columns of Stare Tax and County Tx, respectively, are the 
whole amouuts required to be raised, and the figures in the columns of RAE show the amount 
per $1,.00 for which property was assessed to make up the deficiency after the polls had been 
assessed at one dollar each fur State and County purposes.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 of the Acts of 
the year 1866 (generally known as the betterment law), consisted of assess- 
ments upon abutters, for the cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the 
public streets, where the owners of estates have failed to construct them;! 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new sewers, the city 
assuming one quarter the cost. The Act of 1866 enables the city to assess 
upon the owner one-half the amount that his estate has been benefited by the 
laying out, widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city shall have 
first paid all the land and building damages and the full cost of the work. The 
following table exhibits the character and amount of these special assessments 
from the year 1866 : —

The figures given above do not include the ‘‘ special assessments;” they 


are not given, as there are no data as yet collected by which their detail and 
amount can be known. ‘That such assessments are laid upon estates for pur- 
poses which in Boston are included in the expenditures met by the general tax 
levy is well known. That they are considerable in amount there can be no 
doubt. That they are sometimes very heavy is evident by the following 
statement: The valuation, between 1868 and 1878, inclusive, of a lot of 
vacant land, bounded northerly by 97th street, easterly by Old Broadway, 
southerly by 96th street, and westerly by ‘‘the Boulevard,” containing eight 
house-lots, with a total area of 20,200 square feet, ranged from $4,750 to 


1JIn January, 1874, the towns of Kingsbridge, Morrisania, and West Farms were annexed 
to the City of New York. ‘Their real estate valuation of about $9,500,000, was increased by 
the authorities of New York City to about $23,000,000, in order that their assessments might 
be based upon the same scale of appraisement as the property of Manhattan Island. This 
increased valuation was included in the tax of 1874. 
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$37,700, with an average of $24,664, the annual taxes averaged $652.81, or 
$26.70 per thousand; and the special assessments for sidewalks, paving, 
grading, etc., and also for betterment by the location of certain public parks 
[some of which were four miles distant from the land assessed] averaged 
$1,282, or $52 per $1,000, a total average rate per annum of $78.70.!

For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment was laid on each 
one thousand dollars as a ‘* Public Building Taz.” The rate of this special 
tax for the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, is included in the table above given, 
and is stated in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had previously been assessed 
at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full market value, and assessments 
have since been made upon that basis. Several classes of personal property 
which, under the iaw of Massachusetts, are included in the valuation of the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, 
assessed exclusively for the benefit of the State. A ‘‘ precept” issued to the 
assessors of Philadelphia by the board of Revision of Taxes, subsequently 
to 1880, requires the assessment of ‘‘ All mortgages, all money at interest, or 
owing by solvent debtors, upon promissory note, bond, judgment, or other- 
wise, not including bank notes. All money loaned or invested on interest in 
any other State, or in stocks or bonds of corporations of any other State ; all 
furniture, including gold and silver plate above the value of $300; all pleas- 
ure-carriages; all vehicles used for transporting passengers for hire, stating 
the kinds of vehicle; all annuities over $200, except those granted by this 
Commonwealth or the Federal government; all gold and silver watches; all 
horses, mares, geldings, mules, and neat cattle, over the age of four years.” 
The personal property assessed on account of the municipality consists of fur- 
niture, horses, cattle, and pleasure-carriages. An enactment of the Legislature 
of 1868, first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimination in the 
assessment taxes upon real estate. The suburban portion of this municipality 
is assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land upon one-half, of the rate

VALUATION AND TAXES OF BOSTON COMPARED. Ab 


1Under the laws of Ohio real estate is valued, for the purpose of taxation, 
once inten years, the new valuations taking effect in 1860, 1871, and 1881. he 
gain of $17,000,000 upon this class of property, during the ten years preced- 
ing the assessment of 1870, and the gain of $6,000,000 for the same time pre- 
ceding 1880, represent the improvement in old and the value of new buildings. 
The real-estate valuation of the city, as made by the assessors of 1870, was, in 
round numbers, $145,000,000. 

This estimate was deemed excessive, and an act of the Legislature was 
obtained authorizing local boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent. The 
reduced valuation of the real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 
was levied was placed at $123,427,888, and is the official, if not the true, 
valuation of the property. The figures of subsequent years indicate reduced 
values. Those of the new valuation of 1881 show a reduction of more than 
seven per cent. in the value of the real estate as compared with those of the 
preceding year. 

The table which follows shows the amount of taxes levied in this city since 
1865, and the rate of tax per thousand for State, county, and city purposes. 
The column marked ‘‘ Delinquencies and Forfeitures” is thus explained. 
Unpaid taxes of former years are added to and form a part of the grand total 
of each year until they are paid, or the several accounts are closed by a sale 
or otherwise.

LAND AND HOUSES. 


In Charge of the Board of Street Commissioners. 

A small wedge of land, corner of North square and North street, remnant 
of an estate taken in 1859 to widen this street, containing about 480 feet; 
about 426 feet of this will be required for the widening of North square, leay- 
ing only 54 square feet to be sold. 

A gore lot, with building, running 62 feet on Water street, containing 393 
square feet, leased for five years from May 31, 1884, at $3,100 a year. 

Six hundred and ninety-nine feet left on an estate at the corner of North 
street and Hanover avenue, surrendered to the city under the widening of 
Hanover avenue, by the Home for Aged Women and the Boston Female 
Asylum. 

An estate of 3,000 square feet of land on West Chester Park, at its junc- 
tion with the proposed extension of Boylston street, acquired in settlement of 
damages occasioned by extension of West Chester Park. Part of the property 
will be required for Boylston street when it is extended.

COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocniruatex. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 1,800 
feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, 
‘¢ Dug Pond,” containing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected with and form important tributaries to it. The whole circuit of 
the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of high-water mark, is 
about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of five rods around it, 
which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. 
In addition to this the city owns 233 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, 
and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the 
Chestnut-hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and necessary 
for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in Needham, 5% acres in New- 
ton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 

SuDBURY-RIVER Conpuit. — The Sudbury-river Conduit, extending from 
Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The area of land owned by city on con- 
duit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. A section of conduit, 
4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury 
river, and another section, 3,760 feet in length, extends through Farm Pond, 
so that the Sudbury-river water can be sent to the city independently of the 
pond water. The city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 
80 to 400 feet. In effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit 
and storage-basins, the Boston Water Board have, in many cases, purchased 
land not actually required for the above purposes. 
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Basin 4 in Ashland covers an area of 162 acres, and has a capacity of about 
1,300,000,000 gallons. 

The whole line of the Water-Works, extending from Lake Cochituate, and 
continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and stone tunnel, 14} miles, 
to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 aeres of water surface, and 119,583,960 
gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘* Chestnut-hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton District, of the 
capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. ‘There 
are 212% acres in this whole property, the line of pipe from Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir to the main near the Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under 
which are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘‘ South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph Hill, South 
Boston, covers with its embankments an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
resembles in shape a segment of an ellipse, and has a water area, when at 
high-water mark, of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is bounded 
westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area, when 
at high-water mark is 44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Parker-hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, is located 
on a lot of land taken under the act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, containing 197,614 square feet. It was built specially for 
the high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water-surface, when 
at high-water mark, is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above 
tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from Fisher avenue, 
and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to 
the reservoir. 

The new Hizgh-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, is now 
being built. The site for this reservoir, containing 459,670 feet of land, was 
purchased for the sum of $91,934. The capacity of the reservoir, when 
completed, will be 15,000,000 gallons. 

The main-pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline, Brighton 
District, and Newton, to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city 
proper, East Boston and South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton Districts, aggregate in length 367 miles, varying in size from 3 
to 48 inches in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, upon which 
there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. ; Pipe-yard and Machine- 
shop, on Federal street, near Summer, with tools and machinery, and other 
property therein, for the use of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, 
on which is a brick building used as amachine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, ete., was about $30,000. 
In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the building, and general 
repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. Building on Elmwood street and place, 
on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying 
water to the highest parts of the city, by means of the stand-pipe erected on 
Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘‘ Fort Lot,” between Beech Glen and 
Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate Water Board 
by an order of the City Council of 1870. It contains 114.360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council for the year 
1885 contains a full statement of the condition of the works. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1886, is $18,696,025.29. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, is situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. The area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 
square miles. ‘To convey the water of the lake to the citizens the works con- 
sist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, waste- 
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weir, and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house; 
pumping-engines; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent cham- 
bers; supply mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, constructed of 
faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof the boiler and engine 
rooms, repair-shop and pump-well. The lot of land about the engine-house 
is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a dwelling-house for the engi- 
neers, and also a stable. Connected with the engine-house is a brick and 
stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons’ capacity, per 24 
hours. Eight boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The force mains are of cast-iron, each 30 inches in diameter and 3,277 feet 
in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near Tufts College. 

Its water service covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir Helgngine to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
146 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet, 
on Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used 
for a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38 X 40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a workshop is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 

Mystic Sewer. — The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 feet. 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of the Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to the 30th April, 
1886, is $1,656,843.82.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions : — 


Deer Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 50 acres 
of flats, on which is the large brick building known as the House or Inpus- 
try. Also, a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant-boys, and a wooden one for nursery, a farm- 
house, brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and 
another landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live stock, merchan- 
dise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the 
island, the total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 

RainsForD IsLtanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by male paupers. 

Housr oF Correcrion AnD Lunatic Hospitau. — These institutions oc- 
cupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshops, out-houses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, stock on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, 
horses, and other live stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of 
Correction workshop a steam-engine of twenty horse-power and boiler, with 
shafting, etc., for carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating 
the prison workshops and chapel with steam. 

ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN District, is situated on a 
lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 
45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There are a 
large barn and other out-buildings upon the lot. 

AtmsHoussb, AusTIN Farm (West Roxsury Districr).— The site pur- 
chased by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the ‘* Austin Farm,” 
contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly side by Back street, 
on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly side by Canterbury 
street, and on the northerly side by Austin Terrace, so called. On this es- 
tate are a house occupied by female paupers, barn, with silo, of a capacity of 
825 tons, ice-house, and sheds. 

Marce“La-stReeT Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and ’81, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 

STEAMER “J. Putnam Braves.” — This boat is 340 tons’ burden, 140 
’ feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, 
$43,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to 
and from the city to the Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property ts in charge of the Superintendent of Health : — 


Soutn Ciry SraBies, SHop, and SuHeEpDs. — Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 117 horses. ‘Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department, are constructed and kept in repair. 


OrraL Deport. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by the 
Paving Department. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. ‘Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SHEDS, NortH GROVE stTREET. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached to the same. It has 
accommodations for 54 horses. The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.18. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and out-buildings, built in 
1879. Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 17,300 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, horses, carts, 
wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping the streets and places 
clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, ete. The estimated value of 
the whole property is about $95,500. 

Prisoners are conveyed from station-houses to court-house, from court- 
house to Deer Island boat and jail, and South Boston Institutions, by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health : — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
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the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 


Gattop’s IsLanpD, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store-house for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, ete., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. ‘ 


SmaLu-pPox HospiTa, Canterbury street, West Roxbury District, built in 
1877. Cost of land and buildings, $381,388.78. The contents of lot are 
4,182 acres. 


SreaAMBOAT ‘* SAMUEL LITTLE.” — This boat is about 47 tons’ burden, 72 
feet in length, 16 feet beam, and 7 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 1872. 
Cost of boat and furniture, $15,229.26. Employed in quarantine service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point, foot of L 
street, and Commercial Point; the houses at City Point and foot of L street 
are on the beach. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing 
a water surface, around which, inside of the structures, are platforms. All 
the houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. House at City Point con- 
sists of a main building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms; from the 
end of these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a chain with 
cork buoys, which encloses a square water-surface. In the offices of the 
Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies, for 
making small repairs.

Additional land, with dwelling-house and other buildings on 
Berry street, bought, 1878, for $4,500, containing two acres, making total 
contents 106% acres. House, occupied by the Superintendent of the Cemetery, 
is owned by the city. 


CEDAR GROVE CEMETERY. 


Located on Adams street, Ward 24, and contains about 41548; acres. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property ts under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets : — 


Buitpines and WuHarpr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, adjoin- 
ing the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamizing, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops, andatool-room. The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 
Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Buitpincs AND WHARF, on Charles street, corner of Cambridge street. 
The buildings are two in number, built of wood. One is divided into black- 
smith’s and carpenter’s shops, an office for foreman and wharfinger, with 
tenement upstairs occupied by the wharfinger; the other building contains a 
stable, with accommodations for six horses, and a shed for breaking stones 
for macadamizing, and storage for material. Between the two buildings, at 
the entrance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard scales. The total con- 
tents of the lot, including wharf and buildings, are about 34,316 square feet. 
Cost of building, $14.639.74. 


Fort—Hitt WuHarrF, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Board of Health, at $700 per annum. 


East Boston. —A water lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, run- 
ning to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoining this, another lot 
belonging to the Boston Water-Works, about 50 feet front on said street, and 
running down to the Commissioners’ Line. The two make a front of 120 feet 
on Condor street. The water lot is under charge of the Paving Department. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, containing 43,550 square feet. 


Lepce Lor, on Washington street, Roxbury District, containing 134,671 
square feet. Upon this lotare buildings containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher. 


HIGHLAND-STREET STaBLE Lot. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and Paving Departments. 
Also, a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, etc. For contents of lot, see Health Department. 


Lepce Lot, on Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 299,000 . 
square feet, was purchased, in 1870, for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is a 
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stable, a building containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, and another 
building. 

On the Aumsuouse Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there are 
two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 


Leper Lot, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester District, con- 
taining 81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 


DowNER-AVENUE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 square feet, 
purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of Nathan and Henry N. 
Sawyer, for the protection of the Almshouse lot. 


West Roxsury District. —On Childs street, a lot of land containing 
16,650 feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$5,000, a blacksmith’s shop and tool-house. 


GravEL Lots. — On the corner of Forest-Hills avenue and Norfolk street, 
a lot containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town of Dorchester, of 
Benjamin Clapp, in 1860; in town of Milton, on Brush-Hill road, containing 
64,523 square feet, hired by town of Dorchester for nine hundred and ninety- 
nine years; Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, 
purchased by town of West Roxbury, of Michael Cook, in 1870; Tenean 
street, purchased of William F. Baldwin, Guardian, and Arad Thompson, for 
$21,360, in 1884. 

Lrepcre anp GrRavet Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 


GRAVEL AND Stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, purchased by town 
of Brighton, of George Sparhawk. 

On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, a brick building, 
containing a shed and tool-house. 


Lrepcer Lor on Chestnut-Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 13 acres. 
On Medford street, Charlestown District, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, 
containing 113,840 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, ete. 


GRAVEL on lot in Watertown, to be removed July 1, 1889. 

Property belonging to the Paving Department, consisting of 80 horses, 57 
carts, 14 water-carts, 19 wagons, 2 steam-rollers, 6 stone-crushers, engines, 
etc. 


In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12.000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf and 
flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. _

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 2394 miles of sewers 
built by the city and under his control. The department occupies a small lot 
on North Grove street, and a large one, with water-front, on Albany street, 
containing 42,000 square feet for storage of materials, tools, ete. In his An- 
nual Report to the City Council, January, 1886, the Superintendent of Sewers 
gives a schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this depart- 
ment. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are one principal and four deputies, annually appointed by the 
Mayor. 

In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, etc., 3 
horses, wagons, pungs, and harnesses. See Annual Report for 1885 for de- 
tailed statement of property. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : — 

Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing-papers; drawing-boards ; 
hanging maps and pictures; 6,320 loose and 14 volumes of bound plans; 
reference library of 509 volumes, and various other articles ; horse and buggy. 


CITY SURVEYOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor : — 


CENTRAL OFrrFicr. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 16,906 plans, — see Annual Report for 1885 for list of, — 
besides which there are 3,599 lithographed plans. 'Top-buggy, harness, etc. 


DorcueEsterR Districr Brancu. — Instruments for surveying and draw- 
ing; drawing and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, etc. 
There are 2,225 plans in this office. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the Annual Report, 
published January, 1886) of 10,041 gas lamps and 2,630 oil lamps, besides 
446 electric lights, posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, measures, and the 
necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and repairing the same, 7 horses, 6 
wagons, 1 top-buggy, 1 sleigh, 4 pungs, and harnesses. 

Repair-shop on Albany street, built in 1874, the lot comprising 8,000 square 
feet. 


PUBLIC SCALES. 


One in the South Stable-yard, Albany street; one in Haymarket square; 
one in Central square, East Boston; one corner Eustis and Mall streets, Rox- 
bury District; one each corner of Centre and LaGrange streets, Washington 
street, corner Centre street and Starr lane, Roslindale, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict; and one Washington street, near Rockland, Brighton District.

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OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 
In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CENTRAL CHARITY BuREAU BurLpiInG, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 
ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing-Circle, Young 
Men’s Benevolent Society, German Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Asso- 
ciation, Ladies’ Cooperative Visiting Society, The Associated Charities, 
Homeopathic Dispensary, and the United Hebrew Benevolent Association. 
The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 


TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DestTiTUTE is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 


of these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 


LopGE FOR WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Publie Library and its branches in East Boston, South Boston, Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
South End, and North End Districts there are about 467,616 bound volumes, 
besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. The Tosti engrav- 


ings embrace some in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred 
in “portfolios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Publie Schools of the city under the charge of the School Commit- 
tee, 296,000 books, 1,163 music charts, 135 pianos, 135 piano-stools, 135 piano- 
covers, 60 sets of philosophical apparatus, 3,064 maps, charts, and globes. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas F. Temple, 
Chairman, Frederic W. Lincoln, 7reasurer,.April 30, 1886. 


PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anony- 
mous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, 
however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount of 
this fund, April 80, 1886, was $112,963.53. 


Boyiston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun Bortston, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to *‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1886, to $21,368.61. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1886, to $138,677.37. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of 
Industry. Amount of Mason Fund, April 30, 1886, $8,409.44. 


Dexter Funp. — Was a bequest of SamueLt DExTER, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not 
supported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of 
the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, April 30, 1886, $3,472.85. 


JEFFRIES Funp.— Was a bequest of Davin JeErrries, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase 
of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1886, $3,694.84. 


Lucy Buttman Cuarity. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into the possession of the City of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that. upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,200. Funds on hand, 
$17,248.13. ' 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Davin Sears Cuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity, and the Sears- 
tan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were 
actuaries, and the total amount of ‘‘ The David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1886, 
was $283,333.10. 


Prerce Fuer Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, by the late 
CaLeB PieRCcE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at least 
one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1886, $1,500, invested in City of Boston note, 
and $45.65 interest on hand. Total, $1,545.65. 


Horton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton by 
the late JAmEs Hotton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 1863. Income to be 
expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females 
to receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1886, invested in City 
of Boston note and interest. Total, $1,546.88. 


Horton Protrestant Pauper Funp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Horton, for the purpose of furnishing good and 
plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays. Amount of fund April 30, 1886, City of Boston notes 
and interest. ‘l'otal, $2,679.50. 


Sroucuton Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. William Stoughton, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 1886, 
invested in City of Boston notes and interest. Total, $1,654.01. 


Goopnow Funp. — Invested in City of Boston note and interest, April 30, 
1886, $5,185.55. 

A bequest of Elisha Goodnow, ‘‘ to be invested and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, sick, and 
infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its almshouse, in such 
manner as the said city, or the government, or officers thereof may deem most 
judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.”

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take effect on its 
passage, continuing in force the provisions of the ordinances of 1870 and 
1875, providing that all moneys earned by police officers for fees as witnesses, 
except one witness fee a day in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be 
kept as a separate fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, 
and Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. The 
income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have 
received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, 
age, or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous 
circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessi- 
tous circumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service of 
the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations for the appro- 
priation and disbursement of the interest of said fund as they may deem ex- 
pedient; subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the City Council 
may from time to time adopt. 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, the City Treasurer, 
Alfred T. Turner, and the City Auditor, James H. Dodge; Hugh O’Brien, 
Chairman, and James H. Dodge, ‘Treasurer and Secretary.

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BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, for the time being (and their successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purposes of receiving and holding 
all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department or 
their families requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the 
families of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. 
The property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
The said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the 
same and the income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes afore- 
said. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act the following-named 
persons, viz.: His Honor the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, Fire Commissioners 
Henry W. Longley, John E. Fitzgerald, and William A. Green, now consti- 


tute the Board of Trustees. Hugh O’Brien, Mayor, President; Frederick

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15, to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become 
their sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in public 
works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hundred 
years, which he estimated would then amount to $4,600,000; of this amount 
the sum of $1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants of the town 
of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the State. 

The Board of Aldermen of 1882, after a reportin the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a Committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves 3 om 


- 
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Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-92 for investment in 
‘some public work,” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury Park. 

Resolved, That, in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park thus purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,” 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


The trustees under the Willare the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. The first loan was made 
May, 1791.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScuHoor Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘* Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s, hands. 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 138, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘*manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instrunfents 
creating said trust.”

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the Middlesex Railroad Company to lay down tracks in the 
streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have the 
right to lay down a curve track on Beverly and Causeway 
streets, connecting its track on said Beverly street with the 
track of the Metropolitan Railroad Company on said Cause- 
way street, said tracks and turnouts being shown by red 
lines on a plan made by Arthur Hodges, dated April 30, 1886, 
and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the track located by this order is upon 
condition that the whole work of laying the same, the form 
of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material used 
in paving said track, shall be under the direction and to the 
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satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be 
approved by him. Also, upon condition that said Middlesex 
Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, and 
shall agree, in writing, to comply with the conditions herein 
contained, and shall file said acceptance and agreement with 
the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage of this 
order ; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

Also, the right to return a portion of its cars which run on 
the so-called lower route to the southern depots, by way of 
Lincoln, Kneeland, and Federal streets to Post-Office square, 
and for that purpose to use with its horses and cars the tracks 
belonging to the South Boston, Metropolitan, and Highland 
Railroad Companies in said streets, and to make all necessary 
connections for the purpose.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 44 OF THE’ REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the Oity Council of Boston, as follows : — 


SeoTion |. There shall be annually appointed by the 
mayor, subject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, a 
superintendent of fsrries, who shall have the general care 
and management of the East Boston ferries, owned by the 
city, and sha:i mabe necessary repairs and alterations in the 
ferry-boats and in the slips, drops, tanks, and buildings used 
for ferry purposes; but he shall not purchase additional 
boats, nor erect new buildings, without first obtaining the 
approval of the city counsil. 

Sect. 2. There shall be allowed to the said superintendent 
for the discharge of his duties the following subordinates : — 


“One deputy superintendent, 
One clerk, 


and such other subordinates as may be necessary, and for 
whose compensation an appropriation has been made. 

Secor. 3. The amounts received for tolls and from other 
sources shall be paid into the city collector’s office on the 
day following the day of the receipt thereof, except that the 
clerk of said superintendent may retain a sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars for making change and for other pur- 
poses. 

Sect. 4. The said superintendent shall annually, in 
January, present to the city council a report in print, made 
up to and including the last day of the preceding Decem- 
ber, containing a carefully prepared statement of the con- 
dition of the ferry-boats and of the slips, drops, and buildings 
used for ferry purposes ; the number of persons and of teams 
of different classes that have passed over the ferries during 
the year ; a statement in detail of receipts and expenditures ; 
and such other information or suggestions as he deems im- 
portant or the city council may require. In the statement 
of expenditures no sums shall be included except such as have 
been audited by the city auditor and made payable by the 
city treasurer within the year. At any time during the 
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year the said superintendent shall, upon the order of the 
city council, report upon the condition of the ferries, and 
give any facts relating thereto that may be within his knowl- 
edge. 

Secr. 5. Sections 1 to 7, inclusive, of chapter 44 of the 
revised ordinances of 1885 are hereby repealed; provided 
that the present board of directors of ferries shall have and 
exercise all the powers and duties heretofore conferred upon 
suid board, until a superintendent of ferries, as herein pro- 
vided, shall have been appointed and duly qualified. 

Sect. 6. This ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

from the City Engineer, submitted herewith, including the 
cost of the necessary widening of the street, would require 
an appropriation of eighty-five thousand (85,000) dollars.

Dear Str, — The plan proposed for the carrying of Cam- 
bridge street over the tracks of the Boston & Albany R.R. 
at Allston station, is as follows : — 

From Harvard avenue to a point about 500 feet north of 
the railroad, Cambridge street would be made 90 feet wide. 
In the middle of this widened portion inclined roadways, 40 
feet wide, with a grade of 4 feet per 100 feet, would be 
built on either side of the railroad location, and connected 
by a bridge over the same. ‘The larger part of these inclined 
roadways would be carried on iron trestle-works, and the 
balance on solid filling between masonry walls. These in- 
clined roadways would be for use of teams and horse-cars, 
the foot travel from the street being accommodated by side- 
walks on the bridge over the tracks, access to which would 
be had by stairways. 

On either side of the inclined roadways there would be a 
19-foot roadway, and 6-foot sidewalk. 

On the northerly side of the railroad a connection be- 
tween these side roadways would be made under the trestle 
work, and on the southerly side of the tracks these side 
roadways would be connected in the same manner, this 
connection also furnishing passage from Linden street to 
the station.

In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Lighty-siz. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. For the purpose of defraying the costs and 
expenses of constructing the parks established by the city of 
Boston, the city council of said city may, by a vote passed in 
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the manner provided by section seven of chapter twenty-nine 
of the Public Statutes, authorize its treasurer to issue, from 
time to time, to the amount of five hundred thousand dollars, 
negotiable bonds or certificates of indebtedness of said city, 
payable in not exceeding fifty years from their date, and 
bearing interest at arate not exceeding four per cent. per 
annum, to be denominated on the face thereof “ Public Park 
Construction Loan.”

Section 1. The aldermen of any city and the selectmen 
of any town may adopt rules and regulations, not inconsist-

ON THE DIVISION OF THE COMMONWEALTH, 
UNDER THE 21ST AND 22D AMENDMENTS OF 
THE CONSTITUTION, INTO SENATORIAL 
AND REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICTS. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


SENATE, May 21, 1886. 

Whereas, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five the 
Legislature did pass an act entitled “An Act empowering 
cities to reéstablish their wards,” which act has ever since 
been in force, and divers cities in the Commonwealth have 
reéstablished their wards according to the provisions of said 
act; and 

Whereas, divers cities and towns have been incorporated 
and organized under and by virtue of certain acts of the 
Legislature relating thereto; and 

Whereas, the General Court at its present session is re- 
quired to divide the Commonwealth into senatorial districts, 
and to provide for the apportionment and division of the 
Commonwealth into representative districts, and to this end 
has certain bills, orders, and other proceedings now pending 
before it relating thereto ; and

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Whereas, the authority to make such apportionments and 
divisions, according to the territorial boundaries of towns 
and cities and their wards, as now existing and established, 
or hereafter to be established, under said acts of the Legis- 
lature, is brought into question, and the constitutionality 
thereof disputed ; 

Therefore, it is ordered by the General Court, in each 
branch thereof, that. the opinion of the Justices of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court be required upon the following impor- 
tant questions of law : — 

First. Does the Constitution in the twenty-second

“/ amendment thereof require the Commonwealth to be divided 


by the General Court into senatorial districts according to 
the boundaries of towns and cities and the wards thereof, as 
they existed on the first day of May in the year in which the 
census of legal voters is taken, that applies to said appor- 
tionment and division ? 

Second. Does the Constitution in the twenty-first amend- 
ment thereof require the aldermen of the city of Boston and 
the county commissioners of the other counties than Suffolk 
(in case no special commissioners are provided therefor), to 
divide the assignments of representatives to the several coun- 
ties apportioned by the Legislature, according to the boun- 
daries of the towns and cities and their wards as they existed 
on the first day of May in the year in which the census of 
the legal voteis is taken, that applies to said apportionment 


and division? 


Third. Under the terms of the twenty-second amend- 
ment to the Constitution can the General Court, in making 
the apportionment of senators and inthe division of the Com- 
monwealth into districts therefor, recognize and take as a 
basis for the same the towns incorporated or organized after 
the first day of May of the year in which the census of legal 
voters is taken, that applies to such apportionment or diyis- 
ion, or the wards in cities which have been established un- 
der the general law, being chapter seven of the Acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, orunder any other law, 
special « or general, relating thereto, after the first day of May 
of the year in which the census of legal voters is taken that 
applies to such apportionment or division ?

To the Honorable the Senate and the House of Lepresenta- 
tives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : — 


The Justices cf the Supreme Judicial Court, having con- 
sidered the questions proposed in the joint order of the 
twenty-first of May present, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing opinion : — ) 

The twenty-second article of amendment of the Constitu- 
tion provides that “a census of the legal voters of each city 
and town, on the first day of May, shall be taken and re- 
turned into the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
on or before the last day of June in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-seven; and a census of the inhabi- 
tants of each city and town, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five, and of every tenth year thereafter. 
In the census aforesaid a special enumeration shall be made 
of the legal voters, and in each city said enumeration shall 
specify the number of such legal voters aforesaid residing in 
each ward of such city. 

“The enumeration aforesaid shall determine the apportion- 
ment of senators for the periods between the taking of the 
census. The senate shall consist of forty members. The 
General Court shall, at its first session after each next preced- 


“J 
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ing special enumeration, divide the Commonwealth into forty 


districts of adjacent territory, each district to contain, as 


nearly as may be, an equal number of legal voters according 
to the enumeration aforesaid; provided, however, that no 
town or ward of a city shall be divided therefor.” 


. “, The first and third questions proposed to us are whether 
‘YY in dividing the Commonwealth into senatorial districts the 


General Court must be governed by the boundaries of the 
towns and wards as they existed on the first day of May of 
the year in which the census is taken, or whether they can 
make such division according to the boundaries of towns and 
wards as they exist at the time of the division, if there has 
been any change in such boundaries since the first day of the 
next preceding May. 

We have no doubt that the amendment imposes upon the 
General Court, in each tenth year, the duty of providing by 


suitable legislation that a census and enumeration of legal 


voters shall be taken, and returned into the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. The great object of the 
amendment was to establish the Senate upon the basis of 
legal voters, and to provide for a method of ascertaining 
the number of legal voters so as to furnish a guide to the 
General Court in dividing the State into senatorial districts. 
The fundamental idea is that an enumeration shall be made 
under the authority and direction of the Commonwealth, and 
that this enumeration shall guide the General Court in mak- 
ing the division. Such enumeration must “determine the 
apportionment of senators,” and the division must be made 
“according to the enumeration aforesaid.” The General 
Court is to be governed entirely by this enumeration, and is 


“not at liberty to look to any other source for information as 


to the number of legal voters in any territory which it pro- 
poses to erect into a senatorial district. It must act upon 
the enumeration returned to the office of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, and by him laid before the Legislature. 
The provision that the enumeration shall specify the number 
of legal voters in each ward of a city necessarily refers to 
each ward as it existed on the first day of May, and the ac- 
companying provision, that “no town or ward of a city shall 
be divided,” we thinkby its fair construction, refers to such 
town or ward; that is, the town or ward as it existed on the 
first day of May of the year in which the census is taken. 
The intention of the framers of the amendment seems to have 
been to establish such town or ward as a unit of division. 
The scheme was to ascertain the number of voters in each 
town and ward as found on the first day of May ; and then, 
as soon as could be thereafter, to divide the State into sena-

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torial districts according to that enumeration. It regards 
the apportionment as a continuing act or process, beginning 
with the enumeration of voters in the several towns and 
wards, and ending with the assignment of the same towns 
and wards to senatorial districts. There seems to be a 
reason for requiring the enumeration by wards as they ex 

ist on_the first day of May, unless such enumeration. is. toy

regulate the division: into _ districts. “If a town is divided or 
the wards Of a “eity are changed after fhe first day of the 
preceding May, and before the time when the division is 
made, the Constitution does not furnish the General Court 
with the means of ascertaining the number of voters who 
resided in the new town or ward on the first day of May. 
If the division is to be made according to the boundaries of 
the new towns or wards, how is the Gerietal Court to ascer- 
tain the number of legal voters in such new towns or wards ? 
The official returns, which are, by the Constitution, the only 
basis upon which it can act, do not show it. It might, per- 
haps, by other means, more or less to be relied on, ascertain 
approximately the number; but this would be a violation of 
thé provision that the ‘official enumeration shall determine 
the apportionment. The Constitution does not intend that 
the apportionment of senators, which affects the people of 
the whole State, shall be determined by any enumeration

turned to the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
under the authority of and by officers of the Commonwealth, 
shall be the sole guide of the General Court in making the 
apportionment. 

We are, therefore, of opinion that, by the sound construc- 
tion of the twenty-second article of amendment, the Gen- 
eral Court is required to divide the State into senatorial dis- 
tricts according to the boundaries of the towns and wards as 
they existed *on the first day of May last. If the question 
were a new one we should have adopted this construction 
without any hesitation. We have considered the subject 
with more care, because the fact i he overlooked that 
in apportioning the senators in the years eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six and eighteen hundred aa seventy -six the Gen- 
eral Court proceeded_upon_a_ different_construction.of. the 
twenty-second amendment. It is true that when a_provi- 
sion of the Constitution is obscure and doubtful the con- 
struction adopted by the Legislature, or any other depart- 
ment of government, is entitled to great weight. But the 


* 
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Constitution 1s supreme, and no number of legislative acts 
will justify a construction against its plain meaning. 

The provision we are considering is intended to be perma- 
nent, and we think that its meaning is reasonably clear, and 
that the construction implied in acts of previous Legislatures 
ought not to control our opinion. Nor do we overlook the 
fact that a division according to the old wards in the city of 
Boston will, so long as the present statutes remain in force, 
lead to the inconvenience that there will be one system of 
wards for the purpose of electing councillors, senators, and 
representatives, and a different system of wards for all other 
purposes. But this is an inconvenience which is not an inci- 
dent of, or created by, the constitutional provision. It is the 
result of subsequent legislation, and can be cured by legisla- 
tion. An inconvenience thus created cannot be of weight in 
determining the true construction of the constitutional pro- 
VISION:,): >.) 

The twenty-first amendment, so far as the provisions we 
are considering are concerned, is in substance, and very 
nearly in language, the same as the twenty-second, and must 
receive the same construction. 

It follows that the first and second questions proposed to 
us must be answered in the affirmative, and the third and 
fourth questions in the negative. y

MAJORITY AND MINORITY REPORTS 


ON THE SUBJECT OF A 


NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, June 8, 1886. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider and 
report upon all matters relative to the proposed new bridge 
to Cambridge, and to whom was referred the message of His 
Honor the Mayor, transmitting the action of the City Council 
of Cambridge in regard to the proposed bridge, respectfully 
report that they have considered the subject, and believe it 
for the interest of the city of Boston that immediate steps 
should be taken for the construction of the bridge as proposed. 
The plan which the committee would recommend for adop- 
tion by the City Council is the same plan that was recom- 
mended by the committee of last year; and it contemplates 
an iron bridge, with stone abutments, to be constructed 
across Charles river, between West Chester park and Front 
street, extended, in Cambridge. The bridge is to he seventy 
feet in width, with a draw-opening of thirty-six feet, and the 
estimated cost of the whole work is $450,000, which expense, 
it is understood, is to be equally borne by the two cities. 
To enable the city of Boston to enter npon the work, and to 
execute the necessary agreement with the city of Cambridge, 
your committee recommend the passage of the following 
orders. 

For the Committee, |

Chairman. 
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Ordered, That the City Engineer, with the approval of His 
Honor the Mayor, be authorized, in conjunction with the city 
of Cambridge, to contract for building an iron bridge across 
Charles river to Cambridge, in accordance with plans and 
specifications prepared by said City Engineer ; the whole cost 
of such bridge not to exceed the sum of four hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($450,000), and to be equally borne by the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge. 

Ordered, That the City Treasurer be authorized to borrow 
the sum of two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars 
($225,000), the said sum to constitute a special appropriation 
for building a new bridge to Cambridge. 

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be authorized to exe- 
cute an agreement with the city of Cambridge, satisfactory 
to the Corporation Counsel, whereby said city of Cambridge 
shall agree to pay one half the cost of building the proposed 
new bridge to Cambridge, in accordance with plans and speci- 
fications prepared by the City Engineer of the city of Boston. 
All payments shall be made upon the certificate of the City 
Engineer of the city of Boston, and said work shall be done 
to his satisfaction. 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned do not believe that the questionable 
advantages to the city of Boston which it is represented are 
to be derived from the building of a new bridge to Cam- 
bridge will warrant the payment by the former city of one 
half the cost of such bridge; while, on the other band, the 
advantages will be very great to the city of Cambridge in 
making Boston more easy of access to its inhabitants, and 
thereby aiding in developing private as well as public im- 
provement, which would otherwise be of slow growth, and 
which improvement would add largely to the population 
and valuation of Cambridge. Close connection between an 
important business city and a small city largely devoted to 
residences cannot but be of the greater advantage to the 
smaller city, encouraging as it does the settlement within its 
borders of many whose business is in the larger city, but 
who, for the sake of economy, being obliged to select resi- 
dences outside of the thickly-settled and consequently more 
expensive portions of the larger city, are, by the very fact 
of this close connection, induced to go beyond its borders. 
Boston abounds in opportunities for furnishing its citizens 
with houses of moderate cost. The large outlying districts 
within its limits are easily accessible and ample to meet for a 
long time every reasonable demand. It is for the advantage 
of Boston that these outlying districts should be improved 
and built up, and the building of this proposed new bridge 
will not aid in accomplishing that end; on the contrary, it is 
probable that it will retard the building of moderate cost 
houses in Boston. It is not the desire of the undersigned to 
detract anything from the advantages derived from the prox- 
imity of the city of Cambridge ; but they are strongly of the 
opinion that the benefit, if any, to Boston, to accrue from 
increased facility of communication will not be nearly so 
great as it will be to Cambridge. The demand for the bridge 
appears to come almost entirely from Cambridge and from 
those who have interests there which it is supposed will be 
largely benefited by a new bridge. In view of the doubt- 
ful advantage to Boston and the unquestionable gain to 
Cambridge which would result in the carrying out of the 
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plan proposed by the majority of the committee, the under- 
signed recommend that no action be taken until the city of 
Cambridge shall signify a willingness to bear a share of the 
expense proportionate to the benefit derived.

CONCERNING THE USE OF STREETS 
FOR BUILDING PURPOSES. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-six. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER TWENTY-EIGHT OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter twenty-eight of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1885 is hereby amended by adding to section eight 
of said chapter the following : — 

“ And the person to whom such permit is granted shall also 
be required to erect and maintain, during his said occupancy 
of the public street, a covered way not less than four feet in 
width for the use of foot-passengers, either on the level of the 
street or approached by suitable steps, and said covered way 
shall be at least ten feet in height, and shall have on its side 
next to the portion of the highway used for vehicles a close 
fence, or a continuous row of posts, of the height of at least 
ten feet, and distant not over four feet from each other.”

OFFICE OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE Poor, CHARITY BUILDING, 
CornER OF HAWKINS AND CHARDON STREETS, Boston, June 2, 1886. 


To His Honor the Mayor and City Council of Boston : — 


In accordance with custom and the provisions of the City 
Ordinances the Overseers of the Poor present to the City 
Government their annual report for the year ending 30th of 
April, 1886. 

The recent amendments in the City Charter have not ma- 
terially affected the Board; the principal change made was 
the selection of its members by the appointment of the Mayor, 
instead of an election by the City Council, and a more 
direct responsibility to the Executive for the character and 
amount of its expenditures. 

In common with other departments of the Government the 
past year we have endeavored to lessen our disbursements, 
and have succeeded to a certain extent, but not to the degree 
which we could have desired. The laying out or. paving 
of a street, or other contemplated enterprises of a public 
nature, can be postponed for a season; but the wants of a 
starving or freezing family are immediate, and their assist- 
ance cannot be put off to a future period. 

The subject of municipal charity, especially what is called 
“out-door relief,” is just now a prolific theme for discus- 
sion by philanthropists and those interested in social 
economy. Our own statistics and reports may aid in its 
consideration ; but our duties and responsibilities are plain 
and cannot be neglected. While the laws remain as they 
now are we must continue that work which, for the last 
two hundred years in the history of Boston, has been the 
special function of this Board. Any change for the better 
we would most gladly welcome. We think we improve in 
our administration each year, and endeavor to afford assist- 
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ance without increasing the tendency to pauperism. Our pur- 
pose is to tide over a period of distress, which occasionally 
comes to some families, rather than that they should be 
forced to become inmates of public institutions, where, if 
once entered, they are likely to remain. One of the partic- 
ular features of our or ganization to which we adhere with great 
tenacity 1 is a full investigation of the condition of those seek- 
ing relief. We have now on file in our office 25,155 regis- 
tered papers, which give an account of the circumstances and 
history of those who have received aid from the Board since 
its reorganization in 1864. 692 papers have been filled the 
past year, that being the number of new applicants who have 
received aid. 

The number of calls by our visitors at the homes of those 
who have been assisted is 17,667. This does not include the 


_ visits of the four physicians who have been in attendance on 


the sick. 

One of the most notable events in the history of Boston 
the past year was the overflow of Stony brook, in Feb- 
ruary. This stream runs through that portion of Roxbury 
which is largely occupied by manufacturing establishments 
and the dwellings of the laboring classes. A sudden inun- 
dation swept over its surface, carrying’ consternation to the 
inhabitants and causing considerable destruction of property. 
The Board immediately took active measures to relieve the 
suffering and homeless; an appropriation of $10,000 was 
placed at their disposal by the City Government, and they 
established their quarters in the district where supplies were 
received and distributed. Members of our Board were con- 
stantly present, and, assisted by our trained visitors, detached 
from other districts of the city to meet the emergency, made 
every effort to perform the work assigned them with 
efficiency and despatch. Adopting a system and methods 
suggested by our experience in relieving the poor, we soon 
had a complete knowledge of the condition of affairs, and 
believe aid was furnished to all real sufferers. 1,117 tamilies, 
consisting of 4,747 persons, were aided ; of these families 196 
had previously received aid from the city. We were ably 
sustained by the police and by private charitable organiza- 
tions, who promptly, by personal service and generous con- 
tributions, cheerfully united with us, in the work. The 
Citizens’ Relief Committee, the Roxbury Charitable Society, 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Provident Association, 
the Board of Directors for Public Institutions, some of the 
neighboring churches, and many benevolent citizens, are to 
be specially commended for their zeal and interest in the 
matter. Dr. Dixwell offered professional advice, and visited 
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many of the families. Dr. E. G. Morse offered similar 
gratuitous service. We confined ourselves to providing 
fuel, food, and medical supplies, while furniture, clothing, 
and other wants were supplied by private organizations and 
individuals. One of our number, Mr. Sproules, devoted day 
and night to this service; and such was the appreciation of 
his associates of this labor that they personally united in the 
presentation of a testimonial of their gratitude and esteem. 

A detailed statement of the expenditures under the appro- 
priation of $10,000 appears in another portion of this report. 
The complete statistics are on file in the office.

The total number of families aided was 3,695, — 708 less 
than last year. 

There are 264 families having still a settlement in Boston 
who reside in other parts of the Commonwealth. Having 
become poor, and requiring assistance, they are relieved by 
the local authorities. We are under legal obligation to 
reimburse in money the amount of the aid thus furnished. 
These people live in 67 different cities and towns, and the 
amount spent for them was $7,846.28. There is the same 
investigation into the character of these cases as if they 
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resided within our own limits, the agents of the Board 
making occasional visits to the cities or towns where they 
now live. 

The City Hospital relieves, beside many others, a class of 
patients who have no legal claims on our municipality. The 
cost for this assistance is charged to the cities and towns 
where the individual has a settlement, or to the State, when 
no settlement exists. 228 cases have been notified to 97 
cities and towns.

The Temporary Home for women and children has been 
discharging its special duty. The benefits of this institution 
are apt ‘to be abused by the idle and improvident, and great 
care has to be taken that this class shall not encroach upon 
those privileges which are designed only for the worthy. 
The statistics will be found below. It will be noticed, by 
comparison with previous years, that the number of inmates 
has been less than formerly, but that more single meals have 
been furnished. This exception is caused by that class who 
resort to the Home only for meals. .

The statistics of the Wayfarers’ Lodge, which will be seen 
below, do not differ materially from those of the previous year. 
We still require more ample accommodations for the men to 
work, and for the storage of wood sawed and split, await- 
ing customers. <A similar want is felt for a wharf to land 
wood from the vessels, as the wharf which we have here- 
tofore occupied has been taken by the Park Commissioners 
for the Charles River Embankment. 

In addition to the casuals, for whom the Wayfarers’ Lodge 
was particularly established, our own residents seeking aid 
are sent to it, to compensate by labor in some degree for the 
assistance rendered to them and their families. This pro- 
vision is not always graciously accepted; thus, during the 
year, there were 503 men sent to work as a condition for 
relief; 400 complied with the requirement, while 103 
refused. This class of men worked 2,066 days. , 

The Board has in contemplation a plan, which has been 
adopted in the wood-yard of the city of Providence, whereby 
other worthy poor men out of employment are permitted to 
enter the yard, and are paid for their labor at the rate of 
fifty cents per day. This will preserve, to some extent, their 
self-respect, and enable them in part to support themselves 
and dependents. 

The sum of $4,000—the profit of the wood-yard — 
has been paid into the City Treasury, making the total 
amount thus far, $17,000, since it was established, in 
January, 1879. 

There will be found in the appendix to this report a paper 
read to the 12th Conference of Charities and Correction, held 
in Washington, June, 1885. This paper was prepared by 
our associate, Mr. T. F. Ring, and gives much information 
in detail of the Wayfarers’ Lodge in Boston, under our 
charge.

The Trust Funds which we have in charge as a corporation, 
for the benefit of that class of our citizens who have seen 
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better days, and who have fallen by age or misfortune into 
partial distress, but not to the condition of abject poverty, we 
have administered to the best of our judgment and ability. 
During the year there has been received, from the executors 
of the estate of the late Walter Hawes, a legacy of $4,999.98 
in money and some shares in a manufacturing company. 

Mr. Hawes was a resident of South Boston. He was for 
a number of years a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
much interested in public affairs, and as a citizen and busi- 
ness man held in universal respect. The income of his 
estate was enjoyed by his widow during her lifetime; but, 
by the provisions of his will, at her decease (which has 
recently occurred), a certain portion of the property was to 
be paid to the city for the benefit of the poor.. These 
occasional donations to our Trust Funds are evidences that 
interest in the respectable poor of this city is still an active 
sentiment in the hearts of many of our eitizens, and that 
they are disposed not unfrequently to show it in tangible 
forms. | , 

The number of pensioners on these funds is 236, — 5 less 
than one year since. During the past year 13 have been 
added, 7 have died, 1 has been sent to the insane asylum, 9 
have withdrawn, and 1 has been transferred to city pensions 
and grants. All the beneficiaries are of the most reputable 
character ; some in the past have filled an honorable position 
in society ; many having outlived their relatives, and passed 
the age of remunerative ‘labor, the aid furnished them smooths 
the pathway of their declining years. 

One of the funds, the Boylston Education, is only for the 
board and tuition of boys under fourteen years of age; there 
are 21 boys on this fund, and their expenses have been 
$3,888.42. 

The amount expended from all the Trust Funds for the 
year, exclusive of investments, was $18,696.48. 

The buildings under our charge are in good condition. 
Some repairs, which were necessary, have cheerfully been 
made by the Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

The block of houses in Longwood belonging to the “David 
Sears Trust” is kept in good order, suitable to its position 
and neighborhood. <A portion of this estate will be taken 
for the Public Park improvements, but the extent of land 
required and the amount of money to be received has not yet 
been adjusted. 

Extensive alterations are at the present time being made 
on the Bullman estate, in Cambridge street. This has become 
necessary, from the age of the buildings, and such renova- 
tion and improvement “will add to the income. 
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Few changes in the Board have occurred during the year. 
Mr. James G. Davis, after an acceptable service of two 
terms as a member, voluntarily retired at the close of his 
term. His merits as an officer and associate were suitably 
remembered by the Board, who placed an appreciative vote 
on their records. 

Mr. D. S. Smalley, who had served as the agent of this 
Board for the West Roxbury District since its “annexation, 
has died during the year. Mr. Smalley was an overseer of 
the poor of the town previous to its annexation to Boston. 
His long experience, good judgment, and humane sympathy 
admirably fitted him for the trust we delegated to him. His 
memory will be tenderly cherished by the poor in that part 
of the city. The vacancy caused by his death has been 
filled by the appointment of Dr. E. P. Gerry, of the same 
district. 

The usual tabulated statement in detail of the work 
accomplished in the Secretary’s department, as well as the 
receipts and expenditures of the Treasurer, will be found in 
the accompanying pages of the report.

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Trust Funps IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund.—This fund comprises bequests and 
cifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coflin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
“A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George Higginson, and Walter E. Hawes. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from Benja- 
min Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion 
of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of 
of this city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. —These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
cayed householders of the Town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to 
the chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse; interest to be 
added until one is appointed. The interest is now paid 
semi-annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House 
of Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably; but always 
giving preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the City of Boston in accordance with the will of Lucy 
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Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

' Holton’ Protestant Poor Fund. — A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, fo the end that 
such poor Protestant families. may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens; and I specially direct that, in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributers shall deem 
to be most conductive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund. — A bequest bi James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on ‘Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holiday s, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest. of Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
iam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701.. By his will he gave 
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£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested, and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city not supported by the 
said city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or 
the government, or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885.

THE BOSTON WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 
BY T. F. RING. 


For a while the police-stations were the only asylums for the 
swarms of wnemployed men who are constantly passing through 
the city; and, in 1877, 55,973 men and 6,746 women received the 
miserable lodgings of a police-cell in the city of Boston. 

Any one who has seen the way in which the poor wretches were 
huddled together in their damp, reeking clothes, no bed but a hard 
bench, no food if hungry, turned out: at daybreak into the snow of 
a winter morning, must have felt that this method of caring for the 
poor tramps was utterly barbarous and heartless, and was imposing 
upon the police a disagreeable duty, for which no pretence of 
accommodation was made, either in the way of furnishing bedding 
or any form of food. The unfortunate lodger was simply protected 
from the storm without, and often locked in the same cell that held 
drunken brawlers arrested on the streets. The policemen would 
often pay for food for the poor, and it had become.an intolerable 
task upon their time and a heavy tax upon their pockets. 

Realizing that some better system must be adopted the City 
Council, acting under the Massachusetts Laws of 1875, Chapter 
seventy, gave the Overseers of the Poor the care of this class of 
the unfortunate; and a committee of that board, in which the 
writer had the honor of serving, was appointed to formulate a plan 
by which the evils of the tramp nuisance might be removed, and 
some good effected for the benefit of the large number of decent, 
unfortunate wayfarers who had become, in the public mind, identi- 
fied with the tramp, pure and simple. 

After careful consideration of the subject, and taking the best 
advice of those who had had practical. experience in the matter, 
the committee recommended that a central lodging-house, of suffi- 
cient capacity, be opened for the reception of homeless men, and 
that the station-houses be used only for. the safe-keeping of offend- 
ers, and that no more lodgers be received by the police. 

-This would, in a very short time, cause the habitual vagrant to 
become well ‘known to the superintendent of the central lodging- 
house; and after a reasonable warning, if this vagrant would not 
provide for himself by going to some honest labor, he could be 
committed to the State workhouse. 

-To insure the quiet of the house it was proposed that applicants 
for lodgings should go to the nearest police-station, and ask for 
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cards of admission to the lodging-house. If intoxicated or noisy 
the applicant was to be detained in the police quarters. All others 
were furnished witb cards reading : 

Police-Station No. . Mopliesna for Lodgings, Date. . . 
BAG Minne AO le}. Nativity . . . Residence . . . Occupation 

. Officer in charge, and the time, by the clock, when the card 
was given. This last became necessary when, in practice, we found 
drunken men. presenting themselves for admission who had first 
secured cards for lodgings, and then been about drinking, so that 
they were intoxicated by the time they reached the house. 

Lodgers are received between seven and ten o’clock, when the 
doors are locked. We feel that such men would better be in bed 
early, and the streets are safer in consequence. Each lodger was 
at first obliged to take a comfortable warm bath before going to 
bed. Later on, a shampoo was added, and rigorously enforced. 

A metal tag, bearing a number, is given to the lodger. He hangs 
his clothes upon a hook having the same number, and is furnished 
with aclean night-shirt and ascends to one of the dormitories, where 
he sleeps upon a cot-bed numbered the same as his tag. If his 
clothes are — well, we will say troublesome, they are bundled into 
a steam boiler, at a pressure of sixty pounds, for two hours, and 
then dried out, and are more comfortable wearing for a while. 

At six o’clock in winter, and earlier in summer, the lodgers are 
called, and, when dressed, go into the wood-yard, where wood has 
been put in regular stacks of about one foot each; and as soon as 
the man has sawed his share of wood, or done what other work has 
been required of him, he may have a plentiful, hearty breakfast, 
and leaves the yard. Usually, by nine o’clock, the lodgers are all 
gone away. 

This plan was adopted, and the house opened, in 1879. The 
building was an old school-house, remodelled at a small cost, and 
plainly fitted for its new purposes. In naming the house the com- 
inittee felt they had a right to assume that the applicant was a 
decent man, willing to do what work he could to earn his lodging 
and food, until he proved himself otherwise, and that we should 
not degrade him nor the city’s hospitality by giving any oppro- 
brious name to the place. Our venerable chairman said, ‘* The 
poor fellows are but wayfarers: let the house be the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge.” And so it was named. 

What has an experience of six years taught us? 

First, that the vast majority of poor men who come to us asking 
for shelter and food are worthy of being encouraged and helped. 
They have been docile and tractable. Coming to us foot-sore and 
weary, they have accepted, in quiet gratitude, the luxury of a bath 
and clean bed. They have done their work, as a rule, willingly, 
and left the Lodge feeling they had been treated well, and 
feeling, too, that no charity had been inflicted upon them; for, by 
their labor, they had paid for what they had received. 

Up to April 80, 1885, 127,084 lodgings have been given, and 
257,940 meals ; and in only two, perhaps three, ihstances have we 
had to bring lodgers before the courts for assault 6n our employés, 
or for refusing to work, or for destroying tools. ' True, there has 
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often been sore provocation; but our rule to the employés of the 
Lodge is, never to strike a man except to protect their own. lives 
or to avoid severe bodily injury. They are to lock the offender in 
the cellar, and telephone for the police, and never swear at or abuse 
any one. 

Two causes contribute to the general quiet of the house; first, 
the exclusion of drunken men, by referring all applicants to the 
police-stations for admission cards; second, the reguiar -tramp 
knows that the discipline of the house would consign him at once 
to prison for from six months to two years, if he were openly to 
defy it. 


Our lodgers may roughly be grouped into five classes : — 

1. Factory operatives out of work, either on account of dull 
business or strikes, shifting across the State from Fall River and 
vicinity to the. mills at Lowell, Lawrence, etc. Often without 
money enough to pay railroad fares, they plod along the roads, 
threatened with arrest in every country town; and when they reach 
the city they need a few days’ rest before it is possible for them to 
go further. 

2. Laborers on railways and public works, who spend their 
money as fast as they are paid off. When winter comes they go 
‘to the larger cities, and trust to luck to get through until spring. 

3. Stowaways, who come over on the foreign steamers, particu- 
larly on cargo steamers. These are about the meanest samples we 
have to deal with. ‘They come to us direct from the ship, black as 
negroes from the coal-bunkers where they have slept, and expect to 
be fed and lodged until they can get a chance to go back to Liver- 
pool, London, or Glasgow, in charge of cattle on some of the, steam- 
ships. my 

4. Men who have lost or spent their money. with dissipated 
company, and who.must stay with us a few days, until they can be 
provided with means to reach their homes. 

5. Lastly, the genuine tramp, who hangs. ahont the drinking- 
saloons of the city, and lives nobody can tell how. ‘These come,to 
the Lodge as seldom as possible, for they know they are not wel- 
come, and generally present themselves on a very stormy night,* 
when no one would think of refusing them shelter. 

The lodgers, as a rule, are young men, and not married. One 
hundred names, taken consecutively, give the following results as 
to age : — 


16 years, 2 20 to 30, 46

The average age isa trifle over thirty years. Three nights is the 
ordinary limit for lodgers; but, under some circumstances, this 
period is considerably exceeded. 

The cost of operating the Lodge is not far from $10,000 per 
year, say $3,200 for salaries of superintendent and assistant, cook, 
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and two hired men; groceries and provisions, $4,400; fuel and 
gas, $1,200; and $1,000 for water-rates, bedding, sheets, towels, 
night-shirts, etc. 

The sale of kindling-wood is about $20,000 per year, with a clear 
profit, annually, of $4,000 to $5,000, which is regularly paid into 
the city treasury, thus reducing the cost of the Lodge nearly one- 
half. 

If the building were located on a suitable wharf, where vessels 
could discharge wood directly on our ground, and if the yard-room 
were large enough so that we could employ the greater part of our 
lodgers at sawing wood, we should save not far from $1,000 per 
year in extra carting, and fully $1,500 per year in labor, for which 
we now pay cash. The lodgers would then earn $7,500 of the 
$10,000 needed to pay current expenses. 

During the winter months we cannot employ half the men at 
useful labor. Some are set to work piling wood, and others to 
throwing it down, to keep all hands busy; for everybody must 
work when at the Lodge, no matter if the labor has no commercial 
value. 

The Lodge has three large dormitories, each fitted with fifty can- 
vas-cot beds. One smaller room has ten beds, intended for the 
occasional better class of applicants. 

The whole number of lodgers in 1884 was 24,967; average per 
night, 68. The average for the months of January, February, 
March, April, November, and December was 98 per night; the 
highest number lodged on one night, 170. 

Saturday nights the house does a lively business, as no work is 
imposed for Sunday; and the tramp, anywhere near the city, tries 
hard to get to Boston Saturday night. Stormy nights bring in a 
large number who cannot stay out in their customary resorts.* 

We have been very fortunate in our house superintendents, who 
have discharged their duty faithfully, patiently, and humanely. 

The city government has always given us what we asked for, and 
we believe that, upon the whole, the Wayfarers’ Lodge has been a 
good investment for the city of Boston. 


[By way of illustration, and in concluding his paper, Mr. Ring 
gave about twenty names of lodgers, with their ages, occupations, 
and the circumstances under which they were received at the Lodge. } 


* The Saturday free night became abused; and the average for this night rose to ninety-four 
against sixty-eight, the daily average for the year. New regulations, issued October 3, re- 
uired lodgers to work from 8 to 10 P.M. on Saturdays, in payment for bath, bed, and break- 
ast. The two nights the plan has been in operation show a very large falling of in patronage, 
only thirty men per night presenting themselves for lodging on the new terms.

[CHaprer 39, Acts or 1886. ] 


An ACT EXTENDING THE STATE AID Laws TO THE ONE HUNDRED 
Days’ Troops oF EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-FOUR. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows : — 


Section 1. All soldiers who were members of the regiments 
and organizations of Massachusetts volunteer militia, known as © 
One Hundred-Day Troops, viz.: the Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, Forty- 
second, and Sixtieth Regiments of Infantry, and the Second, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, and Twenty-third unattached 
companies of Infantry, who were mustered into the service of the 
United States in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four, shall 
be deemed to have served to the credit of this Commonwealth, and 
are hereby made eligible to receive State and military aid, under 
the conditions, provisions, and limitations contained in chapter 
thirty of the Public Statutes. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

DECISION. 


OcroBER, 1885. 
SPENCER UV. LEICESTER. 


[A married woman, whose husband had no settlement, lived 
more than three years, 1873 to 1877, with him in Leicester, on her » 
separate estate. At the time of marriage her settlement was in 
Worcester, through her father, and the question for the Court was 
whether she had changed it by living three years on her own 
estate. | 

Morton, C. J. — The plaintiff contends that Sarah E. Edwards, 
a married woman, gained a settlement in Leicester, she having 
bought a farm in that town in 1873, taking the deed in her own 
name, and occupying it, with her husband, for more than three 
years. ‘The statute on which the plaintiff relies provides that 
‘Cany person of the age of twenty-one years, having an estate of 
inheritance or freehold in any place in this State, and living on the 
same three years successively, shall thereby gain a settlement in 
such place.’”’ Pub. St. c. 83, §1, cl. 4. This provision of our 
settlement laws has been in force for many years. St. 1821, c. 
94, §2; Rev. St., c. 45, §1, cl. 4; Gen. St. c. 69, §1, cl. 4; St. 
1878, c. 190, §§1, 2, cl. 4. 

All of these statutes make specific provisions for determining 
the settlement of married women. ‘They provide that a married 
woman shall follow and have the settlement of her husband, if he 
has any within the State; otherwise she shall retain her own if she 
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had any at the time of marriage, provisions which, under many 
circumstances, would be inconsistent with her obtaining an inde- 
pendent settlement by owning and occupying for three years an 
estate of inheritance. It cannot be denied that, previous to the 
recent legislation changing to some extent the common-law status 
of married women, the provision we are considering could not be 
construed as applicable to married women. 

There is no reason to suppose that in the revision of 1880 the 
Legislature intended to change the existing law in this respect. 
It reénacted the provision in the same language previously used, 
and it is to be inferred that it intended it should have the same 
meaning and construction. In Somerville v. Boston, 120 Mass., 
574, it was held that the Statute of 1874, providing that ‘* any 
woman,” etc., did not apply to married women. If we follow this 
decision, and the reasons upon which it is based, it must be held 
that the provision we are considering does not apply to married 
women. 

It is true, perhaps, that in consequence of this decision the Legis- 
lature enacted that the clause of the Statute of 1878, which was a 
reénactment of the above-cited clause of the Statute of 1874, 
should apply to married women who have not a settlement derived 
by marriage. Butthis Statute of 1879 does not apply to any other 
clause or provision of the settlement acts. In the codification of 
the laws in the Public Statutes the same limited application is pre- 
served. The first section in the sixth clause provides that any 
woman of the age of twenty-one years may acquire a settlement by 
a residence of five years, and the seventh clause provides that the 
provisions of the preceding clause shall apply to married women 
who have not a settlement derived by marriage. 

If the Legislature had intended to further change the laws, and 
to make the clauses preceding the sixth apply to married women, 
‘it would have said so in the statute.. It may be that, as argued by 
the plaintiff, the reasons for making the sixth clause applicable to 
‘married women apply with equal force to the fourth clause. But 
‘the Court can go no farther than the Legislature has gone by 
clear provisions. If the best policy requires that the fourth clause 
should be: applicable to married women, this must. be effected by 
legislative enactment, and not by judicial construction. 

We are of opinion that, as the statutes now stand, the fourth 
clause does not apply to married women, and therefore that the 
plaintiff cannot maintain his action.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 14 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter fourteen of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1885 is hereby amended by striking out section five of 
said chapter and inserting the following in place thereof, 
namely : — 

“Sror. 5. The pay-rolls of the employees in all ,epart- 
ments shall be made up from July first to July eighth, 1886, 
inclusive, and thereafter weekly, to and including Thursday 
in each week. ‘The pay-rolls, with a requisition for their 
payment, shall be sent to the City Auditor within forty-eight 
hours of the close of the period cevered by such pay-rolls ; 
after the examination required in section four he shall, if the 
pay-rolls are correct, approve the same. The Mayor shall, 
if satisfied of their correctness, sign each day a warrant for 
the City Treasurer to pay the amounts so approved by the 
City Auditor during that day. No person whose payment 
weekly is not required by law, shall be obliged to receive 
such weekly payment if he notifies the Auditor to place his 
name on a monthly pay-roll in the manner heretofore in 
use.”

CITY OF BOSTON, 


For the Year 1885. 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


‘« The City Registrar shall annually, in the month of February, report 
to the City Council a statement of the number of births, of notices of 
intentions of marriage, of marriages solemnized, and of deaths recorded, 
during the previous year; with such other information and suggestions 
in relation to said matters as he may deem useful.” — Ordinance. 


In accordance with the above ordinance, the undersigned 
herewith respectfully submits a detailed report of the births, 
marriages, and deaths in the city of Boston during the year 
1885, accompanied by such suggestions as may serve to 
direct attention to the matters presented. 


POPULATION OF BOSTON, 


The result declared by the State census of 1885 was, to 
many, a surprise; and it is still difficult for those to believe 
in its accuracy. In 1850 the aggregate population of the 
three cities and three towns now comprising the city of 
Boston was 182,786. In 1860 the population had grown 
to 247,496, exhibiting an annual increase of 3.54 per 
cent., or 35.40 per cent. during the decade. At the end of 
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the following ten years, embracing the period of the civil 
war, the increase had been only 18.18 per cent., or 1.81 per 
cent. yearly. During the succeeding decade the increase 
was 24.00 per cent., or 2.40 annually. Finally, the census 
of 1885 is made to show that the increase of the population 
during the five years ending at that time had increased only 
1.51 per cent. yearly. 

It is no uncommon occurrence, however, fora city or town 
to have its population overestimated. This has been the case 
with Boston. In 1875 the population was declared to be in 
some quarters no less than 375,000, while the census of 1880 
showed that it was only 362,839 in the latter year. Again, 
in 1883, it was very positively set as high by some as 420,000, 
and by others at 430,000. 

Notwithstanding these guesses and conjectures it is diffi- 
cult to believe that some error has not been made in the 
recent enumeration: either that the canvass took place at an 
inopportune time, or those who were employed in the work 
had not sufficient experience for the task. Perhaps both of 
these suggestions may be correct. It is quite certain, how- 
ever, that a large portion of the permanent population of the 
city had not returned from their summer exodus while the 
canvass was in progress, which will readily account, in some 
measure, for the supposed deficit. 


BrrtTus in 1885. 


The number of births registered in 1885 was 11,496, 
an increase of 17 only over the number recorded in the 
preceding year, which shows that there was born one living 
child to each 33.96 of the entire population. If the still- 
births (numbering 523) are added to the living births, the 
ratio will be 1 in 32.48. In 1850 and 1855 (both census 
years) the birth-rate was 1 in 26.20, and 27.46 respectively. 
These two instances, compared with the birth-rate of 1885, 
and with those of several preceding years, indicate the great 
change that has taken place in this important matter. 

By reference to Table I. it will be seen that the number of 
children born of foreign fathers (including half of those 
whose fathers are recorded as of unknown nativity) was 
6,810. In 1880 the total foreign population of Boston was 
114,151. The official statement of the foreign population in 
1885 has not yet appeared; but, assuming the number to be 
in the same proportion in 1885 as it existed in 1880, the 
population in the first-named year could not be far from 
118,949. This estimate shows that the number of children 
born of foreign fathers was in the ratio of 1 in each 17.47 of 
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the foreign population. On the other hand, the number of 
‘children who had native fathers was 4,686, which was in the 
ratio of 1 in 57.93 of the entire native population. It may 
be a question whether this method of comparison is altogether 
a reasonable one, when it is remembered that a very large 
number of the fathers who are tabulated as natives are but 
one degree removed from a foreign origin, and might very 
properly be assigned to the latter class, which would di- 
minish, in some degree, the birth-rate of this class, and corre- 
spondingly increase that of the former. 

By a farther examination of table [. it will be seen that the 
number of children born whose parents were both natives 
(including 307 of native mothers, but whose fathers are 
recorded as of unknown nativity) was 3,505, showing a 
ratio of one birth in each 77.45 of the estimated native popu- 
lation of 271,457. In contrast to this the births of children 
of Irish parents were 1 in 30.60 of the Irish population. Of 
those of English origin the ratio was 1 in 19.60; of Scotch, 
1 in 19.25; of British American, 1 in 22.66, and of German 
and Scandinavian parentage, 1 in 14.32. In connection with 
this subject, exhibiting wide differences in race fecundity, 
attention is called to an article written by Dr. Nathan Allen, 
which recently appeared in the “New England Medical 
Monthly,” under the caption of “Laws of Maternity.” In 
this article Dr. Allen says: “It is well known that the birth- 
rate in New England has fallen off surprisingly within fifty 
years. . . . The birth-rate of France is the lowest of any 
European nation, but ours is lower than even the French, — 
the lowest of any civilized people on the globe.” As this 
condition is that of the native population only, the question 
that Dr. Allen asks is a significant one: “Now, what does 
this low birth-rate mean, and how can it be explained?” 

In 1850 the cities and towns now comprising the city of 
Boston contained an aggregation population of 182,786. 
The total number of births in these places during that year 
was 6,925, being in the ratio of one birth in each 26.39 of 
the population. The birth-rate in 1885 (1 in 33.96) shows 
the great change that has occurred during the last thirty or 
forty years. 
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The foregoing table exhibits very clearly the mixed char- 
acter of our population. The increasing number of births of 
children of Italian, and Russian, and Polish nativities, as 
seen in each year’s report, indicates a large accession to our 
population from these nations. There was an increase of 46 
in the number of children born of Italian parentage, and 32 
of children of Russian and Polish origin, compared with the 
record of the preceding year. 


: CoLORED BIRTHS. 


The statistics of birth, among the colored portion of the 
population in 1885 exhibit the same peculiarity that has been 
seen every year, viz.: the fact that the colored births are 
outnumbered by the colored deaths. The number of children 
of this race born in 1885 was 183, a decrease of 59 from the 
number registered in the preceding year. Estimating the 
colored population in 1885 at 6,200, (it was 6,013 in 1880, ) 
there was one colored birth to each 43.88 of the colored in- 
habitants. The ratio among the whites was 1 in 33.96, — 
almost identical with that of the other class. 


STILL-—BIRTHS. 


The number of children born dead was 523, an increase of 
seven. Of the whole number 300 were males, 216 were 
females, and the sex of seven was unknown. ‘The ratio of 
dead-born children to those born alive was 1 in 21.96. In 
In 12 instances twins were born; in 17, the children 
were colored. In 190 cases the mothers were native- 
born; in 160, they were Irish; in 17 they were English ; 
in three, Scotch; in 70, British American; in 18, Ger- 
man; in 10, Italian; in four, Portuguese; and in 51, 
various foreign nativities. The ratio of still-born children to 
those born alive, according to the nativity of the mothers, is 
shown in the following : —

There were 85 cases of twin births, in three of which. the 
children were colored. The ratio of plural births to single 
ones was 1 in 133.25. In 27 instances both children were 
males; in 21 both were females. There was a male and a 
female in each of the remaining 37 instances. The nativi- 
ties of the mothers were: Native, 34; Irish, 31; British 
American, 6; and Italian, four. 


ILLEGITIMATE BIRTHS. 


The number of children born in 1885 whose fathers were 
unknown was 661, making 5.75 per cent. of all the children 
born during the year. If the still-born children, found on 
vacant lands and in other places, (152 in number, and which 
were probably illegitimate, ) were added to the first-mentioned 
number, the list of births of this character would, indeed, bea 
formidable one. Assuming, however, that the 661 children 
whose fathers were unknown are illegitimate, the fact be- 
comes patent, that for every 17.39 children born in Boston 
in 1885 one was illegitimate. No less than 29.35 per cent. 
of these children died during the year. 

The daily average of living births was 31.49; and, includ- 
ing the still-births, the average was 32.93. 

The number of births in each month is shown in the

By an examination of the foregoing table it will be seen 
that while East Boston added 1,493 to its population between 
1880 and 1885, the number of births there in the latter year 
was 39 less than in the former. 

Wards 3, 4, and 5 (Charlestown) added 3,942 to its popu- 
lation during the five years named; but the births there last 
year were only 45 more than they were in 1880. On the 
other hand, while the North-End wards (6, 7, and 8) suffered 
a decrease of 983 from their aggregate population in 1880, 
the number of births in those wards in 1885 was 232 greater 
than it was in 1880. 

Wards 9, 10, and 11 lost during the five years 1,867 
from their aggregate population ; and there was a decrease 
of 165 births during the same period. 

Wards 12 and 16, adjoining each other, and containing a 
large foreign element, added only 420 to its population in 
five years; while the births in those wards in 1885 were,75 
less than they were in 1880. 

During the five years before named there were added to the 
population of the three wards of South Boston (13, 14, and 
15) 5,165, an increase of 9.16 per cent. The births there 
in 1885 exceeded the number in 1880 by 140, or an increase 
of 7.82 per cent. 

Wards 17 and 18 added 1,301 to their population in five 
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years ; but there were only three more children born in those 
wards in 1885 than were born in 1880. 

Grouping the seven southern wards together (19, 20, 21, 
22, 23, 24, and 25), it will be seen that those localities had 
received during the preceding five years no less than 18,096 
inhabitants, being an increase of no less than 17.17 per cent. 
during that per iod. Notwithstanding this large addition to 
the avereeate population of those seven wards, the number 
of births there in 1885 was 39 less than it was in 1880. 

The excess of births over the deaths in each of the last 
thirty-seven years is seen in the following table. The records 
of the births during the preceding forty-eight years, if any 
were kept, have long since disappeared. In 1849 the regis- 
tration law was revised, and the present method of recording 


births, marriages, and deaths introduced.

It will be noticed that in two years (1849 and 1864) the 
deaths exceeded the births, — in the first year by 11, and in 
the second by 119. The difference in the first-named year 
may be owing to the circumstance that the new method of 
canvassing for births was for the first time employed in that 
year. Another reason may be that the cholera and diarrheal 
diseases generally prevailed at that time. The excess of 
deaths over the births in 1864, and the small excess of births 
in 1863 and 1865, may be readily accounted for by the 
absence of a large portion of the male population in the 
army, Which had not wholly dissolved. In 1874, in which 
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year Charlestown, West Roxbury, and Brighton were annexed 
to Boston, the births exceeded the deaths by 3,905. The six 
following years, and 1859 and 1871, were the only other 
years in the whole fifty in which the excess of births over 
the deaths was as high as 2,000. 


MARRIAGES IN Boston 1n 1885. 


The number of marriages returned and recorded in 1885 
was 4,717, an increase of 93 over the number registered in 
1884, but only 15 more than were solemnized in 1883. This 
number includes 456 couples belonging to Boston, who were 
married in other towns in the State. The number of inten- 
tions of marriage registered during the year was 4,776, so 
that there were 59 more of the latter than of marriages 
recorded. This difference will be somewhat lessened during 
the year by returns from delinquent clergymen, of whom 
there is always a considerable number. The ratio of mar- 
riages (or persons) to the whole population was 1 in 41.38. 
This marriage rate, compared with that of each of the seven 
preceding census years, will show the change that has 
occurred in this matter within the last thirty-six years. The 
years mentioned are used because the population in each of 
those years is accurately stated; and it may be assumed 
that each one of the intervening years would exhibit a grad- 
ual decrease in the marriage rate. The change alluded to is 
seen in the following : —

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The marriage licenses issued, and the marriages solem- 
nized in the last quarter, largely outnumber those of any 
other quarter. October and November were the favorite 
months of those who married during the year, as no less 
than 23.17 per cent. of the marriages were solemnized in 
those months. March and May appear to possess less 
attractions for those interested in matrimony than any other 
months. 

The daily average number of marriages during the year 
was 12.92. The daily average in March was 6.19; in 
November, 18.60. In the first quarter, 10.49; in the second, 
13.81; in the third, 12.10; and in the fourth, 15.75.

It will be seen by the above that 56.47 percent. of the grooms, 
and 53.36 per cent. of the brides, were born in the United 
States. Although this shows that more than half of those 
married were native-born, it should not be forgotten that a 
very large portion of this number are not far removed from 
a foreign origin, and that they possess various foreign char- 
acteristics. The number of marriages of which one or both 
of the parties were foreign-born was 2,706, making 57.37 
per cent. of the whole number.

Of the 69 grooms under 21 years of age, 49 were 20 
years of age; 16 were 19; and four were 18. One of 
these minors married a bride between 30 and 40. There 
were 76 instances in which the brides were under 18 years 
of age. Of these, 56 were 17 years of age, and 20 were 16. 

The foregoing table shows that 61.12 per cent. of the 
grooms and 40.78 of the brides were between 25 and 40 
years of age at the time of marriage. 

The predilections of some of the candidates for matrimony

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By the foregoing it will be seen that one groom of 44 
years and another of 42 were united to brides of 18 years ; 
another groom of 40 to a bride of 16. A still more curious 
case is that of a groom of 29 who was married to a bride of 
66, —37 years older than himself. Another youth of 20 
married a bride 15 years older than himself.

Of the whole number of marriages 85.75 per cent. of the 
grooms, and 90.18 per cent. of the brides, were first mar- 
riages of each. Of the grooms 624 were widowers; 44 
had been twice widowers ; and 4 had lost their wives a third 
time. Of the brides 445 were widows; 17 were widows 
twice; and 1 only a third time. 

There were 95 marriages, of which both parties were col- 
ored, and 19 where the grooms were white, and the brides 
colored. The ratio of colored marriages (that is, where one 

both parties were colored) was 1 in 27.19 of the colored 
population. The ratio among the whites was 1 in 41.73. 

There was a marriage of a Japanese of 20 years to an 
American girl of 18; and another of a Chinese of 30 to an 
American woman of 24, 


In 685 instances the brides were older than the grooms. 


THE Morranrry oF 1885. 


There were 9,622 deaths registered in Boston during the 
year 1885, — the precise number that occurred in the preced- 
ing year, — making the death-rate, so called, 24.64 deaths 
in 1,000 of the population, as given in the census of last 
year. If the deaths from external causes be excluded the 
death-rate from disease alone was 23.68. The above state- 
ment differs but. slightly from what might have been said rel- 
ative to the death-rate of Boston for the last thirty or forty 


years, except when epidemics prevailed. Although the 
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number of deaths in 1884 and 1885 was the same, the mor- 
tality of the latter year was relatively less than that of the 
preceding year, to the extent of the natural increase that 
may be supposed to have occurred. There was a very 
marked difference, however, between the mortality during 
the first five months of the two years. In the first five months 
of 1884 there were 3,711 deaths, making 38.57 per cent. of 
all the deaths in that year. In the corresponding five 
months of 1885 there were 4,279 deaths (exceeding those of 
the preceding year by 568), making 44.47 per cent. of the 
deaths in that year. This great difference in the mortality 
of the two years, during corresponding seasons, was wholly 
owing to the prevalence of pneumonia, which proved ex- 
tremely fatal in the period named. Of the 976 deaths from 
pneumonia in 1885, no less than 679 (69.57 per cent. of the 
whole number) occurred during the first five months of the 
year. 


INFANTILE Morratity. 


The mortality among children in Boston has always been 
regarded as large, although no one has attempted to set 
forth what proportion it should bear to the entire mortality. 
The deaths of children under one year in Boston in 1885 made 
22.35 per cent. of all the deaths. During the preceding 
twenty years the annual average infantile mortality made 
24.60 per cent. of the mortality of the years of that period. 
During the six years ending with 1875 the annual average 
mortality of infants was 27.31 per cent. in each of those 
years. ‘The annual average for the ten years ending with 
1885 was 23.14 per cent. 

There were 8,153 deaths in Baltimore in 1885, making 
the death-rate there to be 19.54 in each 1,000 of the estimated 
population of 417,220, exceeding that of Boston, according 
to the last census, by nearly 27,000. While the number of 
deaths in Baltimore was 1,469 less than occurred in Boston, 
the mortality among children in the former place made 26.93 
per cent. of all the deaths in that city, nearly five per cent. 
larger than occurred in Boston, and larger even than that of 
New York. A similar difference, although not so striking, 
is seen in both cities relative to the deaths of children under 
five yearsof age. In Baltimore the mortality among children 
under five years of age in 1885 made 39.59 per cent. of all the 
deaths ; while in Boston the percentage was 36. This rate, 
however, was the lowest that has occurred in Boston in the 
last forty years; and in only eight years of the whole period 
named had the ratio been less than 40 per cent. of the mor- 
tality of the same years. 


‘ 
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DEATHS OF PEOPLE OF COLOR. 


Among the many facts connected with the subject of vital 
statistics none are more interesting than those connected with 
the colored part of the community. One of the facts exhib- 
ited each year in Boston is, that the deaths of colored per- 
sons each year exceeds the colored births. In 1885 there 
were 249 colored decedents, and 183 colored births, the 
former exceeding the latter by 66. This exhibits a death- 
rate among the colored people of 40.16 in 1,000. Until 
very recently this curious fact was supposed to be witnessed 
only in the uncongenial climate of the North. The report 
of births, marriages, and deaths in Baltimore in 1885 states 
that the number of colored deaths in that city in that year was 
1,829, and the number of births 1,279, showing an excess of 
deaths over the births of 550. Unless a very large number of 
colored births in that city escaped registration, (which is 
probably the case,) the difference existing in Boston relative 
to colored deaths and births cannot be explained by climatic 
considerations. 


DEATHS OF MARRIED PERSONS. 


The number of those who had been married at the time 
of death was 4,066, and made 42.26 per cent. of all who 
died during the year. The number of those above 20 years 
of age was 5,379; of these 75.59 per cent. had been married. 
The following table exhibits the number of decedents above 
20 years of age, according to their nativities, with the per- 
centages of those who were married : —

The facts set forth in the foregoing table will be more or 
less interesting to the residents of the several wards. To 
the residents of the two wards of East Boston it will be 
pleasant to know, that while those wards contain 8 per cent. 
of the population of the entire city, only 6.61 per cent. of 
the deaths occurred there. Wards 3, 4, 5 (Charlestown) 
reveal 8.35 per cent. of the mortality, while 9.65 per cent. 
of the population are found there, which was increased 
during the last five years nearly 4,000. On the other hand, 
Wards 6, 7, and 8 (which had subtracted from their popula- 
tion during the last five years 983 persons), contain 10.57 
per cent. of the entire population, and exhibit 11.45 per 
cent. of all the deaths. 

Wards 9 and 10 lost no less than 3,130 of their resi- 
dents; but Ward 11 was increased by 1,263, showing an 
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ageregate loss in the three localities of 1,867. - The deaths 
in those wards made 6.96 of the entire mortality, while the 
population there made 9.96 of the whole. 

Wards 138, 14, and 15 (South Boston) make an equally 
favorable showing. Ward 12 is nearly equally balanced, 
while in each of the ten remaining wards the percentage of 
the deaths fall below the percentage of the population in the 
same wards. 
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The decedents in 1885 under 20 years of age made 
about one per cent. less than the number recorded in 1884. 
Of the children dying under one year those of native 
fathers exceeded those of Irish parentage by 158. Of the 
children between 1 and 5, those of Irish parentage exceeded 
the native children by nine; and those between 5 and 20 
years the difference was 122 in the same direction. Of the 
whole number of decedents under one year of age, the 
males exceeded the females by 289. In the three following 
periods, from 5 years to 20, the latter exceed the former 
by 48. 
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The number of decedents above 20 years of age was 
5,379, making 55.90 per cent. of all who died. Of those who 
were between 20 years and 30, the females outnumbered the 
males by 26, and in the succeeding period by 28. Of the 
decedents between 40 and 50 the males exceeded the females 
by 44. In the next period, the females again preponderate, 
but only by six. In the two remaining periods the excess 
of female decedents over the males was 174 in the first, and 
26 in the second. There were three deaths of persons.over 
100 years of age, — two males and one female. 
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According to the census of 1880 there were in Boston in 
that year 37,138 children who were under 5 years of age, 
10.23 per cent. of the entire population. The figures of 
1885 are not at hand; but if the same proportion existed in 
the latter year, there were about 40,000 children under 5 
years at that time. According to this estimate there was one 
death of this number in each 11.52 of all the children of that. 
age. By a similar estimate, there were in 1885 103,400 
persons living who were between 5 years and 20. Reference 
to table VI. will show that there was only one death of this 
number to each 138.28. Again: the number of living 
persons between 20 and 60 years was about 222,500, making 
nearly 57 per cent. of the entire population. The number of 
decedents between 20 and 60 was 3,503, showing that there 
was one death in each 63.49 of the population between the 
agesof 20 and 60, or a death-rate of 15.75 in 1,000. 
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SUMMARY. 


There was a considerable decrease in the mortality from 
zymotic diseases in 1885 compared with the preceding year. 
In 1885 the number of deaths from these causes was 1,975; 
in the preceding year the number was 2,326. The mortality 
from the eleven principal zymotic diseases (which makes 
17.79 per cent. of the entire mortality) is shown in the 
following table. The deaths from the same causes in 1884 
made 21.25 per cent. of the mortality of that year. The 
total number of deaths in the two years was the same.

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Croup and Diphtheria. — There were 475 deaths from 
these causes in 1885 (23 less than occurred in 1884), mak- 
ing 4.94 per cent. of the mortality from all causes. No less 
than 18.31 per cent. of the whole number occurred in Wards 
6, 7, and 8. Eighty-two of the deaths took place in various 
public institutions. 

Cholera-infantum, cholera-morbus, diarrhoea, and dysen- 
tery caused the death of 777 persons (a decrease of 131 
from the preceding year), making 8 per cent. of all the 
deaths. ‘There were 144 deaths from these causes in South 
Boston, making 18.53 per cent. of the whole number. 

Typhoid Fever.— There was an increase of 68 deaths 
from this cause, the number of deaths being 156, making 
1.62 per cent. of all the deaths. The annual average of 
deaths from typhoid fever, for the ten years ending with 
1884, was 2 per cent. of the total number of deaths for the 
same period. 

There was a decrease of 48 deaths from scarlet fever, 146 
from whooping-cough, 4 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 
an increase of 86 from measles. 


CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 


The number of deaths from diseases belonging to this class 
was 2,420 (an increase of 17 over the number ‘registered j in 
the preceding year), making 25.15 per cent. of ‘the entire 
mortality. A prominent member of this class of diseases is 
cancer, which is the reported cause of 287 deaths (75 
males and 212 females), a decrease of 15 from the number 
that occurred in the preceding year, and making 2.98 per 
cent. of the total number of deaths. Not more than about 
half-a-dozen of these decedents were below 30 years of age. 
Of the whole number of male decedents above 30 years ; of 
age (2,128) one in 28.37 died from cancer. The number 
of female decedents of the same age was 2,314, of whom one 
in 10.91 died from this cause. The location of the disease, 
except in a few cases, and the ages of the decedents, are 
seen in the following table : —

Consumption. — There is but slight variation in the per- 
centage of deaths from this cause from year to year. There 
were 1,579 deaths from this disease in 1885, — an increase 
of 18, — making 16.41 per cent. of the whole mortality. Of 
all the decedents from consumption 30.21 per cent. were be- 
tween 20 and 30 years of age. The nativity of those who 
died from this disease is shown in the following table : —

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The foregoing shows that the ratio of deaths from phthisis 
to those from all other causes is about the same among the 
decedents of native, Irish, and Canadian origin. The de- 
cedents of Scotch birth show the highest ratio of deaths from 
this cause, the table exhibiting the fact. that, of all of that 
race who died, 1 in 4.52 died from consumption. The de- 
cedents of various nationalities show the smallest ratio, being 
only 1 in 13.50, followed by those of Italian origin, whose 
ratio was lin 11.77. 

There were 205 deaths from hydrocephalus, 274 from ma- 
rasmus, and 21 from scrofula, making 5.19 per cent. of the 
entire mortality. 


LocaL DISEASES. 


The number of deaths from diseases belonging to this class 
was 3,970, making 41.26 per cent. of the entire mortality from 
ail causes. Belonging to this class are : — 

1. Diseases of “the Brain and Nervous System, omega 
caused 852 deaths (an increase of 80), making 8.85 per cent. 
of all the deaths. 

2. Diseases of the Circulatory System. — There were 
553 deaths from diseases of the heart, making 5.75 per cent. 
of the whole mortality. 

3. Diseases of the tespiratory Organs, (not embracing 
the mortality from consumption, ) caused the death of 1,596 
persons, making 16.59 per cent. of all the deaths. Includ- 
ing the deaths from consumption, the total mortality from 
diseases of the respiratory system made 83 per cent. of all 
the deaths. The annual average percentage of deaths from 
pneumonia, for the ten years preceding 1885, was 7.73. 

4. Bronchitis was the reported cause of 471 deaths (an 
increase of 43), making over 4.89 per cent. of all the deaths. 
The annual average percentage of deaths from this cause, 
during the ten years preceding 1885, was 3.62. 

5. Diseases of the Digestive System. — The number of 
deaths from causes belonging to this class of diseases was 
504 (an increase of 27), making 5.24 per cent. of the entire 
mortality. The ynnual average percentage of deaths from 
these diseases, during the preceding ten years, was 4.75. 

6. Diseases of the Urinary System. — During the last ten 
or a dozen years the mortality from urinary troubles has 
been gradually increasing, In 1885 the number of deaths 
from these causes was 376 (an increase of 30), making 3.91 
per cent. of all the deaths. Bright’s disease was the reported 
cause of 183 deaths.

DEVELCPMENTAL DISEASES.’ 


The ageregate number of deaths from causes belonging to 


this class was 861, making 8.95 per cent. of all the deaths. 
Of the whole number of decedents 469 were children, 247 
were aged persons, and 84 were women. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the nutritive system 
was 61. Most of the children here alluded to are designated 


co) 


in Table LX. as having died of “infantile diseases.” This 


-term has been used in reference to children of whom little or 


nothing could be said with certainty concerning the cause of 
their death. 

There were 151 instances of premature birth and 63 of 
various malformations. 

Of the 97 women who died from childbirth diseases, 13 
died from puerperal fever. 


EXTERNAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The number who died from violence was 378, a decrease 
of 30 from the number registered in the preceding year. Of 
the total number 324 were from accidental causes (embrac- 
ing exposures, sunstrokes, surgical operations, etc.) , 45 were 
suicides, and 9 were homicides. The deaths here named 
make 3.93 per cent. of the entire mortality. During the 
preceding ten years the annual average per cent. of deaths 
from external causes was 4.12. The nature of the accidents 
in all but 27 instances is shown in the following table : —

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Suicides. — There were 45 deaths of this character (37 
males and 8 females), a decrease of nine. ‘The favorite 
mode, so to speak, of taking one’s own life, seems to be that 
of hanging, 14 having availed themselves of the privilege of 
ending their lives in that way. Nine preferred to rid them- 
selves of life by shooting, followed by six who chose to cut 
their throats; three drowned themselves ; eleven employed 
various drugs and chemicals, while the means of two others 
were not reported.. It should be stated, that a considerable 
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number of suicidal deaths was caused while the decedents 
were laboring under mental aberration. 

Homicides. —There were nine homicidal deaths, — seven 
males and two females, — four less than occurred in the pre- 
ceding year. 


CHOLERA, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, AND 
SMALL-POX. 


The following notes may be found useful for future 
reference. 


CHOLERA. 


Considerable apprehensions were felt last year that Asiatic 
cholera, which was prevailing to a great extent in some parts 
of Europe, would reach the United States during that year. 
As the disease did not appear, the fears naturally subsided. 
As that plague is now displaying renewed activity in promi- 
nent seaports of Southern Europe, fears are again entertained 
that it may reach these shores before the expiration of the 
present year. 

There does not appear to he any official record of the 
manner in which cholera made its first visit in 1832, or of the 
locality in which it prevailed. The first two deaths occurred 
on the 15th of August (the only ones during that month), 
and the last one on the 30th of November, making 73 deaths 
in all. 

On its second visit, in 1849, it began on the 3d of June; the 
victim was a carpenter belonging to the barque Argyle. On 
the 4th two seamen, belonging to the same vessel, died, and 
another, of the same crew, died on the 5th, at No 1, Wharf 
street. The disease finally disappeared on the 30th of Sep- 
tember, having carried off 610 victims, being a daily average 
of 5.08 deaths | during the 120 days of its continuance. 

Its third and last appearance in Boston was in 1854, in 
which year there were 260 deaths from the plague. It ap- 
peared on the 10th of June, in Fleet street, and the last death 
occurred on the 31st of October. 


SCARLET FEVER. 


Among all the diseases that afflict humanity there are none 
that cause more alarm than scarlet fever. The number of 
deaths during the fifty years ending with 1885 was 8,792, 
being an annual average of 175.84 deaths from this disease.

SMALL—POX. 


Notwithstanding vaccination and isolation afford almost 
complete security against the prevalence of small-pox, its 
appearance always produces consternation in any community, 
which continues unabated until the malady, like others of its 
class, runs its natural course and disappears. During the 
last fifty years there were 3,000 deaths from small-pox in 
Boston, being an annual average of 60 deaths in that period.

It will be seen by the foregoing that the disease prevailed 
to a large extent in 1872, there having occurred no less than 
738 deaths in that year. In the following year there were 
302 deaths, making an aggregate in the two years of 1,040 
deaths. In the 12 years following there have been only 
34 deaths. In 24 years, nearly half of the number of years 
embraced in the above table, there was only an annual aver- 
age of 4.21 deaths from small-pow. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


It was not until 1859 that the term diphtheria was used to 
designate the cause of death. In that year 19 deaths were 
reported from this disease, 1 only in the following year, and 
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17 in 1861. The number of deaths that occurred in each of 
the 24 years following is stated in the annexed table. The 
ageregute number of deaths during the 24 years was 5,979, 
an annual average of 249 deaths.

It will be observed that the prevalence of diphtheria 
began to assume large proportions in 1875, and has contin- 
ued to be large in each successive year. Although Charles- 
town, Brighton, and West Roxbury were annexed to Boston 
in 1874, the mortality in those places was not sufficiently 
large to account for the sudden prominence of the disease. 

Much of the fear that exists concerning the diseases above 
mentioned would be removed if it were remembered that the 
law empowers Boards of Health to require that the occur- 
rence of each case of sickness from those diseases shall be 
reported to them as they appear. This requirement allows 
of immediate action to prevent their spread, and should, at 
the same time, allay serious apprehensions.

In Common CounciL, June 24, 1886. 


The Joint Special Committee to whom was referred the 
petition of Solomon P. Stratton and others, trustees under 
the will of Thomas C. Wales, deceased, in regard to the 
“Old Road,” so called, lying east of Blue Hill avenue,* be- 
tween Columbia and Wales streets, in the Dorchester Dis- 
trict, and of various matters in connection with said Old 
Road, having had several meetings, heard the petitioners, 
the Board of Park Commissioners, the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, and others interested in and familiar with the 
- matters set forth in said petition, would respectfully report 
that the convenience and best interests of the city require 
that Blue Hill avenue, between Elmo and Wales streets, be 
relocated substantially in accordance with a plan and profile 
in the office of the City Surveyor, dated June 24, 1886, and 
that the Old Road between Columbia and Elmo streets be 
relocated substantially as shown on said plan. 

Your committee is informed that these matters can be 
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accomplished, and all matters covered by said petition 
adjusted, at the following cost to the city, to wit: The 
cutting down of the high grade of Blue Hill avenue, the 
filling of said relocated portions, and the taking of the 
triangle of land next south of Elmo street, as shown on said 
plan. | 

Your committee would recommend : — 

First. That the Board of Street Commissioners be 
requested to relocate Blue Hill avenue between Elmo and 
Wales streets substantially as shown on said plan, taking 
therefor the small triangle of land next south of Elmo street, 
and to relocate the Old Road between Columbia and Elmo 
streets in such a manner as they may deem expedient. 

Second. ‘That for a nominal consideration a release be 
obtained from the representatives of the Wales estate of so 
much of the land included in said relocation as is now en- 
closed by them (being a part of the Old Road), as shown on 
said plan; also a release of all claims by reason of such re- 
locations (except as to said triangle of land south of Elmo 
street, for which payment must be made to the parties rightly 
entitled thereto), of all claims under the tax deeds purport- 
ing to convey said Old Road, and for all claims to recover of 
the city the taxes paid by them upon the same; also a grant 
and release in the usual form of all damages for the change 
in the grade of Blue Hill avenue to conform to said plan and 
profile. 

Third. That the Park Commissioners be notified that the 
assessments for park betterments, amounting to $140, $1,396, ~ 
$396, were laid upon lands forming parts of said Old Road, 
and should be abated.

As for my Buriall I shall not desire any great outward solem- 
nitie to be used further [120.] then that which shalbe decent & civill as be- 
comes Christians knowing that extraordinary solemnities can nothing add to 
the peace or benefit of the deceased, yet haveing beene trayned up in Millitary 
Discipline from my young’ yeares, & haveing endeavoured to promote it 
the best I could since God hath brought me into this country & seeing he 
hath beene pleased to use me as a poore instrument to lay y® foundation of 
that Noble Society of the Artillery Company in this place, that hath so farr 
prospered by the blessing of God as to helpe many with good experience in 
the use of theire Armes & more exact knowledge in the Millitary Art & 
hath beene a nursery to raise up many able and well experienced souldiers 
that hath done since good service for their country, therefore to declare my 
affections to that exercise & the society of souldiers, I shall desire to be 
buryed as a souldier in a Millitary way, if the time & place of my death and 
other occasions may suite thereunto which I leave to the discretion of my 
executors and friends 

As for the goods of this life which the Lord of his aboundant mercy, his 
rich & undeserved favo" hath bestowed & reserved to me the greatest of sin- 
ners and the unworthyest of all his servants I dispose of in manner following 

Impr® my will is, That all such debts as I doe or shall justly owe to any 
person or persons at the time of my death shalbe truely and carefully payd 
by my executors within as short time after my decease as conveniently may 
be, which debts of myne at this [121.] time doth amount to about One 
hundred and fivety pounds besides what I owe. unto the poore boxe, the par- 
ticulars of wt & the persons to whom I am indebted, my executors & over- 
seers may find in a long paper booke in my closet at Boston with a white 
Parchment Cover, initelled my Inventory booke in which the particulars of 
my whole estate from yeare to yeare, with all that I owe and all debts that 
are owing to me is breifly set downe under my owne hand which wilbe a 
direction to them in all my affaires, which debts of myne if God be pleased 
to spare me health while the next Spring I hope I shall pay the most of them 
my selfe except that only which I owe to the poore boxe being about Eighty 
pounds, and for the better effecting & accomplishing of this my last will & 
Testament, my will & desire is that ptsently after my death or buriall at 
furthest, there may be a true Inventory taken of all my lands houses cattle 
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moveable goods, bookes, houshould stuffe of all sorts, of all my wares, mar- 
‘chandize, ready money, plate, ringes, jewells, bever, wearing apparrell, 
tooles or any such like, of all the Corne I have at home or at my farme with 
all things there, of all the debts that are owing to me, especially those that I 
account good, and which they be you may sec not only in my severall debt 
bookes but the abridgement of them all (except housing, houshould stuffe & 
moveables, plate, tooles &°) in that Inventory Booke before mentioned, and 
that all these things may be equally valued & prized by snch indifferent and 
just men that have good skill & experience in the severall kinds of goods 
that are to be valued, and if more convenient that an oath may be given to 
them to value & prize them [122.] according to the comon worth & value 
that such goods and lands shall beare at that time in this country as neare 
as there best judgment & skill therein shall lead them too, That as my exec- 
utors may have no wrong so neither would I have my legacies & giftes 
swallowed up, with an apprehention or report that I have given away more 
then my estate will beare, and that I have made a great show of charitie, and 
have nothing or not enough to perform it with, which Inventory of my estate 
being so taken & all things valued equally & without partiallity & not at halfe 
what they are duely worth as is the use of many, then to deduct so much out 
of the some totall as my ffunnerall charges & my debts that I shall owe at 
that time may come too, which my booke initelled Creditor & Debitor in my 
closet at Boston, and other debt bookes & bookes of account will clearely 
discover, especially that Inventory booke first mentioned, which some being 
set by in the account for discharge of my debts, the residue & remainer of 
my estate I dispose of as followeth 

Impr’ the thirds of all my lands & housing both at Boston & at my ffarme 
at Rumne Marsh or any where else that I shalbe possessed of at the time of 
my death I give and bequeath unto my deare & loveing wife M's Anne Keayne 
to hould & enjoye with all the profitts of them or that shall arise from them 
during hir naturall life according to the last law of our Gennerall Court made 
concerning widowes doueries which I beleive wilbe a large and comfortabe 
maintenance for hir, a greate if not the greatest part of my estate lying in 
my housing & lands (or else I would make such an addition to it as might 
make hir life in respect of outward things both peaceable & comfortable) 
there being noe ingagements or invombrances yet upon any part of [123. ] 
my lands yet I shall not forget some other pledges of my love to hir 
' ‘These thirds for my wife being p"messed & my ffunnerall charges & debts 
being provided for as I have be forementioned The rest of my whole estate 
both personnall & reall with my lands housing & all other things belonging 
to my estate I devide into two parts, the one part whereof I give and be- 
queath unto my welbeloved & only son Benjamin Keayne, the other part of 
my estate, I meane the just or due value of it I reserve as my owne right to 
dispose of as I please which is as herein shall after be expressed. 

And because I am not ignorant that formerly there hath beene many clay- 
mors & evill reports raised up against me here & elsewhere as if I had gott. 
my estate by unjust dealing and wronging of others, That all might take not-- 
tice that I durst not allow my selfe in any such knowne wickednes as hath 
beene fisely reported against me, I did im some of my former Wills and also 
in my last before this of anno 1649 (which I still keepe by me though can- 
celled & made null by this and wilbe needfull to be preserved and of use to 
be viewed & read over by my executors and overseers if need be about siv- 
erall things mentioned therein which [ leave out in this & may be of some 
helpe to them in some matters of concernment as things may fall out) set 
apart two hundred pounds out of my owne estate, that if any man or woman 
(not knowing but that I might have dyed long before this time) young or old 
in Old England or New, could justly chalenge or make it appeare by good 
proofe or reason that [ hadin anything unjustly wronged or defrauded them, 
that they might have had full satisfaction allowed them though I know of no 
- such things that can justly be layd to my charge, nor any pretence or show 
of it, but if I were [124.] alive to answere for myselfe I should easily 
cleare & remove, but haveing now lived in New England this 17 or 18 yeares 
where there isan open passage in church and comon wealth where any that 
are unjustly wronged may easily right’ themselves, if I should obstinately re- 
fuse to doe them right, and none such haveing appeared in so many yeares I 
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thinke it needles to continue any longer what I formerly sequestered out of my 
estate for such ends, and if any should come with such p'tences after Iam 
dead, the falsenes of them may the more justly be suspected in that they 
came not while I was alive, I speake of debts & unjust frauds not of humaine 
infirmities & faylings, which may be comon to my selfe as to other men. 

I haveing long thought & considered of the want of some necessary things 
of publike concernment which may not be only comodious but very 
profitable & usefull for the Towne of Boston, as a Market place & Cundit, the 
one a good helpe in danger of fyre, the want of which wee have found by sad 
& costly experience not only in other parts of the towne where possibly they 
have better supply for water but in the heart of the towne about the market 
place, the other usefull for the country people that come with theire pro- 
visions for the supply of the towne, that they may have a place to sitt dry in 
and warme both in cold raine & durty weather & may have a place to leave 
theire corne or any other things safe that they cannot sell, till they come 
againe, which would be both an incouragement to the country to come in & 
a great meanes to increase trading in the [125.] Towne also, to have some 
convenient roome or too for the Courts to meete in both in Winter & Sumer 
& so for the Townes men & Comissio'™s of the Towne, also in the same 
building or the like there may be a convenient roome for a Library & a 
gallery or some other handsome roome for the Elders to meete in & conferr 
together when they have occasion to come to the towne for any such ende, as 
I perceive they have many, Then in the same building there may be also a 
roome for an Armory to keepe the Armes of the Artillery Company & for the 
Souldiers to meete in when they have occasion, Now if it should not be 
thought convenient by the Elders & Deacons or guids of the towne that all 
these conveniencyes should be under one roofe or in one place of the towne 
or that there be some places already built that may conveniently be used or 
fitted up with smale cost for some of these purposes, as in the Meeting House 
for a Granere or Armory & other places in it for the Magistrates & Comissio*s 
to meete in as they doe sometimes, it is true in the sumer they may, in the 
Winter they cannot for want of chimneyes & fyres, but it would be necessary 
& more convenient (And the Towne hath beene often speaking about it, to 
have such a building for such uses though yet it hath not beene accomplished) 
if there were a place fitted on purpose & set apart for such publike uses, and if 
advice were taken with some skilfull & ingenious workmen & some others that 
have good heads in contriving of buildings such as Mr. Broughton, Mr. 
Clarke, the Chirirgion &c. there might such a model be drawne up that one 
fabricke or building may [126.] be easily contrived that would conveniently 
accomodate ail these uses, without extraordinary cost & yet may be so done 
as would be a great ornament to the towne as well as usefull & profitable 
otherwayes but if the cheife of the towne should be of anoth' minde, then I 
should propose this, that the cundit & Markett House be sett in the market place 
somewhere betweene M* Cogins house & mine or any where in that great 
streete betweene Mt. Parkers House & M’. Brentons or rather M". Webb’s if it 
should be judged there to be more convenient, these two may handsomely be 
contrived in one building in w* possibly may be some other convenient 
roomes fitt for some of the uses before mentioned besides & for those which 
that place cannot supply, as for a Library & fora Gallere or Long Roome 
for the Devines & Schollers to meete & conferr togeather upon any occasion 
it may be contrived to be sett all along on the foreside of the Meeting house 
joyning to it on the one side and the other side to be supported with pillars so 
the roomes about may be for Court meetings at the one side & the Elders at 
the other & the open roome betweene the pillars may serve for Merchants, 
Mr of Shipps and strangers as well as the towne (being either pated or borded 
on the ground) to meete in at all times to econferr about there busines & 
occasions w*" I conceive would be very advantagius to the towne & may be so 
contrived & sett forth yt will be no disgrace or incumbrance to the meeting house 
buta great ornament to it, but ifit should be thought not convenient to have itin 
the front of the Meeting [127.] House, it may accomplish the same ends, if 
placed on that side of the Meeting House from Seargeant Williams shop to 
Deacon Trusdalls house, or if a building placed in one of these two places 
may accomplish all the ends before mencdned save only the Cunditt then a 
large Cundit may be sett up alone, about the place where the Pillary stands 
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& the other about the meeting house as before wc) TI leave to the best con- 
trivement of the towne & the Elders & Deacons w* building or buildings if 
the towne shall thinke meete to goe about it & improve them for the severall 
uses before mentioned, only the Granere may be in any other place of the 
towne as shalbe thought convenient, I stand not upon that though my owne 
judgement leads me to thinke that some places or place about the Comon 
Market or near to it wilbe most suitable for many reasons. I say towards the 
building of these convenient places. 

Item I give and bequeath three hundreth pounds in good merchantable 
pay the one third part thereof when the frame is brought to the place & 
raysed or some part of it before when the frame is in some forwardness if 
neede be, the seconde part when the chimneyes are built, the house covered 
and closed in round and all the floores layd, and the last third part when it 
is quite finished, provided that it be gone about and finished within two or 
three yeares at the most after my decease, and if any of these either a Cundet 
or Markett House should be sett up before my death, by the towne or any 
other in the place or places above mentioned, then my gift shall remaine 
good either for some addition to the same worke or for the accomplishing of 
those other workes by me mentioned that are not done by others, with a re- 
bating proportionable to what [128.] is or shalbe before done by the towne 
or any other Pson, Now that these things may not be only for a show ora 
name & when finished prove as shaddowes & stand as emptie roomes without 
substance that they may be improved for the uses. that I ayme at & intend 
though my estate is not such as whereby I am able to doe what I desire & 
would be willing to doe if I had it, for such publike benefitt, yet for examples 
sake & encouragement of others (especially of our owne towne w® will 
have the benefitt of it) & such in the towne that have publike spirits & some 
comfortable estates to helpe on such workes I shalbe willing to cast in my 
mite & bring my lime & hare possibly God may stirr up the hearts of others 
to bring in their Badger skines & silke & others more costly things that the 
worke may goe on & prosper in so smale a beginning 

Therefore to the Granere I give and bequeath One hundred pounds to be 
payd in Corne and that to be improved fora publike stocke to such uses & 
ends as I shall hereafter mention 

Next the Library & Gallere for Devines & Schollers to meete in being 
finished 

I give and bequeath to the beginning of that Library my 3 great writing 
bookes w* are intended as an Exposition or Interpretation of the whole 
Bible, as also a 48 great writing booke in which is an exposition on the 
Prophecy of Daniel of the Revelations & the Prophecy of Hosea not long since 
began, all which Bookes are written with my owne hand so farr as they be 
writt & could desier that some able scholler or two that is active and dilli- 
gent & addicted to reading and writing were ordered to carry on the same 
worke by degrees as they have leasure and opportunitie & in the same 
methode and way as I have begun (if a better be not advised to) at least if 
{129.] it shalbe esteemed for the profitt of it to young students (though 
not so to more able and learned Devines in these knowing times) worth the 
labot as Ihave & doe finde it to my selfe worth all the paines & labour I 
have bestowed upon them, so that if I had 100' layd me downe for them, to 
deprive me of them, till my sight or life should be taken from me I should 
not part from them 

Further my will is that my son Benjamine Keayne my Executor haveing 
first made choyce out of my study of such Bookes as he shall desier & thinke 
needfull for his owne use and reading (not to sell) whether Divinitie, 
Hystory or Milletary or any of my written Sermon bookes excepting those 
fower before given to the Library & and my wife also some few for her use 
if she shall desier any other then those she hath already of hir owne, these 
p'missed my will is that my brother Wilson & M". Norton with my Executor 
& Overseers or the most of them may view over the rest of my bookes and 
to choose from amongst them such of my Divinitie bookes and Comentaries, 
and of my written sermon bookes or any others of them as they shall thinke 
profitable & usefull for such a Library (not simply for show but properly for 
use) they being all English none Lattine or Greeke, then the rest which re- 
maines may be sould for there due worth both the written and printed ones, 
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and though my bookes be not many, nor very fitt for such a worke being 
English & smale bookes, yet after this beginning the Lord may stirr up some 
others that will add more to them & helpe to carry the worke on by bookes of 
more valew, antiquity use and esteeme & that an Inventory may be taken & 
kept of those bookes [130.] that they set apart for the Library 

And because I perceive that the Elders of the neigbo"ing townes have ap- 
pointed certaine times in y® yeare as cheifly in Sumer time once a moneth to 
meete together to confirr about ordering things in the Churches according to 
God & to debate about doubts or difficult questions that may arise, in matters of 
religion and such like and that they have noe place to meete in, but at one of 
our Elders houses nor nothing to refresh themselves with but of them w°® may 
prove too great a burthen to our Elders (the meetings being so often and con- 
tinueing constant) to beare of theire owne charge besides other burthens & in- 
conveniences they may undergoe Therefore the roome before mentioned be- 
ing fitted yt they may meete when they please thereat I doe will and bequeath 
fower pounds a yeare to be payd out of some of my shops in Boston by 
quarterly payments we" may be ordered and disposed as the Eld'* shall direct 
or advise to provide some refreshing for them when they meete or now and 
then dinn's as farr as it will goe & as themselves shalbe pleased to husband 
it, not that I would put upon my Executor the care of such provisions or of 
buying or dressing the meate, but that he should appointe w* shop should pay 
them so much & then they may appointe a steward of theire owne to receive 
the pay every quarter & then they to direct how it shalbe layd out or dis- 
posed of for that ende to there owne content, only I would p'misse this if 
there meeting be only in the Sumer & not in the Winter as I conceive then mv 
will is that they should receive this fower [131.] pounds every Sumer, by 
forty shillings a quarter as that which wilbe most convenient for there meet- 
ing, and this gift of fower pounds p anno [I give for the space of Ten yeares 
from the time of my death, if that meeting continue so long in that towne, 
hoping that before then some other may be moved to step in & to add so much 
more to it as may serve to provide a moderate dinner for every time of there 
meeting so that noe part of the charge of it may lye upon themselves and 
when the 10 yeares is ended I doubt not if my son be then liveing here (& my’ 
buildings continue as now, that he would continue this gift of myne longer if 
that meeting continue longer & proves by experience to be much for the good 
and advantage of religion & the churches as is intended & not to the hurt & 
p'judice of the same 

And if a convenient fayre roome in one of the buildings before mentioned 
be sequestered & set a part for an Armory & the meeting of the Artillery if 
there it be thought convenient or if some other place be provided for that use 
more convenient, with the Officers of that Companys advice, I am not strict 
for the very place so they have content in it, though yet I thinke the very 
hart & securest part of the towne (& noe out or by place) is the most fitt for 
a Magazene for Armes because of the danger of surprizing of them, the place 
that they now use wilbe fitt, to scower & tend the Armes in & the other to lay 
them up & keepe them in, which wilbe a comely sight for straimgers to see & 
a great ornament to the roome & also to the towne where [132.] the soul- 
diers may arme themselves every time they goe to exercise, such a place be- 
ing provided I give & bequeath five pounds for the incouragemt of that Com- 
pany to be layd out in Pikes & Bandal’s for the use of such souldiers of that 
Company that live in other townes, so farr as it cannot be convenient for them 
to bring there armes w* them, or if the Officers of that Company doe know 
any other thinge that the Company wants that wilbe more usefull for the gen- 
nerall good of the Company then what I have mentioned that will continue 
& not be spent or consumed in the use, then I am willing that the whole 
or any part of this legacy may be so disposed of takeing 1 in the advice and 
consent of my Executor in the same. 

‘Item I give & bequeath further to this Artillery Company of Boston five 
pounds more towards the erecting of a platforme plancked underneath for 
two mounted peeces of Ordinance to stand upon, a greater & a smaller, with 
a shead of boards raysed over it, to keepe them dry & p'serve them from: 
sunne and weather & this to be raised i in the most convenient p‘ in the Trayn- 
ing place in Boston where it shalbe most fitt for that use & where at a con-' 
venient distance against some hill or riseing ground there may be a good. 
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Butt or kinde of Bullwarke raised of earth that may receive the [133.] 
shott of these peeces & may be free from endangering any that may unex- 
pectedly passe by or be behinde the butt in case they should overshoote, w°® 
Butt may be cast up or digged at the bottome of a hill without any charge by 
the Company themselves, in two or three of theire Trayning dayes and my 
ende in this is that the Company may be trayned up (or so many of them as 
desier it) in the use exercise & experience of the great Ordinance as they 
are in theire musketts that they may learne how to traverse, lode, mount, 
levell & fyre at a marke &] w*) is as needfull a skill for a souldier as the 
exercise of theire ordinary Armes, I suppose the Countrey will willingly lend 
the Company two such peeces for so good a use as this is, if the towne itselfe 
hath none such to spare & will give them a barrell of powder or two to 
incourage them, to begin a service that wilbe so singularly usefull for the 
country, the bullets wilbe most of them found & saved againe if the hill or 
butt against w° they shoote be not so low & narrow that they overmount & 
shoote aside at randome, now as many of that company or others w® desire 
to learne that art of gunnere (soe needfull for every Captaine & officer of a 
Company) to be experienced in) they may enter there names to be schollers 
of the great Artillery & to agree that every one that enters his name may give 
so much for entery & so much a yeare afterwards as you doe at the Artillery 
which money will serve to lay in provision of [134.] powder, shott, springes, 
Budg Barrels Cannon Baskets & & someallowance to the M'. Gunner thatshall 
take paines to instruct them, if there cannot be some skillfull & sufficient 
man found, that will thinke the honno® of the place to instruct such a society 
in so noble a service recompence sufficient that they have an opportunite not 
only to exercise there owne skill but to doe good to the countrey & to willing 
schollers that so thirst after experience as wee see the Capt & rest of the 
officers of y® smale Artillery doe freely expend there time to instruct others 
in the best skill themselves have attayned, and looke at it as reward enough 
that theire paines is accepted & the Company edifyed by it, besides there 


being many ship M*. & Gunners that resort to this Country who have good 


skill in this art, the Company I doubt not upon there request might have there 
helpe sometimes & direction herein & he that is chosen to this place may 
have the title of y® Capt of the great Artillery or M™. Gunner & there may be 
a time appointed once in a weeke or fortnight for the schollers to meete & 
to spend two or three houres, either forenoone orafternoone for there instruction 
in it, Now all that meete cannot expect to make every one a shott for that 
would prove to great a charge & expence of powder but every one must take 
there turne & two or three at a meeting to make one shott a peece or but one 
man two shotts at one time & the rest may observe as much by the manner of 
there pforming it as if they had done it themselves, and for further incour- 
agemt to helpe [135.] on this exercise besides the five pounds given before 


_ towards the Platforme & the other five pounds for Pykes &*. 


I give & bequeath Two Heifers or Cowes to the Capt & Officers of the first 
Artillery Company to be kept as a stocke constantly & the increase or profitt 
of these Cowes yearely to be layd out in powder or bulletts &*. for the use of 
the exercise of the greate Artillery, only the stocke at no time or the valew 
of it not to be deminished & these to be delivered to the Capt that shall have 
the comand of that Company or whome himselfe and Officers shall appointe 
when the Platforme & Butt is finished, and two peeces mounted thereon, 
with all matterialls thereto belonging fitt to exercise with, when a M’ or 
Capt of the greate Ordinance is chosen, a convenient company of souldiers 
entered for scholl" as betweene ten and twenty & all things settled in a good 
posture for the beginning & continuance of that exercise, but if the Artillery 
Company shall neglect to accomplish this before expressed above two yeares 
after my decease then these three legacyes vizt both the five pounds & the 
two Cowes to be voyd & to be to the use of my executor, but if the things 
before mentioned be accomplished & this new company doe goe on as I de- 
sire it may then my will is that the Capt with the consent of the Company 
may appointe some able man either of the Company or otherwise that shall 
give bond to my executors or overseers for these two Cowes or the valew of 
them at the time of delivery that the stocke shalbe [136.] preserved & the 
increase or benefitt of them only to be disposed of for the use of this new: 
Company & if this Company should breake off & not continue there exercise 
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then the two Cowes to be returned to my executor or some of my Overseers 
for his use or the just value that they were worth at the time of there first 
delivery, now any man that shall have the Cowes to keepe wilbe willing to 
give such a bond if the Company order it so, in case that exercise should fall 
to the ground, for the two first five pounds I desire no bond nor any returne 
of it though the Company should not continue very long I would make it my 
dying request to our first Artillery Company (if there shalbe such a Company 
in being when it shall please God to take me out of this misserable world) 
many knowes what my earnest.endeavo™ & desires hath beene to promote & 
incourage what I could since the Lord hath brought me into this Countrey & 
my desires have not beene altogeather frustrated for out of this smale Com- 
pany the Lord hath raysed up many a well experienced souldier that hath 
done good service and have beene of good esteeme both here & in our native 
Country & therefore my greife is the more to see this sometime flourishing & 
highly prized Company that when the Country growes more populus this 
Company should grow more thin & ready to disolve for want of appearance 
but some are weary & theus thinke they have gott experience enough so the 
most begins to neglect but my request is [137.] that the entries, quartridge 
& fynes for late & non appearance (w* last hath beene too long neglected) 
& will not be well with y® Company till it be taken up againe especially see- 
ing the greatest pt of that Company consists now of men in our owne towne 
& wee never had better nor more constant appearance then when fynes were 
duely taken] may be p'served & kept in stocke to lay out in powder, Armes, 
Bandaleers for the use of the Company & in Canvas to make resemblance of 
Trenches, half moones, redowts, fforts &c. Cannon Basketts & such like nec- 
essary implem'‘s for some speciall millitary service y' might be pformed once 
or twice a year, we) would be asinguler helpe to the ordinary exercise & 
would add much not only to the incouragemt but to the experience both of 
officers & Souldiers in some millitary exercises we without such helpes as 
these cannot be taught nor pformed, and these moneyes would be farr 
better imployed & tothe greater satisfaction & content of the Company in 
such things then to be wasted & spent in eating & drinkeing & needles invita- 
tions as it hath beene long a time both to my owne & to the greife & offence 
of sevall of the Company which hath occasioned some to leave the Company 
& others to be unwilling to pay their quartridge, seeing the whole stocke is 
still consumed & the Company rather in debt then otherwise w% hath beene a 
cheife thing to hinder many other profitable exercises for want of meanes to 
beare the charge of them & will [138.] in time be the overthrow & dissolu- 
tion of the Company if it be not p'vented, wt hath made y® Artilliry Company 
in London so to flourish for so long a time togeth’ but the stocke of the Com- 
pany well managed whereby they have done great things & have beene able 
to pforme many exercises (though chargeable) both for the delight of all 
behoulds & y® great benefitt & experience of the souldiers & to the increase 
of there number, and indeed I had in my purpose sivall other legacies to have © 
bestowed on this Company for there incouragem! & the example of others & 
have them in a readines & of some consequence but the smale appearance 
of the Company & the declyning of it dayly w* cannot be but a great dis- 
-couragem to the Capt & Officers that comand them, as also to the Souldiers 
y' doe appeare & causes a kinde of contempt insteed of esteeme in those that 
behould them) makes me feare the fynall dissolution of it & so all giftes will 
sincke with it & come to nothinge hath beene the cause of altering my resolu- 
tion, though I know a skillful! comander though he have a body of men but 
4 fyles 6 deepe which is but 24 souldiers, yea I would add further, if he have 
but halfe so many but two fyles 6 or 8 deepe, with them he may pforme such 
variety of exercises, not only for the postures but the severall motions dubl- 
ings faceings counter marshes, wheelings yea such varietie of formes of 
Battells & severall kinds of fyreings & charges as should be not only delight- 
full but very usefull & gainfull [139.] to those that are exercrsed & not 
only for two or three Trayning dayes, but have matter enough to exercise 
them for sevall yeares w°" I should hardly have beleived, did not I know it to 
be true & have seene it with myne eyes, yet notwithstanding what comfort or 
credit can a Capt have to goe into the field with 6 or 12 souldiers & under 
the name of an Artillery or Millitary Company, it would be my rejoyceing if 
there could be any meanes thought on or used to increase & incourage this 
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Company that is & may be so honnorably & advantagious to the whole country, 
that it may remaine & continue still in splendor & esteeme increasing & not 
declyning, but all things have there changes 

Now concerning the originall legacy of Three hundred pounds that I have 
given to the Towne of Boston for the raysing of a Cundit in the Market 
place & for a building to fitt for such uses as I have before mentioned, if any 
shall alleadge that three hundred pounds is not sufficient to accomplish it I 
answ'. 1. That it may be some of these may be gone about & finished by 
y® Towne before God may call me out of this world as y® Cundet or m'ket 
house &c. & then there wilbe the lesse to doe and I know that the Towne 
hath agitated it & seriously intended to have gone about to doe them all ex- 
cept only y® library, as such things that are needfull & will turne to the 
publike advantage of the Towne. 2'y. I say that I conceive if it be well 
managed & ordered it may doe it all or very neare it. I suppose one of the 
two last houses that I built hath roome enough in it to accomplish all the 
ends before mentioned excepting the Cundit, if it had beene first contrived 
& thought on for such an ende, yet that hath not cost me 400!». not by so 
much as I suppose [140.] will neare build a new Condit, but Thirdly if it 
should fall short I doe expect & suppose that the Towne wilbe willing to add 
to it & make up the rest either by enlarging of the Conveniencyes or beauti- 
fying the structure for the better ornament of the towne & possibly some 
else may thinke of some other thing wanting, that may be as usefull to the 
genn'all good of the towne as most of these to be added to it, w™® I have not 
thought upon, besides if I were about to build a thinge that I conceive would 
be very usefull & advantagious to me but am not comfortably able to beare 
the charge of it, if any freind out of love to me would lend me 300!. some 
considerable time gratise it would be a great incouragement to me to goe on 
with the worke, but if he should offer to give me freely 300!. towards it I 
should think my selfe bound to be very thankefull to him and to be willing 
to make up what is wanting rather then I would loose so free a kindnes by mi 
neglecting of the worke. 

But possibly some wilbe ready to apprehend that I may doe this only for 
my owne endes & benefitt wc? may make them the more backward to have it 
goe on especially with any of there owne Cost, for some such spiritts there 
be that had rather deny themselves a benefitt then that another should enjoye 
a greater benefitt by it, as some have said that I have beene very forward to 
have a Cundit in y' place because I have so many houses & buildings there 
about & so a Market House [141.] wilbe more the beneficiall to bring trade 
to myshops. I answ' putt case that this were in all things true, it is not sine- 
full nor unlawfull in Christian prudence to pvide meanes for the p'venting 
of danger or procureing of any lawfull good, I doubt not but they would doe 
the like if it were there owne case. But 2“Y what advantage will this be 
to me when I am dead and gone, if others should not receive more benefitt 
then I br it I need not trouble my selfe with what may fall out in after times, 
in these respects for I shall feele no want, nor suffer any damage by such 
losses & a 100 things would come into consideration as needfull to p'vent 
or provide for as these, if men goeing out of the world should trouble them- 
selves with the care of such changes and things that may happen when they 
are dead 3¢y If my housen only were there & no other shops but myne, 
there might be more ground for such an apprehension, but it is the heart of 
the towne and many fayre buildings & shops there be round about, the 
Market is there seated allready, the Market house is more for the conveniency 
of strang’’ & there acco2nodation in winter and sumer in wet & dry there for 
the inhabitants of the towne & in that respect it is a w°rke of charitie and 
mercy and though some pticular psons that trade may have more benefitt 
by it then some other psons that dwell further off, yet the advantage & 
profitt of it will redound to the whole towne in genn‘all and for my owne 
pticular I haveing given over trade (142.]| long agoc) the nearenes of the 
market is more chargeable then beneficiall to me, if I looked not at’ 
a genn'all & publike good, more then my private & for the Cunditt I confesse 
it is very necessary & usefull in many respects, especially in danger of fvre 
& well it were if there were more of them in the towne then there is, but 
that it wilbe more beneficiall to me or that I shall have more neede of it then 
others who can tell, who knowes yt my house alone shalbe sett on fyre, God 
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may p'serve myne though divers others may be consumed, as it fell out lately 
by sad experience, had there beene a Condit in the Market place before, then 
would it not have beene looked at & found to be a publike good, might not 
some of the houses beene saved that were consumed more worth then the 
charge of setting up three or fower such Conditts, nay if the fyre had gone 
on in its rage as it was most like (had not God in unexpected mercy 
p'vented it) & ceased upon others houses as it threatened to doe, the whole 
towne would have had cause to thinke & to have bewailed the want of it) 
that such a Conditt was a publique good & the want of it a publique evill | 
though some pticular psons might have had the benefite of it at that time 
more then others, and at some other times others might have had more neede 
& more benefitt by it then they but if my houses & shopes stoode alone or 
if I only should need & not others, if it were for my owne private & not for 
the publique good of others, I would build a Condit & a Market house too if 
there were neede [1438.] at my owne charge without calling in the helpe of 
others & I: thinke if my owne heart deceive me not, my ayme in all these 
things proposed is for the genn'all good of the towne & that if I had noe 
house thereabouts but had lived in some other part of the towne, I should be 
as forward to promote these workes as I have beene formerly or am at this 
p‘sent, so I should desire all my loveing brethren & neighbo® of the towne 
to interp™ & accept of what I tender to them, as a fruite of my true endeavot 
& desire of the townes good & not at any private advantage of me or myne & 
as one yt have beene willing & desireous to helpe them forward.in my life- 
time rather then death, And for that legacy of one hundreth pound before 
mentioned for y® Grannere to begin a stocke for a publique magzine of 
Corne for the towne or cheifely the poorer sort in it, now what private ends 
or advantage can any one apprehend [ can have in that when I am dead & so 
for the library & armory & Plattforme & Butt for the incou’agem! of the 
Artillery Company & or free schoole or what I had set apart form'ly for the 
trayning up of the Indians Children in learning & some English scholl's to 
learne the Indian Tongue, now if these cannot but be interp'ted for a pub- 
lique and genn'all good to the: towne why should any conceive otherwise of 
the other, for the Conditt there is none in the markett place &if sucha 
worke be needfull in any pt. of the towne, it is 5 times more needfull there 
[144.] & so for the market house except there were more publique markets 
set up in some othere p*. of the towne & though God hath beene pleased in 
some measure to carry me on with a publique spirit to seeke the good of the 
towne according to that abillity which God hath beene pleased to afford 
unto me though I am not able to doe according to the largenes of my desire 
hopeing that God will raise up some others after me, of abler estates & 
opener hearts & hands to add larger additions to these weake beginnings or 
to begin some others that may be more usefull then these yet I must needs 
say I have mett with discouragem's more then a few to divert my thoughts & 
purposes another way & to tye up both my h’art & hands fro such testi- 
monyes of my love that I have beene willing to show, not only by these objec- 
tions I have now answered, but by those unkinde & unneighbo'ly discourt- 
esees that I have more latly & formerly mett with all, in this towne when 
time was (we I cannot easily forget though I desire to forgive & from many 
in the Church especially in those times of my troubles & more there spirits & 
dispositions would have leade them too, had not the providence of God & the 
tendernes & wisedome of some others amongst us p'vented there desires & 
endeavo's, whose actions & pceeedings I could never take as a fruite of there 
love to my soule as much as a fruite of there p"judice against my person, but 
I desire to requite there evill with good & unkindnesse with kindnesse, there- 
fore for [145.] this 100'. to be payd in Corne Cattle or a p* in both, what 
. my will is about the ordering of it, that it may be p"served still for a stocke 
fro yeare to yeare & the increase or profitt of it only to be disposed to the 
uses intended, w* are these that follow, The one halfe hereof viz‘. fivety 
pounds with the increase thereof I give & bequeath to the use of the free 
schoole at Boston to helpe on the trayning up of some poore mens children 
of Boston (that are most towardly & hopefull) in the knowledge of God & of 
learning not only in the Latine Tongue but also to write & cypher, as farr 
as the profitt of it will reach & according to the best ordering of it for that 
ende, as the Townesmen or Ffeofees of the free schoole from time to time 
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shall judge best takeing in also the advice of my executo’ or executo™ with my 
overseers or the most p' of them, so long as they live or as any of them 
remaine in the Country. ‘The other fivety pounds with the profitt of it I give 
& bequeath for the use & releife of the poore members of our owne church 
or to any other good use that shalbe accounted as necessary or more neces- 
sary then this that I intend, if any such should p'sent and that so to be im- 
proved in the judgemt of all the Elders & Deacons of this our church from 
time to time, with the consent of my executo' & overseers as before, Now if 
that scoole should be sufficiently provided for before I dye, then I would 
propound it to be kept as a Magazine of store from yeare to yeare & as a 
stocke for the towne, & as a stocke for the towne if either a [146.] famine 
or warre should happen amongst us, which may tend much for the p'serva- 
tion of the towne especially for the poorer sort 400 bushells of Indian may 
be bought for 50'». & 250 Bushells of Rye if not 300 for 50!. & so pease & 
how easy a thing would it be for the towne to to make it up a 1000 bushells or 
more by every family putting in but a pecke of corne or such a matter but 
once in a yeare or but once in all to raise a first stocke, to sell it away once 
in two yeares or longer if it will keepe, when it beares the best price & lay it 
in againe when it may be cheapest bought, which will beare the charge of 
wast & lookeing to with considerable profitt, we®.may be expended yearely 
for some of the most necessary & charitable uses of the towne & much good 
may be done by it & the stocke still not deminished but augmented or if the 
whole i00!. were putt into a stocke of corne & so husbanded constantly & 
the one halfe of the profitt goe to the disposing of the church & the other to 
the towne I pceive no inconvenience in it, this hath beene the wisedome & 
care of our forefathers in other parts & much publique good have beene 
done by it & I know not why wee should not imitate them herein except some 
other way may be thought of wherein such a stocke may be imployed with 
lesse trouble & more certaine profitt and yet accomplish the maine endes I 
intend herein the reliefe of the godly poore as farr as the profitts of it may 
runn I should willingly give way to it. 

And because my will & earnest desire is that this stocke of 100!>. might be 
constantly p'served for the uses above said (except God should take it away 
by fyre or some such extraordinary accident or [147.] speciall hand of God) 
& in such a case I should earnestly begg of the towne to make it up againe 
wh may be done without any great burthen to them & they are like to reape 
the benefitt of it, in the mean time I propose this as necessary & by me 
desired that securitie may be given to my executor or overseers for this. 
100», at the receiveing of it by some of the townes men to repay it againe in 
case they doe not p’serve it & constantly improve it to the uses before 
mentioned or some other that may be better or equivolent to it according to 
my true intent & meaning therein which is to doe the most & best good with 
it, that it may be imployed too and least the Townesmen should object that 
they are changeable every yeare & so may refuse to give bond though it be 
for a publique good, then I thinke the Deacons who are usually for theire 
lives, or by some ffeoftes chosen for that ende may give bond for it & 
they to have the whole 100'>. to improve for the uses before (however I 
doubt not but sevall wayes may be thought on to secure it without any dam- 
age to one or two in pticular) which I leave to the Townesmen & Deacons to 
consult & conclude of, in the meane time I remember them in these two last 
yeares I have gayned for y® poore seaventeene pounds more then I have given 
away which is to be added to the former hundred pound & because I have 
beene fayne to borrow of this poors stocke for my owne use when I have 
wanted money of my owne & it hath beene a good helpe & supply to me 
that way many times therefore I am willing to make the seaventeene pounds 
[148.] twenty pounds as I have formerly done upon the same ground when 
there stock was but eighty & odd pounds I made it up One hundred pound 
therefore whatsoever there shalbe wanting in ready cash in the poores stock 
of one hundreth & twenty pounds my will & order to my executor or execu- 
tors is that they may make it up out of my owne estate in currant pay 
answerable to money & to be more carefull in it then in the discharge of any 
other debt that I shall then owe. 

Now for this 120!>. before mentioned I am bound to acknowledge & to 
leave this testimony behinde me concerning it & how I came by it, for I doe 
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not account it properly my owne nor simply my gift to the poore now but 
theire due & debt as that w°? for these many yeares long before I came out 
of old England I began to gather & devote it to God & his service for such 
a pticular use now mentioned what of it I could save & spare besides that I 
yearely gave away out of it to pious uses as necessity called for at my 
hands, both in old England & since I came hither, which stocke I have 
gathered & from weeke to weeke layd apart by taking one penny out of every 
shilling which I have gotten by my trade, with other goods & m'chandize that 
I have dealt in so that when I gayned much in a weeke there hath beene the 
more layd aside for any good use & when trayding hath beene dead & the 
gaines lesse, there hath beene the lesse layd a syde for this stocke & use, 
which course [149.] I have constantly kept above this 40 yeares and which I 
now mention the more particularly, not in any way of boasting for any good 
worke that I have either done or can doe for I know if God should enter into 
judgment with me for any or the best of them all, he might justly reject both 
me & them as abhominable but y*‘ allthat know it or may heare of it may take 
nottice of the blessing of God upon such a free and voluntary course, w° 
some others when they know it may be wilbe willing to imitate and blesse 
God for it, as some in old England have done to thcre great content & satis- 
faction by w°® meanes I have had comonly lyeing by me 50!», 60». or 80!. 
ready money especially in old England & some pretty quantity here, till 
more lately since money hath beene so scarce amongst us whereby I have 
beene fayne to borrow out of that stocke my selfe for my owne necessary 
use & occasions when I have wanted money of my owne & a good com- 
fortable helpe it hath beene to me that way in many pinches, but doe still 
keepe a carefull account what at any time I take out & pay it in againe as 
money comes to hand, out of w*® stocke usually lying by me I have had 
opportunitie to lend to any poore godly Christian or Minister in neede (be- 
sides what I give away) 40s. 5!>. or a greater sume to helpe them in a 
straight & to make use of it in there trades for a convenient time which 
have done [150.] some more good then if they had at another time so much 
given them, sometimes I have ventured p* of it to sea, that the benefitt of it 
might redound to the stocke for the poores use, by we meanes also I could 
more readily & willingly give away twenty shillings or five pounds at a time 
upon any motion to a charitable use, ifthe occasion hath beene weighty, then 
either my selfe or some other good men of better estates could part with so 
many shillings had it not beene for such a stocke in a readynes. | 

It is true that since I have given over trading in this Country & since the 
way of trade is not so much for ready money as for exchange, as for Corne, 
Cattle & other Comodities I cannot lay aside weekely as I use to doe for- 
merly, therefore by casting up my estate wc comonly I doe once every 
yeare I can see what I am increased in my estate and accordingly I doe lay 
aside yearely answerable to what I gett in the whole. 

Unto w* stocke of the poore I am indebted at this time being M°. 6: 12: 
1653 One hundred pounds starling or 101!5. as nere as I can gesse, besides 
all the money that is now in Cash in 2 private boxes that are within my 
Cabinet in my Closet at Boston, the papers within each boxe will shew there 
being as I remember ten pounds in New England money with some Old 
England silver & some what more [151.] then tenn pounds in the other secreet 
box in which is two ten shillings pieces of Barbere gold & 258 single two 
pences, pence & halfe pence, we boxes are to be unlocked or opened with 
any ordinary pinne or needle thrust into a small pinhole that is there against 
a piece of steele which easily will give backe, haveing added to the whole 
stocke of my owne formerly 17 or 18», and now three pounds more, w* is 
20 or 21)», in all to make up the whole stocke 120! weh I give as the poores 
use, for that helpe & supply I have received from it, in the times of my owne 
neede, Now for this money I have nothing to doe but to take care that it be 
well payd in within one yeare or two at the most, after my decease, if 
my executor cannot with conveniency pay it in before, & to provide by the 
best way I can suggest or devise that it be also well disposed of improved & 
imployed so (according to my owne purpose intent & desire in saveing it to- 
geather) that the stocke may still remaine & the profitt of it yearely imployed, 
so as it may doe good to many, as many yeares after my death & more, as it 
hath done in the time of my life, Now what my way & thoughts are for the

best improvemt of it, I have before proposed, if a more useful & profit- 
able way can be found out both for y® p'serving of the stocke & augmenting 
the profitt of it I shall freely leave it to the advice of my [152.] Executor & 
‘overseers with our Eld'’s Deacons and Townsmen that shall then be or any 
other that can give better advice or propose a better way, but if the Towns- 
men Deacons or some other by there ord’ shall refuse to give sufficient bond 
for this hundred & twenty pounds to secure the stocke then this my gift shall 
cease and become utterly voyd in respect of Boston, And I will and bequeath 
the sayd One hundred and twenty pounds to the use of Harvard Collidge in 
Cambridge to be improved as I shall hereafter mention, they takeing care to 
secure the stocke. 

And for the Three hundred pounds which I have given to the Towne of 
Boston to build a Condit, a Market house & Towne house with a Library 
Grannere & Armore, as I have before mentioned if the towne of Boston 
shall slight or undervalue this gift or my good will to them therein & shall 
refuse or neglect to goe about & finish these sev'all buildings in manner & 
time before mentioned rather then they wilbe troubled with it, or add any- 
thing of theire owne for the finisheing of it, then my will is that this gift of 
300!>. given to Boston for the uses of those buildings before mentioned shall 
utterly cease and become voyd in respect of Boston & those giftes that I have 
given with relation to those buildings as my Bookes to the Library &°. or any 
others of them that I have [153.] not before provided for & ordered shalbe & 
remaine to the sole use of the Collidge at Cambridge in the same manner 
that I have ordered the former 120!>. in Corne for the poore in Boston, in 
case the Deacons or Towne shall refuse or neglect to give security for the 
principall stocke as before is mentioned. 

My true meaning herein is this that if the Towne of Boston shall sett 
upon one or two of these workes & neglect or refuse to carry on the rest (or some 
of the other that I have mentioned happely being done by the Towne before 
I dye) as if they should build only the Condit & Market house & not a Townes 
house or Library & Gallere or a Grannere & Armore & not a Condit or 
Market house &. then my will is that my executo" shall give only such a 
proportion of this Three hundreth pounds as that worke or building shall 
come too, w*) they set upon only in relation to this gift of myne, compared 
with the value of the other buildings that I have likewise mentioned but they 
have left undone & that what upon that account shalbe reserved of the 300". 
shalbe for the use of the Collidge of Cambridge, as I have given the whole 
800!», in case the refuse or neglect to finish all those buildings or any of 
them within two or three yeares after my death as before I have ordered. 

Now if the 120. and this 300". or any part thereof shall fall to the Col- 
lidge my desire is that it should be improved (not about the buildings or 
[154.] repaires of the Collidge for that I thinke the Country should doe & 
looke after) but for the use & helpe of such poore & hopefull scholl"® whose 
parents are not comfortably able to maintaine them there for theire dyett & 
learning or for some addition yearely to the poorer sort of fellowes or Tutors 
whose parents are not able nor themselves have not abillitie nor supplies 
otherewise to defray there charge and make there studyes comfortable, so 
that my true intent herein may easily be discerned, which is not that one or 
two sifould enjoye the benefite of it all, or but for a yeare or two, but ac- 
cording to the proportion of that sume, which shall fall to the Collidge, my 
desire is that the godlyest & most hopefullest of the poorer sort of scholl'* 
may have an addition to that which there parents allows them of 20 or 40%. a 
yeare a peece while they abide in the Collidge or till some providence may 
helpe there supplyes otherwise or that as farr as it will extend, some may 
have the helpe of it for 2 or 3 yeares & then others may have the helpe & 
comfort of it 2 or 3 yeares after & so in order as long as the benefitt of this 
gift may continue or wheth' it may prove more usefull to dispose of it for an 
addition or an inlargement to the comons of the poorer sort of scholl'* which 
I have often heard is too short & bare for them. 

Therefore because I have little insight in the [155.] true ordering of 
scholl’* & other things thereto belonging in a Collidge way & so possibly may 
dispose of my gift where there is lesse neede & that it may doe more good, if 
it had beene imployed in some other way, I am willing to referr it to the 
President Ffeofees & Overseers that are intrusted with the care & ordering of 
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the Collidge & Scholl® or Students, with the things thereto belonging, still 
takeing in the Consent of my Executor & of such of the Overseers of this 
my will as shall then be alive & wnat they togeather shall judge to be the 
best & most needfullest way of imploying of it amongst the Scholl's I shall 
consent too & when the certaine sume is knowne that doth fall to the Collidge, 
the President & Overseers may confirr with my executor & overseers & to 
cast up what such a Sume would purchase by the yeare for 20 yeares or a 
longer time & if they agree & my executor consent to it he may keepe the 
legacy in his owne hands & pay to the Collidge yearely for so long a time as 
they agree upon so much p ann out of some p* of my lands or houses as they 
shall sett apart for that ende. I doe not enjoyne it but only propose it & leave 
it to the will & consent of my executor" as he shall thinke (with the advice of 
my Overseers wilbe most convenient for him, though I like best of paying of 
it yearely, if there should not appeare some great inconvenience to other 
parts of my land, to have any part of it engaged so long togeather, for the 
payment of such a [156.] rent, though I thinke that some one house or shop 
may be appointed for such an ende & some such way may be thought of as 
may prove no inconvenience to my executo' or his estate more then to pay 
it out to the Collidge & to leave them to purchase with it somewhere else, for 
my will & desire is in this as it is in my former legacy?s that the stocke may 
be p'served by purchasing therewith some thing to the Collidge & the bene- 
fitt or profitt thereof to be yearely distributed as farr as it will goe to the 
most necessary uses as I have before expressed. 

And concerning my bookes that I have given to begin the Library with all 
in Boston, my will is that my brother Willson & M* Norton Eld* at Boston 
or the teaching Eld's that shall at the time of my death (after my wife and 
son Benjamine have made choyce of some bookes for theire owne use as I 
have before expressed) may be requested to take paines to view over the rest 
of my bookes & such as they shall judge fitt for that use to take a pticul' note 
or inventory of them & so to take them into there owne kecping or to leave 
them with my executot if they will, till the time mentioned in this will be ac- 
complished, that if the towne of Boston should not within three yeares after 
my death build a handsome roome for a Library & anoth' for the Eld’ & 
Scholl's to walke & meete in, as before I have expressed, that then they may 
[157.] be delivered to the President or some of the Overseers of Herbert 
Collidge in Cambridge to be placed as my gift or addition to that Library that 
is already begun there. 

I had in some of my formt Wills set apart some legacies for the trayning 
up of some of the Indians, as also of theire children, to be taught to write & 
read & to learne the English tongue & had thought upon and proposed some 
wayes how to get of theire children and youth that they might be so taught, 
as also that some of our scholl’s or young students might be incouraged to 
study & learne the Indian tongue exactly & they then to be set a part to 
confirr with to catechize & instruct the Indians in the grounds and principles 
of religion & to preach or prophecy to them in there owne language, as they 
should have beene ordered and directed either by y® Magistrates or Eld" or 
both, [ had also left some pledge of my love & respect to M' Elliott & some 
others that have taken paines to instruct & teach y® Indians in the wayes of 
God but the truth is that unkinde carriage of M' Elliott (that I may putt noe 
worse Tittle upon it) in seeking to interrupt yea to take away not only from 
myselfe but from some others also certaine ffarmes not given tous by the 
Genn'all Court but my owne bought with my money of the wor’? my brother 
Dudly & some others but after it was graunted by the Court to be in that place 
& after I had [158.] beene at the charge to survey it, measure it, bound 
it, marke it & lay it out & after it was again ratifyed & confirmed to m 
by the Gennall Court & yet as I was informed by more then two or thre 
that he would not be taken off nor psuaded by any nay by none that spake 
with him about it tosurcease his prosecution or endeavo' to plucke it out of 
our hands againe for the Indians though there was land enough granted to 
them by the Gennall Court with out the bounds of any of our ffarmes w* 
carriage of his would have much straightened my resolutions in what I had 
set a part for this great worke though no further helpe had come in for the 
carrying of it on, the action it selfe being very unsavory & offencive not only 
to our selves but to many oth" if not to the most that had heard of it, though 
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they were not concerned in it as,wee were, Therefore I would make it my 
request to the Reverent Eld's of this Country not to be too stiffe & resolute 
in accomplishing theire owne wills & wayes but to harken to the advice & 
counsell of there brethren & to be as easily pswaded to yeeld in civill & 
earthly respects & things as they expect to p'vay! with any of us, when they 
have a request to make to us for one thing or another, least by too much 
_stiffnes, to have theire owne wills & way, they hinder many good workes 
that may be pfitable to themselves and to the whole Country, But God 
{159.] hath beene pleased to provide such a comfortable supply, from larger 
& fuller purses to carry on this great & good worke amongst the Indians & 
fully to recompence all that labo™ & take paines about it that they shall not 
neede the helpe of pticul™ psons to make any addition that way. 

Now concerning the Collidge at Cambridge because there is some doubt or 
uncertaintie in it whether the whole Three hundred pound or the fower hun- 
dred & twenty pound before mentioned or any part of it will come to the use 
of the Collidge, it dependng upon the will and action of the Church & Towne, 
of Boston to accept or refuse it, upon the termes beforementioned, therefor if 
none of it or anything under the one halfe of the whole sume which is ‘Two 
hundred & Ten pounds shall fall to the Collidge, Then I give and bequeath 
oue hundreth pound of that which I had formerly set apart for the Indians 
to be now to the use of the Collidge w* 100!» will purchase Twenty Cowes & 
those Cowes wilbe let for Twenty pounds a yeare & the stocke still p"served 
by a carefull ordering of them, which Twenty pounds p anno I desire may be 
distributed & disposed of to the best good of the scholl's as I have before pro- 
posed but if the whole 420" or the one halfe of it should come to the Collidge, 
then my willis that this last legacy of One hundred pound shall become voyd 
or otherwise to stand firme & be made good unto them, after the three yeares 
tyme allowed to the [160.] Towne of Boston is ended which will discover 
whetht all or any part of the form™ sume will come unto them. 

If any shall wonder or demand why I have let alone all these gifts and 
good deeds mentioned in this will till I dye & have not done somewhat in my 
life time, though not so much, when I might have seene the disposing of it 
my selfe & have helped to have sett them on foote & to have settled & mad a 
beginning in them & so have reaped the benefitt of the pray’s of the poore & 
the comfort of such good acts while I had lived. 

I answ' the pray® of the faithfull is much to be desired & prized & to have 
the loynes & backes & bellyes of the poore to blesse a man while he lives is 
a comfortable thing but that must be obtained in a lawfull & well regulated 
way, least while some have occasion to blesse, oth's may take occasion to 
curse or reproach. 

If indeed I had given nothing or but very little in my life time to any good 
worke or to releive the neeessitie of the s** or had done little or no good with 
that estate which God hath bestowed upon me then it might have beene cast 
upon me as areproach but if [ have endeavored to honnot God with my substance 
& with the first fruites of all my increase & have endeavo'ed to doe good with 
what God hath bestowed upon me, so farr as I might likewise provide for the 
necessities of my owne family, the care of carrying on my calling & other 
[161.] dealings in the world justly a man is best able himselfe to judge what 
he can doe or what he can spare to this or that good worke, better than others 
that know not his charge straights or occasions, it is an easy matter for oth's 
to carve large portions out of other mens estates & tell what they might or 
should doe, yet he may doe as mnch as his estate will pmiit comfortably or as 
God requiers at his hands, though all men doe neither see it nor know it, nor 
all that are in neede & deserve supply cannot tast of it, neither doe I thinke 
that God doth require a man to be so liberal] in his life (except urgent neces- 
sitie calls for it at his hands) as thereby to cast his owne family into steights 
or wants or that shall disinable him comfortably to discharg his owne debts 
or engagements or to cary through the care & charg of his family) Then there 
is no just cause of censure 

God doth not require that others should be eased & wee greived, but some 
have a speciall faculty to censure other mens actions & direct what others 
should doe or might doe, when they see not there owne defects or neglects & 
to extoll & multiply smale acts of their owne & undervalue greater in others, 
because they know them not, as if themselves could not have praise but by 
dispraising & censuring of others. 
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I answer that time past prsent & to come are all one with God, he takes 
notice of the purpose & intents of the heart, if it be reall he is pleased [162.] 
to accept of the will for the deed & of good actions intended to be done, as if 
they were allready done when there is just cause to hinder or prolong them, 
David had a good desire & purpose to build God a house in his life time but 
his providing & p"pareing that it might be built after his death was accepted 
yea better accepted of God then if he had done it in his life, if a man did 
looke after outward applause & the praise of men more then of God, it were 
a great inducement to doe all while he lived and nothing when he dyed but 
doubtles good workes provided for in a mans life, but not knowne till after 
his death, if they be free from superstition & an opinion of merritt is most 
free from ambition & popular applause. 

I answer, when that uncomfortable trouble & censure past upon me in the 
Court, I was indebted neare or altogeather Thirtie hundreth pounds w*> was 
sufficient to have broken the backe of any one man in the Country, though he 
had beene of a better estate then my selfe & so would have done me if God had 
no carryed me through it beyond my owne expectation or foresight. Now 
my care (and according to my dutie if I mistake not) hath beene first to pay 
these debts, that every man might have his due honestly & without trouble or 
just complaynt & withall to provide for my family w* hath not beene smale 
nor carryed on with a light or easy charge & yet with no more prodigallitie 
then [163.] what necessitie & a wise Providence hath called for at my hands, 
considering also the great losses that I have had by sea & land, and had I 
beene wanting in care for the discharge of either of these I should have borne 
the burthen & reproach with little support or comfort from the Country, I 
must have stoode upon my owne leggs or fallen into greater straights in re- 
spect of men whatsoever my publique good workes or bountie to others might 
have beene & in such a case they would not have beene so well esteemed but 
rather taken as fruites of my folly, pdigallity or vayne glory & would not 
have wanted for variety of censures, according to sevall men fancyes & affec- 
tions, but haveing now gott comfortably through or neare it, all those great 
debts and charges that I have beene at, so that I begin but now to breath as 
it were & through the great mercy & unexpected support & assistance of my 
good God to stand upon my owne leggs & doe but now as it were learne to goe 
alone I was not in a capacitie to doe it before, though God was pleased to give 
me a comfortable estate, but as soone as the Lord was pleased to carry me 
through my ingagements then God putt it intomy minde to think what I might 
doe in acknowledging my thankfullnes towards him not only in words but in 
some reall actions or deeds, we" purpose of myne I hope he will accept of, not 
according to what I have not but according to what I have [164.] though it 
could not conveniently be before but after my death, and how few my dayes 
on this earth may be he alone knoweth & it is in his hands alone to make good 
these my poore intentions & desires by p'serving what now he hath of his 
goodnes given to me, or by increasing of it through his blessing while I live 
& these are the true reasons why I durst not adventure upon such workes as 
tlrese before, not for want of affection or desire but for want of convenient 
opportunitie and abillitie to doe it. 

Item I give & bequeath to mv loveing son Major Benjamine Keayne over 
and above the third part of my cleare estate, both of lands goods & debts &°. 
as before mentioned & intended, the great Gold Emerod Ring, that was my 
wives fathers.& now in my wives keeping, which I desire that he. may 
keepe by him & neither sell nor give away as long as he lives, except some 
great necessitie should force him thereunto. 

Item I give & bequeath to him further as my speciall gift to him my little 
written booke in my closet upon 1 Cor 11, 27, 28, we? is a Treatise on the 
Sacramt. of the Lords Supper p M’. Briarly, a little thin pocket booke 
bound in leather all written with my owne hand which I esteeme more 
pretious then gold & w* I have read over I think 100 & 100 times & hope he 
will read it over no lesse, but make it his constand companion & that it may 
be as pretious to him [165.] as ever it was & as still it is to me, to let 
any one that desires have a coppie of it I would not have him deny but else 
I desire him & hope that he will never part with it*as long as he lives, I 
must acknowledge that in some of my former wills I did by speciall gift be- 
queath to him likwise my 3 great written paper bookes upon the exposition 
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of the Bible upon this expectation & request that he would carry on the same 
worke in manner as I have began which wilbe a worke of his whole life, but 
considering since, that he wilbe hardly able, nor it may be, willing to take 
so much paynes & considering also that such a worke as that should be apro- 
pritated to one man only, that may be so beneficiall & usefull to a society 
of men (except for the ende before mentioned) and is more fitt for publique 
then private uses & more usefull for scholl then others & considering fur- 
ther that I have given libertie to my son to make choyce of some bookes out 
of my study, such as he shall finde most usefull & necessary for his owne 
study & reading both Divinitie & Hestory therefore I have since thought it 
would be more usefull to give them to some publike library as now I have 
done & I would add only this that when I am dead upon the pusall of my 
“studdy there wilbe found many bookes both printed & written (we I have 
read over) that have divers leaves turned downe thickein them, they are only 
such choyce places w“ I intended & was a part of my constant [166.] worke 
while I lived, so farr as they concerne Scripture & Exposition, to transcribe 
into those 4 great paper bookes before mentioned & so I have gefierally done 
by all the bookes that I have & doe read, & should be glad if some ingenious 
young scholl' that hath a good legeable hand & a ready & willing minde 
that delights in writing & reading, were requested to carry it on till the 
worke come to be more nearely finished. 

Item I give & bequeath to my loveing wife Mt. Ann Keayne over & above 
hir third part of my lands houses the benefitt and profitt whereof she is to 
have dureing hir naturall life I meane the third part of the rents & profitts or 
due worth of all my lands houses & tenements which I shalbe possessed of, 
at the time of my death, as they shall yeeld being let out for yearely rent & 
so she to have the third part of the same to be yearely or quarterly payd 
unto hir she allowing out of the same a part proportionable to hir thirds as 
shalbe disbursed or layd out from time to time to keepe the whole in good 
repaires, or if my son Benjamine & she should agree to have some part of 
the land or houseing appropriated to hir owne use as should be judged 
equally to amount to the value of [167.] one third of the whole by the con- 
sent & advice of my Overseers, for hir to set & let during her life or by 
order of Court in case they should not agree, Then my wife to be engaged to 
maintaine & keepe in good repaire all such housing fenceing or inclosures & 
not to make spoyle or wast of any part thereof & to leave the same in good 
& sufficient repaire at hir death, that we shalbe so set apart for hir dowry 
or thirds, according to the true intent of our law here provided on that 
behalfe, I say besides these thirds & besides those bookes that she comonly 
makes use of for her owne reading & besides hir owne wearing apparrell of 
all sorts I give and bequeath to my said wife One ffeather Bedd & Bedd- 
steede with a ffeather Bowlster & one pillow, two white blanketts, one Rugg, 
two paire of sheets, two pillowbers, with a paire of curtaines & valence 
suitable to her owne use, not the best of all that I have in my house, but the 
bedd with the furniture before mentioned, to be the second or next to the 
best of all if there should be any matteriall difference betweene them. 

Item. I give & bequeath more as a further token of my love to hir, that 
great Silver beare bowle that was given to us both by M* Prescot at the time 
of his death, I meane he gave us 3!» to buy a piece of plate, with which & 
some additions of my owne money putt to it I bought this cupp, which in- 
graven upon the boule thereof to [168.] be the gift of M™ Prescott to us, 
Now because I know that I shall leave (God being pleased to blesse & pros- 
per that estate which now I have) acomfortable estate both tomy wife & son, 
in the third part of my whole cleare estate, my debts being payd to my son & 
the third part of my land & housing or the due value thereof we" I have 
given to my wife dureing hir life & at hir death the same to returne againe 
free & without intanglem* in good condition & repaire wout trouble & 
molestation unto my son & heyre Major Benjamine Keayne or to his heires 
executo™ & administrato™ in case God should take him away before his 
mother, to be disposed of by him or them as I shall further order by this my 
Will & Testament And because I have allready given to my son Benjamine 
Keayne a comfortable portion at his marriage w“" is all that he can challenge, 
by agreement betweene my Brother Dudley my selfe & son at the consumation 
of that unhappy & uncomfortable match betweene them, therefor I hope my 
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son will not thinke much of what I doe here give away by legacyes out of my 
owne estate or out of my owne third part but wilbe studious to pforme them 
according to my true intent I haveing besides what is before mentioned shewed 
both my care & love in leaveing him a comfortable estate, againe by what I 
now leave or give to him 

And because I know I have not money to pay my severall gifts or legacyes 
bequeathed in this will, my whole estate lying cheifly in land & housing with 
some debts, cattle, corne, houshold stuffe, plate & divers [169.] sorts of 
tooles & moveables for carting, plowing & that these legacyes will lye cheifly 
upon my heyre and executo' to see discharged & pformed & as I would not 
wrong my executor by paying out the cheife & most vendable estate in lega- 
cyes & leaveing the worst thereof to him for his portiGn or by by forceing him 
to sell off all the cattle or stocke of my ffarme to pay legacyes & so to 
hurt or overthrow the ffarme & the profitt there of, for want of a stocke to let 
out withit, so on the other side I would not have my legacyes stoped unpayed, 
or by any meanes diverted from theire proper uses intended, upon any 
p'tence of haveing over given my estate, or more then I have left to discharge 
it with except some manifest declension in my p'sent estate (by fyre, death 
of cattle or the plunder of some enemy or some great change of the times or 
Government which should much alter the prize & value of houses land cattle 
& other goods from the Comon worth & estimate of things as they are now) 
should plainely appeare & in such cases it is just & equall that the legacyes 
should beare a proportionable losse or abatement, as well as that other part 
of my estate which I have bequeathed to my wife & son, only that One hun- 
dred & twenty pounds given to the poore of the poores stocke & such partic- 
ular gifts in plate or houshould by speciall name mentioned as to my wife & son 
excepted, they being payd fully as my debt 

Therefore that all things may be carryed on equally & honestly, my will & 
desire is, that the rest of my whole estate may be appraised & justly & equally 
valued, not underfoote but to there proper worth & value, by some men of 
honesty that are skillfull & understanding in the severall sorts & kinds 
[170.] of goods or lands that is to be valued according to their best judg- 
ments & apprehentions as I have before ord'ed & these appraysers to be so 
informed by my executor or overseers before they goe about it, what my will 
& desire is here in w°® done & the value cast up, my son haveing noteonly 
a third part in my land but also of my goods cattle & the rest of my estate 
he may make choyce of such part of the houshould stuffe cattle or other 
goods as he desires amounting to a third p'. of them at the prizes they are 
valued at, if he will have so much in goods & if he would have more, or some 
other pticular things of the goods above his part mentioned by will, then he 
to pay as much for it as any other would doe to have the same, so also if my 
wife should desire any part or pticul' thing of the houshould stuffe or goods 
or rings or piece of plate for her owne use besides what I have given to hir, 
she to have it before any other she giveing the full value & as much as any 
oth’ would give for the same things without fraude & not to take them at 
theire owne prizes, or at halfe the worth & without being accountable to the 
estate for it, which done & the stocke for the ffarme p"served what it may, 
the rest of the goods and houshould stuffe & all other things that can be 
spared to be sould to the best advantage & to pay the legacyes with it, as 
farr as it will goe, or it is like that many of the Legatees wilbe willing if 
they be made acquainted with it, yea & choose to take there legacyes out of 
such houshould stuffe & goods, as you would sell & part withall & [171.] 
so likewise for the overplus of y® cattle & if these things & my debts will 
not discharge all my legacyes them some part of my housing or land must be 
sould or engaged or set a part to make them good, only I conceive it is best 
for my son to keepe his inheritance whole & to part with the more goods 
cattle, houshould stuffe, debts, bookes, or what else may better be spared 
to pay legacyes then quit to sell away, the most part of the land or hous- 
ing w“ I leave to his owne best consideration, and to the advice & counsell 
of my overseers of this will which I doubt not will advice him & helpe him 
by there counsell to doe that which shalbe most comfortable for his well 
being, especially seeing I have given him some considerable time for the 
paying of the legacies that I might not put him upon streights to pay all on 
a suddaine, though I thinke it wilbe his wisdome to pay them, especially

the smaller giftes as fast as he can by degrees, as debts or pay comes in 
though somewhat before the time mentioned, and my motion about my 
sonnes keeping his lands & inheritance rather then goods, is because my 
desire is that he would resolve to live here in this country & here to settle 
his aboad so long as he can enjoye his peace & keep a good conscience & 
live comfortably which I thinke he may doe as well if not better then in any 
other part of the world, that I know of except the times should much alter & 
here he will have a comfortable estate to live upon without any great paines 
or distraction & if he should have an intent to remove himselfe into England 
to accomplish that he wilbe forced to sell his land it may be for halfe the 
value [172.] of it, therefor my desire is, that he would resolve to live here 
where he may enjoye God & his Ordinances in peace & doe good in his place 
& helpe to carey onthe worke of God here, except some impulsive & unexpected 
occasion should call him away & such as the Overseers or the Godly Eld™ 
should judge to be a call of God, to carry him away & in such cases I would 
not so much as in my minde or desire be found a fighter against God or his 
will for any endes of my owne. 

Item I give & bequeath to Hannah Keaynemy son Benjamin’s daughter my 
Grand child Three hundred pound for a legacy, to be payd to hir on the day 
of hir marriage or at the age of Tewenty yeares which of them shall first happen, 
so hir marriage be not before the eightenth yeare of hir age, and in the 
meane time my will is that within two yeares after my death this stocke or 
legacy may be put forth upon good security to the best advantage & im- 
provem! that it may (during the times before mentioned) in such a way as it 
may be best & safiest to imploy it in, except my son Benjamine desire to keepe 
it in his owne hands upon the termes before and after mentioned which I 
should like well of, he agreeing with my overseers what to allow yearly for it, 
while he keeps it in his hands & giveing security to them on his daughters 
behalfe for the whole the disposing & ordering of which 300". I leave to the 
counsell & care of my executo' hir father with the overseers, as also with the 
advice of hir Grandmother, not only how the stocke may best be [173. ] 
ordered but how she may best be educated & brought up in the feare of 
God & learning, the profitt of which money yearely may be for hir dyet, 
clothes & learning (a part of which my desire is, may be to teach her to write 
well & to cipher in areasonnable manner & if I thought she would not 
addict hir selfe to it or that hir father or grandmother should neglect to have 
hir taught therein I would take away a good part of this legacy given to hir) 
till she come to receive it hir selfe as above said & what can be yearely spared 
out of the produce & profitt of the stocke, that to be reserved for the increase 
of the maine stocke, more [ would have given to hir but that I know hir father 
will have a good estate & haveing yet no other child but she, wilbe able to 
give hir more then she will deserve. besides what the love & tender affec- 
tion of hir Grandmother will lead hir too, however if neither of them should 
doe more for hir, this of it selfe through Gods blessing wilbe a comfortable 
portion for hir maintenance, so she be not cast away in hir match, if God be 
pleased to bring hir to that estate & my request & desire both to hir father & 
grandmother & also my overseers that all care may be taken not only for hir 
good education but also for hir marriage that she miscarry not that way but 
may be bestowed of some man truely fearing God & of good esteeme & report 
of such as doe feare him, and my speciall charge to hir is (& it should & will 
be of weight to [1 74.] hir if the feare of God be placed in hir heart) that 
she would not dare to set hir affections upon any in that kind, without there 
advice counsell & helpe viz! hir father grandmother &*. in such a choyce, 
Now if it should please God that Hannah should dye before the age of Twenty 
yeares unmarryed or before eighteene yeares marryed then if my son Benja- 
mine Keayne should have any other child or children of his owne lawfully 
begotten & liveing at the death of Hannah, if he have but one then I give Two 
hundred of that 300!. to that one, if two then they to have, the 300!” betweene 
them, if three then they to have One hundred pound a peece to be payd to 
them when either of them shalbe marryed & upon the same termes as it was 
given to Hannah Keayne as above, if my son have but one child then the odd 
hundreth pound I give to himselfe & the other 200". to his child as before but 
if it should please God to take Hannah away before she comes to enjoye hir 
portion & my son have noe other child I give Hannah liberty to dispose of 10 
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or Twenty pounds of this portion in legacyes to hir freinds if she should dye 
but a yeare before she should received it, then I give the whole Three hundreth 
pounds as followeth, namely One hundreth pounds thereof to my loveing wife 
Ms, Anne Keayne if she be liveing at the time of Hannahs death and the other 
Two hundreth pounds unto my son Benjamine hir father, if he survive hir 
[175.] and if my wife should be dead before hir grandchild comes to age, that 
hundreth pounds that I give to hir I give to the Collidge at Cambridge in New 
England & if God should so order it as to take away the life of my son before his 
daughter Hannah dye & he leave noe issue behind him & that Hannah should 
dye before she comes toreceive her portion as before, Then I give & bequeath 
that Two hundreth pound likwise that my son should have had unto Har- 
vard Collidge in New England to disposed of as I have formerly made men- 
tion of, with all the profitts & benefitts of it but what of it hath beene ex- 
pended upon Hannah before hir death or at hir Burriall, or if Hannah should 
dye but alittle before she comes to age as a yeare or the like I give hir 
libertie to dispose of Ten or Twenty pounds of hir portion to gratify any of 
hir freinds in legacyes if she desire so to doe and because my son Major 
Benjamine Keayne is now in old England & I am here & may dye himselfe be- 
fore me though wee should not suddainly heare of it, or may be taken away 
before or in his coming hither or without making any will in relation to my 
estate, he not heareing or knowing what [ have left him, or done for him, & there- 
fore by will hath not disposed of any part of my estate at or before his death, 
in such a case or cases if God should so dispose of things Then my will is that 
his third part of my whole estate which I have given & bequeathed to him with 
allthe benefitt of any other part of my estate [176.] which shall acrue to him 
by virtue of his executo'ship with the Three hundred pounds given to his 
daught® Hannah, a part of which I have given to himselfe, in case she should 
dye, before she be of that age mentioned before in this will, if he should dye 
before he comes to enjoye that & leave no other children lawfully begotten 
of his owne body to inherite or possesse the same, which if he have then they 
are to enjoye his part as I shall after mention but in fayle thereof then I dis- 
pose of it in manner following. 

Imprimis if my son should dye in debt justly to any man or men that can 
legally or honnestly make it appeare to be so & was not payd or discharged 
before his death or the injoyeing of this estate of myne left to him, Then my 
will is that such debts of his out of this estate of myne given to him may be 
duely & honnestly payd & discharged 

Secondly That if my estate should fall short in any thinge as not sufficient 
to pforme all my gifts & legacyes mentioned in this will according to my true 
intent & meaning, then, my will is, that any such defect shalbe made up & 
made good, out of this part of my estate given to my son, in case he should 
dye before he comes to enjoy & possesse it & make no will to dispose of it, 
or not of so much as by [177.] virtue of my will he should have enjoyed, if 
he had lived, These two things p"missed, if he should be in debt & have not 
sufficient out of his owne peculiar estate to pay them & all my owne legacies 
given in this will made good out of it, if there should not be estate. enough 
of my owne undisposed of, remaineing to doe it, as I apprehend & hope there 
will with a comfortable remaineing part left to my sons third part, if there be 
then I dispose of the whole, or of what part of it that shall remaine as followeth 

Impri’. to his daughter & my Grand child Hannah Keayne fower hundreth 
pounds of it, upon the same termes as I have given to hir the Three hundred 
pounds before mentioned & in case Hannah should dye before she comes to 
enjoye this, then it as the former to be disposed of to one of my sone Ben- 
jamin’s children, or if he should have more children then one, then to have it 
equally devided amongst them, as before mentioned. 

If my son Benjamine Keayne should have any oth" child or children live- 
ing at the time of his decease besides Hannah Keayne, if it be one son or 
more, then his eldest son to have one halfe of the remaineing part of his 
fath’s portion & the rest of it that remaines, to be equally devided amongst 
his other children, Hannah Keayne also haveing a proportionable part in 
this also, if he have not above two children more liveing then besides hir 
selfe, though it be by anoth" wife then hir mother, if he should have but one 
son & noe othere daught™ but Hannah [178.] then that son to have one halfe 
of his fath’™’ portion as I said before, if he should have no son & yet have 
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one or more daught'® besides Hannah, then the one halfe of what I have 
given to my son is to be devided betweene them proportionably as I have 
mentioned before & it to be sequestred upon good securitie, that they may 
enjoye it when they come to age & the profitt that shall arise out of theire 
sevall portions to be imployed for there foode & rayment & for there good & 
carefull education in the feare of God & such learning as is needfull for 
them to be trayned up in, but if it should please God that my son should 
have no other child liveing at his death but Hannah Keayne & he dye before 
he knowes what I have given to him & so hath not disposed of it by his owne 
will as I have before mentioned 

Then my will is that Hannah Keayne should have Two hundred poundes 
more out of her fath™ part, that is Sixe hundred pound in all besides the 
Three hundreth pound that I have given to hir of my owne 

My will is that my loveing wife M's. Anne Keayne hir mother should have 
One hundred pounds out of that part I have left to my son in case she be 
then alive 

I give and bequeath to every one of my overseers mentioned in this will 
that shall then be alive & remaineing in this Country, out of my sons part 
Ten pounds a peece for theire care & paines [179.] taken & to be taken in 
the discharge of that trust & confidence that I putt in them all, to doe there 
uttermost to see this my will fullfilled & takeing order to the uttermost of 
there power & skill that it may faithfully be observed & pformed according to 
my true intent & purpose therein 

I give and bequeath out of my sons part in the cases before mentioned 
unto my sister Grace Jupe hir three children, of whome I have yet the care 
of viz'. Anthony Jupe my couzine Mary Jupe now Mary Mosse & Benjamine 
Jupe that now lives in my house, one hundreth pound to be equally devided 
betweene them & if either of them should dye before they come to enjoye it, 
then the other two to have fivety pounds a peece & if but one of them 
remaine, then that one to have the whole hundreth pounds. 

Item I give & bequeath out of my sons part in cases before mentioned 
further to my loveing brother & sister Willson, with theire two children in this 
Country my cousine Mt John Willson Preacher at Medfeild & my Cousine 
M*s Mary Davenport at Roxbery one hundred & twenty pounds, that is to each 
forty pounds a piece & in case that either my Couzine John or my Couzine 
Davenport should dye before they come to enjoye it, then there parts to be 
given to there children. 

Ffor the rest of my sons third part or what else should have accrued to him 
out of my estate by virtue of his executo"’ship or my gifts, as the third part of 
my land, which is to returne when his mother shall dye or Hannah Keaynes leg- 
acyes [18Q.] & portion not before disposed of in case she should dye before 
she come of yeares to enjoye it or of my son Benjamins other children in case 
he should have any besides Hannah & they or any of them should dye before 
they come to enjoye what I have before given to them & have not otherwise 
dsposed of it, I leave it to my overseers with the advice & consent of my 
wife while she remaines alive to order & dispose of it, to any such publike or 
charitable use or uses to the Towne of Boston or to the Collidge of Cambridge 
in New England or else where that they or the greater part of them in theire 
wisedome & consciences shall judge to be most usefull & necessary & in such 
away that the maine stock be it more or lesse if possible may still be p"served 
to the said uses & endes asI have ordered in my other legacies of such 
kinds. 

And my desire & request is to all my overseers that in case my son Ben- 
jamine should dye before his daughter Hannah Keayne should be of age to 
enjoye hir owne estate that they would be assistant to my wife hir Grand- 
mother, in there best counsell & advice to dispose of hir for hir future educa- 
tion & learning, unto some such wise & godly M’s or family where she may 
have hir carnall disposition most of all subdued & reformed by strict discipline 
& also that they would shew the like care & assistance in seasonable time to 
provide some fitt & godly match proportionable [181.1] to hir estate & con- 
dition that she may live comfortably & be fitt to doe good in hir place & not 
to suffer hir to be circumvented or to cast away hirselfe for want of counsell 
& watchfullnes upon some swagering gentleman or others that will looke 
more after the enjoying of what she hath, then liveing in the feare of God & 
true love to hir. 
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And my further desire & request is to all my overseers that if any 
whether it be my executo', my wife, or any other, they haveing truely & 
justly received theire owne parts & legacies that I have in my will bequeathed 
to them, if they shall keepe or desire to keepe any further part of my estate 
in theire hands or any of the legacies mentioned in this will, while they come 
to grow due to be payd in, as some of them wilbe pretty long first, that they ~ 
take good securitie from them for the severall sumes they shall so keepe or 
else to deliver them forth to such as will give securitie, that what I have in- 
tended for good may not by miscarriage want of discreetion or care to man- 
nage it well or by any unfaithfullnes come to sincke or to be wasted & so the 
workes to which they were given or any of the parties to whome the legacies 
doe belong should be wholly or in part deceived or disappointed of that which 
out of my love for there good I have given to them uniesse it plainely appeare 
at the inventorying of my estate, or shortly after, that my estate will not 
reach to accomplish all things that I have given too & given away [182.] in 
this will, that then my wife, my heire, & Grandchild, with Anthony, Mary & 
Benjamine Jupe being first provided for out of my estate according to what 
I have given to them pticul’ we? Iam bound both in nature & grace first to 
take care of, & they in conscience to receive & enjoye it, Isay there legacies 
being payd or provided for, if any losse should be or any shortnes of estate 
happen by the change of times or otherwise, it must be abated proportionably, 
out of my other gifts to other psons & uses. 

Item I give & bequeath to the three children of my owne sister M's Grace 
Jupe now deceased, namely Anthony Jupe, Mary Jupe now wife to John 
Mosse of Boston & Benjamine Jupe now with me & under my care & tuition 
One hundred pounds out of my owne estate, besides what is mentioned before 
out of my sonnes estate in case he should dye as above mentioned, which 
hundreth pound I give after this manner, Thirtie pounds thereof unto my 
cousine Anthony Jupe to be payd to him or layd out for him in some such 
way as may bring him in some thing yearly rath" then to pay it to him at once 
except he be in some settled way, wherein it may appeare to my executot & 
overseers that it wilbe more for his benefitt & advantage to have it togeather, 
then to have the benefitt of it yearely & this to be payd to him or layd out for 
him within two yeares after my decease if he be then liveing & he paying 
[183.] to my executot or his assignes any such debt as shall appeare then to 
be due to me from him at the time of my death if any such debt should be. 

Item [ give & bequeath unto my couzine Mary Jupe now Mary Mosse Thir- 
tie pound more out of the above said hundred pounds to hir owne particular 
use & benefitt, to be layd out within two yeares after my death in some such 
way that she may have the benefitt of it comeing in yearely for hir supply, if 
she be then liveing, only if her husband should owe me anything at the time 
of my death, that I have lent him or layd out for him or them before, I would 
have that deducted out of this Thirty pound, or if it should be above Thirty 
pounds then this legacy to cease & it to be accounted payd in the lew of so 
much debt. 

Item I give & bequeath unto my couzine Benjamine Jupe (because he is 
lame & dime sighted & not like to doe much, if anything at all towards his 
owne maintenance) I give to him fortie pounds, if he be liveing two yeares after 
my death, and then to have it layd out in some such way or upon some such 
thing as may bring in a yearely profitt towards his dyett & cloathing while he 
lives & at his death the stscke it selfe to be returned to my executot his heires 
or assignes & this is besides the hundred pounds that I have given him before 
out of my sons estate in case he should dye before he comes here, only for 
Benjamine Jupe if it please God he should marry to an honnest carefull 
woman with the advice & counsell of my wife & son Benjamin [184.] Keayne 
or by the advice & assistance of my Overseers & he should have one child or 
more by hir then my will is that not only the profitt of this forty pounds 
after the death of the father may be continued to the children or child of 
his but that the stocke it selfe may be devided betweene them. 

And though Anthony Jupe become to age & so fitt to dispose of himselfe & 
Mary Jupe is disposed of in marriage & have theire meanes in there owne 
hands, with which two I have reckoned & have sett there accounts even, 
both of what I received by virtue of my executo™ ship to there moth's will & 
what I layd out for them & upon them while they were under my tuition & 
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care & have full releases & discharges from them under both there hands in 
my white boxe in my closet at Boston upon which my Cabenet stands, not- 
withstanding though they be now from me & at there owne disposing all 
saveing Benjamine, & notwithstanding all the care & paines that I tooke for 
them while they came to age I would yet show the affection of an uncle 
towards them in desireing & seeking there good, and because I have no other 
nearer kindred in this country that I know of, nor none that I can so well 
confide in, or that I may make so bould with as my loveing wife (& as I doe 
heartily thanke hir for that care paines & love that she hath allready shewed 
to these three fatherles & motherles children since they came to me for my 
sake, they being otherwise untoward enough as children without discreetio 
& consideration which I have kindly taken at [185.] hir hands & doe grate- 
fully accept, my desire & request to hir is, that while she and they live in 
these part that she would looke after them & remember that they are the 
neare kindered of a husband that hath truely & tenderly loved hir, to owne 
them & doe tor them, by hir conntiuace counsell loveing carriage towards 
them & entertayneing of them as neede shalbe, when they come to visit hir 
or take advice of hir about any thinge that is meete & to suffer them to want 
nothing, that she without p‘judice to hir selfe may helpe them unto (whilst 
they take good courses fit to be owned & carry themselves loveingly & 
respectfully towards hir) & their necessities & steights calls for, if any such 
thing may befall either of them, And the same request I make to my son 
Benjamine Keayne to be assistant both to his mother & them, to doe unto 
them all what good he can, but if all or either of them shall grow proud, 
stubborne, undutifull or troublesome either to my wife or son or should goe 
about to molest or vexe either of them by the sinister instigation of them- 
selves or others for them upon no just grounds or shall cast out contemp- 
tuous or or disgracefull speeches against them or my selfe after my death of 
which I know no just cause, haveing as I said before reckoned with Anthony 
& Mary Jupe & examined all the accounts betweene us before witnesse & with 
the helpe of oth™s chosen thereto & have there discharge & release, only with 
Benjamine I could not reckon, because he is not of yeares, [186.] but his 
accounts both of what I have received of his & layd out for him, ever since 
he came to me, is by it selfe in my vellum debt booke & I would have all 
just right done unto him, when his account comes to be examined & ended, 
but if they should goe about needlesly to molest or vexe either my wife or 
son insteed of thankefullnes for all my love & care for so many yeares to y™ 
y™ my will is y' y° legacyes yt I have given to them, namely to those that 
shall so carry themselves shall cease & be utterly voyd, unto him or them 
that shall so behave themselves in any troublsome or reproachfull way & 
not payd nor continued to them But for my couzine Benjamin Jupe because of 
his many infirmities & his inabillitie otherwise to helpe himselfe I doe ina 
speciall manner comend the care of him to the love & tendernes of my wife 
& son whome I have found to be very indullgent towards him & to see yt he 
may not be wronged, he hath comfortable maintenance left him, to beare the 
charg of his dyet apparrell & phisicke by fower pounds a yeare left him by 
his mother in a house at London also by some tenements in London left him 
by his uncle M'. Nicholas Jupe which will produce 8 or ten pounds p anno 
to him for 18 or 20 yeares besides what I have left him in this will & if it 
should be thought convenient that he should marry for his future comfort 
& he inclyned to it, that then my wife & son would afford him the best advice 
& counsell in makeing choyce of such a match for him as may be for his 
future comfort & although possibly [187.] when he comes to age, my selfe 
being dead, he may desire to live with his sister Mosse which in some respects 
I should not dislike, yet if my wife be willing & finde it convenient to keepe 
him with hir, I knowing hir former care & tendernes to him, hir skillfull- 
nes in sicknes & health to provide for him, I thinke he can be no where better 
then with hir, but if she should putt him out to board from hir selfe then 
I thinke his owne sister M"*. Mosse may be fitter to have him then a stranger, 
except my son should keepe a family here & would keepe him in his owne 
house, in case his mother should refuse it, else considering that my wife 
hath allready undergone the trouble of his education from his childhood to 
this time, when he was farr more sickly & troubled with stich infirmities that 
few would have beene willing to have received him into there house & not 
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haveing meanes enough by halfe to defray the charges that must necessarily 
be layd out upon him, but what he had from ourselves I doe thinke it most 
fitt that she before any other should have the keeping of him now, when he 
is more out of trouble & meanes to maintain him, which he had not before & 
it were an ill requitall of hir former love & paines to take him from hir now, 
when there is lesse trouble in keeping him, if she be still willing to keepe 
him, possibly I should have done some what more for them at my death, but 
God haveing provided for them so comfortably by the death of another uncle 
in London who hath given to each of them 8 or 10!. a yeare a peece, for 18 
or 20 yeares & I have otherwise [188.] beene at charge with them & have 
had many occasions of exercising my love towards them for so many yeares 
togeather, since they have beene with meI thinke they have comfortable 
maintenance, if they be wise to improve it, the best way for there owne 
good 

Item I give and bequeath to my loveing brother Mr. John Willson our Pas- 
tor at Boston asa token of my love & thankefullnes for all his kindnes shewed 
to me Ten pounds wishing that my estate were such that I could have done 
for him & his as I desire 

Item, I give & bequeath unto my’loveing sister his wife, my wives owne 
sister Ten pounds to be wholly at hir owne disposing & for hir owne pticul® 
use & both these to be payd to them within two yeares after my decease. 

Item, I give & bequeath to my couzine M*. John Willson my Broth’: son 
now Preacher at Medfeild Thirty pounds & in case he should dye before he 
comes to receive this legacy, then I give Twenty pounds of the said legacy to 
his child or children to be equally devided between them in case he hath any 
alive at that time two yeares after my death 

Item, I give & bequeath Twenty pounds to my couzine Mary Willson his 
sister now M's. Davenport at Roxbery, if she be liveing two yeares after my 
decease : 

Item, I give & bequeath unto M's. Cotton the wife of our deare & Reverend 
Teacher M*. John Cotton deceased three pounds as a testimony of my respects 
unto hir deare husband in case she be alive & remaine a widdow within two 
yeares after my decease 

Item, I give & bequeath unto ot Elder Olliver if he shalbe alive one yeare 
after my decease forty shillings as a token of my respects to him & in case he 
should [| 189.] be dead before then I bequeath the said legacy to his Grand- 
child the son of Mt John Olliver deceased to be payd in for his use within two 
yeares after my decease if he be then alive 

Item, I give and bequeath to our Elder Colborne and ot Elder Pen Thirty 
shillings a peece as a token of my love to them to be payd within two yeares 
after my decease if they be then alive 

Item I give & bequeath unto Major Gennall Gibbons as an acknowledgem* 
of my thankfullnes for his constant love to me Three pounds to buy him a 
Ring or a peece of Plate & to be payd two yeares after my decease if he be 
then alive & dwelling in this Country 

Item I give and bequeath unto my ancient friend Reverend M". Norton Three 
pounds in case his aboad be with us here in Boston two yeares after my de- 
cease 

Item I give unto our Brother Renolds shoomaker senior Twenty shillings as 
a token of my respects to him if he be liveing two yeares after my decease, 
not forgetting a word that he spake publiquely & seasonably in the time of my 
distresse & other mens vehement opposition against me 

Item I give & bequeath unto Sarah Baker the daughter of John Baker that 
was sometime my Bayle, & the child borne in my house, forty shillings as a 
testimony of my respect to him to be payd tohir mother for the childs use, 
forty shillings ina heifer calfe that shalbe worth so much two yeares after 
my decease, if the child be then liveing to be kept & improved for hir till she 
be marriyed or comes of age to receive it her selfe & to take some ingagemt 
[190.] of the mother or hir husband or who else it shalbe comitted to that it 
shalbe so kept for the childs use with all the increase of it, necessary charges 
for wintering & being deducted for keeping 

Item I give and bequeath to Edward Hall of Lyn Carpinter, as an ac- 
knowledgm! of all his former faithfullnes & loveing service to me (though of 
later yeares he hath carryed it lesse deserving & fuller oft more just provoca- 
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tion) Three pounds to be payd unto him two yeares after my decease if he be 
then alive & owe me nothing, if he doe then to abate him so much of his just 
debt, if he should be dead & owe me nothing, then my will is that this Three 
pounds may be improved to the use of his children till they come of 
age & that securitie may be taken of those it is delivered to that it shalbe so 
disposed of 

Item I give and bequeath to William Ffeavo™ sometime my servant, forty 
shillings & to Alice his wife who was also my servant Twenty shillings if 
they be liveing two yeares after my decease & if they should owe me any 
thing, then deduct it out of there debt as I doe to Edward Hall 

Item I give & bequeath to Robert Rand of Lyn sometime my servant forty 
shillings to be payd him within two yeares after my decease, if he be then 
liveing & in this country 

Item I give and bequeath unto James Pemerton & his wife sometimes my 
servant & now partner with me at my ffarme, forty shillings two yeares after 
my decease, if he be then liveing, desiring him if he be then at my ffarme 
that he would doe the best he can [191.] in takeing care of what I shall 
leave in his hands & to be assistant to my wife & son in the best he can doe 
for there good and benefitt whilst he shall there remaine, either in his care 
or best advice to them in disposing of the ffarme for there best advantage if 
he stay not in it himselfe at my sons request 

Item I give and bequeath to my Three Negars if they be liveing with me 
at the time of my death, namely to Angola, Negar, forty shillings & to Rich- 
ard my Negar fforty shillings & to his wife Grace Negar twenty shillings to 
be payd to them in some young Heifers to rayse a stock for them two yeares 
after my decease, yea though they should be disposed of to any other place 
before by my executo™ & if they should be still kept or imployed at my ffarme 
or in the service of my son or wife I hope they wilbe as dilligent & carefull 
in there busines & as serviceable to them as they have beene to me while I 
lived 

Item I give Richard Negars Legacy to his daughter Zipora if she be alive 
at my death 

Item I give and bequeath to M’. Whiting one of the Teaching Eld™ at 
Lyne forty shillings to be payd two yeares after my decease, if he be then 
liveing & in this country 

Item I give and bequeath to M*. Cobit the other Teaching Elder at Lyn, 
forty shillings upon the same termes as M". Whiting hath his 

Item I give & bequeath to the two children of my wives brother M*. John 
Mansfeild Ten pounds to be equally devided betweene them & to be payd in 
two cowes to be kept for the use of the children & the yearly profitts of them 
to be allowed towards the [192.] childrens maintenance yearely, but neether 
the cowes nor the profitts of them to come into the hands of the father or 
mother but to be layd out upon the children, either for clothes or dyet & they 
that keepe the cowes to give security to my executo™ or overseers, that they 
shalbe so reserved for the children, till they come to age & if one of them 
should dye then the survivo' to enjoy that part with his owne, if they should 
both dye before they come to age, then that the cowes & the benefitt of them 
to be to the use of the father, if he be then alive, if dead, then they are to 
returne to my executot 

And if any should be inquisitive, why I doe no more for him or his being 
a Brother 

My answer is that this which I have done is more with respect to his sister 
my loveing wife that in reference to him, who hath proved an unworthy & 
unthankfull brother to me, though I have done very much for him in Eng- 
land divers times, in releasing him out of Prisons, in paying his debts for 
him, in furnishing him with a stocke to set up his trade, when he had spent 
all his owne, in takeing up many quarrelsome bussinesses, which he in his dis- 
tempered fitts, had plunged himselfe into of dangerous consequence, yet I 
compounded them for him, & at his sisters my wifes intreatie, with some 
other friends of hirs I sent him over into New England when his life was in 
some hazard, I payd his passage & some of his debts for him in England & 
lent him money to furnish himselfe with clothes & other necessaryes for his 
voyage, for many yeares I (193.] found him dyet & clothes gratis, till for 
his distempered carriages & unworthy behaviot I was fayne to putt him out 
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of my house, all the worke that ever he did for me, not being worth his 
cloathes, yet was he never quiet from disturbing my whole family & pur- 
sueing me with continuall complaynts to our Eld’* & others seekeing to pull 
a maintenance out of my estate whilst himselfe lived idlie & spent what he 
gott in drinke & company keeping & so spitefull & envious he was to me, 
notwithstanding all my former care over him in seeking & endeavouring his 
good, that he would have cutt my throate with his false accusations if it had 
lyen in his power as it well appeared when time was, besides he owes me 
betweene 20 and 30! it not more for 16 or 20! of which I have his Bond for 
while he was in England, besides all that [ have done for him since, yet he 
denyed this to be his hand before M'. Winthrop our then Governo' & our 
Elders, till he was plainely convinced & sharply reproved for his falsenes, 
the rest is for what he hath had of me here though nothing be putt to ac- 
count, for his sev’all yeares dyet cloathes & other things while he lived in 
my house, yet all this hath not beene worth a good word, if his humor be not 
continually satisfyed but all my kindnes hath beene putt into a broken bagg 
& cast upon an unthankfull p’son yt hath ever rewarded my good w*® eyill 
though I desire to forgive him & pray to God also that he would forgive him 
all his falce reports & sinfull plotts that he hath practised against me, when 
time was, for all the mercy & kindnes that I have shewed to him in his 
streights & necessities, and though some may thinke that these things had 
beene better concealed & buryed, yet seeing God hath not helped him to 
acknowledge his sine, nor truely to repent of it in my apprehension in 
these respects I thinke it is of use [194.] to convince such of there evill 
carriages & helpe them the more to take heede of the future, when they see 
& feele what they loose by it, & not to thinke they have the libertie of there 
tongues to abuse there freinds at their pleasure & yet looke to have as great 
supplyes from their friendes & there estates as those that carry it more re- 
spectfully towards them & I thinke such vices are to be corrected this way 
when by other meanes they cannot be restrained, but his carriages in this 
kinde are pretty well knowne to others now as they are to me, though at 
first they were not so ready to beleive them but rather the contrary. Be- 
sides I know I shall leave to my loveing wife his sister a comfortable estate 
who I doubt not wilbe willing & ready to doe somewhat for him, if his car- 
riage to hir as it hath beene to my selfe doe not hinder it, they that doe 
expect love from there freinds, had not need abuse them but rather show 
love & respect to them & I have the rather made mention of these things to 
vindicate my selfe from the censures of others who else might have thought 
the hardlier of me for seeming to neglect him 

It may be some on the other side may marvell (especially some who 
have beene acquainted with some expressions or purposes of myne in form® 
wills) that I should give away so much of my estate in private legacies & to 
private uses, which might better have beene spared & to give little or noth- 
ing to any publique use for the genn’all good of the country an comon- 
wealth but what I have [195.] appropriated to our owne towne of Boston 

To answ' we doubt or objection I must acknowledge that it hath beene 
in my full purpose & resolution ever since God hath given me any comfort- 
able estate to doe good withall not only before I came into New England, 
but often since to study & endeavor both in my life & at my death to doe 
what I could do to helpe on any publique profitable & genn’all good here, 
and what my thoughts & intents have beene about The Castle for publique 
defence, The Collidge & schooles for learning, the setting up of a Bridewell 
or Workehouse for Prison's Malefacto's & some sort of poore people stub- 
borne idle & undutifull youth as children & servants to have beene kept at 
worke in either for correction or to gett there liveing & some other things 
that I need not mention, in which things though I could not have done so 
much as I desired, yet so much I should have done as might have proved an 
example & incouriagemt to others of greater estates & willing mindes to 
have done more & to have helped to carry them on to more perfection for I 
have held it a great degree of unthankfullnes to God that when he hath be- 
stowed many blessings & a larg or comfortable outward estate upon a man 
that he should leave all to his wife & children to advance them only, by make- 
ing them great & rich in the world or to bestow it upon some freinds or kin- 
dred that it may be hath no great need of it & to dispose none or very little 
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of it to publique charitable or good workes such as may tend to his glory & 
ee good of oth™’ in way of a thankfull acknowledgem' to him for so great 
avors 

[196.] But the truth is that unkindnes & ill requitall of my former love 
cost & paines both in Old England & here w* I have taken to promote the good 
of this place being answered by divers heere with unchristian, uncharitable 
and unjust reproaches & slaund™ since I came hither, as if men had the lib- 
erty of theire tongues to reproach any that were not beneficiall to them, to- 
geather with that deepe & sharp censure that was layd upon me in the Country 
& carryed on wt" so much bitternes & indignation of some contrary both to law 
or any foregoing p'sident if I mistake not & Iam sure contrary or beyond the 
quallity & desert of the complaynts that came against me, we" indeed were ratht 
shaddowes of offence, out of a desire of revenge made great by the agreva- 
tions of some to make them haynous & odious then that they were so indeed 
& this not in my owne judgemt only (which may be looked at as partiall) but 
in the judgm* of hundreds that have expressed themselves, both then & es- 
pecially since, & yet by some it was carryed on with such violence & ptetended 
zealeas if they had had some of the greatest sines in the world to censure, 
that had it beene in theire pow’ or could they have carryed it they would not 
have corrected or reformed but uttery have ruined my selfe & all that I had 
as if no punishm' had beene sufficient to expiate my offence, for selling a 
good bridle for 23 that now worse are sould without offence for 3° & 64 nayles 
for 74 & 84 nayles for 104 p.c wh since & to this day are frequently sould by 
many for a greate deal more, &so in all other things proportionably as selling 
gold buttons for[197.] two shilling nine pence a dozen that cost above 2 in 
London & yet were never payd for by them that complayned, these were the 
great matt's in we I had offended, when my selfe have offten seene & heard 
offences, complaynts & crymes of a high nature against; God & men such as 
filthy uncleanenes fornications, drunckenes, fearefull oathes quareling, muti- 
nes sabboth breakings thefts fforgeries & such like we hath passed with fynes 
or censures so smale or easy as hath not beene worth the nameing or regard- 
ing w° [ cannot thinke upon but wt sad thoughts of inequallitie of such pro- 
ceedings w“8 hath beene the very cause of tying up my heart & hands from 
doing such genn’all & publique good acts, as in my heart I both desired & in 
tended. 

And though some out of pride & p"judice may misinterpret what I speake 
& slight any thing that either I would or could have done & possibly will say 
it is as good lost as found & undone as done, rather than they would thinke 
themselves behoulding to any man for theire giftes 

To which I would reply that those w“8 are willing todoe least themselves are 
most ready to slight & undervalue what is done by oth", but let such know that 
if they grow proud & high minded & scorne the kindnes & indeavo's of oth*s 
that desire to doe more good then themselves God can & it may be will bring 
such high spiritts into a lower frame & putt them into such a condition that 
they may stand in need of the helpe of as meane & as much despised psons as 
my selfe before they dye, in the [198.] in the meane time it is not good for 
any to slight the least kindnes of there bretheren, though they should have 
no pticular benefitt by it so the Country may faire the better, neither is it good 
for them to greive the spirits of y" brethren nor to oppresse those they despise 
nor willingly to quench or discourage them in any good they intend, for the 
time will come when I & they, the judges & judged shall stand naked before 
one Throne, where there wilbe no respect of psons, when all sentences & the 
causes of them wilbe called over againe, before a greater Judge & a higher 
trybunall then mans can be, where the accused shall have his just plea, as 
well as his accusers & where the sighes of the oppressed & wronged wilbe 
heard & arighteous sentence shall passe, not according to jealousyes suspitious 
reports & the claymo™ of envious & p"judiced psons incensed & stirring up 
others to joyne therein, but as the true nature of the case stands without p'j- 
udice or partiallitie for all these are but leaden rules to walke by & often 
leade into erro’ & mistakes, makeing a moate in some men to be a mightie 
beame & anoth™ mans mountaine not to be looked at as a smale moale hill, I 
know the loude complaints of such psons before mentioned (though the most 
of them I had never dealt withall for a peny nor they with me, & others that 
had were drawne in against theire owne minds & intents that had noe cause 
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nor ground of disatisfaction in themselves as themselves have acknowledged) 
was the cause of that sharpe & severe censure more then the true nature of 
the things complayned of did deserve w°® [ must needs say if I shouldsay no 
[199.] more,for I now speake the wordes of a man as if ready to dye & leave 
the world, when there is no cause to daube with my owne conscience to jus- 
tify evill nor to extenuate my owne faults, that will againe be called to ac- 
count, if not before washed away in the pretious blood of Jesus Christ. 

I did submit to the censure, [ payd the fyne to the uttermost, w¢" is not nor 
hath beene done by many (nor so earnestly required as mine was) though for 
certaine & not supposed offences of farr higher nature we" I can make good 
not by hearesay only but in my owne knowledge, yea offences of the same 
kinde & w*® was so greatly agravated & with such indignation pursued by 
some, as if no censure could be too great or to severe, as if I had not beene 
worthy to have lived upon the earth) are not only now comon almost in every 
shop & warehouse but even than & ever since with a higher measure of ex- 
cesse, yea even by some of them that were most zealous & had there hands 
& tongues deepest in my censure, since of buyers w* they were then, they 
are turned sell’ & pedling m'chants themselves so that they are become no 
offences now nor worthy questioning nor takeing notice of in others & yet I 
would say the great cry of oppression & excessive gaines then considering the 
time that they kept the goods bought in their hands, before they could or would 
pay & the quallity or rather the busines of there pay for kinde, yea contrary 
to theire owne promisses in steed of gaynes there was apparent losse without 
any gaynes to the seller, & the oppression lay justly & truely on the buyers 
hand [200] rather then on the seller, but then the country being all buyers 
& few sell’* though it would not be seene on that syde then, for if the Lyon 
will say the Lambe is a foxe, it mnst be so, the lambe must be content to leave 
it, but now the country hath gott better experience in m'chandize, and they 
have soundly payd for there experience since, so that it is now & was many 
yeares agoe become a comon proverb amongst the most buyers that knew 
those times, that my goods & prizes were cheape peniworths in comparison of 
what hath beene taken since & especially the prizes of these times, yet I have 
borne this patiently & without disturbance or troubling the Court with any pe- 
titions for remission or abatement of the fyne, though I have beene advised 
by many friends yea & some of the same court so to doe, as if they would be 
willing to embrace such an occasion to undoe what was then done in a hurre 
& in displeasure, or at least would lessen or mettigate it in a great measure, 
but I have not beene psuaded to it, because the more innocently that I suffer, 
the more patiently have I borne it, leaveing my cause therein to the Lord 

Yet I dare not subscribe to the justnes of that times proceeding against 
me, nor did my conscience to the best of my remembrance ever yet convince 
me that that censure was either equall or deserved by me, I speake not this to 
greive any godly heart or to lay any misinterpretation or scandall upon the 
whole Court or all the Magistrate in genn’all which I have [201.] ever 
thought my selfe bound to honn' & esteeme & submit to in lawfull things & I 
am not ignorant of the great debates that was in the Court about this busi- 
nesse & that the prtended zeale of some of the chiefe sticklers w°® drew 
what parties they could to their opinion was opposed by a considerable 
number both of the Magistrates & Deputies as that there was no proofe to 
witnesse nor no ground in law nor example to carry it as they did, & that 
there was more said by much in open Court in my defence then I speake 
here for myselfe & that not for any by respect or relation that they had to 
me, but from theire own consciences and judgm* & looked at it as most 
severe, though it may be they would not have wholly acquitted me, yea I 
know that the censure itselfe in that kinde & measure as it past, was against 
the desire & judgement of allmost the greatest number of the cheifest & 
wisest of the Magistrates & Deputies in that Court, for the fine was cast but 
by one vote, as I have beene credibly informed & by that one party himselfe 
as well as others & those that did yeald to what was done, did consent rather 
to p'vent a greater inconvenience (the oposite partie harkning to no mod- 
eration nor reasons alleadged) then approving of the sentence And our 
Honno’ed Governot M'. John Winthrop which is now with God, though as 
I heard at that time was rather against me then for me, yet not long before 
his death at a meeting at Capt Tings house whether all our Eld® & some 
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other with my selfe was invited, where he in his discourse with our Reverend 
Teacher M*. Cotton & my Brother Wilson, my selfe with others sitting close 
by, he tooke occasion of his owne accord to speake of the proceedings of the 
Court in this busines, as if he had beene troubled [2Q2.] or had had his 
mind exercised about it as that it was needfull & just to consider of that act 
againe, & by his speech it seemed to me & others that he had a purpose of 
his owne accord to have mooved the genn’all Court to recall that censure that 
had past against me, which was approved of by those he spake it to. I did 
not thinke meete to make any reply or to give him occasion of further dis- 
course about it, because he had not made mention of my name as [ heard 
though all understood whome he ment, Therefore about 3 weekes or a 
moneth after I went home to him & desired to know what his meaning was 
in such expressions that he had with our Eld™ at such atime & then he 
more plainely tould me his meaning & I am confident that he hath beene much 
troubled in himselfe, that things past as then they did & that if he had lived 
he would have used his uttmost endeavo® that my fyne at least should have 
beene restored back to me & not only himselfe but also some others not only 
of the Magistrates, but of the Deputies, yea some of them that were then 
againest me, have said that they thinke the Court ought in justice to doe no 
lesse then to give me money againe Therefore I hope that what I have here 
writt out of the greife & trouble of my heart willbe no offence to those whome 
I reverence in the lord & intend to lay no blemish upon in the least kind, nor 
to no moderate or impartiall man, either that was then of the Court or out of 
it for I intend not to give them just offence, if others shall & will miscon- 
strue my true meaning, I must leave them to God unto [203.] whome I have 
& shall still comitt my cause & cry to him for right & Ihave many testemonyes 
in my spirit that he hath righted me therein, not only in the hearts & judgem's 
of many men that knew & heard of those proceedings, but also in my very out- 
ward estate that thought some intended it for my great hurt, yet God hath 
beene pleased to turne it to my good so that I have not since fared the worse 
nor lost by it but hath since carryed me through many & great engagem's 
with comfort, And it is not unusuall in wills for men in there last & dyeing 
Testaments when they shall speake no more to make mention of such things 
as have troubled them in theer lives & such acts as they could not submit to in 
theire judgem* which they have done in there sufferings, I could mention some 
in my owne time that I know, besides others I have read on, I will only men- 
tion one, Mt. Humphery Ffen a famous Minister at Coventry well knowne to 
many in this country a Nonconformist & therefore silenced by the Bish?’, in 
his last will and Testament, he made a full & open Protestation against Prel- 
acy & the ceremonyes for w*" he had suffered, but the times being then very 
corrupt, the p’laticall party, when the will came to be proved would not suffer 
that part of his will to be putt upon the records of there Court & seeing there is 
a libertie given to the memb® of this Court & to others out of Court, that if 
any acts passe & they cannot concurr with the genn’all vote to make there 
remonstrance or protestation [204.] of discent so it be done modestly & 
without provokeing expressions, [ hope therefore it will not be offencive for 
myselfe, that have beene & now am a member of the Court (when I first 
drew out this declaration in a former will) & also a member both of Church 
& Comonwealth (though unworthy) to relate the state of my case & declare 
my owne judgmt & discent (yea the judgm*s of hundreds more besides my 
selfe) in a case w° doth so nearly concerne me & wherein I conceive I have 
received so much wrong by the practises of some that I forbare to name 
though I could poynt them out & have observed & could tell of Gods dealings 
with some of them since but I forbeare, Therefore I would make this request 
to the overseers of this my will that all or some of them would (if they in 
there wisedome judge it not very inconvenient) to take a seasonable time to 
move the genn’all Court about it, to recall or repeale that sentence & to returne 
my fyne againe after all this time of enjoying it as that we I beleive is 
properly & justly due to my estate & will not be comfortable for the Country 
to enjoye I make no doubt but it will willingly be harkened too, though my 
selfe for some reasons sought it not while I lived though advised to it & I 
conceive it would be much for there honno' & would justify them in the 
hearts of many so to doe & would be no cause of greife to any of them in 
the great day of account, no not to them that were then most forward & 
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zealous of the prosecution, if any of them should be [205.] of that Court 
at that time & were it possible for me to know it certainely before I dye 
(though it be not for the love of the money, nor for addition to my estate by 
it, though it was a considerable sume about Eighty pounds as I remember) 
it would much ease & refresh my spirit in respect of the equity of it, And if 
upo” this motion of my overseers the Court shalbe pleased to consent, that 
my will is that what is so returned by them may be given to Harvard Col- 
lidge at Cambridge, according as I have proposed in my former gifts to that 
place or if they shall see any other worke more needfull upon w*" it may be 
disposed of, to more good or publicke use or service I leave it to the discree- 
tion of my overseers with the consent of my executo™s But some wilbe 
ready to say that shall read or heare of the expressions in this my will, if I 
am & have beene of this minde so long, how can it stand with that humble 
confession that I made both in the Court & in the Church (when I en- 
deavored in the one & did in the other give satisfaction without carrying a 
great appearance of hypocricy or at least of repenting my repentings 

I desire in this to cleare my conscience both towards God & man & doe 
not thinke that these things are improper to be mentioned in a will, but very 
naturall & suiteable to it, Therefor I say first if my confession was humble 
& penetentiall, as is objected, that it did justly call for mercy & clemancy & 
not for advantage & more sev’ety as some made use of it to that end, but 
’ with what equitie I leave both them & it to the Lord & [206.] (& to such a 
time where in they may stand in need of mercy themselves & shall not finde 
it, for there shalbe judgm' mercyles to them that show no mercy) to whome 
they must give an answere if some of them have not allready done it, if my 
confession was not humble & penitent, then the objection is needles, but I 
am glad the p'vailing paritie at that time so tooke it, though they looke upon 
it-as an act of my guilt & use it as a weapon against me, but I thinke it wilbe 
a witnesse against them for there perverting of it. 

I did not then nor dare not now goe about to justify all my actions, I know 
God is righteous & doth all upon just grounds, though meh may mistake in 
there grounds & proceedings, Counsell have erred & Courts may err & a 
faction may be too hard & outvote the better or more discerning part, I know 
the erro" of my life, the faylings in my trade & otherwise have beene many, 
therefor from God it was most just, though it had beene much more severe I 
dare not so open my mouth against it, nor never did as I remember but jus- 
tify him, yet I dare not say nor did I ever thinke (as farr as I can call to 
minde) that the Censure was just & righteous from men, was the price of 
a Bridle, not for takeing but only asking 2* for it w°* cost here 20¢ such a 
haynous sine, which have since beene comonly sould & are still for 28 64 & 38 
or more, though worse in kinde, was the selling of 2 or 3 dozine of great gold 
buttons for 28 104 p dozine that cost 25 24 ready money in London & bought 
at the best hand (such a haynous sin) as I shewed to many by my Invoyce 
(though I could not at that instant finde it when the Court desired to see it) 
& since was confirmed by spetiall testimony from London & yet the buttons 
not payd for when the complaynt [207.] was made, nor I thinke not yet, 
neither did the complaint come from him that bought & owed them nor with 
his knowledge or consent as he hath since affirmed, but meerly from the 
spleene & envy of another, whome it did nothing concerne, was this so great an 
offence; Indeed that it might be made so some out of there ignorance would 
needs say they were coper & not worth 9° p dozine but these were weake 
grounds to passe heavie censures upon, was the selling of 64 nayles for 84 
p lb. & 84 nayles for 10% p lb. such a crying & oppressing sine though as I 
remember it was above two yeares before he that bought them payd me for 
them (& not payd for if I forgot not) when he made that quarreling excep- 
tion & unrighteous complaint in the Court against me (he then being of the 
Court himselfe) as if I had altered & corrupted my booke in adding more to 
the prize than I had set downe, for them at first delivery, w°" if I had set 
downe 8? for that after 2 yeares forbearance, w° I would have sould for 
74 if he had payd me p'sently, I thinke it had beene a more honest act in me 
then it was in him that promissed or a least p'tended to pay me ptsently that 
he might git them-at a lower prize then a man could well live upon & when 
he had gott my goods into his hands to keepe me 2 or 3 yeares without my 
money & though all that while there was no fault found at the prizes but 
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when he could for shame keepe the money no longer, yet he will requite it 
with a censure in the Court, for my owne part as I did ever thinke it an 
ungodly act in him so I doe thinke in my conscience that it had beene more 
just in the Court to have censured him then me for this thinge though this was 
the cheifest [208.] crime alleadged & most powerfully carryed against me & 
other things drawne in to make this the more probable & to helpe to make up 
a censure as some farthing skeanes of thread &. but the truth of the thinge 
was this, this man sent unto me for 2 or three thousand of 61 nayles, I sent to 
him a bagg full of that sort just as them came to me from M' Ffoots in 
London, never opened nor altered by me, these [ entered into my booke at 
8¢ p lb. thinking he would have payd me in a very short time, it fell out that 
these nayles proved some what to little for his worke, he sent tnem againe & 
desired me to let him have bigger for them, I tooke them & sent him a bagg 
of 84 nayles of the same quantity at 104 p lb. now because I was loth to alter 
my booke & to make a new charge I only altered the figures in my booke & 
made the figure of 6 a figure of 8 for 8¢ nayles & the figure of 8 that before 
stood for 8t a lb. I made 10° Now though he knew of the change of these 61 
nayles for 81 (which I had quite forgot through my many other occasions) & 
the length of time that they had stood in the booke unpayd) yet this he con- 
cealed'from me & from the Court also (but to make the matter more odious, 
he challenged me & my booke of falsehoode supposing that because he had 
kept me so long from my money therefor I had made the prize higher by 
altering the figures, then at first I had charged them downe & that I required 
10¢ p lb. for 64 nayles & so carryed it in the Court, who was the more easily 
beleeved because he was a magistrate & of esteeme therein though it was a 
most unjust & untrue charge, & only from his owne imagination) till [209.] 
I cleared it by good testimony from an honest man in his owne towne whom 
he sent for the first nayles & did so bring them backe & received the bigger 
nayles for them, who came to me of his owne accord & tould me he heard 
there was a difference betweene such a man & I which he said he could cleare 
& related the matter fully to me which I was very glad to heare, which 
brought all things to my minde & what was the ground of altering the figures 
in the booke which before I had forgott, though I saw it was done with my 
owne hand, and this was the very truth of the thing. I p'sently acquainted 
our Honno'ed Governot M' John Winthrop & some others who were very glad 
that the truth of that reproach was so unexpectedly discovered & cleared & 
many if not most of the Court was satisfyed with it & saw the thinge to be 
very plaine in my debt booke, but the party himselfe would not be satisfyed, 
but they werc 64 nayles set downe at 10¢ p lb. though himselfe saw the figure 
of 8 as plaine as the figure of 10, Now I leave it to the world to judge, or 
any impartiall man, or any that hath understanding in trade whether this 
was a just offence or so crying a sine that I had such cause to be so penitent 
for (this being the cheife & pressed on with so great agravation by my 
opposers) except it should be that my actions innocent in themselves were so 
misconstered & I knew not how to helpe my selfe, especially considering it 
was no oppresseing prize but usuall with others at that time to sell the like so 
& since for almost halfe as much more frequently, as I thinke all know & yet 
both given & taken without exception, or at least without publique complaint, 
yea & the same gentleman himselfe, since he hath turned Marchant & Trader 
seemes to have lost his former tendernes of conscience that he had when he 
[was] way a buyer & not to be so scrupelous in his [210.] owne gaines 
takeing for if I be not misinformed & I thinke I had it from very good infor- 
mation, of some of his neighbo'’s yet liveing that knew well what they said, 
he agreed with some of the neighbo"s in his owne towne that he would send 
for or bring with him 1000! worth of English goods for the good of the 
Country which they should have at easy rates & he would take wheat pease 
or any sort of Corne & Cattle for the pay they provided there pay according 
to agreemt but he fayled them in there first expectation haveing no goods 
come at all, yet another yeare he had a lesse quantity came & amongst them 
nayles & I beleeve taken up upon credit & not payd for before they came, yet 
when they were come, Corne nor Cattle would not serve for pay nor trust he 
wo.ld not, but his demaunds are ready money & for the gaines he will have 
64 in the shilling profitt (w°" was oppression & exaction in the highest degree 
when he was a buyer) but that was not all neither, for if they payd in Spanish 
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money they must pay him there dollars at 48 64 a piece which here went currantly 
at 5: and for his nayles they being scarce at that time his neighbo™ being in 
want would have given him any prize or pay for them, but he would part 
with none of them, no necessity would p'vayle except they would buy all his 
other goods with them, w°® no doubt came at prizes high enough, which made 
his parcell lye somewhat long upon his hands & possibly was faire to fall 
both in his prize & pay after so many had refused them & to retaile some of 
them, for I was shewed my selfe some cloth bought of him at 18 or 20% p 
yeard, that if sone others had sould the like at 15’ p yeard, it would have 
beene thought worthy complaint [211.] And let me add one thing more of 
his practise, haveing obtained his desire againest me in the Court, though not 
so fully as he would have had it, but being disappointed of his expectation in 
the Church, they not looking upon the complaints & witnesses as the Court 
did, he undertooke another unjust & unworthy attempt against me, in not 
only demaunding but earnestly pursueing me for 200!» which he p'tended I 
owed him, I tould him I never owed him 5 shillings in my life, he s4 it was 
for 200! yt his fathr™ had lent me in London & had assigned him to receive it 
wh he never did, I told him [ never borrowed any money of his father in my 
life, but at his request did receive some money, of w* there was 200'? left we 
he desired me that it might lye by till he sent for it w" accordingly I did & had 
payd it long before I came out of England, for this was about 2 yeares before 
I came to New England, when this gentleman came often to my house & re- 
ceived many curtesies fro me (though now they were all forgott) & in all that 
time J [he] never mentioned any such thing to me (for he knew it was payd) 
nor in 2 yeares after wee had beene in New England or there abouts, till this 
falling out, nothing that I could say would satisfy him, many letters past 
betweene him & I but nothing would doe except I could prove the payment of 
it we? I was not able to doe, it being so long agoe & things much out of minde 
& many things passing through my hands in so great a remoovall from on 
Country to another, yet I thought I did not part with such a sume of money 
without takeing a receipt for it, [ looked all my pap’ & writings where I 
thought it might be, but could find none, for in such a remoove many writings 
might be lost, or at least so mixed with other things, so long out of date, yt 
there might be no hope of finding it, this made him [212.] more confident, 
so y' he threatened very seriously to sue me for it in the Court, but first that 
he might carry on his designe the better & make me the more odious, he 
made a great complaint to our Eld's of my false dealing with him, because he 
thought they had beene too favorable to me in the former busines, he writt a 
very tart letter & full of complaints against me to our Rev’end Teacher M* 
John Cotton & Pasto" my brother Willson, they acquainted me with it, I 
desired to see his letter w°4 they gave to me, w°® haveing read I denyed his 
accusations I related plainely to them all things that I remembred about it, 
they seemed to be satisfyed with my answer, they returned him an answere & 
wished me to write to him also but nothing would satisfy him, but he desires 
a hearing before all our Eld's (& he being a Magistrat it could not without 
some show of disrespect be denyed to him) they acquainted me with it, I con- 
sent, a time was appointed when he & I should meet before all our 4 Eld*s: I 
peeiveing now that what he did was not only in passion, but very serious 
intending to make me pay that 200!” twise over he haveing gott an advantage 
against me both from my words & in my writing that I had once such a some 
left wt? me by his father, I began now to looke over all my writings more 
carefully to see if I could finde any writings that might cleare the matter or 
give any light to me about it, at last by a singular providence of God I found 
acleare & full receipt in one of my bookes, to whome I had payd his 200!» 
[213.] where & by whose order we» did much refresh me, that I should now 
be able to cleare my owne innocency & be able to discover the falcenes & 
unjustnes of his accusations but I kept this private to my selfe that I might 
see how farr he would carry it & the uttermost that he intended to doe 
knowing this would helpe me at a dead lift, at the time appointed wee mett 
before our 4 Eld*s, he opened his complaints, made his accusations against 
me very plausible, they putt himin minde that possibly he might forgett & that 
he would consider better of it. No he was sure of it & professed before 
them that he never had penny of it from me, nor any oth for him by his 
order, nor never had any account fro any man about it & carryed it as if I 
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did goe about to cozen & deceive him of it & when I made the unlikelynes of 
such a thing to be & demaunded if it were so why he in all that 2 yeares be- 
fore I came to New England did not demaund it of me, (he also knowing of 
my purpose to come) when things were fresh in memory & where I had oppor- 
tunity many wayes to cleare it or else to have payd it againe, he was so pas- 
sionately zealous that he intended as certainely to have made me pay it againe 
as I was certaine that I had payd it once before, when all that I could say & 
what ot Eld's’ did say as the apprehended in so darke a busines (wherein 
there was no evidence on either syde but what my selfe had acknowledged) 
I could give him no satisfaction then I desired them to give me some time to 
looke amongst my writings againe for the receipt, which was graunted me & 
another time of meeting sett, when we came I kept my booke close & desired 
to know whether in that time he had not called to remembrance some thing 
about the payment of it or whether he was not indebted tosome man that he 
might appoint to receive it for him [214.] for (for by the receipt I pceived 
that his father had either given or lent him this 200!) which he utterly deny- 
ing still I then produced my receipt for it, he read it & they all p"used it & 
sawe it faire writt by him that received the money, he acknowledged that he 
knew the gentleman a Linnen Draper in Cornhill & that he had dealings with 
him then & when he came for N. England but still said he had no account of 
him for this 200! I tould him that could not be but if he had not it did not 
concerne me, I charged him before them of the great injury that he had & 
farder would have done to me if the Lord had not cleared my innocency by 
the findeing of this receipt & I tould them that I would write my selfe to the 
Linnen Draper about it & though he could not excuse it yet he had not a heart 
to submit so lowe as to acknowledg any fault to me, when he was gone I tould 
ou’ Eld's that intended to sue him for the slaund™ & injury yt he had done 
to me, Mr". Cotton wisht me rather to forbeare because of my late troubles & 
that it was no time for recriminations but after things were a little blowne 
over, it might be more seasonable to doe it, I followed his counsell, yet said 
I should not only cleare my owne innocency by it but also sett him out in his 
colo’s both in this & his former prosecutions of me. 

But it may be some will alleadge in his defence that this was but his for- 
gittfullnes, it being so long agoe & that doubtlesse he would not purposely 
have wronged me in so great a sume as that was 

The greater the sume was the greater was his temptation to doe it. If his for- 
getfullnes should excuse him in telling so many untruths & affirming possi- 
tively so many falce things why should not my forgetfullnes have excused 
me why I knew not where my receipt was & when I spake the truth [215.] 
that I had payd the money, though I did not certainely know when, nor to 
whome with some other circumstances forgott, but they were rejected, nor 
all that I could say was esteemed of no value to him. 

I must needs say that I cannot readely be of theire beleife that so thinke 
though possibly there might be a slight, or a kind of willing forgetfullnes. 
But I appeale to all that know the man, & knew his estate both then & since 
as well as I did, whether it be a thinge likely that such a lumpe as 200!” 
should sincke downe & be so drowned in his estate, that he could not misse 
it in 38 or 4 yeares togeather, no nor when things were more fresh in his 
memory, or that he should appoint another to receive it of me & yet him- 
selfe neither owed it to that man before, nor received nothing of him for it 
since, nor was not by either of them’brought to account, neither before he 
came to New England (when in all likelyhoods they would reckon haveing had 
dealings togeather) nor never since, I know in those dayes he stood in as 
much money as other of his neighbo"™ & that the remooving from one coun- 
try into another for habitation is very chargeable & putts many of good 
estates to some streights for want of money to even & discharg many ex- 
pences & debts, therefore that he should lett 200!» lye in my hands so many 
yeares without receiveing any profitt or forbearance for it, yea & quite for- 
gett to call for it or to require some note under my hand or some security 
that he might have had some thing to shew him that I did owe him so much, 
secing he was to leave the land & goe so long & dangerous a voyage 
by sea, itis to me so incredible that I cannot beleeve it. But this I doe 
beleive, that if I had dealt so by him & affirmed so resolutely things that 
were falce & untrue, though it had beene for the [216.] getting of a farr 
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lesse sume then 200' from him, he would not only have judged me to be a 
lyar & a very falce & deceitfull man, but would have made the world be- 
leeve, that I would have cozened him of so much money & would have 
thought me worthy to have stood in the Pillory or to have suffered some 
other severe punishment, that might have made me an example to all others. 
As it well appeared by his violent prosecutions of me in the Court for farr 
smaller offences then this, his nayles haveing the greatest shew, yet if some 
could have had y* wills they would have had the fyne mounted up to 1000! 
yea 500! was too little except some coporal punishment was added to it, 
such as my mans standing openly one a market day with a Bridle in his 
mouth or at least about his necke, as I was credibly informed, here was 
well guided zeale. It is true I was much greived & astonished to be com- 
plained of in Court & brought pubiquely to answ' as a greivous malefactor, 
only upon the displeasure of some that stirred in it, more then properly did 
concerne them & to be prosecuted so violently for such things as seemed 
to my selfe & others so triviall & upon great outcryes as if the oppression 
had beene unparaleld & when all things was searched to the bottome noth- 
ing of moment was proved against me, worthy of mention in a Court, but 
what I have here expressed, & yet no other way left me for helpe, things 
being carryed so highly against me by one party, as I had it by good infor- 
mations, but by casting my selfe upon the favo" or mercy of the Court, as 
some had counselled me though since I thinke they have had cause to be 
preived for as well as I, because it had an effect contrary [217.] to expec- 
tation, that the meanes w°" should have p’cur the more clemency was by 
some made an argumt of my greater guilt, if this should convince me of the 
equity & honesty of such mens moderation, w¢ delight to turne things not 
to the best but worst sence, the Lord helpe me to see that w*" yet I have not 
done & was not the way to bow & melt my heart, but rather provoake it to 
cry more earnestly to God to doe me right in such a case, I confesse still as 
I did then & as I have said before, that the newnes & straingnes of the 
thing, to be brought forth into an open Court as a publique malefactor, was 
both a shame & an amazemt to me, It was the greife of my soule (& I desire 
it may ever so be in a greater measure) that any act of mine (though not 
justly but by misconstruction) should be an occasion of scandall to the Gos- 
pell & pfession of the Lord Jesus, or that my selfe should be looked at as 
one that had brought any just dishono™ to God, (w®* I have endeavo'ed long 
& according to my weake abilitie desired to p'vent) though God hath beene 
pleased for causes best knowne to himselfe to deny me such a blessing, and 
if it had beene in my owne power I should rather have chosen to have 
prished in my cradle then to have lived to such atime, but the good pleas- 
ure of God is to keepe me low in my owne eyes as well as in the eyes of 
others, as also to make me humble & penitent, least such mercyes should 
have lifted me up, above what is meete, yet I doe say still as I have often 
done before, that those things for w*' I was questioned (in the best appre- 
hension guided by God’s word, that I had then or have since attained to) did 
deserve no such proceedings as was carved out to me, though some blew up 
those sparkes into a great flame, & I am not alone herein, though it was my 
owne case, but many [218.] wise & godly servants of the Lord, as well as 
div oth’ were & still are of the same minde, yea some that were then much 
against me have confessed since to me, that things were carryed in a hurre. 

Yea & ot owne Church, when they called all those complaints over againe, 
that was layd to my charge (as it was meete the should) to see how farr 
there was equitie in them & how farrI was guilty of all those claymo™ & 
rumo™ that then I lay under, they heard my defence equally & patiently & 
after all there exquisite search into them & attention to what others could 
alleadge or prove against me, they found no cause but only to give me an 
admonition & lesse they could not doe, without some offence, considering 
what had past in Court before against me, now if y® church had seene or 
apprehended, or could have proved that I had beene so justly guilty as others 
imagined, they could have done no lesse, then have excommunicated & cast 
me out of there society & fellowship as an unworthy member. 

But it may be some will reply to this that my offences might be looked at 
with the same eye in the church as it was in the Court & that my penetency 
& godly or at least seeming sorrow might keepe off the churches censure 
though it would not the Courts. 
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It is true that in any thinge wherein I might justly take shame or sorrow 
to my selfe God inclyned my heart not to withstand it for he that hydes his 
sines shall not prosper, but he that confesseth & forsaketh them shall finde 
mercy, in many this wee sinne all & who can say his heart is cleane, yet for 
the chiefe of the things that was most urged against me in Court & for we 
the sentence past against me, as the gould buttons, the bridle, the nayles, the 
faleyfying [219.] of my booke I did justify & stand to maintaine that they 
was evident mistakes & that I was wronged about th** as that they were 
82. nayles at 10¢ p. lb & not 6¢ that the buttons were gould & not copper & that 
they cost 2% 24. 28 24, p dozine in London sould here at 28104, p dozn & that 
there was no oppression in that prize, that though the figures in my booke 
were altered, yet it was not for any such ende as was p'tended & urged 
against me, but upon that very cause that before I have related, here I had 
no cause of penetency or confession of guilt except it was for that I had 
beene so used & reproached about them against all equitie, but if they should 
have cast me out of the Church 20 times for this I should have chosen 
it rather then to have confessed my selfe guilty, for y® satisfaction of any, 
wherein I knew my selfe (better then any else did) to be innocent, though 
there was at the same time many in the church at this examination, that was 
of the Courts& had there vote in my censure, that heard what my speeches 
were both in the Court & in the Church, w if there had beene any contra- 
dicon, falcehood or contrary recantation in them I should have heard of it 
to my farther p"judice & yet I was more open & free in the Church in 
clearing the thing for wc I had suffered those troubles then I was in. the 
Court, I have beene the longer & more pticular in this relation to ease my 
owne oppressed spirit we? hath not beene a little burthened about this thing 
& to leave a testimony of my innocency, so farr as I was innocent to the 
world behinde me & how apprehensive I was & still am of the injury I then 
received therein, neither have I related nor left this testimony behinde me 
to censure or cast a reproach upon the whole Court, either upon all [220.] 
the Magistrates or all the Deputyes, for I am not ignorant how & by whome 
this was acted & carryed on principally & how many in the Court (both in 
there judgem’t & argueing with strong reasons against the illegality of 
there proceedings) would have freed & acquitted me. I lay the blame only 
upon such whose selfe ends & private p"judice did cheifly act them in this 
worke, I speake this of & to brethren we" I know doe not looke at all there 
acts & proceedings so p’fect but that mistakes & misapprehensions may 
breake in & p'vaile sometimes & yet may be carryed on like a mighty river, 
that no bankes can stay it, nor keepe it within bounds & therefore I hope 
none wilbe offended but attend at any time to reason & to the just defence 
that any greived or wronged brotht shall make (seeing what was my case 
then may prove any of theres another time) when it is proposed in meek- 
enesse of spirit, for the clearing of themselves & there owne innocency & 
easing of the heaving burthens of there hearts, as I have done at this time 
& with as much moderation as I can for I know it is not lawfull to speake 
evill of dignityes nor to revile the rulers of the people nor to curse them in 
ot hearts though they should be evill or doe evill to us, but labour to leave it 
patiently & & to comend all to God that judgeth righteously w* I have en- 
deavo'ed to doe, yet [ know that Pagans & Tyrants sometimes have admit- 
ted & mildly received & well interp'ted & taken in good part the just apol- 
ogies that some wh have beene oppressed by them, have writt in theire 
owne defence, then those that are godly & Christian will doe it much more. 
Therefore I hope none will misconture my [221.] true meaning in this my 
will, nor drawe my expression by any agravations contrary to what I have 
intended herein & for my selfe I desire patiently to beare the indignation of 
the Lord, because I have sinned against him. 

But it may be some will object that the whole Court joyned togeather in 
my censure, and therefore I could not b@looked at as innocent in the judge- 
ment of any of them. 

I cannot safely say that they all joyned in my censure, for some might be 
& I thinke were Newters & so did not vote at all in it, neither doe I say that 
I was so innocent that I deserve noe reproof, But this I doe say that many 
in the Court stood to free me & endeavo'ed so to doe, but when that came to 
vote they had not number enough to carry it, then the question was what my 
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fyne should be, some flew high & named 1000!. others mentioned 500!5. some 
againe would have had it but 30!>. or a lesse sum, others came to 80!. so 
when those that would have cleared me quite could not carry it for the least 
sume mentioned, yet they carryed it against the greater sumes, then when 
it came to vote againe they carryed it from the 500!”. proposers to those that 
had proposed 80'. & that was not because they thought the complaint deserved 
so great a fyne but they did it to p'vent the greater fyne for had not those 
that would have freed me, concurred with them that voted for 80!. then the 
other partie had carryed it for 500!. 

It may be some may demaund how this can stand with a good conscience 
that I should keepe in memory such unkindnesses, as I have mentioned in 
this will so long & some of these p"judices are against Brethren & others to 
my dyeing day & whether these things had [222.] not better beene quite 
buryed & concealed & how I could with any comfort receive that biessed Sac- 
rament of Love & keepe comunion with such either publikly or privately of 
whose carryages & actions I have such hard thoughts & how it will stand 
with that rule of Gods word, w** comands us to love the brethren, to doe good 
to them that hate us, to pray for them that persecnte us, to forgive our 
enemyes & to overcome the evill with our goodnes. 

I answer & the rather because I desire to cleare my selfe from such of- 
fences & to satisfye such scruples as lye in my way & to give a reason of all 
my proceedings in these pticula's that I may doe things in faith & not out of 
a passionate & discontented spirit & that to satisfaction if it may be, for I 
desire to walke according to the rule of a good conscience in all things & not 
knowingly to allow my selfe in any evill way & if herein I should err itis for 
want of light & not against it Therefor I say 

There is many good & profitable uses to be made by remembring such 
actions of unkindness & other providences of God that have befallen us in our 
lives though friends or brethren have beene cheife instrum®. therein & how 
God hath delivered us or stood by us in such tryalls & afterwards so this 
remembrance be not in mallice & wronge in our hearts. 

There may be just occasions, not only to remember but to speake of them 
also, though I doe or have forgiven them, Our Savio' remembers his disciples 
unkind forsaking of him & flying from him in so great a tyme of need & 
Peters unthankefull denying & forswearing of them & not only speakes of it, 
but [223.] putts it upon record for all generations to take notice of, & yet 
he loved them, forgave them & kept comunion with them & so doth the 
Apostle Paul often, our Savio™ Christ who hath left himselfe an example, 
keeps in memory & records the unkind usage of many Citties & Townes & the 
injuryes that he received of his unthankfull countrymen to his dying day, so 
did the Prophets & Apostle not only remember but speakes how they carryed 
it, both in there Courts & Counsells against them, the Scriptures are full of 
example, my Brethren the sones of my mother have smitten me, yet that did 
not hinder them from a loveing converse or private Comunion with them & a 
redinesse to doe them good as opportunity was offered, much lesse might such 
unkindnesses hinder there owne acceptable ptakeing of the Lords Supper, 
though they did as it were tye the hands of our Saviot & his disciples or 
restrayne them from doeing so much good, in those places & to such psons as 
otherwise they would have done, Joseph forgetts not the unkindnes of his breth- 
ren to his death & speakes of it then & that without sine for ought I p’ceive 
by the Scriptures, Jacob in his last Will & Testament remembers & records 
the offences of his children & the injuryes of some of them against himselfe 
he blesseth some & sharply reproves others & seemes to be much p'judiced 
against there actions & practise (though they were publique persons rather 
then private) & yet he loves them, kept comunion with them & no doubt had 
forgiven them ee 

Unkindnes & injurious offences may be mentioned, though a man hath in 
his owne heart either past them by or quite forgiven them & that to bring 
them to a sight of such evills by which they have so offended & greived 
another, w before they might [224.] not so well consider, or had before 
more slightly past over, with lesse consideracon, that they may have occa- 
sion to call over such actions againe that they had forgott, that so if they find 
evill in them, they may now have the better opportunity to repent of them & 
to give satisfaction to those they have offended or wronged & to be the more 
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watchfull, that they may not deale so with oth"s yea it is a question whether 
a Christian be bound or that God requires it at theire hands fully to forgive 
& finaily forget all sinfull unkindesses or injuryes till the parties that have 
done the wronge doe see theire sine & say it repents them & seeke reconcilia- 
tion & forgivenes of them so it was with Joseph to his Brethren, & so our 
Savior Christ saith if our brother say it repents him then thou shall forgive 
him often, it is true if my enemy were in great extremity & I knew it & could 
helpe him I were bound to doe it & to doe good for there evill, yea to them 
that hate me as I desire to doe, yet there unkindnes may justly deprive them 
of a greater measure of bountie that might be intended towards them, then 
what is given to them for there necessitie, and though I should overcome 
evill with good, yet alla mans charitie is not to be limitted to them, when 
there be divers others that stand in as much need that have never given such 
offences & may be fitter objects of such fruites of love, as wilbe more thank- 
full to God & them for it, yea I thinke it is fitt that they should see they 
loose somewhat & fayre the worse for such carriages & misbehavio’™ towards 
them that they [225.] should have shewed more respect & love unto, and th** 
much for satisfaction to all objections 

Now concerning my wives thirds wc) I have given hir to enjoy, for hir 
comfort & benefitt during hir naturall life, out of my housen lands & tene- 
ments when it shall please God to take hir out of this frayle & temporall life 
I doe dispose of the same in manner & forme following 

Item I give & bequeath the one half part thereof unto my sonne & heyre 
Major Benjamine Keayne to his owne proper use if he be then alive at his 
Mothers death, and the other halfe part of these thirds, wc my wife enjoyed 
in hir lifetime I devide into two equall parts, the one of w* parts I give & 
bequeath to my sonnes daughter & my Grandchild Hannah Keayne or the full 
value thereof 

Item I give & bequeath the other halfe part of these thirds or the due 
value thereof (in case my executo' should desire to keepe the land or housing 
to himselfe) unto Harvard Collidge at Cambridge in New England, to be 
imployed in the best way for the incorridgemt of learning either for the bet- 
ter helpe & releife of the poorer & godlier sort of scholl"* or twards fellow- 
shipps as I have proposed in my foregoing gifts mentioned to that place & 
use according to the best advice & counsell of the President & Overseers or 
Feoffees of that Collidge that now are or then shalbe, they takeing in the 
advice & consent of my Executo't & Overseers of this my will, that now are 
or that then shalbe liveing. 

And if it should please God that my son Benjamine Keayne should dye 
before his mother, if he have any other children lawfully begotten of his 
body besides Hannah Keayne then my will is that those children shall enjoy 
& possesse as there owne all my right [226.] title & interest in & to that 
halfe*part of my wives thirds we" before I had bequeathed to himselfe in case 
he had lived, to be equally devided betweene them & to be improved to there 
best benefitt & advantage till they come of age to receive it into there owne 
hands, if he have but one child more then Hannah, then that one child to 
have it all, but if he should have no other child but Hannah Keayne then I 
give & bequeath that halfe part of my sones given to him out of my wives 
thirds unto the use & benefitt of the library in Boston if it be sett up & 
carryed on as [ have before mentioned in this will I meane to buy fitt bookes 
for the increase of that library, but if it be not built & carryed on as I have 
before preposed then I give this legacy or halfe part unto the use & benefitt 
of the Collidg of Cambridge to be improved for the best benefitt thereof as 
I have expressed in my before mentioned legacies to the said place. 

My minde & will further is that whatsoev' { have given in this my will to 
my Grandchild Hannah Keayne as hir legacy & portion, whether it be the first 
three hundred pounds or any other gift that may befall hir out of my estate 
by vertue of this my will may be so ordered & disposed that hir unworthy 
mother (sometimes the unnaturall & unhappy wife of my son, that proud & 
disobedient daughter in law to my selfe & wife) M's Sarah Dudly now Sarah 
Pacye may have no part nor benefitt in or by what I have thus bestowed upon 
hir daughter, for it is not my will but directly against it, that she who hath 
walked so unworthely (that I may give it no worse termes) to us all, should 
have any releife or any thinge to maintaine hir in hir pride & contempt from 
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any thinge that ever was accounted mine, not that I would incourage the 
child to any rebellion [227.] stubborne or undutifull carriage towards hir 
mother, for God may breake hir heart & give hir true & unfayned repentance 
for all hir former evill carriages & so may justly deserve pitty and compas- 
sion, if she should stand in need, if God should cast any other estate upon 
lir, by hir father or grand mother, by a husband or otherwise, if the childs 
love & duty or the mothers necessitie & want should call for any such helpe 
or assistance ‘fro hir, I shall not .restrayne hir, but leave hir to hir owne 
libertie that way, But for any estate that I have given to Hannah Keayne (I 
yet seeing no change or unfayned repentance in hir mother) I doe here 
charge & require my son hir father & doe earnestly & hartily desire all my 
overseers that they would take care to see, as others so this part of my will 
fullfilled, that hir mother may have nothing to doe nor have any benefitt by any 
part of my estate, that I have given for the:.comfort & support of hir 
daughter, that if hir mother should goe about or so farr p’vaile with hir 
daughter by hir insinuations or the daughter out of naturall pitty or respect 
to hir mother should be acting that way or that she should seeke to drawe 
hir in to be ingaged for hir before these legacies comes to hir hands, upon 
hope of receiveing these or paying any thinge out of them when they shall 
grow due & that Hannah refuse to harken to the counsell of hir father & my 
overseers herein but will follow hir owne or mothers minde heerein or those 
that shall advice hir that way contrary to this we I have declared to be my 
will. Then my will is that all my legacies from first to last given & intended 
by me to Hannah Keayne in that case doe cease & become utterly voyd to any 
use or purpose as concerning hir, saveing what of it shalbe disbursed & layd 
out [228.] of it about hir maintenance & education during the time of hir 
minority, till she was capable by vertue of this my will to have received it 
into hir owne hands & what I have before so given to hir, I doe now give, if 
the same in the cases before mentioned, to hir father my son Benjamine 
Keayne & if he should be then dead, then to his other child, or if he have 
more then one, to them equally betweene them and in case he shculd have 
no other children but she, then I give it to the Collidge at Cambridge in N. 
England for the best furthering of learning there as I have ordered in for- 
mer gifts to them, if she prove obstinate y* in 

And my will further is concerning Hannah Keayne that she have no rela- 
tion to hir mother in respect of hir education & trayning up or any aboad with 
hir, or putting hir out to board or learning, but my desire is that hir father 
& grandmother may have the care of hir education & may either keepe hir 
themselves or rather put hir forth to some such place where with the best 
care she may be trayned up in the feare of God & hir spirit subdued & kept in 
from outward extravagancies & the profitt or benefitt of her legacies to be 
improved to discharge the cost of hir learning apparrell & dyet except hir 
father & grandmother wilbe at that charge as I have hitherto beene & 
then to let the improvement of hir legacy or legacies be kept for an increase 
of hir portion & added thereto, and in case hir grandmother should dye 
before she comes to years fit to receive hir portion & hir father should either 
be absent out of this country or dead, my desire is that my brother & sister 
Willson would take the care & charge of hir protection & education [229.] 
with themselves or else to finde out some fitt place with the advice of my 
overseers to w°? she may be comended & that they would be as a father & 
moth’ to hir in theire care advice & counsell as for the good of hir soule so 
also to be a helpe & guid to hir in the choyce of a fitt match for hir, when 
she is capeable or inclyned to so great a change of hir condition, that the 
blessing of the Lord may goe along with it. 

It may be there is some other of my freinds or kindred or acquaint- 
ance that I might have expressed my love unto had they come into my 
memory & I have endeavoured what I can to forgett none, but being for- 
gotten I hope they will not be offended nor take it unkindly at my hands for 
I would not willingly forgett my relations nor show my selfe unthankful] to 
any to whome I am beholding for former curtesies or ingagem‘ reall There- 
fore my will is that if at any time or times hereafter within the space of 
Twelve moneths or two yeares at most after my decease any pson or psons 
whatsoever in old England or New by virtue or by reason of kine or consan- 
guinitie to me now not knowne or at least.not remembered, may or can

clayme to have any lawfull intrest into or benefitt of any estate of mine by 
reason thereof & doe lawfully produce & prove the same, then to such of 
them as shall so doe, my minde & will is that my Executo™ w‘ I shall here- 
after name shall pay unto the same pson [230. ] or psons so lawfully claym- 
ing any benefitt by reason as aforesaid the sume of ten shillings a peece we 
I doe hereby give them to cutt off any furth’ clayme of in or to the estate 
of me the said Testat® and likewise my minde & will is, that if any of my 
said legatees shall not be contented with the legacies by me given to them, 
but shall by any meanes prove vexatious or troublesome to my executor my 
will is that they & ev’y one of them so molesting or vexing shall loose and 
forfeit there sev’all or respectfull legacies to the use of my executot 

Item I give & bequeath unto my loveing son Majo" Benjamine Keayne all 
the rest & residue of my estate whatsoever moveable or imoveable that I have 
or shall not bequeath in this will, as allso all those legacies bequeathed that 
that shall not be payd by the death or removeall of any of the legatees before 
the time of the legacies payable grow due or any overplus of my estate not 
disposed of, to the aforenamed Benjamine Keayne, whome I make ordain 
appointe & by these p'sents constitute to be my full & sole Executor of this my 
last will & Testamt & doe desire that all occasions of difference or discon- 
tent or falling out betwixt his mother & he may carefully be avoyded & that 
all things about my estate may be carryed on in love & sweete agreem! as 
betwixt a loveing mother & a dutifull son & that they lay no unnecessary 
burthens each upo the other, but that my son as a dutifull child may ease 
his mother in what he can & free hir from any distractions [231.] in set- 
tling that part of my estate bequeathed to hir as it may be to hir best ease 
sunply & comfort dureing hir life, and with all expedition to gather in my 
debts w** at my death shalbe due unto me (w*" are a considerable part of 
my estate) & to take a just Inventory & valuation of all things that I shall 
leave behinde me & ey’y thing that is sould to be putt away to the best advan- 
tage so that my legacies may neither be unpayd nor curtayled contrary to my 
true intent, there appearing sufficient estate to doe it if well ordered & 
improved & for that ende have given two yeares time & some more for the 
doeing of it, because I know it cannot well be comfortably p’formed without 
some hazard or dainger to my estate in a shorter time, And as a goode helpe 
hereunto I advice that my shop bookes, debt bookes & all my books of accounte 
may carefully be looked up, kept togetht & dilligently p’used, seeing that 
allmost ev’ything w“ belongs to my estate is by my selfe comitted to writing 
in one booke or other, either in my Day book of what I buy or sell, or in my 
debt booke of w° there is cheifly Three in use namely one bound in Browne 
Vellam w*' I call Vellam Debt booke, the other bound in thin Parchmt 
wh [ call the new Debt booke, the third is bound in white Vellam we I 
keepe constantly in my closet at Boston & is called my booke of credito™ & 
Debito" in w°" is the sume of most of my accounts contracted where in there 
is accounts betweene my selfe & others wt® y® accounts ballanced on either 
side as also an acco of my adventures by shipping with there returnes 
[232.] as also an an acco" of what debts I owe & how farr they are dis- 
charged, There is also in my closet a long paper booke bound in white 
Parchmt w* I call my Inventory booke in w*® I doe yearly (comonly) cast 
up my whole estate & is a breviat of my whole estate from yeare to yeare & 
_ shewes how the Lord is pleased eith" to increase or decrease my estate fro 
yeare to yeare w®® wilbe of speciall use & concernmt to my Executo™ & 
Overseers to direct them in theire proceedings about my estate, there being 
in it the valuation of my estate fro time to time except houshold stuffe 
movable goods & such & wherein &+in what the cheife pt of my estate lyes 
in w°} booke you will finde a pticular acco of what debts I owe my selfe 
to any at the time of my casting up, as also what was at that time owing to 
me, from others & by whome w“ I use to drawe breifly out of all my other 
debt bookes into that, as also an accott of such debts as I accott desperate 
or doubtfull, we* I place by themselves & doe make them no part of my 
estate though some of them wilbe gott in & what debts I acco't good either 
in Old England or New whether by booke of Bill, w*® debts by bills under 
the Debiters hands you shall find, all or the most of them in a Boxe to- 
geather, in my Cabinet, w°® stands in my closet at Boston in the midle or 
biggest Boxe therein, some other Bills & accot® are in my Leath™ Letter 
case w*) comonly lyes upon my table in that closet. 
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There is also divers acco & debts that are kept [233.] in sev’all sheetes 
of paper at my ffarme w* cheifly belongs to my ffarme & acco there & are 
debts of the Iron works & the neighbo"s there abouts for things trusted from 
ny ffarme, these had need to be carefully looked up, kept together from 
loosing & p’used because they are all in loose papers & not in a booke w 
papers I keepe in my Truncke within my closet at the ffarme 

Now in that Inventory booke before mentioned is also sett downe the 
particul’s of my estate in housing lands rents debts cattle of all sorts ffarmes, 
with some Plate, Jewells & some pticul™ cheife things with theire sev’all 
prizes & valuations with a pticular of all the wares and comodities & corne 
that I had to sell at the time of my casting up either in my Closet Ware- 
houses Sellars Garret, Corne lofts both at Boston & at my ffarme or any- 
where else, with the names quantities prizes & sorts of them all as also a 
pticular of the charges that I have beene at yearely in building house- 
keeping apparell servants & workemens wages both at my ffarme & at 
Boston & whether I gained or lost by my estate that yeare & how mnch, 
only this caution & direction is to be taken notice of in that booke, ffor the 
debts that I owe myselfe to any man J sett them downe to the full, where I 
know certainely either by reckoning & agreement or by Bills what they are 
for other debts that I owe w*® depends upon reckonings & acco‘s betweene us 
they haveing had some things uppon acco of me & I of them & we have not 
had opportunity to examine & settle the acco betweene us to know justly 
what is due in such cases where I can but gesse there I comonly charge my 
selfe with the most & over rather then under. And for the debts that is due 
to me from others & doe depend upon my reckonings & accounts [234. ] 
betweene us & so the exact debt is not certainely knowne at that time there- 
fore in that booke I doe usually charge them or putt them downe lesse then 
my full due (unlesse they be in bills in w% there can be no denyall or just 
exception of controversy in) so also in that booke I charge some debts under 
the head of doubtfull or desperate debts, not that they are all so in there owne 
nature, for many of them I have gott in my selfe & others may now also be 
gotten in or pt of them for if I looked at them as utterly desperate I would 
not trouble that booke with the mention of them therefore they have some 
life in them & to be gotten in, in pt or in whole for I see by experience 
that some debts that I have looked at as quite lost in 3 or 4 yeares after have 
proved good & many other that have beene ancient debts haveing in some 
place or other in that booke brought them to account I doe not ev’y yeare 
post them over a new as being hopeles, but only take out here & there some 
if there appeare to be any new life or hope in them & this course I take 
because I would not delude my selfe in makeing my estate show the greatt 
by bringing all debts or bad debts into account as a good estate, when they 
are not like so to prove, but when any of them are got in, they are an addi- 
tion to the estate more then before was accounted upon so also for them 
that are there placed under the name & head of good debts, when you come 
to receive your pay, you are not to looke in this booke, what is there full & 
just debt, but to turne to there accottin the debt bookes, where the time & 

.pticul’s of all things they had & the prizes agreed upon are [235.] set downe 
or to the bills under there owne hands 

Amongst these accots & debts at my ffarme before mentioned w are 
kept only in loose papers (& wc are many of them not putt into any of my 
debt bookes & therefore are to be kept as carefully as my other bills or 
debt bookes. There is a pticul™ accott of all my Cattle & other things & 
what increase comes of them from yeare to yeare, what of them I sell away 
or kill for my owne use, as also what of them dyes by causalty or are lost by 
the wolves, & how many remaines of all sorts ev’y yeare with there ages 
prizes & worth taken ev’y spring or beginning of the New yeare by w* you 
will see what liveing Cattle I have, of oxen, Cowes, Calves, horses, swine & 
in whose hands they are to require them, these with the Inventory booke of 
my estate before mentioned will be a good direction & great help to you 
when you come to take an Inventory of my estate & to value the pticul' 
thereof in w also I doe use to sett downe the value of the Cattle at lesse 
then they are worth & then they would yeald if I were to sell them or to putt 
nae off one by one, there is also the pticul* of my ffarme & the value 
of it. 
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There is also at my ffarme a long paper booke bound in parchment, such a 
one as my Inventory booke in my closet at Boston w*" I mentioned before, 
w“ booke I comonly keepe in that roome at my ffarme w* I keepe locked up 
for my owne use, in w is the pticul’’ of the charges & profitts that I make 
of my ffarme ev’y yeare with an acco of the Corne & Apples & Butter & 
Cheese that is made & where they are with some debts therein due to me & 
some other accots to be Kept & pused 

There is at my ffarme also many printed books both [236.] great & smale, 
Divinitie, Hystory, Millitary bookes & that I made use of there & some writ- 
ten Sermon bookes both in my Closet & Chamber there. There is also some 
Plate as a Silver Porringer, a Sacke Bowle, a silver hot water cup, 3 silver 
spoones y' were kept for our owne use there, in a little boxe in my closet, 
there is also in my standidge at the ffarme w hath a locke & a key to it, 
some silver & peage in one of the private or secreet boxes of the same & 
this I keepe in my closet there & these things are besides all the bedding 
sheets linnen houshould stuffe dary vessells carts &*. 

There is also at Boston a long paper booke bound in parchm!t & kept in the 
closet there w“ is called a Receipt booke of moneyes that I have payd fro 
time to time, especially when they come home to receive there money, not 
that wee take receipts for all wee pay in that booke, Sometimes I take 
receipts upon the bill of accott as also for moneyes payd abroad, wee take 
them in papers & keepe them upo fyles. This booke is carefully to be kept 
as well as those pap" that are fyled up, because it may cleare some things as 
doubts or objections that may come about debts long since that have beene 
payd by me, had this booke beene lost I had beene in great danger to have 
payd 200'>. twice over, w% I have mentioned before in this will, but that 
after long search, amongst many bookes & papers I found the receipt of it in 
this booke, being before utterly denyed that it was ever payd 

There is another booke upon the table in my closet at Boston bound in 
Leather in Octavo w° I call my pocket booke w* is carefully to be p"served 
{[237.] & pused, in wis a pticul" acco of my dayly or weekely expences 
& charges for Dyett, Apparell, housekeeping w°? is sumed up every weeke 
from yeare to yeare & what ev’y weekes charge amounts too, w°" will give 
light to many things, as what is payd to bakers butchers shops carting of 
wood rates & div’ such charges, to sev’all psons possibly some of w° may 
be demaunded againe when I am dead, w*" this booke compared with there 
owne accots in my debt booke will easily cleare, And if any debt should be 
demaunded of my executo'™ w° I have not made my selfe debt" for in some 
of my acco bookes or charged in that Inventory booke, except it should be 
some debt that hath beene made since the time of the last casting up of my 
estate, it may be justly suspected & the truth of it to be questioned for I am 
as carefull to charge my selfe with what I owe, as what is owing to me & 
usually once a yeare I draw out in a sheete of paper (w° you may finde 
amongst other loose sheets of accott in my closet at Boston) all the debts 
that I can call to minde that I owe to any man, that so I may take care to 
pay them & in this drawing them out of my other bookes I place them 
altogeather in these yearely pap". 

There is 2 other bookes bound up in Vellam in my Closet at Boston w% I 
call Number bookes w* were of use when I kept shop in London & here 
but are not now as you may see by the date & things contained in them of 
any use now, you will meete with some other old Debt bookes as one at the 
ffarme bound in Leather in follio & others [238.] there & at home in 
parchmt in which you will finde many debts stand uncrost w* I suppose by 
the Alphabets or in the margent against these debts you will find them 
posted or transferred into other debt bookes of a later date as the three debt 
bookes first mentioned except they be such debts that I have little hope to 
get in you will also finde in my closet at Boston a paper booke bound up in 
vellam of quarto w® was sent me from London by my son M’. Gray & my 
brother Jupe who had the care of receiveing the rents of the 3 children of 
my sister so long as the leases lasted, who was sub executo' to my sisters 
will in my steed, w°* booke containes only the accot® belonging to the 3 
children Anthony Mary & Benjamine Jupe in w* is mentioned what money 
they have received in England ever since my sisters death, what they have 
layd out of it for the Lords quite rents, towards repaireing the houses & 
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other charges there & what they have sent over to me of it towards the 
charge of there maintenance here, w* is needfull to have it safe kept, 
though there be the lesse use of it now because I have reckoned with 
Anthony & Mary Jupe & gave them an accot of what I had received & layd 
out for them, w*) accott was examined & pused by 2 or 3 friends on the 
childrens choyce & behalfe & I have received genn’all releases & discharges 
from them, w°® are amongst my bills in my Cabinet & in another boxe that 
my Cabinet stands upon, there is only now Benjamine to reckon withall 
when he comes to age, but he will owe me more then his brother or sister 
for by reason of his lamenes & continuall sicknes I was at great’ charg with 
him then with either of them haveing [239.] layd out 60 or 70!. for him 
more then I received till his legacyes & rents given him by his Uncle Jupe 
came to be due to him, as you may see in his acco"tin the Vellam debt booke. 

There is also in my closet at Boston a long white Boxe upon w* my 
Cabenet stands, w* is full of acco'® reckonings & releases betweene me & 
oth's with some bills & bonds & receipts for purchase of lands & other things 
of long standing w*' I have allwayes carefully kept by me, to have recourse 
too when there hath beene need of clearing things done or payd long since 
wh sometimes I have had speciall occasion to search over & so may you 
possibly if any thing should be brought into question of such kinds when I 
am dead, all we) bookes & acco & writings I mention in this my will the 
more pticularly that my executo" especially & my Overseers may call for them, 
finde them all out & take speciall care for the safe keeping of them & to 
puse them dilligently, for if any one of them should be lost or conveyed away 
you would be at a great losse & much to seeke in my accots & may prove a . 
great losse to my estate, and of the like use are many other written papers & 
bookes in my closet there, in loose sheets together & therefor to be p’used & 
kept, some of w*' though they be evened & quite discharged long agoe & 
crost yet I keepe them by me that if any wrangling pson p'tending ignorance 
should call things to an acco againe as some have done by haveing recourse 
to those bookes & papers, I can shew them when & how & in what it was dis- 
charged & evened therefore very few of those papers are to be neglected or 
cast by, as if they were kept for no use at all. 

{240.] And when all these bookes & writings (not only of debts & 
acco'* & worldly busines) but also of divinity sermon bockes & some of 
Millitary discipline & exercise & of Marchandize & divers other occasions w° 
I have writt with my owne hand & divers other writings w° are not now 
extant besides all that I have read & done while { kept shop & since with the 
care & toyle of my ffarme, if all these should be of no other use yet they will 
testifye to the world on my behalfe that I have not lived an idle lazie or 
dronish life nor spent my time wantonly fruitlessely or in company keeping 
as some have beene too ready to asperse me or that I have had in my whole 
time either in Old England or New, many spare houres to spend unprofitably 
away or to refresh myselfe with recreations except reading & writing hath 
beene a recreation to me wth sometimes is mixt with paine & labo" enough, 
but have rather studyed & endeavored to redeeme my time as a thing most 
deare & precyous to me & have often denyed myselfe in such refreshings that 
otherwise I might lawfully have made use of and therefore it were well if 
man were lesse censorious of other mens lives & actions & more watchfull 
over there owne, least they speake evill out of some private grudge of things 
they know not, and happy yea more happy would it have beene for me if I 
had beene as carefull & as exact in keeping an account of my sinnes & the 
debts that I owe to God & of that spirituall estate betweene God & my owne 
soule & that I could as easily have made it appeare to others or to my selfe 
when I gained [241.] or when I lost & to have taken as much paines this 
way as in the other, w° though I cannot truely say I have altogeather 
neglected or omitted, yet comparatively I may justly say I have beene greatly 
deficient in that one thing necessary But I hope the Lord in mercy will not 
impute it but freely pdon all my neglegences this way in the Lord Jesus 
Christ & for his sake only. 

And because it may possibly fall out that my son who is my executo™ may 
be out of this country (as now he is) at the time of my death, therefore if it 
should so prove my desire is that my loveing brother Mt. John Willson Pastot 
of Boston would be pleased to stand in my sons roome as his substitute or to 
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desire my Cozine M'. Edward Rawson Secretary or Leinel Johnson our 
Deacon or some other sufficient godly able man that he shall appoint or 
approve of to be Assistant to my loveing wife M's. Anne Keayne & to transact 
all the busines of an Executo' till my son may be sent for & come in person 
- to take charge of it himselfe, w*" service I did willingly p’forme for my 
Brother Willson when his Brother Doctor Willson dyed himselfe being in 
this country, for w° kindnesse not only my selfe but my sonne & wife (I 
doubt not) will acknowledge there thankefullnes & if it should please God 
that my sonne should be dead before or dye in coming for so it may possibly 
fall out then my will & appointment is that my loveing wife should be sole 
executrix of this my last will & Testament dureing the time of hir widdow- 
hoode & no longer, and to see all [242.] things pformed herein according to 
my intent & hir uttermost abillity, with the assistance & advice of my Brother 
Willson (as before I have expressed) whose helpe & faithfullnes herein I 
much depend upon to see all things carryed on right & straight as also by the 
helpe of the rest of my Overseers or the greatest part of them 

And my desire & charge is to my Executo" & my wife in case she should 
be, or otherwise so farr as in hir lyeth, that they be faithfull & punctuall in 
the discharge of this my will to the uttermost of theire abillities & to p'vent 
all objections of the state falling short or that I have given away more then 
my estate wilbe able to make good for I would not willingly have none that 
I bequeath any thing unto if they be alive or in this countrey when there leg- 
acies grow due nor any publique use that I have given ought too to be 
defrauded or disapoynted of it, contrary to my true intent upon any seeming 
p'tences as it is usuall with many executo™ to the great dishono™ of those 
that have betrusted them w'" there estates & there owne too, for some private 
profitts or endes of there owne except it should manifestly & clearely appeare 
to my overseers cheifely or any other honest & understanding men that it is 
not fraud but some cleare & apparent losse that is befallen my estate either 
by desperate debts w* before I accounted good, by losse at sea or fyre, or 
by fall of Cattle land or other Comodities in the Country or some other 
unexpected providence or chainge of things here not yet foreseene, betweene 
the time of my makeing this will & my death or before my legacies are to be 
pformed 

Therefore my will is, if some such losse should come [2438.] of it to no 
considerable value, that my Executo should beare it out of his part, if the 
overpuls of my estate not bequeathed should not doe it, though he have 
somewhat the lesse for himselfe, except his owne part & legacies fall short 
also by some such considerable losse. But if there should be any such 
manifest chainge & losse in my estate then my will is that all my legacies 
should beare a proportionable share in that losse by way of abatement as 
they are payd or by the omitting wholly of such gifts as are to some pub- 
lique uses, w*® shalbe judged by my Executo™ & overseers to be of least 
concernment & may best be spared, for if I had found my estate to be 
lesse than I esteemed it to be, I should have given lesse both to my 
Executor & in other giftes & legacies and howsoev’r my opinion & 
judgem' hath beene & still is not only before God had blessed me with a 
large & comfortable estate, but since also that in point of disposeing a mans 
outward estate especially if it were of any value & his children not very 
numerous I looke at it as a great oversight & evill to give all or the most 
part of a large estate only to wife & children to make them great or rich 
in the world & to leave little or nothing to freinds or to any publique or 
charitable use though there be great occasion & necessityes of it & some poore 
afflicted Josephs that cry for helpe ffor as it is the Lord out of his free 
bountie that gives us our estates be they more or lesse (for itis not our 
owne hands dilligence or wisedome but his blessing only that makes rich) so 
he may justly challenge a part & interest in the same, as also the Comon- 
wealth or place where wee live & where wee have got more or lesse of 
that estate is also to be considered ; 

[244,.] I thinke wife & children ought to have so much as whereby they 
may be enabled to live comfortably to be p'served from outward streights & 
snares proportionable to that estate that God hath bestowed upon the husband 
or parents for I doe not thinke that oth" shouldbe eased & they greived & 
streighten or that they should be forgott when others are remembred for God 
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appoints wee should first provide for our owne family with a wise & carefully 
hand therein according to the love respect & dutifull carriage of wife & chil- 
dren & the hopes they give of a stayed & gratious conversation (still remem- 
bring yt God & the country should come in for a childs part in our estates also 
in some reasonable proportion suteable to the extent thereof, least the Lord 
blast & take away all from those to whome it is given) and as I thinke 
dutifull & loveing wives & children should be taken care of in the first 
place before oth’ & comfortably provided for, so I thinke all is too much 
that is given to vexatious prodigall imperious wives or rebellious undutifull 
& spendthrift childre 

Therefure my care hath beene in makeing this my will with the best 
wisedome & understanding that God hath bestowed upon me so to provide 
that I may not wrong my sonne (haveing but one child & one that I doe 
love & have cause tenderly to respect) nor my wife selfe nor legatees but so 
to give that all may be p’formed without just cause of complaint p"judice 
or losse to any, neither would I make a great show of gifts to freinds & to 
publique & charitable uses & pforme little or nothing if God himselfe dis- 
appoint not, least some should approach me with an affectation & vaine 
glory (w* how it can justly be imputed to me seeing those things are to 
be pformed when I am dead & in my [2465.] grave & therefore not capa- 
ble of being puft up with pride or‘outward applause I see not for what 
good will the praises of men doe to me when I am not) and considering also 
that neither man nor women now liveing hath neither seene or read this 
will or any one lyne of it that I know of or of my former will made 4 or 
5 yeares before this, neither have I made knowne what my purpose or 
intent is this way or what I have done herein to any man liveing that they 
should trumpet out my praise before hand, but have kept all private in my 
owne breast & have done or desire to doe that we" God alone hath inclyned 
my heart unto & had I made my purposes herein knowne I doubt not but I 
should have mett with discouragem’ enough & with advice & psuasions to 
alter many things herein & yet padventure at the last I shall not want 
reproaches from some of want of discretion, if not worse for what I have 
done though I ayme at good in all & if they should I suppose there 
reproaches will not much hurt me. But if I did not see & beleeve that 
there is sufficient in my estate to discharge all that I have given away & 
to spare with some addition to my sonne over & above his third part accord- 
ing to my best judgemt & valuation I would judge myselfe of folly & indis- 
creetion & would p'sently alter it, but I am very much deceived in my 
account & the estimate of my estate if besides ."' that I have given away 
there be not a liberall provision made both for my wife & my son to live 
comfortably upon yea & to my son a good deale above a third part [246.] 
of my whole estate especially when God shall please to take away his 
mother & hir thirds returne back againe to him or so much of it as I have 
appointed in this will before, else I must needs say I have shewed little care 
& wisedome therein, yea & doe hereby declare it to be quite contrary to my 
true intent & will in that particular, as to put my executo' or wife to all the 
care paines cost & trouble in looking too & selling or putting off my estate 
& paying to eve’y one else there legacies & themselves to be at last deceived 
or disappointed of there due, or that others should be fully payd there leg- 
acies & those w** both in nature & Religion I doe & ought to esteeme most 
should fall short in theres or be forced to take it in the worst or most 
unvendable part of my estate & oth yt to me are but straingers in com- 
parison (though I looke at them as loveing & christian freinds) should be 
payd first or in the best of what I have. 

Therefore to cleare all things & to make my intentions as plaine as I can 
(not haveing fully expressed it before as I remember) for there is but only 
one difficulty that remaines with me cheifely & how I shall gitt over it & carry 
all things even betweene my executot & legacies, that all things may be 
pformed rightly according to my desire I yet know not, without some wrong 
as it may fall out to my executo' if it be not well ordered except I have the 
care & counsell of my overseers & there best indeavo'® & directid to helpe 
hime therein w° I earnestly desire fro [247.] them all, my full meaning is 
this, when my ffunerall charges & debts (we I hope then will not be many 
for at this time they are but very little exceeding one hundred pounds if so 
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much) are payd or so much set apart or accounted for out of my estate as 
will pay them (or else the rest cannot properly be called a greate estate if 
any debts lye upon it unprovided for) we done I appoint the remainder when 
inventoryed & valued as equally as may be to be devided I meane in the accott 
or calculation into 3 equall p's we? according to my best judgemt & valuation 
& as I found it at the last casting up & settling of my estate w°® was done 
this spring One thousand sixe hundred fivefty and three, the debts that my 
selfe owed either in Old England or New, my desperate or doubtfull debts 
beng left out & not brought into the accott of my estate as you may see in 
th t long booke called the Inventory Booke of my estate in Anno 1653 after 
wh IT began to make this will altering many things in my former will, I say 
as in that booke you may see that I found my cleare estate to be worth foure 
thousand pounds or there about & I thinke I have overvalued nothing, yea in 
many things I know I could make much more of them, if I were now to sell 
them, though possiby & may be a little [248.] mistaken in some other 
things, yet I conceive one thinge compared with another all wil: amount to 
my valuation, if not exceede it. Now this estate as I said before I would 
have devided into three parts, the one third part thereof let it come to more 
or lesse in value I give to my executot Major Benjamine Keayne both in 
lands & goods, the second third part of my estate be it a thousand pound or 
more I take wholy to my selfe, to be at my owne disposing & to give the 
same away wholy amongst my freinds & for publique & pius uses in w* 
as I said before that God & the Country & my owne part lyes, out of w I 
have given away by this will in certaine legacies besides the accidentall onea 
that may happen about a thousand & two hundred pounds as I cast it up w"s 
for ought I see my estate will well beare without wronging either my exec- 
utor or my wife or offering any unkindnes to them & if I thought that either 
of them should apprehend otherwise I would not have done for them nor 
provided so liberally on there behalfe as I have done for I know what power 
I have to dispose of my owne estate & if theire parts should have proved farr 
lesse I thinke they ought to have beene contented, therefore I hope they will 
not dislike nor be offended at what I have given away to others nor thinke I 
have beene to profuse, except some of those uses that I have [249.] given 
to may be thought to be lesse necessary or better have beene spared then 
given to, though I was not of that minde when I did it Now there yet 
remaines one third part of my estate cleare or within, a smale matter, out of 
wh my wife is to be provided for, unto whome I have given the third part 
of all my lands housing tenem® namely the profitts of them, to improve & 
enjoye to hir best benefitt & use as long as she lives which I doubt not 
will afford a larg & comfortable liveing to hir & some overplus above hir 
expences to lay up ev’y yeare whereby she may have some what to distribute 
amongst hir friends when she dyes, which thirds how much soev’ it proves, 
- when the Lord shall be pleased to remove hir out of: this world I have given 
the one halfe thereof to my sonne & hiyre Benjamine Keayne, the other 
halfe of it I have equally devided betweene my Grand child Hannah Keayne 
& the Collidge at Cambridge, in case my son should have no other children, 
as legacies of my love to them above what else I had given to, given to, them 
by w*" accott it may easily appeare that I have taken care for my wife & 
son & that though I have given away much in gifts as well to them as to 
others, yet I have not given away to the full latitude of the remai®’ part of 
my estate, much lesse above it or beyond it [250.] if I had not much mis- 
taken. 

Now haveing given this account of the equity of my proceedings in this 
will of mine & in the disposing of that estate w** the Lord in goodnes hath 
beene pleased to bestow upon me & as I am bound both by grace & nature 
first to provide for my owne viz* for those that are nearest to me (as I have 
said before) & then for those that are further off. 

Therefore my will is that my son may first take his third part out of my 
lands, housen, cattle, money, plate, or any sort of houshould stuffe, or any 
other goods that he best likes of according to the value given to him, he 
allowing as much in account for them as any other man would give for the 
same if they were to buy them, then next my wife who is to have hir third 
part, in lands & tenem‘s & if she desire to have a Cow or two, a peece of 
plate or two, or any other part of the houshould stuffe, besides what I have 
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given hir as a legacy (& hir owne peculiar wearing apparell, which I thinke 
is not equall to be valued or brought into the Inventory of my estate, nor 
Hannah Keaynes neither) I desire that she may have it she giveing as much 
as others would doe for the same & paying for it either to some of those that 
I have given legacies unto or else by takeing so much lesse (as that she 
desires to buy will come too) in hir land & housing with this consideration & 
allowance, that may equallise the difference betweene lands & goods, the 
land being all to be returned at hir death, but the goods so bought wilbe hir 
owne to dispose of as she pleaseth without returning them back againe that 
so my estate [251.] may receive no losse that way or if any other or jus 
way can be thought of betweene my overseers & she I shall leave it to 
them. 

Next that w%* shalbe judged most fitt to be set apart for what I have 
given to Hannah Keayne for hir portion & to be kept either in hir fath 
hands if he desire it, or to any other or other way that it may be best im- 
proved to hir advantage according to my will & this to be taken out of such 
part of my estate cattle or goods as may be most usefull to make hir pay 
good 

Next to hirs, the legacies that I have given to my cousine Mary Mosse & 
Anthony & Benjamine Jupe hir brothers that they may be set apart & provided 
for according to my will 

Next to them that my broth’ & sister Willson with theire children as I 
have mentioned in my will may be taken care of 

Next or indeed next after Hannah Keayne I desire my executor would as 
soone as with conveniency he can take care to pay my loveing friends that I 
have sequestred to be overseers of this my will to there content, unto whome 
not only my selfe sonne & wife shalbe most behoulding to for theire paines 
& care they wilbe putt unto but all others that have gifts & legacies 
bequeathed unto them in this will 

Now these things p'missed the difficultie that I know not well how to get 
over w° [I spake on before & which I desire may wisely be taken care of by 
my overseers & provided against is this, I suppos all my good debts my 
cattle houshould stuffe & moveables or the best & most vendable parts of 
them will but pay (or but little over) the legacies & gifts that I have given 
away & then there will remaine not much more then my housing at Boston 
my ffarme & some other lands to my son & wife 

Now if he should pay all my liveing stocke away in legacies, the ffarme 
wilbe disinabled & unprovided in stocke & so the more unfitt to let out, if he 
should pay away all the houshould stuffe & moveables, then my housing 
would be left naked & he little to live upon but a dead stocke & so through 
necessitie be forced to put away some of my land or part of my housing at 
an under value for his owne supply & maintenance. And though land be 
the more certaine & will afford yearely rents, yet I looke at it as the deadest 
estate & that wc) yealds least profitt considering the value or worth of it, 
though the chiefest part of my estate lyes init. Now my cheife ayme & 
desire is in all that I have done that my son may have an estate upon wh 
he may live comfortably & out of debt‘& so to p'serve & carry on that 
estate wt credit amongst his neighbo™ & be inabled to doe good with it & so 
my wife also. Therefore wheth' to part with some of the land & some of 
the housing to pay legacies & gifts & to keepe for his owne estate some of 
the cheife of the houshould stuff & of the livein stocke in w*" there is a 
great hazard by death & wolves) that I know not what to advice into, that 
my will may be accomplished & yet my son putt into a comfortable (253. J 
capacitie of an hono'able & comfortable mainten (torn off) wtbout throwing 
himselfe into straites or bringing himselfe into debt, by paying the legacies 
oth'wise that so he might p"serve his inheritance free 

And I am the lesse able to give advice herein because I know not what 
course my sonnes spirit or inclynation will lead him to follow whether 
ffarming graysing marchandizing or trading or to let out all & leade a more 
private life & live only upon his rents & estate whether he intends to live 
here w* [ cheifly desire & would injoyne him too, if it be not greatly & 
apparantly to his p'judice except times here should much chainge & grow 
worse, where he may enjoye God & his ordinances & good company or 
whether he should have any purpose to remove of all w°" way being uncer- 
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taine I know not how to advice about his estate for the best, yet considering 
my owne debts a smale & nothing of necessitie to be payd p'sently except 
my ffunerall charges, the legacies not payable in two yeares except he will 
himselfe & some of them a good while after as the will shewes, I should 
thinke it no hard matter if wisely ordered to pay the most of these legacies 
in two or three yeares out of the rents of the housen the encrease of the 
cattle, the crops of corne at the ffarme [254.} with othere improvmen' of 
such an estate & keepe the maine stocke of cattle, the most of the goods 
& housho® stuffe & the land & housing intire, the debts w* is owing to me 
will also be a good helpe hereunto. I would make no great question through 
Gods blessing to doe it my selfe & not weaken or impaire my maine estate 
very little if at all. Howsoev’ I have made choyce of wise skillfull & 
godly overseers that wiibe able to direct him herein, unto whome my ear- 
nest request & desire is that they would be pleased to consider advice & 
assist my son & wife according to the best of theire judgm® & aprehentions 
how to accomplish my will in that manner that theire estates may be 
Prserved & not spoyled or suncke in the discharge hereof for it is meete that 
what I have given & doe intend for them may not be lesned nor deminished,! 
though legacies & gifts should abate somewhat if there should be just occas- 
ion web now cannot be forseene and provided for at so large a distance, not 
knowing what may happen or fall out at such a time 

Now haveing thus cleared my intentions plainely & really in all things as 
farr as I can remember w* hath occasioned my will to be farr larger then I 
either intended or desired, there are 2 or 3 objections w“ doth lye in the 
way w°" being answered or removed I shall draw to an ende for [ desire in 
this my will to give an account [255.] of my actions & endeavot to remove 
all jelousies as neare as I can, these being as it were my last words that 
will live to speake for me when I am dead & in my grave, and God may be 
pleased so farr to blesse something or other that I have had occasion to 
expresse in this will, that such which have taken libertie to load me with 
divers reproaches & long to lay me under a darke cloude may have cause to 
see that they have done amisse & now to be sorry for it though they have 
not beene so before 

The objections are these 

Ffirst if I value my estate to be worth 4000" or thereabouts, how could I 
get such an estate with a good conscience or without oppression in my call- 
ing, seeing it is knowne to some that I had no portion from my parents or 
freinds to begin the world wttal we if none did know of Iam bound to 
acknowledge that all may be attributed to the free mercy & kindnes of 
God alone who raiseth up & pulleth downe as he pleaseth so that when I 
call to minde my first beginning or my first goeing to London I may with 
old Jacob thankefully say with my staffe came I over this Jordan & now 
the Lord hath given me two bunds 

To w*" T answere I have now traded for myselfe about 40 or 50 yeares & 
through the favo" of God though I had very little at first to begin with yet I 
had good creditt & good esteeme & respect in the place where I lived [256.] 
soe that I did ever drive a great trade not only since I came hither but 
especially in England 

Now to gett 4000!». in 40 or 50 yeares is not 100!». a yeare cleare gaines one 
yeare with another w°" wee account to be no great matterin driving but a 
smale trade by an industrious & provident man especially where there is no 
great trusting of chapmen or giveing of creditt w°* usually is subject to 
great hazards & losses & a tradsman or marchant that hath a full trade may 
gett a 100'>. a yeare above his expences & a great deale more very honestly 
without hurting his owne conscience or wronging those that he deales with 
at all 

Since I came into New England, it is well knowne to some that I brought 
over with me two or 3000!». in good estate of my owne & I have beene here 
in a way of trade & marchandize besides ffarming now this 18 yeares & he 
that hath a stocke of his owne of 2 or 3000'». to manage in a way of trade I 
thinke he may very lawfully & honestly gett 200!>. a yeare by it cleare if 
his expences be not very great & large, and yet with turning & managing this 
stocke of my owne (besides what goodes have beene sent me fro England 
by other men to a considerable value fro time to time) I have not cleared 
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neare 100! a yeare above my expences since I came hither w" is not 
5'». p cent cleare gaines & yet I have beene [257.] no p’digall spender as 
Ihave beene no niggardly sparer in things needfull, as the acco of my 
dayly & weekely expences will testifie for me when those bookes come to be 
viewed over, whether I have relation to my expences in Old England or 
since I came hither, for though I have undergone many censures since I 
came hither according to mens uncharitable & various apprehentions some 
looking at me as an opresser in trading & getting unconscionably by what I 
sould & others as covetous & niggardly in housekeeping & not so liberall & 
bountifull as I should be (w*' how those two contraryes can justly be 
charged upon me & yet have increased my estate noe more in so long a time 
I yet see not) except it be by such as care not what they say of other men 
though never so false so they may lay others under reproach & magnifie 
themselves & theire wayes by disgracing of others but it is nothing for me 
to be judged of men, I have laboured to beare it with patience & to approve 
my heart & wayes to God that judgeth righteously yet these things hath 
made me the more willing to cleare myselfe in all matteriall things in this 
my last testam't though it be somewhat contrary to the nature of a will 
yet I am willing to leave this upon publique record as a just defence for my 
selfe knowing that a will wilbe read & made knowne & may be pused 
searched or coppied out by any when other writings wilbe more hid & obscured 
[258.] And then let not my words only but my reall actions beare wittnes 
for me or against me in the hearts of all that are willing to judge indiffer- 
ently & wout p’judice, whether I have justly deserved what here I have 
undergon, either by words, or actions the whole passages of my life in all 
my dealings since I was a Prentice, being to be found in one booke or 
another written with my owne hand & upon one occasion or another w* 
though before hath beene kept secreet to my selfe yet now wilbe exposed 
to the view of others & there censure when they wilbe p’used after my 
death. 

But some may further object if I doe value my estate at so much as 
before mentioned how could I deale honestly in suffering myselfe to be 
valued in rates to the Country but after a 1000!>. estate at most or some times 
lesse. 

To w° I answer first that I doe not thinke a man is bound in conscience 
to make knowne his whole estate & suffer himselfe to be valued to the utter- 
most extent thereof, if he can honestly p'vent it, itis not so in any nation 
in the world that I have heard or read of (except in case of great extrem- 
itie by an enemy in the Country or at the walls when all is in hazard to be 
lost) but quite contrary. In England I have knowne Knights, Aldermen, 
Marchants worth many thousands & have had lands worth some hundred 
pounds a yeare knowne, & yet to subsides & publique [259.] charges are 
not valued at halfe theire estates & many reasons may be given why it 
should not be otherwise. 

I know myselfe & others here pay more to rates & publique charges 
yearely then:those that are 3 times of my estate in England in 4 or 5 yeares, 
what charges they are at now is not the question nor to be propounded as 
an example to us, because our condition & theres is not alike, but for my 
selfe all the while I stayed in England I was never rated but after 3'”. Goods 
& at last 4'>. to any subside & yet sometimes wee had not a subside in 8 or 
10 yeares graunted & here wee are rated every yeare & in some one yeare I 
have payd neare 20'>. to country rates. Therefore though some may judge 
that mens estates are undervalued every one seekeing to ease themselves 
& lay the burthen upon others, yet rates did rise so high upon the pound 
& came so fast about that men may be truly said in that respect to be rated 
above & beyond there estates for 

When my estate was taken as others were I could not say upon safe & 
just grounds that it was never so much as now it is being much in debt my 
selfe (w°* now through great mercy I have well overcome & discharged) & 
haveing many debts owing to me, both in Old England & New, the most of 
which might have miscarryed as [260.] some hath done, besides some 
adventures [ had at sea of a considerable value we) none can recken as a. 
sure & safe estate till God brings backe the returnes as wee finde by sad ex- 
perience & losse. 
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Lastly the most part of my estate now lyes in my ffarme, in cattle 
houses & household stuffe w°" is rateing are never valued to the uttermost 
worth to no man (Household stuffe not at all, seeing that turnes to no profitt 
but are impayred by dayly use) & for houseing there would appeare some 
kinde of injustice & inequallity if they should be rated high being cheifly 
for entertainem' drawing charges by the accomodating of oth™s as also are 
chargeable to keepe in repaire & are but harbors for themselves & oth". 
Now neith™ God nor any Christian state in pollicy would have their inhabi- 
tants crushed or weakened by continuall charge but soe that they may be 
nourished & p'served in a thriveing condition that they may live well & be 
still able to doe good in theire places, for the carrying on of publique 
charges besides now the Court hath taken up another & more equall way of 
rateing men & that is by there visible estates & an easy & equall impositio 
thereon as 14. in every 208. they have in good estate (whereby no mans con- 
science is racked by questions & answ*’ or by an injunction for every man to’ 
bring in a just account of the full value of [261.] his estate which hath 
proved a temptation to ma [torn off] against which way I thinke none can 
justly except or complaine as I conceive except such as have no estate but 
what is visible & yet are much in debt & have nothing but yt vissible estate 
to pay it w*? & yett nothing is abated them for theire debts, then such are 
rated above there estates. 

But some possibly will object further what if some expressions in your 
will should prove offencive & some p'tending exceptions (you haveing many 
enemyes that wilbe ready to take any advantage against you) should com- 
plaine to the Court against it where things may be so agravated out of 
p'judice that some fyne may be procured & imposed upon you &'so to take 
away part of that estate which you thinke you have left secure to your son 
wife & friends. 

I answer first I know no just cause of offence that I have given in any 
expressions herein that malice itselfe can take advantage of except they 
should be wrested contrary to my true intent & meaning & if any will doe so, 
no man can expresse himselfe so warely but some witts may make use of to 
a mans p'judice & make that appeare to be evill which is good or harmeles 
in it selfe, as I have seene & knowne by many experiences & sad examples 
in my lifetime & that both for words & actions as many can remember as 
well as my selfe. ‘ 

I confesse that I have knowne & seene such practises in Old England that 
when some cheife ones have had a desire to fish a way a part of a dyeing 
mans estate they have taken exceptions against his will or quarrelled either 
with some expressions or gifts mentioned therein to cast the farer plore 
upon there corrupt practise & project though it could not be so [262.] 
hid, & many here knowes how deepely many ‘have suffered, both in the starr 
Chamber & High Comissio Court for good actions & speeches interpreted 
quite contrary to the true meaning there of. But I hope that neither I nor 
mine shall live to see such practices creepe in or be countenanced in our 
Court doubtless the times would be straingly chainged if any such thinge 
should come to passe here that men should be made transgresso's for a 
harmeles word 

If any such thing should be urged & brought against me, to my p"judice, 
who or what will they fyne, [am gone & estate of my owne I have none 
left, no more then will bring me to my grave, I have given away all, if not 
more then all & if there were a just offence given by me, or not justly taken 
up by others, it were not just to take away any p' of the wives or childrens 
portions, for the fathers or husbands offence, they being no wayes accessary 
to it. 

If there were any estate of mine left undisposed of upon w*® a fyne 
might be layd, what will they doe with it if levyed, if it should be to grat- 
ify any private man, that would appeare too grosse, if for the publique or 
comonwealth there might be some p'teace if I had bequeathed nothing 
that way, but haveing given away so large a pte of my estate to publique 
uses (so much that many a wiser man haveing such or a better estate then 
mine would not have given halfe so much from his wife children & friends as 
I have done, and possibly I shalbe reproached of folly by many I doubt not 
of some for this I have done) therefore [263.] in such a case it wilbe more 
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honotable for the publique that my will should stand inviolable (the. will of 
the dead usually haveing beene held sacred) then for any man upon any 
p'tence to seeke by power to alter or infringe it 

Lastly though I feare no such thinge nor see any just cause or ground 
that any can have for such an apprehension, yet because I know not how 
straingly things may alter nor who may gett into places of power & author- 
itie betweene this & the time of my death, nor what p’tences corrupt or 
p"judiced men may make, therefore if any should be active this way & pro- 
mote any such complaint against me or my will when I am dead & gone & 
can neither answer nor suffer for my selfe, with any intent either to get any 
part of my estate away if I had any left or any p* of that estate w“4 I have 
given away to my son wife or any other mentioned in this will, or shalbe 
troublesome or vexatious to my executo' on p’tence of any fault or offence 
of mine & it be entertained or countenanced then my will is & I doe hereby 
declare it to be my will & full minde that all & every gift or legacy that is 
mentioned in this will to be layd out & disposed of for any generall or pub- 
lique use whether for Library Granere Armory Court house Schoole or Col- 
lidge Market House &. save only that hundred & twenty pound that I 
have given to the Schoole & poore in Boston & what other legacies that I 
have given to pticul' freinds or psons all other gifts of the form" publique 
nature, my will is that they shall [264.] utterly cease & become voyd & of 
no effect to the uses & behoofe, of the things & purposes before mentioned 
& shalbe disposed of as I shall hereafter appointe & mention. 

My will is that out of those forementioned gen‘all or publique gifts that 
are to cease my lovezng wife M™ Ann Keayne may have One hundreth 
pounds thereof to hir owne pticul' use & benefitt 

And my will further is that One hundred pounds more of those gifts be 
equally devided between my sisters three children Anthony Jupe, Benjamine 
Jupe that lives with my selfe, and Mary Jupe now Mary Mosse & if any of 
them shall dye before they come to receive there parts then that part to goe 
to the survivors of them 

Item I will & bequeath further out of the aforementioned gifts ceasing & 
becoming voyd upon any such occasion as is before mentioned One hundred 
pounds more thereof to my Grand child Hannah Keayne to be payd to hir either 
at.the day of hir marriage, or when she comes to that age as is before men- 
tioned in other legacies that I have given to hir 

Item [ will & bequeath One hundred pounds more of the said gifts to be 
devided amongst my kindred in Old England as to the wife of my brother 
John Keayne that did kive in Chesson not farr from London, if she shalbe 
then alive & amongst my broth' John Keaynes children that shalbe then alive 
& to be devided betweene them according to the discretion of my exccuto" to 
give greater portions in the devision thereof to them [265.] that stands in 
most neede of it, and if my son doe know any other of my poore kindred in 
Old England that he give amongst them some part of this one hundreth 
pounds besides the tenn shillings a peece before mentioned as he in his dis- 
crection & wisedome shall see cause 

Item I give of it One hundred pounds amongst my overseers of this will 
equally to be devided betweene them 

And for the residue & remainet of all these genn’all & publique gifts before 
mentioned in this my will if any such thinge should be attempted or endeay- 
oted to the disturbing or interrupting of the free passage of this my will or 
to the change & alteratio there of contrary to my true intent & meaneing 
w°h doth cause or procure this allienation & change of that part of my will, 
in such free gifts as I have before given to any pticular towne or place, to 
any pticular Society or Company or to any p’ticul use or imploymt of those 
genn’all gifts, save only that One hundred and twenty pound that [I have 
given to the Suhoole & poore in Boston & to p’ticular freinds, I say the 
residue & remaineing part of these gifts & legacies not above disposed of I 
give & bequeath wholy to my son Benjamine Keayne & his peculiar use 
only. 

Item I give & bequeath unto M’. Bellingam our honno'd Deputie as a token 
of my love & respects to him forty shillings for a legacy to be payd to him 
two yeares after my decease if he be then alive & remaineing in this 
Country 
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[266.] Item I give & bequeath unto my deare friend M". Edward Winslow 
now in old England as a token of my love & respects to him three pounds for 
a legacy to be payd him two yeares after my decease if he be then alive, if 
dead then I give the same to his loveing wife or eldest son & I doe acknowl- 
edge myselfe greatly ingaged to him for his care counsell & great love & 
respect that he hath shewed to my son in England, though I had forgotten 
him before. 

As for any legacy or legacyes mentioned in this will & given to my cousine 
Benjamine Jupe & to my couzin Mary Mosse for some just occasions of 
offence that since have beene given to me I doe hereby will & declare all such 
gifts before mentioned concerning them or either of them in this my will to 
become utterly voyd & of no effect in respect of them as if they had beene 
never mentioned or given unto them & not to be pformed nor payd to them 
or either of them by my executor except by some new act or declaration 
either by word of mouth before witnesse or some act or declaration under 
my owne hand writing [ shall give further order therein which withdrawing of 
my gifts fro them is not without some greife to my selfe for there sakes, 
but seeing they have pulled it upon themselves against my desire & have 
withdrawne themselves from that long care & tender love that I have 
borne to them in seeking & desireing there good for some private ends of 
there owne I thinke there is a period putt to my further care over them by 
themselves, & if they receive any detriment by it they must blame them- 
selves & not me 

And now things being thus willed ordered & concluded [26%.] of. by 
this my will I shall now draw to an end, It [worn] be there are some other 
of my freinds & acquaintance that I respect & might have expressed my love 
unto had they come into my memory though my estate cannot reach to all 
according to the largnes of my desire & heart for if it would I should leave 
out none that I have received any reall love or curtesie fro & it may be to my 
greife I may thinke of some others that I have forgotten, but being forgott I 
hope they will not be offended with me or charge me with any ingratitude or 
want of love to them. 

And of this my last Will & Testament (I make & appoint my only son 
Major Benjamine Keayne as I have before said to be my sole executor) w*" is 
contained in nine sheets of paper nombred to 36 pages or sides of paper, all 
of it, yea ev’y line & word in it being written with my owne hand & my name. 
subscribed at the lower ende of ev’y page which shalbe a sufficient signe & 
manifestation of it, to declare this to be my last Will & Testam*. And to 
stand & be pformed as my last will & I doe by these p'sents revoake null & 
make voyd all former & other wills gifts & graunts whatsoev’ heretofore by 
me made or any other will, if any other should be p'sented or pretended, that 
is not of my owne handwriting yea if any thing should be drawne from me 
or expressed by me in my sicknes or at my death when I may not have my 
memory & understanding fresh & free, to contradict & overthrow this will we? 
I have made & drawne up in my health & with my best understanding & 
memory suteing my owne minde & desire Therefor I [268.] doe make these 
p'sents to be & to containe my last Will & Testam' in manner & forme afore- 
said. And that all things in this my will may honestly & faithfully be pformed 
so farr as is possible according to my true desire & meaning I doe hereby 
ordaine & appoint constitute, yea & also earnestly desire & request my 
honno'ed & loveing freinds M'. Symon Broadstreete, Major Genn’all Denison 
his brother M'. William Hibbins three of our honno'ed Magistrates, also M’.. 
Edward Winslow of Plymouth if he returne backe to abide in N. England, 
also my deare brother M’. John Willson Pasto" of Boston Church & my 
loveing friend M*. Norton Minister my loveing couzen M'. Edward Rawson 
& Lieut Johnson our Deacon to be overseers of this my will, unto all of w*h 
or any three or fower of them I give power & authoritie to call my executoT 
or others to an account if there should appeare any neglect in him or them in 
the pformance on his part & to see that this my will may carefully be accom- 
plished, And doe earnestly desire them all & beseech them to be assistant to 
my executor & wife, with there best ayde advice counsell & direction from 
time to time about the right disposing & best ordering of this my estate & to 
see my legacies disposed of according to my will as fast as things can be putt 
off & paym* come in still with this respect that neither my executor wife nor 
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grandchild may be wronged in there parts or portions but provided for in the 
first place as is before expressed [269.] And that mine overseers would have 
an cye & looke after Hannah Keayne my Grandchild in respect of hir educa- 
tion & trayning up in the feare of God as well as also in respect of marriage 
if she live to such a condition & to be helpefull to hir with there counsell & 
advice in such a choyce especialy if God should take away hir father or 
grandmother before & not to suffer hir to be drawne away by any such match 
as may apparantly tend to the hurt or overthrow of her soule or body but to 
hinder & make stop of any such motions to there utmost power. 

And my desire is that my overseers would have three or fower coppies of 
this my will writt out at my charge. or of the most matteriall parts of it (if 
they thinke the whole to bee too long or needles) to keepe alwayes by them 
to view & p’use upon any occasion when they meete togeather about it, or 
otherwise that they may the better take care to have the sev’all p’ticul’s y" of 
p’formed, and the rather because some legacies herein mentioned will or may 
prove some what larg before they come to be accomplished & because there 
is some legacies that depend upon accidentall occasions, therefore if a few 
of them could be printed gt no great charge I would thinke that the better 
way & then ev’y one that 1s’ concerned in the will may have a coppie of the 
whole by him and what the greatest number of my overseers shall doe when 
they meete together about any advice or counsell for the best disposing or 
managing of what I have left behinde me to accomplish the true ends & 
intentions of this my will taking therein also the advice & consent of my 
executo’ [270.] in there meettings & consultations, that shall stand & be 
accounted good, yet I see not that it wilbe of absolute necessitie that ev’y 
one of my ov’seers should meet at all times or nothing can be carryed on 
though it would be very necessary that they would meete altogeather as often 
as ther shalbe any needfull occasion, and if any of these ov’seers should 
dye or remove out of the Country especially if the rest see a want of them, 
Then my will & desire is that the surviveing overseers with the advice & 
consent of my executor & my wife would make choyce of some other fitt 
one in theireroomes. Andas atokenof my love & thankefullnes to them all 
for there foreseene care paines counsell faithfulnes I doe give & bequeath 
to each of them five pounds a peece in good pay to buy for ev’y one of them 
a piece of plate as a remembrance of my due respects unto them for that 
labot of love that I desire & expect fro them in this businesse betrusted 
with them after my decease 

In wittnes that all things contained in this my last will & Testamt is my 
owne act & deede & according to my minde, as I have set my name to every 
page in these nine sheets so in the last page of the last sheete I have putt 
to my hand & seale the fowerteenth day of November one thousand sixe 
hundred fivety & three when I finished the same :

Sealed deliv’ed published & declared this to be my last will & Testamt in 
the p'nts of us who testifye that this writing or will containes nine sheets of 
paper written full on all sides. John Willson, Richt Parker, Edw. Tinge

be a fruite of an unsettled minde or weake or wavering judgemt as if I 
were not compus mentis when I made my will, but I would pray them not so 
to thinke but to impute it to the weaknes & shortnes of my memory, my 
will not being made at one time or in one day, for the length of it would not 
pmitt that, but at sev’all times as I had leasure and opportunitie to carry it 
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on it being begun mo. 6. 1. 1653 but not quite finished till November 15th 
1653 & this addition not till December 15, 1653 & so I might well forgett 
somethings that I had mentioned [272.] before not haveing time at every 
time that I began to write to read over what I had before written yet some- 
times I did remember & possibly ptused what I had writt before of such a 
subject, but that not expressing my minde fully I bring in the same againe, 
that I might add somewhat more to it for the more full or cleare expressing 
my minde or meaning therein. ‘Therefore my request to all that shall heare 
or read this my will is that they will make a favourable construction of all 
things contained in it & to passe by all my humaine frailties & weakneses 
therein & to take nothing in the worst sence, where a more Christian & love- 
ing interpretation may be made of it, nor none to take or picke out of it 
anything of it to the p‘judice of my will or the disappointing or frus- 
trating of any of there right which I have given to them, but if some words 
or expressions should seeme to jarr or differ that these may be interpreted as 
neare as can be gathered or reconcilled with the scope of my will in generall 
or other places of it in pticular, to be my true intent & meaning, for the 
will being long & my minde full of thoughts & exercises especially in some 
parts or passages in it there may be many defects in it that may justly call 
for a mantie of love to cover them and it is like that had I time to coppie it 
out faire againe (w* the length thereof will not easily p’mitt, for I had 
many thoughts that I should have dyed before I had quite finished haveing 
had one fitt of sicknes or weaknes they lay sore upon me & long which 
made me hasten the finishing of it all I could), I should leave [273.] out 
sev’all things that are now in it, but I am not will [rest of word gone] to 
imploy any body else to write it out but my selfe therefore it must now 
passe with what faults or defects may be judged to be in it.

J have forgott one loveing couple more that came not to my minde till I was

If my loveing wife or any other should be offended that I have not made 
my wife executrix as I did when my son was under age or that I have not 
now joyned hir with my son in the executorship as I have done in some 
former wills, my son being then in the warrs in England & so his life the 
more uncertaine, I conceive it not so convenient now, he being of full age & 
upon his returne home, Therefore to p'vent differences yt possibly might 
happen betweene my wife & hir son but cheifly because the accomplishm!t of 
this will will procure much care & some trouble & labour, more fitt for a man 
to undergoe then a woman & I thinke it would be too great a burthen & worke 
for hir to undertake, besides if she should marry againe before the will should 
be fully accomplished & fullfilled there might come some trouble to hir & 
more inconvenience to my estate of all w° she is eased & may injoy hir owne

The full phrase is usually ‘‘ that A. B., nor any of his, shall be 
chargeable to town ;’’ and at the end, ‘* witness my hand the 
day, &c.’’ Then the signatures are at the right-hand side of the 
document, but the clerk has repeated the name of the person for 
whom security is given, on the left-hand bottom margin, in the 
place where witnesses usually subscribe ; but I believe these names 
are invariably written by the clerk who wrote the bond. — W.H.W. |

[As was noted on p. 226 of our Eighth Report, there are a 
number of deeds, etc., written at the end of the second book of 
town records. Abstracts are here given, sufficient probably to 
answer the purpose of the antiquary, and to put the conveyancer 
upon the trace of these papers, in case they have not been recorded 
with the Suffolk Deeds.— W. H. W.] 
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CooKkr’s DEED. 


Mess". Winthrop, Hutchinson and others Selectmen of the 
Town of Boston on the 29" of the first month, 1652. did grant 
liberty to Richard Cooke to Sett up a House on the Towns Ground 
between the Towns House in which Mr. Woodmansey then lived 
and the Town School House and did then let to him the Said 
Ground for his use and all the land backward from the street and 
the grounds of Henry Messinger, running behind the School House 
down along by the Burying place, being 67 feet broad at the upper 
end behind the School House and 60 feet broad at the lower end, 
next the ground of Henry Messinger, deceased. He, the said- 
Cooke, paying quarterly, to the Treasurer of the Town the Sum of 
Seven Shillings and Six pence in Merchantable good pay making 
Thirty Shillings p". Annum to be paid forever. And whereas the 
selectmen, on the 28th of 6th mo. 1653, reduced the rate from 30 
shillings annually to 20 shillings, and the town did on Mch 8, 1724, 
vote to sell the small quit-rents: now for the sum of £30 paid by 
Elisha Cooke, it is agreed that the Said Cooke, His Heirs etc. be 
allowed possession of the aforesaid piece of Land free of any 
demand of Rent. Twenty-third day of February, 1725.

Indenture made 29" of Sep’. 1691, between Joyse Hall of Bos- 
ton widow, Alexander Seers of Boston shipwright & Rebecca his 
wife daughter of said Joyse, on the one part and Thomas Winsor 
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of Boston, mariner, on the other, conveying a parcell of Land 
situated near the Great Draw bridge in Conduit Street, Boston, on 
the payment of £100. The land was bounded north-west by Con- 
duit street, north by land of Joshua Winsor, south by land of 
Pilgrim Simpkins, and south-west by an alley leading from Conduit 
Street towards the mouth of Bendall’s dock. It was 20 feet broad 
and forty feet long. With right of wharfage appertaining to any 
house on said land, upon the wharf 18 feet broad before Winsor’s 
land, formerly known as Leonard Buttolph’s Wharf. Also their 
right in the Conduit in Conduit street, and in a 4 foot passage to 
be laid out on said land in the south-west.

Feb. 25" 1725 the land was released by the Selectmen, Daniel 
Oliver paying £183, into the Town Treasury. 


Cot Brown’s Dren. 


Indenture made June 17" 1717 between Co" Sam" Brown of 
Salem and Sewall, Hutchinson and others, being a committee in 
charge of a certain Publick Stock of money for the use of a new 
Writing School. For the sum of £700 a Brick ware house was 
sold by Sam" Brown to Mess". Hutchinson, Sewall, in trust for 
the use of the School. 

Said land and wharf was near the Town Dock, in the present 
improvement of Peter Lucy, John Josline and others, bounded 
west or fronting on Merchants’ Row, 22 ft. 9 in. ; south by ware- 
houses and land of Henry Deering; east on wharf and shed of 
Andrew Belcher and Jonathan Belcher, 22 ft. 9 in.; northerly ( ?) 
on a passage of 9 ft. wide, leading to Belcher’s wharf; being 68 
feet from front to rear. 

The comittee above named gave up warehouse, land ete. men- 
tioned in the deed, to Cushing, Baker and others, selectmen of the 
Town of Boston, May 13” 1726. 
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Winsor’s LEASE. 


Indenture made March 11" 1694 between John Eyre, Bromfeild 
and others, select men of Boston, and Rebecca, widow of Joshua 
Winsor, son of Robert Winsor. A piece of land was granted 
by the Selectmen to Rebecca Winsor, she paying an Annual 
Rent, being where their house stands, butted on the north by the 
street leading to the Draw-bridge, east by land of John Hunt, 
south by the mouth of the Dock, and west by the land of ‘Thomas 
Winsor, Pilgrim Simkins, «&c. 

The Land, granted to Rebecca Winsor, released from all claim, 
May 8" 1727, by Thatcher, Hunt, select men, to Samuel Bridgham 
shopkeeper, and Knight Leveret, goldsmith, they paying £7. 10s. 
to the Town Treasurer. 


DoLBEAR’S LEASE. 


Indenture of Lease made May 31* 1727, between John Baker, 
Prout and others, select men, and John Dolbear of Boston, brazier, 
of a piece of land where an old building lately stood, bounded in 
front, west, on Dock Square 32 ft.; north, on Dolbear’s shop 19 
ft. 9in. ; on an angle into the dock upon said Dolbear 13 ft. 10 in. ; 
and from that angle on the Dock south east, 28 feet. Rent £20 
per annum for 21 years. 


HupBarp’s LEASE. 


Indenture made June 1* 1727, between Baker, Prout and others, 
select men of Boston, by which a peice of Land is Let to Hubbard 
for a term of twenty-one years, he paying an annual Rent to the 
Town Treasurer. It was at the head of the Town Dock, bounded 
west on Dock Square; north on a slip of town land between it and 
John Dolbear’s land, measuring 22 feet in width on the front and 
extending back 40 ft. ; south and east, on town land. Leaving the 
street 564 feet wide at the upper end of the Sun Tavern, now in 
possession of Widow Mears, and 324 feet wide at the lower end 
of said Tavern. 

The sum of Thirty pounds deducted by the Town out of the 
Rent paid by Thomas Hubbard. Aug. 12" 1728, by a separate 
memorandum. 


WROE AND WIrtuIAm’s DEED. 


Baker, Prout and others, select men of the Town of Boston, sell 
to Joshua Wroe and Jonathan Williams, executors of William Web- 
ster, shopkeeper, dec’, a peice of Land at the lower end of Sud- 
bury Street, in Boston, March 7" 1727.

east on Sudbury street, 59 feet: north east on Mr. Burgess, 48 ft. : 
north west by the Mill Pond, 52 ft. south west on the ‘highway or 
vacant land, 45 ft.

THE BOSTON DIRECTORY. 


Few indicators can be found more truly showing the progress 
of our city than the volumes of The Boston Directory. Unfortu- 
nately the earliest issue was in 1789, and we are deprived of this 
accurate report of ante-Revolutionary citizens. But from the date 
of its appearance we begin to tread on firm ground in regard to 
the names, residences, and occupations of our inhabitants. This 
information comes into service to fill out the deplorable lack of 
town records, and it has seemed to the Record Commissioners that 
they could hardly select more valuable documents for reprinting 
than the two earliest volumes of the Directory, — those of 1789 and 
1796. 

The subjoined list will show the years of its issue. Beginning 
in 1789, the fourth issue was in 1800, and the fourteenth in 1820. 
Since then, with the exception of 1824, it has appeared annually. 
In a list printed in the Directory for 1852 it was stated that a 
volume appeared in 1815, containing 6,402 names. The sole 
authority for this was Dr. N. B. Shurtleff, a well-known anti- 
quary; but it seems as if he must have been in error, since no 
copy of the book is known to exist. So, again, a rumor has, pre- 
vailed of a volume in 1819; but this has yet to be found, and 
the probabilities are against its existence. 

In 1852, in the Appendix to the regular volume, the publishers 
reprinted the first volume, that of 1789, and they also issued the 
same in a small pamphlet. In 1848 Dearborn reprinted the same 
in his *‘ Boston Notions.” With these exceptions it is believed 
that none of the volumes have ever been reprinted. 

A few notes are subjoined relative to some of the more notice- 
able features of this series. It will be observed that there has 
been an almost uniform annual increase in the number of names. 
The exceptions are in 1806, 1818, 1823, 1863, 1875, and 1877, 
_ when a very slight decrease from the preceding year is recorded. 
It may be safely said that the annual increase is regular, and not 
at present showing any signs of diminishing.

GENERAL NOTES. 


The first volume of the Directory was illustrated with John 
Norman’s map of the town. Shurtleff says that this was evidently 
based upon Bonner’s map. An excellent sketch of the Maps of 
Boston will be found in the ‘* Memorial History of Boston,” vol. ii., 
p. xlix, and vol. ili., p. vii. It is highly probable that Norman’s map 
was simply copied and altered from some previous one, without 
making any new surveys. As it is both rare and curious, we 
have had a fac-simile made and placed in its proper position in 
our reprint of the Directory for 1789. 

The Directory for 1796 was illustrated by a new map, engraved 
by Joseph Callendar, from actual surveys made by Osgood Carle- 
ton. The same map was used in the issues of 1798 and 1800. 
In 1803 the same map was used, but a few changes were made on 
the plate ; noticeably the date and publisher’s name were erased ; 
No. 3, of the References, was changed, and No. 9 added. The 
changes were mainly on Beacon Hill and the west side of the town. 
We have had a fac-simile of this map prepared, in its latest form, 
as being the most serviceable one, and it will be found at the end 
of the Directory for 1796. 

In 1805 and 1806 the map of 1803 was used. 

In 1807 Callendar engraved a new map for the Directory, which 
bore only the inscription, ‘¢ Plan of Boston,” on a shaded ground. 
This map, with various alterations, seems to have been used through 
and including 1827. 

In 1828 a totally new map was engraved for the Directory by 


Hazen Morse, and, with thenecessary changes, it appeared annually 
through 1838.

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In 1839 Morse and Tuttle engraved a new map, quite different 
from its predecessors. Later changes are hardly worth pursuing. 


It will be noticed that the enterprise of publishing the Directory 
has been continued in few hands. John Norman had it the first 
year, then John West for four volumes, followed by Edward Cotton 
for eight volumes. With the fourteenth volume Charles Stimpson 
bezame the proprietor, and with one or two partners he managed 
it for over twenty-five years (1820-46). From 1831 to 1846 in- 
clusive the title-page was inscribed ‘‘ Stimpson’s Boston Direc- 
tory. Gic: 

Up to this date the volume was of small size, the type page 
measuring about 5 inches by 24 inches. 

In July, 1846, there appeared the first volume of ‘‘ Adams’s New 
Directory of the City of Boston,” a volume with a page about 
8 X 42 inches. This volume is backed 1846-1847, beginning with 
July, 1846, and this style was continued for several years. Ap- 
parently, therefore, there were two Directories in 1846 competing 
for public favor; but in 1847 Mr. Adams announced that he had 
obtained from Mr. Stimpson the good-will and interest of the 
Boston Directory. The third volume of the new series, 1848, 
accordingly assumed the old style of the Boston Directory. 

Mr. Adams, who was born in Boston in 1807, died Oct. 4, 1865, 
and a brief memoir of him will be found in the volume for 1866. 

In the volume for 1852 will be found the reprint of 1789, and 
also some facts in regard to the book which we have incorporated 
in our tables. 

In the Directory for 1879 a reprint was given of a small sheet 
entitled ‘‘ Boston Mercantile Directory,” issued from the ‘* Reper- 
tory ” office in 1809. Mention was also made that no name was 
to be found in 1879 in the Directory that was there in any issue 
prior to 1813. A list was given of 259 persons living in Boston 
in 1879 whose names were in the volumes between 1813 and 1829. 

In 1873, after the great fire, two Supplements were issued to 
supply information as to the great number of removals in the busi- 
ness portion of the city.

A GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF BOSTON.’ 


Boston, the capital of the State of Massachusetts, the largest 
town in New England, and the third in size and rank in the United 
States, lies in 42° 23’ 15” north latitude, and 70° 58/ 53” west lon- 
gitude from London. This town, with the towns of Hingham, 
Chelsea and Hull, constitute the county of Suffolk. Boston is 
built upon a peninsula of irregular form at the bottom of Massa- 
chusetts Bay, and is joined to the main land by an isthmus on the 
south end of the town leading to Roxbury. It is two miles long, 
but is of unequal breadth; the broadest part is 726 yards. ‘The 
peninsula contains about 700 acres, (other accounts say 1000) on 
which are 2376 dwelling-houses. The number of inhabitants in 
1790 was 18,038, but the increase has been very considerable 
since. The town is intersected by 97 streets, 36 lanes, and 26 
alleys, besides 18 courts, &c. Most of these are irregular and not 
very convenient. State Street, Common Street, and a few others, 
are exceptions to this general character; the former is very spa- 
cious, and being on a line with Long Wharf, where strangers usu- 
ally land, exhibits a flattering idea of the town. 

Here are nineteen edifices for public worship, of which nine are 
for Congregationalists, three for Episcopalians, and two for Bap- 
tists; the Friends, Roman Catholics, Methodists, Sandemanians 
and Universalists have one each. Most of these are ornamented 
with beautiful spires, with clocks and bells. The other public 
buildings are the State House, Court House, Theatre, Gaol, Con- 
cert Hall, Faneuil Hall, an Alms House, a Work House, a Bride- 
well and Powder Magazine. SF ranklin Place, adjoining the Thea- 
tre, is a great ornament to the town; it contains a monument of 
Dr. Franklin, from whom it takes its name, and is encompassed 
on two sides with the Tontine Buildings, which, in point of ele- 
gance, are not exceeded, perhaps, in the United States. Here are 
kept in capacious rooms, given and fitted up for the purpose, the 
Boston Library, and the valuable Collections of the Historical 
Society. Most of the public buildings are handsome, and some 
of them are elegant. A magnificent State House is now erecting 
in Boston, on the south side of Beacon Hill, fronting the Mall, the 
corner-stone of which was laid with great formality and parade

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on the 4th of July, 1795; which, when finished, will over-top the 
monument on Beacon Hill. 

The Market Place in which Faneuil Hall is situated is supplied 
with all kinds of provisions, which the country affords. The fish 
market in particular, by the bounteous supplies of the ocean and 
rivers, not only furnishes the rich with the rarest productions, but 
often provides the poor with a cheap and grateful repast. 

Boston Harbour is formed by Point Alderion on the south, and 
by Nahant Point on the north. The harbour is capacious enough 
for 500 vessels to ride at anchor in good depth of water; whilst 
the entrance is so narrow as scarcely to admit two ships abreast. 
It is variegated with about forty islands, of which fifteen only can 
be properly called so; the others being small rocks or banks of 
sand slightly covered with verdure. These islands afford excellent 
pasturage, hay and grain, and furnish agreeable places of resort 
in summer to parties of pleasure. Castle Island is about three 
miles from the peninsula; its fortifications, formerly called Castle 
William, defend the entrance of the harbour. It is garrisoned by 
about fifty soldiers, who serve as a guard for the convicts, who are 
sent here to hard labour. The convicts are chiefly employed in 
making nails. | 

The Light House stands on a small island on the north entrance 
of the channel, (Point Alderton and Nantasket Heights being on 
the south) and is about 65 feet high. To steer for it from Cape 
Cod, the course is W. N. W. when within one league of the Cape ; 
from Cape Cod to the Light House is about 16 leagues; from 
Cape Ann the course is S. W. distant 10 leagues. A cannon is 
lodged and mounted at the Light House to answer signals. 

Only seven of the islands in the bay are within the jurisdiction 
of the town, and taxed with it, viz. Noddle’s, Hog, Long, Deer, 
Spectacle, Governor’s and Apple Islands. 

The wharves and quays in Boston are about eighty in number, 
and very convenient for vessels. Long Wharf, or Boston Pier, 
in particular, extends from the bottom of State Street 1743 feet 
into the harbour in a straight line. The breadth is 104 feet. At 
the end are 17 feet of water at ebb tide. Adjoining to this wharf 
on the north is a convenient wharf called Minot’s T, from the 
name of its former proprietor and its form. Vessels are supplied 
here with fresh water from a well surrounded by salt water, which 
has been dug at a great expense. Long Wharf is covered on the 
north side with large and commodious stores, and in every respect 
exceeds any thing of the kind in the United States. In February, 
1796, 4 company was incorporated to cut a canal between this 
harbour and Roxbury, which is nearly completed. 

The view of the town as it is approached from the sea is truly 
beautiful and picturesque. It lies in a cirenlar and pleasingly 
irregular form round the harbour, and is ornamented with spires, 
above which the monument on Beacon Hill rises pre-eminent ; on 
its top is a gilt eagle bearing the arms of the Union, and on the 
base of the column are inscriptions, commemorating some of the 
most remarkable events of the late war. Beacon Hill is the high- 
est ground on the peninsula, and affords a most delightful and 
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extensive prospect. The Common below it contains about 45 acres 
always open to refreshing breezes; on its east side is the Mall, a 
very pleasant walk above 500 yards in length, adorned with rows 
of trees, to which an addition of about 100 yards has been added 
this year. Charles River and West Boston Bridges are highly 
useful and ornamental to Boston; and both are on Charles River, 
which mingles its waters with those of Mystic River, in Boston 
Harbour. Charles River Bridge connects Boston with Charles- 
town in Middlesex county, andis 1503 feet long, 42 feet broad, 
stands on 75 piers, and cost the subscribers 50,000 dollars. It 
was opened June 19, 1787.

This beautiful Bridge exceeds the other as much in elegance as 
in length, and cost the subscribers 76,700 dollars. Both Bridges 
have draws for the admission of vessels, and lamps for the benefit 
of evening passengers. 

Seven Free Schools are supported here at the public expense, 
in which the children of every class of citizens may freely associate 
together. The number of scholars is computed at about 900, of 
which 160 are taught Latin, &c. There are besides these many 
private schools. 

The principal societies in the Commonwealth hold their meet- 
ings in this town, and are, the Marine Society, American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences, Massachusetts Agricultural Society, 
Massachusetts Charitable Society, Boston Episcopal Charitable 
Society, Massachusetts Historical Society, Society for propagating 
the Gospel, Massachusetts Congregational Society, Medical 
Society, Humane Society, Boston Library Society, Boston 
Mechanic Association, Society for the aid of Immigrants, Char- 
itable Fire Society, and seven respectable Lodges of free and 
accepted Masons. 

The foreign and domestic trade of Boston is very considerable, 
to support which there are three Banks, viz. the Branch of the 
United States Bank, the Union, and the Massachusetts Bank; the 
latter consists of 800 shares of 500 dollars, equal to 400,000; the 
capital of the Union Bank is 1,200,000 dollars, 400,000 of which 
is the property of the State. 

In 1748, 500 vessels cleared out of this port for, and 430 were 
entered from, foreign parts. In 1784, the entries of foreign and 
coasting vessels were 372, and the clearances 450. In 1794, the 
entries from foreign ports were 567. In 1795, these entries 
amounted to 725, of which the ships were 96, barques 3, snows 9, 
polacre 1, brigs 185, dogger 1, schooners 362, shallop 1, and 
sloops 65. The principal manufactures consist of rum, loaf-sugar, 
beer, sail-cloth, cordage, wool and cotton cards, playing cards, 
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pot and pearl ashes, paper hangings, hats, plate, glass, tobacco, 
and chocolate. There are thirty distilleries, two breweries, eight 
sugar houses, and eleven ropewalks. 

Kight years ago, the intercourse with the country barely re- 
quired two stages and twelve horses, on the great road between 
this and New-Haven, distant 170 miles; whereas there are now 
twenty carriages and one hundred horses employed. ‘The number 
of the different stages that run through the week from this town is 
upwards of 20, eight years ago there were only three. 

Attempts have been made to change the government of the 
town. from its present form to that of a city; but this measure, 
not according with the democratic spirit of the people, has as yet 
failed. At an annual meeting in March, nine Selectmen are 
chosen for the government of the town; at the same time are 
chosen a Town Clerk, a Treasurer, twelve Overseers of the Poor, 
twelve Firewards, twelve Clerks of the Market, twelve Scavengers, 
twelve Constables, besides a number of other officers. If the in- 
habitants do not reap all the advantages they have a right to ex- 
pect from their numerous officers, it is not for want of wholesome 
laws for the regulation of the weights, measures and quality of 
provisions, or other branches of police, but, because the laws are not 
put in execution. 

Besides those called Trained Bands, there are four other mili- 
tary companies in Boston, viz. the Ancient and Honourable 
Artillery Company, the Cadets, Fusiliers and Artillery. The 
Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company was incorporated in 
1638, and the election of a captain and officers of it for the year 
is on the first Monday in June annually, which is observed here as 
a day of festivity. Several officers in the American army, who 
signalized themselves in the late war, received their first knowl- 
edge of tactics in this military school. 

Boston was settled as early as 1631; from Charlestown it was 
called Shaumut by the Indians; Trimountain by the settlers in 
Charlestown, from the view of its three hills; and had its present 
name in token of respect to the Rev. Mr. Cotton, a minister of 
Boston in England, and afterwards minister of the first church 
here. Boston was greatly damaged by an earthquake on October 
29, 1727, and since that time it has suffered severely by numerous 
fires, the houses being mostly built of wood. The last fire hap- 
pened July 50, 1794, and consumed 96 houses, ropewalks, &e. 
and the account of losses given in by the sufferers amounted to 
209,861 doliars. 

It was in Boston that the Revolution originated which gave 
Independence to America, and from thence flew like an electrical 
shock throughout the Union. It suffered much, at the commence- 
ment of the war, by the loss of an extensive trade, and other 
calamities. Boston feels a pride in having given birth to Ben- 
jamin Franklin, and a number of other patriots, who were among 
the most active and influential characters in effecting the revolu- 
tion.

CONCERNING THE ESTABLISHMENT 


OF WEEKLY PAYMENTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-six. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FOURTEEN OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1885. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


‘ Section 1. Chapter fourteen of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1885 is hereby amended by striking out section five of 
said chapter, and inserting the following in place thereof, 
namely : — 

“Srot. 5. The pay-rolls of the employees in all depart- 
ments shall be made up from July first to July eighth, 18386, 
inclusive, and thereafter weekly, to and including Thursday 
in each week. The pay-rolls, with a requisition for their 
payment, shall be sent to the City Auditor within forty-eight 
hours of the close of the period covered by such pay-rolls ; 
after the examination required in section four he shall, if the 
pay-rolls are correct, approve the same. The Mayor shall, 
if satisfied of their correctness, sign each day a warrant for 
the City Treasurer to pay the amounts so approved by the 
City Auditor during that day. No person whose payment 
weekly is not required by law shall be obliged to receive 
such weekly payment if he notifies the Auditor to place his 
name on a monthly pay-roll in the manner heretofore in 
use.” :

In Board oF ALDERMEN, July 1, 1886. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit the Jail and other houses of detention within 
the county of Suffolk, and to make the examination and in- 
spection required by law, respectfully submit their first semi- 
annual report. 


Ay Way 


The committee visited this institution June 22 and found 
it contained 139 inmates, — males, 115; females 24. Three 
inmates have died during the year. Since last inspected the 
new library and dispensary cases have been built, and 159 
volumes have been purchased for the present library. Every 
department was found in excellent condition, and none of 
the prisoners had any complaints to make. ‘The committee 
desire to call attention to the large windows of the jail, as 
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has been done by previous committees for several years, and 
urge the necessity of immediate repairs being made. 


MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


The committee visited this institution on June 23, find- 
ing 240 boys and 144 girls,—a total of 384. The Superintend- 
ent of the Home was not present at the time of the inspec- 
tion; but the entire building was carefully observed, under 
the direction of his assistant, and found to be neat and 
orderly throughout. 


HouskE OF CORRECTION. 


This institution was visited June 23, at which time the 
number of prisoners was, males, 880; females, 70; total, 
450, showing a decrease of 94 since last report. Every por- 
tion of the institution was found to be in the most perfect 
order, and all hands were employed upon a class of good, 
paying work. ‘The health of the institution was exceedingly 
good, there being no deaths since last report. The 
discipline of the institution was excellent, the food of good 
quality and of sufficient quantity. 


Lunatic Hosprrat. 


This institution was also visited on the 23d of June. The 
total number of inmates was found to be, males, 115; females, 
120; total, 235. On the previous visit the attention of the 
committee was called to the overcrowded state of this in- 
stitution, and yet there was found to be nine patients more 
on this visit than at that time. Great credit should be given 
to the resident physician, Dr. Fisher, and his corps of assist- 
ants, for the careful and skilful attendance given to the 
patients. The committee desire to urge all due speed possi- 
ble to be used in the completion of the buildings on Long 
Island, in order that this institution may be partially relieved 
by a transfer of a portion of the inmates to Austin Farm. 


Houses oF Inpustry AND REFORMATION AND TRUANT— 
SCHOOL. 


The committee visited the institution at the Island on 
June 24, and found the inmates of the several institutions to 
be as follows: House of Industry to date, — men, 70; 
women, 260; total, 330. House of Reformation, — boys, 64; 
girls, 8; total, 72. Truant-School, 106. 
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Ft ‘The committee found the. fistiendons een with the 
same degree of excellence as on previous visits. Although 
at present the number of inmates is less than on the previous 


. visit, yet at certain seasons of the year the House of Industry 
is overcrowded, and must be enlarged at no distant period.

To the City Council: — 


In the semi-annual report of this Board, submitted to the 
City Council Feb. 1, 1886, attention was called to the peti- 
tion which had been presented to the General Court by 
gentlemen interested in securing accommodations for the 
registries of probate and of deeds in the new court building. 
The result of this application was the passage of an act 
(Chapter 122 of the Acts of 1886) granting authority to the 
Court-House Commissioners to take certain additional 
estates in Pemberton square and in Somerset street, and 
increasing the limit of the cost of the building from $1,200,- 
000 to $1,500,000. 

It had been hoped and expected by this Board, until quite 
recently, that ample provision for the registries would be 

made in the old Couri-House when it was vacated by the 
courts. 

The general opposition to this plan, and the urgent neces- 
sity for the enlargement of the accommodations for these 
registries seemed to leave no other alternative but the taking 
of the additional estates, and making such change in the 
plans as would provide for the accommodations required. 

With the approval of His Honor the Mayor, the Board did, 
therefore, on the 20th inst., take, in the manner prescribed 
by law, the three remaining estates on the westerly side of 


Pemberton square, and the four on Somerset street, men- 


tioned in the act of the Legislature. 

These estates, together with an intervening passage-way, 
contain 18,556 square feet, and were assessed for taxation 
last year $213,200. 

This increase in the area of the site made necessary a radi- 
cal change in the plans, in effecting which the Lowell estate 
at the northerly end of Pemberton square, taken last year, 
was found to be no longer needed, and an agreement was 
made to abandon and reconvey the same, without expense to 
the city, to the former owners, upon securing the proper 
authority from the Legislature. The estate so abandoned 
contains 5,354 square feet, and was assessed last year for 
$60,000, the former owners asking from the city, in settle- 
ment for the same, $90,000. 

The site for the new Court building and yard, including 
the land last taken, will contain 85,764 square feet, the 
building covering nearly three-fourths of this area. 

The demolition of the old buildings is progressing as rapidly 
as possible, and the excavation for the foundation at the 
northerly end of the lot will soon commence. 
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In the settlement for the additional estates taken, and to 
cover the contracts which should be made during the next 
financial year for the prosecution of the work upon the build- 
ing, an additional appropriation of $800,000 should be 
authorized. 

Of the twenty-one estates taken last year for the Court- 
House site payment has been made for eleven, one has been 
surrendered to the former owners; leaving nine to settle for, 
the appraised value of which is $295,000. 

The balance of the appropriation at the present time is 
$415,175.91.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE ACCOMMODATIONS FOR REGISTRIES 
OF DEEDS AND PROBATE IN CONNECTION WITH THE

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court

Section 1. Chapter three hundred and seventy-seven of

PREVENTION OF FLOODS IN THE 
VALLEY OF STONY BROOK. 


A REPORT BY A COMMISSION CONSISTING OF 
JAMES B. FRANCIS, C.E., ELIOT C. 
CLARKE, C.E., AND CLEMENS 
HERSCHEL, 0.2. 


To His Honor Hueu O’Brien, Mayor of Boston: — 


Sir, — We were appointed Commissioners by you, in 
accordance with the following order of the City Council: — 


Frspruary 15, 1886. 
* Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 


appoint a commission of three persons, who shall examine 
the whole subject of the surface-drainage of the section of the 
city flooded during the late storm, and see if a plan can be 
devised for preventing such floods in the future ; the expense 
of such commission to be paid from the appropriation for 
Incidentals.” 

Having attended to the duties required by the order, we 
respectfully submit the following report : — 

It will facilitate an intelligent comprehension of the prob- 
lems presented, to state briefly the conditions at present exist- 
ing, and the way in which such conditions have arisen. 
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As shown on Plate I. the water-shed of Stony brook ex- 
tends about seven miles, from within the town of Hyde Park, 
down to the Back Bay park in Boston, and comprises a total 
area of about 13.92 square miles. This area can again be 
divided into several subsidiary parts, tributary to the various 
branches or to different portions of the main stream. 
Stony brook is maintained by the rain which falls on this 
water-shed, and which reaches the stream either promptly . 
through surface affluents, or more slowly through subter- 
ranean channels. During the summer droughts the flow 
diminishes to a fractional part of one cubic foot of water per 
second ; during heavy freshets it may increase to a thousand 
or more cubic feet per second. 

The immediate channels of the main and principal tributary 
brooks are not, and never have been, large enough to con- 
tain the flow during freshets. At such times the brooks 
overflow their banks, and spread out over adjoining meadow- 
lands, which are covered from one to several feet deep. 
These areas of meadow land subject to flooding are indicated 
on Plate I., and the following table gives an approximate 
statement of their extent in acres : —

In the original state of the brook and before its surround- 
ings had been modified by human agency, the variations of 
flow were not so great as at present. The rough condition of 
the land, covered with trees and bushes, retarded the flow 
of surface-water, thus lessening the rate at which the water 
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reached the brook, and more of the rain soaked into the 
eround, to be contributed slowly to the stream during 
droughts. In proportion as the surface of the water-shed 
has heen modified, to meet the needs of population, the rate 
at which water flows into the water-courses has increased, 


and will continue to increase in the future. 

As houses, yards, walks, avenues, and streets multiply, 
the surface of the ground becomes smoother and more imper- 
vious, so that less of the rain soaks into it. The street 
gutters and drains quickly carry into the brook rain-water 
which before had been absorbed by the earth or had been so 
delayed in its passage that water from areas near to the 
channel had time to flow off before that from more remote 
regions arrived. 

Besides these general causes certain specific changes have 
been made which have increased the tendency to flooding in 
the upper portion of the valley, and by storing the water 
there have diminished the rate at which it reaches the lower 
part of the brook. 

The streets crossing the main valley have been provided 
with bridges or culverts where they pass over the brook. 
Sixteen such structures exist between Pynchonstreetand Hyde 
Park. Although most of these culverts have been enlarged 
during the last few years, they were not large enough to let 
pass the water due to the freshet of last February as fast as 
it arrived. At that time nearly every street acted as a dam 
to flood the meadows above it. Cross sections of all of 
these culverts are shown on Plate III. It will be noticed 
that the water-ways of many of them have been diminished 
by putting water or sewer pipes through them. The effect 
of these structures during the February freshet will be un- 
derstood by referring to Plate II., which is a profile along the 
channel of the brook, showing, in blue, the height at which 
the water stood during the freshet. The obstruction caused 
by an insufficient culvert is indicated by the difference in 
height of the water above and below it. The frictional 
resistance offered by any portion of the channel is indicated 
by the amount of surface inclination, or by the hydraulic 
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gradient (shown by a broken line) where the culvert was 
running full, and under pressure. 

The mouth of the brook, originally, was in Roxbury, just 
below Elmwood street. Here it emptied into tide-water, 
discharging into a tidal estuary which reached this point 
from the full basin of Back Bay, by winding through low 
marsh lands liable to be flooded at high tide. 

From time to time, as these marsh lands were artificially 
raised and built upon, the tidal channel into which the brook. 
emptied was considered a nuisance, and was filled and oblit- 
erated. At the same times the brook itself was extended 
about a mile, by building new covered channels of stone. 
The shapes and sizes of different sections of this channel are 
shown on Plate IV., Figs. 50 to 61. 

As will be seen, different sections differ considerably in 
shape, size, and methods of construction; and, as a whole, 
the channel is very irregular, and not well fitted for the 
rapid conveyance of water. Its capacity for discharge, with 
any reasonable head, is about one-tenth of the rate at which 
water may be contributed to the brook by the whole water- 
shed. At the times when it was built, however, the small 
culverts of streets crossing the brook farther up, caused the 
greater part of the water during freshets to be dammed back 
upon the meadows, whence it came down no faster than the 
lower channel was able to deliver it. 

A final important change in the condition of the brook was 
made lately by the city of Boston in straightening, enlarg- 
ing, and improving the channel for about three miles above 
the lower covered channel built by Roxbury. Different 
portions of the improved channel varied considerably in 
respect to shape and methods of construction. Character- 
istic sections of it are shown on Plates III. and IV., Figs. 
5 to 37. 

As a whole the new channel has a capacity for carrying 
much less water than may be contributed by the water-shed in 
time of extreme freshet, but very much more than the capacity 
of the old channel which it replaced, and entirely beyond that 
of the covered channel below Elmwood street.

This will be readily understood by an inspection and com- 
parison of the different cross sections of the channel, shown 
on Plates III. andIV. These are selected from a much larger 
number which we have had measured, and are intended to 
give an idea of the sizes of all parts of the whole channel 
of Stony brook, from Hyde Park down to the final outlet 
through Back Bay park into Charles river. It will be 
noticed that, as a rule, the upper parts of the channel, which 
receive least water, are the largest and best fitted for its 
conveyance, and that the lower portion which must receive 
the flood from the whole water-shed is small and irregular. 

The first considerable freshet which occurred after the 
improvement of the upper channel came in February of the 
present year. Jain began to fall at 7.45 A.M. on the 10th, 
and continued falling till 2.45 P.M. of the 13th. The 
total precipitation, as deduced from the records taken in 
the vicinity, was 5.86 inches, to which must be added about 
two inches for melted snow and ice. The new channel 
proved entirely inadequate for removing this amount of 
water, and all of the meadows about the main and tributary 
streams shown on Plate I. were flooded, in some cases up to 
six or more feet in depth. A special examination made by 
us showed that along the line of the main brook within the - 
city limits, and above Tremont street, the water entered 
191 dwellings and other buildings ; most of them being within 
the limits of West Roxbury. 

Although the new channel was incapable of providing for 
all of the water, it carried a much larger quantity than before 
its improvement. Careful estimates, based upon many 
flood-marks, and the best information obtainable, show 
that about 500 cubic feet of water a second flowed through the 
Pynchon-street culverts. This was much more than the cov- 
ered channel below Elmwood street was able to care for, 
although the water at its upper end stood several feet above 
its top, and the total fall through it was about eleven feet at 
high tide. The water, therefore, rose and overflowed about 
63 acres of low territory in the vicinity of and below Elm- 
wood street, flooding yards, buildings, and streets. The 
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Inspector of Buildings reports that 1,437 buildings in this 
district, occupied by 3,090 families, were affected. 

It may be useful to refer to two erroneous opinions 
which seem to be held by some persons, and have been 
alluded to in the daily press. These are: that part of the 
trouble was caused by the intercepting sewer, and also by 
the height of water in the ponds of the Back Bay park. 

No water whatever was contributed by the intercepting 
sewer. On the contrary, an indeterminate amount, probably 
-approximating to fifty cubic feet per second, flowed off 
through that sewer during the storm. After the storm had 
ceased, when the whole capacity of the Main Drainage 
pumping-station could be applied to relieving the flooded 
district, and when some regulating apparatus, which is a 
part of the system, had been removed, about 150 cubic feet 
per second were drawn off in that way, and the duration of 
the flood was thus lessened, as could have been done by 
no other method. 

As already stated, the covered channel was only able to 
convey a part of the flood, even with an eleven-foot head. 
Observations made during the flood showed that fluctuations 
in the elevation of the park pond produced a barely percep- 
tible effect upon the water above. If the surface of the 
pond could have been maintained at a level with the tide 
at all stages it would have had little effect upon the height 
of water in the flooded district. 

After these preliminary statements we reach our real object 
which is to devise a plan to prevent such floods in the future. 
It is evident that the first step is to determine how much 
water should be provided for.

The other formulas appear to be deduced from observations 
at various localities in India, in which the areas of the water- 
sheds are very large, and in most of which the rainfall at cer- | 
tain seasons far exceeds the amount here. 

The results of the several formulas are very discordant, as, 
indeed, is to be expected, coming as they do from locali- 
ties differing widely in the essential characteristics on which 
the results depend. In our own neighborhood, except by 
accident, no two water-sheds would give the same maximum 
flood discharge from the same area ; and even the same water- 
shed, under different conditions as to season, amount of 
frost and snow, previous saturation, etc., might yield flood- 
discharges, with rainfalls of similar duration and intensity, 
twice as great in one case as in the other.

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It being obWious that we could not rely on the recorded 
formulas as a means of estimating the maximum flood dis- 
charge to be provided for, we have endeavored to arrive at it 
by a special study of the valley of Stony brook and of the 
circumstances attending the flood of February last, together 
with such other data as we could obtain bearing on the 
case. 

The following table gives the amount of rainfall reported 
at stations within a few miles of the Stony-brook valley 
during the storm between 10th and 14th of February, 
1886 : —

In addition to the rainfall there were snow and ice on 
the ground, the amount of which cannot be exactly 
determined. Prof. Upton says, “Several persons have inde- 
pendently estimated that the equivalent of two inches of 
water was obtained from the snow and ice. This estimate is 
not excessive, and may be adopted for the region where the 
rainfall was greatest.” 

Information derived from a variety of sources shows that 
it was about the same on the Stony-brook water-shed ; but 
some of it had, no doubt, disappeared before the commence- 
ment of the twenty-four hours of greatest rainfall. The 
remaining snow must have acted as a sponge and retained a 
portion of the previous rainfall, to flow off with that which fell 
during the twenty-four hours, during which time the ice and 
snow all disappeared, and probably the rain, together with 
the melted snow and ice, for the twenty-four hours, was 
fully six inches. There had been heavy rain immediately 
previous to this twenty-four hours, which must have partially 
filled the streams, and the ground being either frozen or 
where not frozen, thoroughly saturated, the circumstances 
were favorable for a large part of the water flowing off the 
ground immediately into the water-courses, or accumulating 
in low places. We estimate that about three-quarters of it 
flowed off the ground on which it fell in twenty-four hours, 
which for the entire water-shed of 12.727 square miles is 
equivalent to a flow of 1,540 cubic feet per second ; but only 
a portion of this quantity reached the lower end of the brook 
in twenty-four hours, the greater part being held back in the 
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meadows in consequence of the small size of the street cul- 
verts, and the channel of the brook. 

There is, however, a liability to a much greater rainfall. 

Professor Upton, in the paper above referred to, reports 
that in parts of Rhode Island and Connecticut, on an area of 
750 square miles, or about sixty times that of the Stony-brook 
water-shed, over eight inches of rain fell in the storm of 
February 10 to 14, last, to which should be added the snow 
and ice previously on the ground, which he reports as equal 
to two inches of water, making a total, equivalent to over 
ten inches of rainfall in the whole storm. Of this, eight 
inches may be taken as the maximum amount in twenty- 
four hours. <A similar rainfall on the Stony-brook 'water- 
shed would cause a flow off the ground of about 2,050 cubic 
feet per second. 

In the storm of October 3 and 4, 1869, it is on record that 
from 9 to 12.35 inches of rain fell in the vicinity of Hart- 
ford, Conn., on an area of 1,046 square miles, in about thirty 
hours, or an average of about 218 cubic feet per second per 
square mile; a similar rainfall on the water-shed of Stony- 
brook would amount to 2,774 cubic feet per second. 

The greatest rainfall in this vicinity, of which we find any 
record, was at Waltham, in a shower on the afternoon of 
August 21, 1860, when the Boston Manufacturing Compa- 
ny’s record shows a fall of 5.63 inches in three hours, or at 
the rate of 1,211 cubic feet per second per square mile. <A 
similar rainfall, on the entire area of the Stony-brook water- 
shed, would amount to 15,412 cubic feet per second. This 
great rainfall was undoubtedly confined to a comparatively 
small area. By reference to other rain-gauge records, kept 
in this part of the State, we find the total rainfall of the 
same day to have been as follows : —

corded, with the following memoranda: “21st. Continued 
and heavy thunder, with abundant rain, began at 10 A. M. 
22d. Accounts from Waltham give intelligence of a most 
violent storm in that neighborhood yesterday ; the quantity 
of rain which fell was six inches; in several places the roads 
were so washed away as to be impassable, and the crops 
flooded with water. In Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, etc., 
the quantity of rain was not unusually large.” 

We are of opinion, however, that while the probability of 
a rainfall of such intensity and duration as the Waltham 
shower, extending over the whole or any large portion of the 
Stony-brook water-shed, is too remote to warrant the great 
expense that would have to be incurred to fully provide for 
it, it is not unreasonable to expect that it may occur with equal 
severity on an area of one or two square miles, with a less 
amount on adjoining areas; and if this should be on a part 
of the water-shed closely built over, the effect of which is 
to cause the rainfall to flow off rapidly into the stream, a 
maximum flow of two or three thousand cubic feet per sec- 
ond would result. 

It might be thought that the greatest flood would be caused 
by a heavy, warm rain falling on frozen ground covered with 
snow ; but the greatest flood in the Merrimack river, of which 
there is any knowledge, certainly for more than one hundred 
and fifty years, was in the month of October, and was caused 
by a continuous, southerly, heavy rain of about forty-eight 
hours’ duration. 

On a mature consideration of all the conditions that occur 
to us, but without undertaking to provide for remote possi- 
bilities, we are of opinion that a rainfall of twelve inches in 
twenty-four hours, or its equivalent in rain, melted snow and 
ice should be provided for. The proportion of this that would 
flow off in the stream during the same time depends largely 
upon the condition of the valley. In its present condition 
probably not more than one-quarter of the whole amount 
would reach the lower end of the valley; the larger part of 
the remainder would be held back in the meadows, and other 
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low places to flow off gradually, as in the flood of February 
last.. Improvements will, no doubt, be made at an early day 
to prevent this; and, of course a proportionally larger quan- 
tity will flow off ina given time. As the land becomes oc- 
cupied by buildings, and assumes an urban character, with 
houses close together and with paved streets, or even if the 
surface is merely laid out as a park, with drive-ways and sub- 
soil drains, a still larger proportion will flow off ina given 
time, until, ultimately, if the city continues to grow in that 
direction as it has done, we estimate that, in a rainfall such 
as we are considering, the maximum flow in the stream 
would be about three-fourths of the rainfall during the same 
length of time. 

The flow in the stream would not be synchronous with the 
rainfall, but later ; and, as the storm progressed, the tendency 
would be for the rate of flow to approach the rate of the rain- 
fall, and, if the rain continued to fall indefinitely at a uniform 
rate, the flow in the stream and rainfall would, after a certain 
interval, be nearly the same. 

Twelve inches’ rainfall in twenty-four hours on the water- 
shed of Stony brook is at the rate of 4,107 cubic feet per 
second. In the present condition of the stream above the 
Pynchon-street culvert, we are of opinion that the maxi- 
mum flood at that point would correspond to about one-fourth 
of that rate, or say 1,000 cubic feet per second; and when 
the channels of Stony brook and its tributaries above the 
culvert are improved to an extent to relieve the meadows 
from being flooded, we estimate that the maximum flow in 
the stream would be at about one-half the rate of the rain- 
fall, or say 2,000 cubic feet per second, and ultimately, when 
the valley is all closely built upon, the rate of flow would be 
equal to three-fourths of the rainfall, or about 3,000 cubic 
feet per second. 


PROVISION FOR FLoopD DISCHARGE. 


We assume that the channels of the main stream and 
tributaries above Tremont street will be improved, from time 
to time, in order to do away with the flooding of low lands 
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in West Roxbury, so that in providing at present for the 
water below that point, it will be expedient to provide for 
the quantity which will flow there after that improvement has 
been completed. On the other hand, we do not think it 
necessary to provide at present for the quantity that may 
flow in the distant future, when the whole water-shed shall 
be solidly built up; but only to point out a method by which 
further relief can then be obtained should it prove necessary. 

We therefore have, as data upon which to devise our 
present methods of relief, 2,000 cubic feet of water a second 
to be disposed of at the lower end of the water-shed near 
Tremont street, and a gradually diminishing quantity as we 
ascend the brook, amounting at the confluence of the Frank- 
lin-park branch brook and the main stream, to about 900 
cubic feet a second. 

How can this amount of water be disposed of? It is evi- 
dent that there are but two ways in which it can be done. 

1. By providing one or more channels of sufficient capac- 
ity to convey to the sea all of the water as quickly as it 
arrives. 

2. By providing one or more storage-basins, in which 
flood-water during storms can be stored, and be let off gradu- 
ally through the present or other small channels. 

The second of these methods will be first considered. 

As has been before stated, about 700 acres of low land 
were flooded, and served as storage-basins, during the 
February freshet. The average depth of water in these 
basins is estimated to have been about four feet. The water 
was retained in them by the city streets, which acted as 
dams. Notwithstanding this large amount of storage, more 
water flowed down upon the city than could be carried off by 
the present channel. It is obvious, therefore, that to obtain 
relief by this method from similar freshets (and even greater 
ones may be anticipated), it would be necessary either to 
provide basins of larger area or to make the water in them 
stand much higher. The height at which the water stood in 
February was sufficient to cause damage by flooding many 
streets and buildings, and it could not stand higher without 
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causing more damage. It would hardly be possible to 
find much larger areas, aggregating say 1,000 acres, 
where shallow basins, that would not cause great damage, 
could be constructed. A large number of dams, with their 
gates and other appurtenances would be needed, and it would 


be difficult to ensure that they should be in efficient working 


-_ condition on the rare occasions when they would be required. 


Moreover, the only available places for storage are in the 
upper portions of the water-shed, above Forest Hills, and so 
much water would be contributed to the brook below that 
point that the building of such basins would not obviate the 
necessity and expense of enlarging the channels in the lower 
part of the valley. In any case, the cost of securing the land, 
removing buildings, raising streets, building dams, etc., 
would entail an expense which would reach several million 
dollars, or much more than would be needed to obtain re- 
lief by other methods. 

There remains to consider the only alternative method,— 
that of providing one or more channels by which the 
water can be removed to the sea as fast as it arrives. 

Shall there be a single channel or shall there be more 
than one? 

It is evident that the only outlet for the lower portion of 
the water-shed is in the direction of natural flowage into 
Charles river. “The upper portion of the water-shed, how- 
ever, is nearer to Neponset river, although separated from it 
by an elevated dividing ridge. It was thought that the feasi- 
bility of diverting water from this portion into the Neponset 
was worth considering. Surveys to this end were accord- 
ingly made. ‘The elevations were determined of all parts of 
Stony brook and of the neighboring parts of Neponset river 
at its ordinary stage, and also during freshets. 

The farthest point up Neponset river at which the eleva- 
tion of flood water is lower than that of Stony brook, where it 
would be desirable to divert it, is below the Central-avenue 
dam at Milton Lower Mills. The elevation of the water at 
this point during the February freshet, was 24.61 feet above 
Boston city base, or approximate mean low-water of the sea. 
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The elevation of Stony brook at the confluence of the main 
stream and the Franklin-park branch is 33.2 above the same 
datum. Between the two points, therefore, is a fall of 
about nine feet. The distance between them is about 13,400 
feet. This would give a fall of about one foot in 1,500, 
which would afford sufficient inclination for a conduit to 
divert the brook water to the river. The total area of that 
portion of the water-shed which feeds the brook at this point 
is 38,552 acres, and on our assumption of the quantity of 
flood-water to be provided for, as soon as the brook channels 
are so improved as to prevent flooding, this area would fur- 
nish 895 cubic feet of water a second during extreme freshets. 
In the distant future, when (if ever) the area was solidly built 
upon, the quantity would be 1,342 cubic feet. Building a 
conduit to divert the former quantity to Neponset river 
would lessen by so much, the quantity at present to be pro- 
vided for below, reducing it to about 1,100 cubic feet a 
second. 

This would be a great advantage, and surveys and estimates 
were made to ascertain how much it would cost to secure it. 
The most favorable location for any such conduit is indicated 
on Plate I. Starting at the junction of the Franklin-park 
branch with the main stream, the line first follows the low 
land bordering the former brook up to Walk Hill street, 
a distance of about 2,200 feet. Thence the line follows 
Walk Hill street to Back street, and thence continues on a 
nearly direct line across private property to Neponset river, 
just east of Central avenue. For nearly the whole distance 
after reaching Walk Hill street, or about 11,000 feet, the 
surface of the ground is forty or more feet above the level of 
the proposed conduit, and it would be necessary to build the 
latter by tunnelling. Itsinternal diameter, if lined with brick- 
work, would be about 13 feet, and if unlined where it passed 
through solid rock, about 16 or 17 feet. 

It was not considered necessary to ascertain the character 
of the ground to be penetrated more exactly than could be 
done from surface indications. Evidently a portion of the 
tunnelling would be through rock, and other portions through 
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gravel and soft ground where much water would be met with. 
Even supposing that the conditions affecting the work should 


turn out more favorable than could be anticipated, approxi- 


mative estimates showed that the cost of the work could not 
be assumed to be less than $1,000,000, and might exceed that 
sum. 

As the channels below, in Roxbury, are too small to care 
for the 1,100 cubic feet a second, which might still flow down 
to them, the building of a conduit to Neponset river would 
not do away with the necessity of providing a new channel 
in the lower portion of the water-shed. Its only advantage 
would be in lessening the extent of new channel which would 


be required below, and permitting a smaller channel of 1,100 


cubie feet capacity to be built in Roxbury, instead of one of 
2,000 feet capacity. The saving in cost, however, would be 
very much less than the $1,000,000 or more required for the 
Neponset conduit. 

Although we do not deem it etl at present to divert 
water from Stony brook to Neponset river, the feasibility 
of the scheme is of considerable value. It permits adopting 
measures for present relief without reference to possible 
remote future contingencies ; since, should such contingencies 
ever arise, this method for further relief will always be 
available. 

Having thus eliminated all other remedial arrangements, 
it remains to devise a channel of sufficient capacity to 
convey safely to Charles river the flood-water of the 
whole water-shed. The wording of the order under which 
we act requires us to devise a plan which will do away with 
liability to flooding throughout the whole extent of Stony 
brook within the city. As, however, far the most damage 
was from flooding in Roxbury, and the most urgent need 
is for protection from a similar catastrophe in that region, 
we think it probable that remedial measures to that end 
may be desired first, and the protection of the upper 
valley may be left to be accomplished somewhat later. 
Accordingly we shall divide our consideration of plans into 
two parts : — 
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1. A plan for preventing flooding in Roxbury below the 
Tremont-street crossing. | 

2. An extension of the foregoing plan, to prevent flooding 
above the Tremont-street crossing, chiefly in West Roxbury. 

In its present state above Tremont street, Stony brook, in 
time of freshet, may yield 1,000 cubic feet of water per 
second. As the channel and street-culverts above are en- 
larged this amount may increase to 2,000 cubic feet a 
second. Ifa newchannel of 1,000 cubic feet capacity were 
provided it would answer present emergencies, but would | 
soon prove inadequate. In the interest of true economy it 
is necessary to build achannel large enough for future needs, 
that is, one capable of safely discharging 2,000 cubic feet of 
water each second. 

Several interdependent elements enter into the proper de- 
signing of such a channel : — 

1. Its inclination, or, more strictly, its hydraulic 
gradient. 

2. Its size and shape. 

3. Its mode of construction and the quality of its interior 
surface. | 

4. Its location and the character of the ground in which 
it is situated. | 

The size of channel required to discharge any given 
quantity of water is chiefly governed by the inclination 
which can be secured. The inclination is determined by the 
comparative elevation of the surface of the water at the 
upper and lower ends, respectively, of the conduit. In this 
case the elevation at the lower end of the conduit will be 
that of the water in Charles river, or of the pond in the 
Back Bay park, connecting with Charles river. The river 
being a tidal stream, its elevation is constantly varying, and 
to be safe its elevation at high tide must be taken. The 
rise of the tide itself varies considerably. The average rise 
is about 10.44 feet above Boston city base. In April, 1851, 
what is known as the Minot’s ledge tide rose to 15.66 feet 
above city base. The chance of an extreme freshet on Stony 
brook water-shed occurring at precisely the same time as 
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such an unusual tide is so slight that it would be an un- 
reasonable precaution to assume 15.66 as the elevation of 
the water in the river. 

The following table, compiled from data furnished by the 
United States Coast Survey, shows the number of tides 
which have risen above the elevations given, during a period 
of eighteen years : —

Less than 13 feet high the number increases very greatly. 
Considering the chances, we think it reasonable to design 
the works required, on the assumption that the tide in 
Charles river will not be higher than Grade 13 during the 
occurrence of an extreme freshet. 

In deciding where to place the outlet of the new channel, 
we first notice that Charles river is nearly twice as far from 
the upper end of the proposed new structure as is the pond 
in Back Bay park. It would be impracticable to build any 
new channel within or parallel to the park which would 
have as great capacity and require as little inclination as will 
that already furnished by the park pond. The available fall 
to the park pond would be five feet and to the Charles river 
would be but one foot more, or six feet. Consequently, a 
channel to reach Charles river, having less inclination, must 
be considerably larger, and, being nearly twice as long, 
would be more than twice as costly as one ending at the 
park pond. 

About one foot fall must be allowed for the inclination of 
the water in flowing from the outlet through the pond to 
the river. This will make the height of the water at the 
channel outlet, at high tide, 14 feet above city base, and 
we assume this elevation as that of the water at the lower 
end of the channel. 
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It might be thought that the water in the pond might be 
kept at a lower elevation than that of the river, and that the 
pond might be used as a storage reservoir to receive the 
water of Stony brook during freshets. Calculations based 
upon the area of the pond and the quantity of water which 
may flow during great freshets, after improvements have 
been made, show that the surface of the pond would rise 
faster than the tide, and that nothing could be gained in 
that way. 

Various practical considerations require that the upper end 
of that portion of the new channel first needed to prevent 
flooding in Roxbury, should begin (as shown on Plate I.) 
at the present channel at a point alongside of the Boston 
and Providence Railroad, about 700 feet above the Tremont 
street crossing of the railroad. For reasons which we shall 
explain further on it will be best that the surface of the 
water at this point should not be permitted to rise higher 
than Grade 19. We have, therefore, an available fall of 5 
feet between the upper and lower ends of the new channel. 
The length of the new channel, by the most available line 
which we have been able to select, is about 4,542 feet, and 
the water flowing through it can have an hydraulic inclina- 
tion of about one foot in 900. To discharge 2,000 cubic 
feet of water a second, a well-built brick conduit with: an 
hydraulic inclination of one in 900 must be nearly 17 feet in 
diameter. 

We think it will be easier, cheaper, and more satisfactory 
to build an entirely new conduit, capable of conveying the 
whole flood from the water-shed above Tremont street, than 
it would be to attempt to enlarge sufficiently the present 
channels below that point. When the water at their upper 
end does not rise so high as to flood the Boston Belting Co. 
the present covered channels, at high tide, cannot dis- 
charge more than 200 cubic feet a second, or no more than 
may still reach them from city areas, which must always be 
tributary to them. To enlarge them so that they could ac- 
commodate 2,000 cubic feet more, would imply entirely 
rebuilding them at a cost very much greater than that of a 
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separate conduit. Elevations taken at the Boston Belting 
Co.’s yard, on the line of the brook, a little below Tremont 
street, show that the water cannot rise above Grade 15 with- 
out beginning to flood basements and cause damage. As it 
may stand at Grade 14, at the outlet in Back Bay park, but 
one foot fall would be available by this route as against five 
feet by the route selected, which is somewhat shorter. This 
lack of sufficient fall would require a channel on the old 
location to be twice as large as the one we propose. It 
would be too large for the streets in which are the present 
channels, and would require encroaching on the houses on 
either side. It would be built under the disadvantage of 
being obliged to maintain the flow of the brook through or 
around the new work. From the upper end of the proposed 
improvement to the outlet in Back Bay pond, the length of 
the new channel will be 4,542 feet; while the length of the 
old channel, below the same point, is 6,400 feet. Thus by 
adopting the new route a large saving in distance is effected. 

It has been suggested that the brick conduit, in Tremont 
street and Linden park, which supplements a part of the old 
channel, might advantageously be extended down Tremont 
street to reach the lower half of the covered stone channels, 
where they are a little larger than above. Doubtless a little 
more water could be removed in that way than as at present, 
but the quantity would be so small in proportion to the 
capacity needed, that the occurrence of floods would not be 
obviated. 

A number of routes for the proposed new channel were 
examined. ‘That finally selected is shown on Plate I., where 
is also given a longitudinal section indicating the elevation 
of the conduit relative to the earth surface and the geologi- 
eal character of the ground through which it will pass. The 
upper end of the conduit is located about 700 feet above the 
Tremont-street crossing of the Boston & Providence Railroad. 
The connection between the old and new channels should be so 
made that a moderate quantity of water, equal to that flowing in 
the brook at its ordinary stage, and sufficient for the use of the 
Boston Belting Company, shall always flow down by the old 
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way. Water is to overflow into the new channel only when 
its quantity is in excess of what the old channel can dispose 
of without doing damage. At this point provision should 
be made for intercepting and removing floating substances, 
gravel, and miscellaneous rubbish brought down by the 
brook. 

The general shape of the upper portion of the pro- 
posed new conduit is shown on Plate V., Fig. 1. The 
mode of construction will, of course, be varied to meet 
the requirements of the different kinds of ground in 
which it will be situated. The line first crosses the tracks 
of the Boston & Providence Railroad, and follows the 
westerly side of the railroad location to Tremont. street. 
For most of this distance the conduit will be surrounded by 
solid rock, and the side-walls can be omitted, the trench 
being blasted out just wide enough to permit putting in 
smooth brick side-linings at the required dimensions. Cross- 
ing Tremont street and continuing in solid ledge rock, the 
conduit is to be built on a nearly direct line across private 
land to the head of Halleck street. Passing down Halleck 
street, where side-walls will be required, the conduit turns 
by an easy curve into Prentiss street, which it follows to its 
junction with Parker street. Just before reaching the latter 
point the street surface falls, so that the arch of the single 
conduit would come too near to the top of the ground. 
The structure cannot be lowered sufficiently to avoid this 
without interfering too much with the proposed main 
drainage sewer which must eventually be built in Huntington 
avenue, to reach Longwood and Brighton. 

Just before entering Parker street it will, therefore, be 
necessary to change the shape of the conduit and to substi- 
tute for it the double structure shown on Plate V., Fig. 2. 
This will require a greater width of excavation, and will be 
somewhat more expensive to build. Continuing down Parker 
street, a point is reached where, for a distance of about 550 
feet, deep beds of mud will be encountered, and a foundation 
on piles will be necessary. Crossing Huntington avenue 
the conduit is located in Huntington entrance of Back Bay 
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park, and its outlet is to be on the border of the park 
pond. Gates or stop-planks must be provided at this point 
so that the pond water can be kept out of the conduit when 
it is to be cleaned. Side entrances, or large man-holes, 
should be built near the lower end of the conduit by which 
it can be entered and through which gravel and other accu- 
mulations can be removed. 

To intercept the sewage furnished by the Parker-street 
common sewer, which otherwise would enter the pond of the 
Back-Bay park, and to furnish a means of emptying the 
water from the proposed new conduit whenever it is neces- 
sary to remove accumulations of gravel and other materials 
therefrom, it will be advisable to extend a branch of the 
main-drainage system from the corner of Huntington avenue 
and Camden street to and under the new conduit. Building 
this sewer as far as and under the present channel of. Stony 
brook is already under consideration by the City Council, at 
an estimated cost of $33,000. The additional length we es- 
timate to cost $14,000. As it is probable that the whole of 
this extension will soon be built, in any event, we have not 
included its cost in the estimate for the new conduit, but have 
given it separately. 

In Parker and Prentiss streets it will be necessary to re- 
model the systems of sewer, water, and gas pipes. Indepen- 
dent sets of such pipes will be needed on each side of the 
street, since the top of the new conduit will be too near the 
surface of the street to allow service-pipes and house-drains 
to pass overit. In Station and Tremont streets the conduit 
will be so low that no essential changes in existing arrange- 
ments will be required. 

By building the above-described conduit the danger of 
flooding to that part of the city below where it begins will 
be done away with. Having regard to present and future 
needs, and to true economy and efficiency, it is our opinion 
that this is the best method of accomplishing the desired 
end. 

We are of opinion that it would be posszble to build this 
conduit in one working season, provided the rock excava- 
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tion were done during the previous winter, and the whole 
work were prosecuted under the most skilful management 
and with the utmost energy. 

We submit below an estimate of the cost of completing 
this section of work. The estimate is based on present 
market rates for materials and labor, and is believed to be 
ample, provided the work is superintended with reasonable 
fidelity and intelligence : —

We next pass to the second part of the problem, which is, 
to devise a remedy for the flooding of land bordering the 
brook in West Roxbury, and in Roxbury above Pynchon 
street. It is easy to finda remedy, but not a cheap one. It 
consists In providing a channel of sufficient capacity to carry 
off the water as fast as it comes, without letting it rise high 
enough to do damage. The only difficulty lies in deciding 
what form of channel, location, and mode of construction will 
prove most economical and most efficient. 

The following table gives the areas of the water-shed above 
certain points on Stony brook, and shows the quantity of 
water which would flow past these points if the water-shed 
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furnished six inches of water in twenty-four hours at a 
uniform rate.

The districts about Stony brook most subject to flooding 
are in West Roxbury above Williams street. From Will- 
jams street down, therefore, the channel must be such as will 
drain these districts, and estimates show that the cheapest 
structure which can be built to do this will be placed some- 
what lower than is necessary to prevent flooding in the 
territory through which it passes. Its depth, however, is of 
great advantage, in that it allows water-pipes and sewers to 
pass over it without interference. 

The broken red line on Plate II. shows the hydraulic 
gradient or maximum flood-line finally determined upon. 
On the same plate is shown in black, the bed of the brook, 
the height of its side-walls or of the surface of the meadows, 
where there are no side-walls, and the positions of the dif- 
ferent pipes crossing it. 

The new channel may be open like the present one (but 
of greater capacity), or it may be a covered conduit. In 
either case its bottom must be considerably lower than that 
of the present channel. As will be seen from the profile, the 
bottom of the present channel is but three or four feet below 
the adopted maximum flood line, and a new channel of suffi- 
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cient capacity, when flowing only three or four feet deep, 
would be wider than it would be practicable to build through 
the territory where it must be situated. 

On Plate VI. are shown sections of the present channel, 
and of open and covered ones, respectively, of sufficient 
capacity to convey safely the flood-water which may flow in 
the brook below where the Bussey-park branch enters it at 
Forest Hills. Above that point less and still less water 
would be received, and a corresponding diminution could be 
made in the size of channel. As the interior surface of the 
open channel is considerably rougher than that of the other, 
the former requires a somewhat larger cross-sectional area. 
Omitting land damages, and with the depth of excavation 
indicated, we estimate the average cost per lineal foot of 
the two channels shown on the plate to be $80.00 for the 
open one, and $79.00 for the covered conduit. 

The slight excess in cost of the open channel over the 
covered one would be increased in several ways. Land dam- 
ages would be larger in the case of the former, on account of 
its greater width, which would cause it to encroach more fre- 
quently upon adjacent buildings, and also because the origi- 
nal surface would not be restored for use as it would be over 
the covered conduit. The wider open channel would entail 
the necessity and expense of street bridges, and of somewhat 
difficult crossings for water, gas and sewer pipes. It also 
would be somewhat less permanent in character, being 
exposed to the action of frost, and would cost more for 
maintenance, 

Moreover, it would be almost impossible to prevent an 
open channel from being used as a place in which to dump 
refuse. The present channel is thus abused. Members of 
this commission, who have waded through it, found it en- — 
cumbered nearly throughout its whole extent with stones and 
gravel, old iron and tin-ware, boots and shoes, boards, 
cart-wheels, dead animals, clothing, and all kinds of mis- 
cellaneous rubbish. Accumulations of such matters in a 
channel interfere very seriously with its capacity for dis- 
charging water.

Comparison between Open and Covered Channels ot 
the same capacity, showing also the relative location and 
size of the present channel between 
Boylston Avenue and Green Street. 

——— JULY, 1886 
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These considerations lead us to advise that, in extending a 
new channel up the valley, it be built as a covered conduit 
as far as the junction of the Bussey-park branch above 
Forest Hills station. Above that point buildings are rare, 
land is cheap, and less water is to be dealt with. If a new 
channel were to be constructed there now, or before the 
character of the district were much altered, an open channel 
would be cheaper. In making an estimate of cost we have, 
however, assumed that a covered one would be built. It cer- 
tainly would be preferable, and by the time any new channel 
there is considered necessary, it probably would be cheaper. 

In extending the proposed lower channel up to the Bussey- 
park brook at Forest Hills, its size and shape remains 
unchanged, the diminution in the quantity of water to be 
carried by it as it ascends the valley being offset by the 
slighter inclinations which are obtainable. Above the 
Bussey-park brook, for a distance of 3,250 feet, the channel 
is diminished in size to 14.5 feet high by 15.5 feet wide. 
At the confluence of the Roslindale branch the structure is 
again diminished to 13 feet high by 14 feet wide, which size 
is maintained for 3,100 feet to the Franklin-park branch. 
Above that point, for 3,250 feet, to the Hyde-Park line, the 
size is 8 feet 11 inches high by 9 feet 6 inches wide. 

The following is the location of the proposed new upper 
channel, so far as we have thought necessary to select it: 
From the upper end of the proposed lower conduit the 
extension of it follows the line of the old channel as far as the 
outlet of the Pynchon-street culvert. Thence the line runs 
through private property, just west of the railroad location, 
to Heath street, into which it turns and reaches the upper 
end of the Pynchon-street culvert. The Pynchon-street 
culvert can be retained as an auxiliary channel, but, 
as it can only flow about half full without allowing the 
surface of the water to rise higher than the high-water 
line adopted, the quantity of water which it can convey 
safely will not be great, and will not much diminish the 
capacity needed for the proposed new conduit parallel to it. 

_ From the upper end of the Pynchon-street culverts to 
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above Boylston street the line of new work must coincide 
very closely with that: of the present channel. Above 
Boylston street it may be preferable, occasionally, to locate 
the new conduit in adjacent low lands, or in streets nearly 
parallel with the brook. The advisability of any such loca- 
tions may be so affected by changes in condition, occurring 
before the new work is built, that we have not thought it 
expedient to indicate any definite location, but have based 
our estimate of cost on the assumption that the line of the 
new conduit will follow that of the present channel. 

When the proposed new lower conduit is extended up the 
valley, water will no longer flow down the old channel to the 
Boston Belting Co. Compensation on this account will 
doubtless be claimed by the company. 

Until the proposed lower conduit from above the Metro- 
politan car-stables in Roxbury to Back Bay shall be built, 
danger of flooding to Roxbury below Elmwood street 
will exist. There is no other way to do away with such 
flooding, due to severe freshets. The danger of flooding, due 
to minor freshets, may, however, be lessened by two pre- 
cautions. One of these is to free the present channel, as 
far as possible, from all obstructions and accumulations which 
lessen its capacity for discharge, and to maintain it in that 
condition. Another is to avoid enlarging the street culverts 
above, by which more water can flow down upon the city. 


SUMMARY. 
Our recommendations may be summarized briefly, thus : — 


1. To prevent floods in Roxbury, at and below the works 
of the Boston Belting Co., we recommend the construction 
of a new channel, of capacity for discharging 2,000 cubic 
feet of water per second, from a point 700 feet above the 
Tremont-street crossing of the Boston and Providence Rail- 
road, to the pond of the Back-Bay park; a distance of 
4,542 feet. We estimate the cost of this section of conduit 
to be $593,880. 

2. Whenever it shall be decided to do away with the 
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danger of flooding in West Roxbury, we recommend that 
the lower section of conduit, just mentioned, be extended up 
to the junction of the Bussey-park brook, above Forest Hills 
station. This section is 13,650 feet long, and we estimate 
its cost (excluding land damages) to be $1,319,851. Above 
the point indicated, the new channel may be continued a 
further distance of 9,600 feet, to the Hyde-Park line, either 
as a covered conduit, at an estimated cost (excluding land 
damages) of $575,475, or as an open channel, as shall then 
prove most expedient and economical. 

3. At some time in the distant future, should West Rox- 
bury be solidly built up, and the conditions of the land sur- 
face become such that the rate of flow into the brook channel, 
in time of extreme freshet, may exceed its capacity; we 
recommend that a conduit, chiefly in tunnel, be built from 
the confluence of the main stream and the Franklin-park 
branch, by a line indicated on Plate I., to Neponset River. 
This we estimate will cost, at present prices, about 
$1,000,000. 

4. Until the lower section of conduit, first referred to, be 
completed, we recommend that no increase in size of the 
street-culverts over the brook, in West Roxbury, be made; 
also, that the present channels below the Belting Co.’s 
works be freed from all obstructions and accumulations, and 
be kept clean by continual care, and that from the upper 
channel everything be removed which might be brought 
down by freshets to clog the lower channel. 


We desire to express our appreciation of the assistance 
we have received from the City Engineer’s department, in 
making surveys and plans and collecting information, and 
especially to Mr. F. P. Stearns, of that department.

FELLOW—COUNTRYMEN : — 


This province began it: I might say this town, for here 


the arch-rebels formed their schemes long ago.

And yet, indeed, this day is set apart not alone 
for thanksgiving, but that we may renew our 
obligations, and pledge anew fealty and devo- 
tion to our country.

Many who 
were a part of our breathing present have been 
anchored in the dead past.

All combinations and associations, under whatever plausible 
character, with the real design to direct, control, counteract, 
or awe the regular deliberation and action of the constituted 
authorities, are of fatal tendency. They serve to organize 
faction, to give it an artificial and extraordinary force; to put 
in the place of the delegated will of the nation the will of 
a party, often a small, but artful and enterprising, minority of 
the community; and, according to the alternate triumphs of 
different parties, to make the public administration the mirror 
of the ill-concerted and incongruous projects of faction, rather 
than the organ of consistent and wholesome plans, digested 
by common counsels, and modified by mutual interests. The 
alternate domination of one faction over another, sharpened by 
the spirit of revenge, natural to party dissension, which, in 
different ages and countries, has perpetrated the most horrid 
enormities, is itself a frightful despotism. It serves always 
to distract the public councils, and enfeeble the public ad- 
ministration. It agitates the community with ill-founded jeal- 
ousies and false alarms; kindles the animosity of one part 
against another, foments occasionally riot and _ insurrection.. 
Let me warn you in the most solemn manner against the 


baneful effects of the spirit of party. 
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Fellow-countrymen, have we heeded this warn- 
ing? Have we not, indeed, suffered each and all 
the results foretold in these prophetic words? 

It need not be questioned that the organization 
of public opinion is necessary, and political parties 
in our land have had in turn their mission and 
justification. But even a dazzling history should 
not blind us to their errors and excesses. 

There are pillars of our Republic which must 
be kept sacred; with new plans, new structures, 
new beauties, these must be preserved. There is 
nothing at last gained which violates the integ- 
rity of the ballot, degrades public virtue, or 
weakens the control of the people over their 
government. 

Have parties protected the ballot? 

The second century of Independence opened 
upon the most painful sight which freedom has 
yet witnessed,—the election of a great people was 
offered by rascally officials in open market, and — 
two political parties were bidding and_ bartering 
for its purchase; again and again, in cities and 
States, the voice of the majority has been sup- 
pressed by fraud and violence; with technicality, 
concealment, bribery, perjury, and force have parties 
overridden the expressed will of the people. We 


have become accustomed to the practice of Legis- 
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latures to ignore returns, and settle contested 
elections by party vote. 

And yet treason itself is hardly more threaten- 
ing to our republic than this crime, which goes 
unpunished in our midst, and is even committed 
by mutual consent. 

What deadly torpor is upon us that we should 
tolerate it? And, if parties practise it, should 
they not die a thousand deaths before. we _ par- 
don the offence? 

Have parties promoted public virtue? 

Let us not recount the gigantic robberies with 
which our politics has been shamed,—the canal 
ring, the Tweed régime, the whiskey ring, the 
Star Route frauds, the corruption of legislators, 
judges, and cabinet officers, the repudiation of 
public debts: the awful record cannot be effaced. 
But this, it will be said, is an old story. How 
old are the indictments of a Board of Aldermen 
in our metropolis for receiving bribes? How old 
the corrupt sales of franchises: in Chicago and 
St. Louis, and the charges of wholesale bribery 
in Ohio and Indiana? How old is our Fisher- 
Hill disgrace? Nay, these things are in our 
midst. 

Has the responsibility of the government to the 


people been maintained? 
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We have seen a helpless minority in the South 
ridden and despoiled by unprincipled servants of 
the government; gross frauds in the departments 
and in Congress condoned and concealed im re- 
ports of partisan committees; great criminals 
untried or acquitted, and frauds upon the ballot 
unpunished. And all these wrongs, hateful as they 
are to the great majority of the people, have 
had the shield or palliation of party power. 

A single one of the great scandals in our 
public gervice would have shaken the govern- 
ments of England, France, or Germany, to their 
foundations. Is corruption, then, an incident of 
freedom? Perish the.thought. Yet, if it has foisted 
itself upon the country, a great duty hes before 
us. This is the one reproach upon our goyern- 
ment. Till it is made a shame the Republic is 
not a success. 

Fellow-citizens, these evils are rooted not in 
the immorality of the nation, but Im a system of 
party management, which is foreign to the prin- 
ciples of a democracy, and which has impercep- 
tibly usurped the free will of the people. While 
political parties should be m our Republic the 
tools of the people, they have become its masters. 
It is difficult to expose the methods by which 
this end has been reached, because they have so 
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long been part of our political life that they 
seem familiar and harmless; but, in truth, we 
shall find that popular elections have been too 
often the puppet-shows of politicians rather than 
the olympics of the Republic. The usurpation has 
been none the less real that it has. been gradual. 

At about the coming in of this century Aaron 
Burr conceived this new plan of political or- 
ganization, —the people are to be managed by 
the same rules of discipline as the soldiers of an 
army; a few leaders are to think for the masses, 
and the latter are to implicitly follow their leaders. 
When, later, it was proclaimed that “to the victor 
belong the spoils of the enemy” the plan of warfare 
was complete. 

Its basis of action is to control the caucus. At 
its threshold the citizen must put himself under 
command, and pledge himself to support its action. 
But its action is skilfully controlled by the mana- 
gers, and the pledge is to do their will. 

The perversion of the deliberative and advisory 
character of primary meetings, by stipulating loyalty 
to its decrees, is the basal sham of party discipline. 
It is extended to conventions, and with like rigor 
the party caucus, in more majestic shape, extorts the 
promise of conformity even from legislative assem- 


blies and executive officers. 
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The helpless citizen soon abandons the caucus to 
its owners, and thus delivers into their hands the 
whole machinery of politics. And the caucus is 
easily controlled: money buys the service of the - 
grog-shop and the needy, and secures purchasable 
voters; honors lure the ambitious, and the bribe of 
power engages a multitude of corporals in this army 
of discipline. 

The successful party enlists wealth and influence; 
monopoly must purchase its protection and wrong 
must secure immunity. 

But over and above these inducements is the 
dispensation of ‘patronage. ‘The offices shall be 
plundered from the people, to whom they belong. 
This is no secret: it is openly proclaimed. The 
offices are no longer to be places of trust, but 
the spoils of war. Oh, shameless presumption, 
which puts upon the peaceful service of a Republic 
the laws of pillage and rapine ! 

Hear the words of a Massachusetts statesman 


upon the floor of Congress: — 


I have heard in the highest piaces the shameless doctrine 
avowed, by men grown old in public office, that the true 
way by which power should be gained in the Republic is to 
bribe the people with the offices created for their service ; 
and the true end for which it should be used, when gained, 
is the promotion of selfish ambition, and the gratification of 


personal revenge. 
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Nor have the statesmen of earlier days been 
silent upon this evil. 
: Quincy, Randolph, Clay, and Calhoun inveighed 
against it, and Webster thundered against it in 


these words: — 


It is the use of the power of patronage; it is the universal 
giving and taking away of all place and office, for reasons no way 
connected with the public service, or the faithful execution of the 
laws; it is this which threatens with overthrow the true principles 
of government. 

Pi A numerous and well-disciplined corps of office-holders, acting 
-with ‘activity and zeal, and with incredible union of purpose, is 
attempting to seize on the strong posts, and to control effectually 
* _ the expression of the public will. 

But, gentlemen, the principle is vicious; it is destructive and 
: ruinous ; and, whether it produces its work of disunion to-day or 


to-morrow, it must produce it in the end. 


At last political warfare has secured a standing 
army. But the conscription of this soldiery now 
becomes the most delicate and important duty; this 
must be secured to the politicians. ‘T’o this end 
the appointing power is invaded. 

Legislators demand the power of appointment. 
Senatorial courtesy subverts the constitution ; and 
we have even seen senators resign their offices be- 
cause the Executive would not perform his con- 


stitutional duty at their dictation. 
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Legislators create offices to supply party de- 
mands, and raise salaries to supply party funds. 
The holders of office know that the politicians, and 
not the people, are their masters. At their bidding 
they overrun caucuses and conventions; they con- 
tribute and distribute bribes; they cajole the weak 
and threaten the strong; the public buildings be- 
come the barracks and fortresses of party warfare; 
mean men are not wanting for mean_ business, 
criminals for crime; the holy ballot-box is even 
defiled. Political patronage and corruption seem 
so unlike that they are not recognized as twin- 
brothers. Yet what protection has the public 
treasury from dishonest politicians, if the public 
servants are their tools? May not, indeed, the 
conspirators themselves be placed in charge of 
the department they would despoil? At least 
exposure is but little to be feared when all the 
guardians of the public trusts are at the mercy 
of those who violate them. | 

But to this great engine for national control 
the spoils of a nation do not suffice; the patron- 
age of State, county, town, and village is poured 
into the hopper, and no place of honor escapes it. 

That national politics have usurped town and 
city elections is not an unnatural consequence of 


the scheme of controlling the popular will. The 
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frequency of elections gives better opportunity for 
party discipline, and there are rich rewards in 
offices and contracts. 

Parties have built a broad and smooth high- 
way to success, which is open to the wire-puller, 
the boss, the striker, the demagogue,—any one 
who will bring votes and yield to the discipline. 

The statesman and independent, who do_ not 
like this company, may stumble in the rough and 
solitary by-ways. 

But there is not alone the reward of loyalty, 
but the punishment of treason. Abuse and cal- 
umny, jeers and scoffs, follow the deserter, not 
only into public, but private and_ professional, 
life. No one knows the relentlessness of this 
persecution who has not suffered from it. 

It is not strange that such a system does 
not produce statesmen, that the name of politi- 
cian is a reproach, that talent shrinks from public 
life, that legislators are cowardly, and that the 
people feel helpless to remedy the evils which 
enjoy the protection of political parties. It is not 
strange that the welfare of the country is sunk 
in the furor of party zeal. 

“If at any time,” said a United States senator 
to a graduating class, “you find your party con- 
trolled by disreputable methods and with corrupt 
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men in its management, do not abandon it, and 
seek to defeat it by going over to the opposi- 
tion.” 

Though after defeat in the party you must 
support the successful candidate, the logic fails 
when the people have defeated the party’s can- 
didate. It then becomes your duty to doubt his 
virtues and his motives, and sneer at his preten- 
sions to reform. Is it not clear that it will be 
dangerous to allow him to acquit himself credit- 
ably? 

Can any one be so faithful to his trust that he 
will not be shamed by a slanderous party press?’ 
Not even the President is to be shielded ; even | 
here patriotism and national pride shall not suf- 
fice. For he is only the head of a_ successful 
faction. Is this an exaggeration? Hven now, 
when the. whole world, with jealous or with 
friendly eye, looks to the President of the 
nation as the standard and_ personification of 
the national character, baffled partisanship de- 
mands, even on this anniversary of Independence, 
that we shall not point with joy and _ pride to 
the manliness, the independence, the candor, fear- 
lessness, ability, devotion, honesty, and untiring 
patriotism of the present chief magistrate of the 
United States. 
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To quote once more: “The best results in the 
operation of a government, wherein every citi- 
zen has a share, largely depend upon a proper 
limitation of purely partisan zeal and effort, and 
a correct appreciation of the time when the heat 
of the partisan should be merged in the patri- 
otism of the citizen.” Signed, Grover Cleveland. 

We need not to recall how sectional prejudice 
has been kept alive for political purposes ; we 
know how party rancor has set neighbor against 
neighbor ; we have heard that it was the pur- 
pose of one-half the people to destroy our indus- 
tries, to despoil the public service, to indemnify 
rebels and. oppress a helpless race. 

Thank Heaven, we need no longer doubt that 
our countrymen are fit to govern, into whatever 
factions they may separate, or under whatever 
name they may combine ! 

Let there be no misunderstanding. 

Parties, as representatives of economic and social 
principles, are to be desired, —they are inevitable 
in a healthy political condition; but parties ruled 
by military law are not adapted for the peaceful 
service of a Republic; they destroy public and 
private harmony, lower the standard of public 
morals, and substitute the schemes of politicians 


for the will of the people. Instead of rational 


% 
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organized representatives of a healthy public 
opinion we have seen parties which aim at power 
without statesmanship; which have ambition with- 
out a policy; which encourage sectionalism, pro- 
mote private and public dishonesty; which will not 
‘reform or be reformed; which are organizations 
with no soul or conscience; which are mere intelli- 
gence offices for the servants of the nation. 

There is an institution, which is purely demo- 
cratic, which was the mainspring of American 
Independence. It is the town-meeting. We, of 
New England, know that corruption has not yet 
polluted it. © We discuss, we plan, we arrive 
at conclusions, — mistaken at times, but, in the 
main, right. The leaders, who make promises 
in town-meeting, must redeem them or abdicate. 

Compare the rule of the people with the reign 
of party. 

The last Congress opened, tnanimously pledged 
by open promises to the people to a readjust- 
ment of the tariff, honest currency, and a reform 
of the civil service. 

Its policy upon the tariff has been to do 
nothing, not even to debate; upon the silver ques- 
tion, to do nothing.  Civil-service reform they 
have kissed upon the forehead and stabbed under 
the ribs; but the policy is still to do nothing. 
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Nothing, though multiplied a million times, is 
still nothing. 

Such is the product of party discipline upon 
our national Legislature ; the woof of legislation 
is spun into the party warp, and legislators are 
measured by their party service ; a brave people 
is represented by timid men. Party platforms are 
a sham; the party’s promise to you is worthless 
while your promise to the party. must be re- 
deemed, even to the limit of Alogi unprin- 
cipled men for office. 

The charge that the American people is as 
faithless as the parties in which they combine, 
is not true. They want honesty, they want true 
leadership, they want independence and manly 
courage. You, Mr. Mayor, have known how 
lavishly the votes of the people are poured upon 
the man who has the will and the courage to do 
the right. 

At last let ambition learn the lesson of 
Carlyle: — 


Nothing is at last sacred but the integrity of your own 
mind. Absolve you to yourself, and you shall have the 


suffrage of the world. 


The problem of to-day is to cure these evils; to 
bring the government back into the hands of the 
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people; to reéstablish direct relations between the 
voter and the laws; to recreate direct responsibility 
of the agents of government at the public forum. 
It is a process of removing those “who impudently 
stand between the people and their government.” 
Until existing parties shall promote this end the 
instrument to secure it must be independent 
deliberations, independent nominations, and inde- 
pendent votes. To this end the price of public 
honors should be untiring and single devotion to 
the public service, and to this end all  venal 
motives should be removed from the path of politi- 
cal ambition. ‘The caucus is not our master, but 
our servant; parties are form, and not substance; 
they may go out to-morrow, and not an atom 
of our institutions be lost; if they tyrannize, let 
us form new ones fit for freemen; if our public 
men can only follow and obey, let us elect those 
who will lead and despise dictation; but, above 
all, let us make corruption a deadly sin. 
Fellow-countrymen, let us not forget that to us 
God has intrusted the great problem of manhood 
government; that, as we preserve and safeguard 
that which the bravery, the wisdom, the  self- 
sacrifice of our fathers gave us, so shall in future 
days our names be blessed or accursed. ‘Time was 


when upon a single head descended the gratitude 
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| or reproaches of mankind; now upon the fidelity ‘ | 
and watchful care of each of us rests the destiny Pe, } 


“of a nation; none so humble that his voice may 
“not be heard, no hand so weak that its blow may 
“not be felt. From the throbbing of your heart ~~ _ 
comes the Republic’s mighty pulse.

Boston, Aug. 3, 1886. 
To the City Council : — 


The Commissioners for the erection of a new Court-house 
for Suffolk County have the pleasure to submit a report of 
the progress of the work in their charge, as required by law. 

The taking of additional estates in April last, as authorized 
by the Legislature, to provide accommodations in the new 
Court building for the Probate Court, and Registry, and the 
Registry of Deeds, made necessary a radical change in the 
architect’s plans. These plans have have now been perfected, 
and copies of the same are hereto appended. ‘The total area 
of the site is 85,688 square feet; of this the building will 
cover 65,346 square feet ; the remainder of the area will be 
left open for light and air. 

In response to public advertisement eleven proposals were 
received on June 30 for excavating the earth and laying the 
foundation-wall of the northerly section of the building, com- 
prising about one-fourth of the area to be covered. 

The bids for the work ranged from $18,990.00 to $29,- 
704.96, and the contract was awarded to Mr. D. H. Cram, 
the lowest bidder. Good progress has thus far been made 
with the work provided for in this contract, and it is expected 
that the same will be completed by November 1, — the time 
stipulated for in the agreement. 
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The next important contract to be awarded will be that for — 
the granite-work of the basement story, comprising about 
30,000 cubic feet. Bei 

Of the twenty estates taken last year payment has been " 

made for fifteen. The price demanded for the other five is — 
so much above that paid for adjoining estates, as well as the 
value fixed by the best expert testimony, that the Commission 
did not feel justified in concluding settlements with the former _ 
owners, leaving the question of their value to be determined 
through the courts. Of the seven estates taken this year 
settlement has been made for one. 

The assessed value for taxation, last year, of all the estalag 

unsettled for was $327,700. 

The balance of the appropriation at this date is $229, 039. “a 

To complete the structure within the limit of cost fixed by 
the Legislature will necessitate the utmost economy in con- 

struction, and the making of both the exterior and interior of 2 
the building severely plain.

EXAMINER'S REPORT. 


Boston, July 30, 1886. 


To THE JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE TREASURY DEPART- 
MENT : — 


Gentlemen, — Under instructions from your sub-committee I 
have made an examination of the accounts of the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the fiscal year of 1885-6, ending with April 
30th last. 

On the morning of the 15th day of July I_.made a count of all 
cash remaining on hand in the Treasury at the close of business 
on the preceding night, —the 14th inst. The items and make-up 
of the cash on hand, as called for by the Treasurer’s books, will be 
found on statement ‘‘ A,” hereto appended. 

On the same paper (continued) are the figures as to receipts and 
payments from 30th April to July 14, proving the correctness of 
the amount of cash on hand as of April 30th. I make such com- 
ments on this statement ‘‘ A,” and upon any that may follow, as 
they seem to require by way of explanation. 

Upon statement ‘* B” is given the summary of cash transactions 
during the year, — total rec -eipts and disbursements. 

Statement ‘+ C” shows the details of the unpaid pay-rolls (‘* pay- 
roll tailings’) in full. I give you no schedule of balances in hands 
of the several paymasters, as has heretofore been done. 

The system has been so changed that now each paymaster 
fr equently turns over his unpaid rolls, and the cash they eall for, 
to a paymaster in the office, who, when he has paid as nearly all 
as possible, then turns them over to the cashier, with the money for 
the remnants unpaid; and the total delinquencies fall into the 
general ‘* pay-roll tailings” account; the money for the whole 
being kept on special deposit at bank. These unfinished rolls are 
bulky and voluminous, and extend back several vears; the non- 
payment to any employé of any sum, however insignificant, hang- 
ing up the rolls between the Treasurer’s office and the Auditor’ 85 
where they go when completed. I think some method of cleaning 
up those old rolls by bringing forward into some new and con- 
densed shape would be advisable, as a saving of time, both to the 
cashier and the annual examiner. 

The books and accounts of the Treasurer are systematic and 
accurate. I find nothing connected therewith that seems open to 
any just criticism; nor, perhaps, is it necessary to say more by 
way of commendation than that they are properly kept.

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EXAMINER'S REPORT. 


Boston, July 30, 1886. 


To THE JoIntT STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE COLLECTOR’S DE- 
PARTMENT OF THE City oF Boston : — 


Gentlemen, — I hand you this, my report of an examination of 
the books and accounts of the City Collector for the fiscal year 
ending April 30, 1886, which examination I made during this 
week, and immediately after going over the accounts of the 
Treasurer. I append two statements, as follows: — 

Statement ‘* D” is an account of the Public Land Bonds, and 
of the Street-Improvement Bonds. 

Statement ‘‘E” is of the Residue Tax Sales, a small special 
amount remaining in the hands of the Collector. 

The crediting by the Treasurer of the same total amount for 
the year that the Collector charges him with, being the total 
receipts, leaves nothing for examination as to the Collector’s 
accounts excepting the Bonds above mentioned, and a verification, 
so far as possible, of the uncollected balances yet due the city. 
As all bills collectible) committed to the Collector are also re- 
ported independently to the Auditor, and all payments upon them 
reported in like manner, and as the Collector’s books, as far as 
those balances go, correspond with the Auditor’s, I think we need 
go no farther. 

It would be impossible, of course, to absolutely verify the 
correctness of unpaid balances outstanding upon the Collector’s 
books, especially those of poll-taxes. Any error or lapse in 
crediting the money for a bill when paid could remain unknown 
but a little while, and could only happen in small sums. I men- 
tion this simply because that is the only portion of the Collector’s 
accounts not entirely verified by corresponding accounts in the 
Treasury and Auditing Departments, or otherwise. 

The books and accounts are correct, and kept with a system 
which seems very perfect; and which, in fact, no one unfamiliar 
with the daily routine of the business or a knowledge of the 
exigencies of the office gleaned from actual experience there, can, 
I think, reasonably attempt to improve upon.

DISINFECTION OF FOREIGN RAGS. 


In Boarp-or ALDERMEN, August 30, 1886. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Health Department, to 
whom were referred, under a communication from His Honor 
the Mayor, the petitions of S. D. Warren, Jr., and others ; 
the Warren Steamship Company and others; the Fitchburg 
Railroad Company and others; the Hampshire Paper Com- 
pany and others, paper manufacturers, setting forth that 
the business they are engaged in has been injuriously 
affected by the recently established regulations of the Board 
of Health concerning the importation of foreign rags into the 
port of Boston, having carefully considered the subject, beg 
leave to submit the following

The committee have given fifteen public hearings on the 
_ regulations of the city Board of Health regarding foreign 
old rags imported at this port. Most of these hearings were 
occupied in taking testimony on behalf of the petitioners, the 
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Board of Health, or the Boston Disinfecting Company. 
There appeared before the committee as witnesses the 
following-named gentlemen : —

The city Board of Health, on June 1, 1885, issued a writ- — 
_ ten quarantine regulation, as follows : — ‘ 


* QUARANTINE REGULATION. 
‘Boarp or Hearn, 32 PemBerron Sa., 
‘‘ Boston, June 1, 1885. 
“In view of the unreliable character of the evidence as to 
the origin, history, and treatment of rags brought to this — 
port, and in view also of the misleading character of the 
health certificates brought by masters of vessels from ports 
from which rags are shipped, and on account of the danger 
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from cholera and other contagia likely to be carried by these 
importations, it is hereby 

_“ Ordered, That, on and after this date, all rags arriving 
at this port from any foreign. port shall, before being dis- 
charged, be disinfected under the supervision of an officer 
of this Board, and in a manner satisfactory to this Board. 
Whenever any vessel arriving at this port from any foreign 
port is found to have rags on Y board, the port physician shall, 
before passing the vessel, ascertain, so far as is possible, the 
history of the rags and the circumstances of their shipment, 
and, if satisfactory evidence is obtained that the port or 
place from which the rags were gathered or shipped was not 
infected with cholera or other dangerous disease liable to be 
carried by them, at the time of the gathering or shipment of 
the rags, or within the twelve months immediatel y preceding 
that time, then the port physician shall, after all quarantine 
regulations have been fully complied with, issue the usual 
certificate, with the proviso that the rags on board the 
vessel are to be held for subsequent disinfection, and, im- 
mediately on the arrival of the vessel at her dock, the rags 
shall forthwith be disinfected within the bale, in a manner 
satisfactory to the Board of Health, before being discharged. 
If, however, the port physician has reason to believe that the 
rags on board any vessel have been shipped from or gathered 
at any port or place which was, at the time of such oathering 
or shipment, infected with cholera or other dangerous dis- 
ease liable to be carried by rags, or has been so infected 
within the previous twelve months, then the exterior of the 
bales and all the other cargo of the vessel shall be satisfac- 
torily disinfected at quarantine before proceeding farther, 
after which the vessel may proceed with her cargo to her 
dock, if, in the opinion of the port physician, this may be 
done with safety to the public health, and the rags shall be 
forthwith removed for disinfection within the bale before 
being discharged. 

“ By order of the Board of Health,

This regulation was passed by a vote of two to one, by the 
votes of Commissioners of Health George F. Babbitt and 
William Taylor against that of Dr. Samuel H. Durgin, the 
latter the medical commissioner, senior member and chair- 
man of the board. 

We find that the only process of disinfection “ within the 
bale ” contemplated by this regulation, and hitherto accepted 
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by the Board, is the so-called steam process, on which a 
patent is claimed, and which has been controlled and 
operated by a stock company organized under the laws of 
New York, with a nominal capital of $60,000. 

All foreign old rags which have arrived at this port since 
some time in March, 1885, have beeu subjected to this pro- 
cess, and the company have charged therefor five dollars ($5) 
per ton, or one-fourth of a cent per pound, which, with some 
incidental expenses, and in some cases perhaps a small 
discount from regular rates, importers of rags have been 
obliged to pay. This charge amounts to a very important 
percentage on the value of old rags. Train, Smith, & Co., 
formerly the largest importers of rags to this port, have paid 
for disinfection by this steam process, with incidental 
expenses, from March, 1885, to February, 1886, inclusive, 
the sum of ten thousand six hundred and seventy-five dollars 
and eleven cents ($10,675.11). 

It appears that, in consequence of the requirements here, 
the latter firm have now transferred all their importations to 
the port of New York. 

We find that Boston is the only port in the United States, 
so far as appears, where such a regulation as that of June 1, 
1885, exists; that at the port of New York rags certified by 
United States inspectors: to have been properly disinfected 
abroad by other and cheaper processes, now in operation in 
many foreign countries, are admitted without further process 
of disinfection at that port; and that while the Boston 
regulations have been in force old rags have been and are 
being admitted at other ports of the United States on certifi- 
cates of origin without any disinfection abroad or here. 

We find that the result has been to drive away from this 
port a very large part of its normal commerce in old rags, 
and to materially decrease the sailings of ocean steamers to 
the port, and that this commerce has in times past been a - 
very important and valuable part of the commerce of the 
port of Boston. 

We find that the carrying lines of ocean steamers doing 
business at this port have suffered largely in consequence ; 
that the Massachusetts railroads which carry to the large 
paper-making towns of the interior of the State have been 
injured in their business ; and that Boston importers have 
been forced, to their injury and annoyance, to transact their 
business at other ports, because they could vot afford to pay 
the charges for disinfection imposed here, and that the 
quarantine regulation in question has in general worked 
adversely to the commercial interests of Boston. 

The course under this regulation has been to allow all car- 
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goes of rags to come up to the city and be discharged at the 
Hoosac Tunnel docks in Charlestown, without any disinfec- 
tion of the rags at quarantine. At these docks the rags are 
handled by numerous stevedores, longshoremen, and labor- 
ers, before they reach the disinfecting company’s hands, — 
a course which would not be free from danger if the rags 
were dangerous. 

Further, that during the greater part of the time there 
appears to have been no supervision of the process by the 
Board of Health; that not till July 17, 1885, was an officer 
for this purpose appointed by them; that he was discharged 
December 29, 1885; that from that time until the beginning 
of these hearings the practice of the Board appears to have 
been for a member of the Board to approve certificates of a 
disinfection they never saw, furnished by a United States in- 
spector over whom they had no control. 

We find that rags landed at other ports without disinfec- 
tion at such ports came freely, during this period, into the 
state of Massachusetts, and even into the city of Boston by 
rail, or by the Metropolitan line of steamers, and that prob- 
ahly only a small percentage of the rags imported ‘nto and 
used in the state during this period have actually been sub- 
jected to this process. 

As to the efficacy of the process experiments conducted 
by the petitioners show that in the bales experimented upon 
the process failed to raise all parts of the bale to the tem- 
perature required for disinfection, and the chairman of the 
board, Dr. Durgin, expresses himself as dissatisfied with it. 

Further, there is evidence that it may injure the fibre of 
the rags, thereby lessening their value. 

We do not think it necessary to push the inquiry on these 
points, for three reasons : — 


First. Because we believe, in common with Dr. Durgin, 
that there are other and cheaper processes which can be used. 

Second. Because we believe that where disinfection is 
necessary at this port it should be done by the Board of 
Health, through its immediate agents and servants, paid by 
the city, and we disapprove of the practice of delegating 
this function of the Board to an independent organization, 
especially when a monopoly. 

Third. Because we believe that in most cases the disin- 
fection of foreign rags is unnecessary. 


As to the necessity of disinfecting old rags we find that 
the regulation of June 1, 1885, is without precedent in the 
history of the city or state; that late in the year 1884, viz., 
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on December 22, 1884, the Treasury Department of the 
United States issued an order, also the first of the kind in the 
history of the country, requiring the disinfection of all im- 
ported rags, which order was rescinded June 10, 1885, and 
has never been renewed. 

While in force the treasury regulation of December 22, 
1884, allowed three processes of disinfection, which it pro- 
vided might be applied abroad or here. Asa relic of this 
rags are still in many of the foreign packing-houses now 
subjected to what is known as the sulphur process, and cer- 
tificates of United States inspectors, appointed in consequence 
of the treasury regulation, that the invoices of rags have 
been subjected to this process, have always been, and are 
now, accepted at the port of New York as a sufficient 
guaranty of disinfection. 

It seems unnecessary to discuss the causes of an agitation 
about foreign rags which has gone on for the last two years. 
We have taken a great deal of evidence on this point, both 
from paper-makers, sanitarians, and gentlemen engaged in 
commerce, and are fully convinced that the facts with regard 
to foreign rags do not warrant the statements that appear ;to 
have been lar, gely circulated about them, nor the coe 
sion that has been aroused in consequence. 

Massachusetts is the foremost paper-making state in the 
country, and uses one-third of the rags used in the whole 
country, and we think the evidence we have before us of 
Massachusetts men is the very best that can be had. 

The importation of foreign rags dates back at least to 
1832, and immense quantities have been brought into the 
state since that time, the consumption of foreign rags being 
in the neighborhood of forty per cent. of the total consump- 
tion. or the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884, the treasury 
statistics show an importation of 84,000 tons, valued at 
$4,027,267; and yet, notwithstanding the fact that prior to 
Dec. 22, 1884, no general disinfection of rags has ever been 
required, there is no evidence that cholera has ever been in- 
troduced into this country by them, or ever been carried by 
domestic rags when cholera was prevalent in this country, 
as it was during the several epidemics of 1832, 1849, 1854, 
1866, 1873, which all reached this country. The state of 
Massachusetts, it appears, escaped the epidemic of. 1873 
altogether, though the consumption of rags in the state must 
have been very large at that time. It further appears that 
very large quantities of rags from India, which is recognized 
as the home of cholera, and from which all epidemics start, 
have been for a long period imported and used in American 
mills without other disinfection than by the natural disinfec- 
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tion of time and exposure attendant upon their collection, 
packing, and long transit to this country. 

We find that the only contagious disease at the paper-mills 
which has been traced to rags is small-pox, and that only 
rarely, and that in all cases cited the disease has been traced 
to rags collected in this country, — to domestic rags coming 
from our large cities like New York and Philadelphia. The 
testimony of the paper manufacturers on this point is fully 
supported by those sanitarians who have investigated the 
matter, notably by Dr. Henry P. Walcott, who investigated 
the matter in 1882. 

In view of this fact, if any disinfection of rags is desir- 
able, domestic rags should be the chief object of solicitude ; 
but, so far as appears, no attempt has ever been made by 
the city or state health authorities to disinfect them, though 
domestic rags furnish about sixty (60) per cent. of the 
total consumption of rags for paper-making. Some paper- 
mills using domestic rags in a long experience seem to have 
been w holly exempt from this disease, and the testimony 
of the sanitary experts seems borne out by the sanitary his- 
tory of the state, that vaccination can and has controlled this 
disease, and that the enforcement of the statutes of the 
state in regard to it is to be relied on in preference to any 
quarantine measures. On all the evidence we believe that 
the city of Boston may safely adopt the first recommenda- 
tion of the sanitarians, who, at the request of the city 
Board of Health, gave their recommendations in_ this 
matter, under date of March 10, 1886, shortly before 
the opening of the hearings before the committee. Dr. 
Henry P. Walcott,’ chairman of the state Board of 
Health and president of the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation; Dr. George B. Shattuck, visiting physician at the 
Boston City Hospital, and editor of the Medical and Surgi- 
cal Journal, published in this city; Dr. Charles F. Folsom, 
formerly a member of the state and national Boards of 
Health; Dr. Alfred F. Holt, surgeon-general and member 
of the Cambridge Board of Health; Dr. William F. Whit- 
ney of the Harvard Medical School, and Dr. Samuel W. 
Abbott, health officer of the state Board of Health, unani- 
mously recommended “ that the treatment of rags from non- 
infected ports is not necessary.” 

The full text of their recommendations is as follows : — 


“ Boston, March 10, 1886. 
“ To the Board of Health of the City of Boston :— 
“GENTLEMEN, — We, the undersigned, requested by your 
Board to express our opinion with regard to the disinfection 
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of rags, as a precaution against the possibility of the intro- 
duction of Cretan into this country, respectfully submit our 
views, as follows: 


“First, That the treatment of rags from non-infected ports 
is not necessary. 

“Second, That from endemically infected ports (1) rags be 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Board of Health before 
embarkation ; or (2) disinfected externally in bulk at the 
port of entry, and also at the mills after breaking bales; or 
(3) disinfected after unbaling at the port of entry, at the 
discretion of the Board of Health. 

“ Third, That from epidemically infected ports the impor- 
tation of rags be prohibited.

We understand these gentlemen to have confined their 
recommendations to cholera-infected ports and countries, 
believing that as to other diseases no disinfection of rags was 
necessary at the port of entry. As to the third recommenda- 
tion, the prohibition of rags from ports and countries where 
an epidemic of cholera is raging, we believe that such a pro- 
hibition fairly enforced, with due notice to the countries from 
which importations were prohibited, would meet with no 
opposition from importers. The legal power of the city to 
~ deal with commerce in this way may be doubted, and the 
history of the past leads us to believe that such a prohibition 
would be more useful in allaying public apprehension than 
necessary in point of fact. This consideration, we believe, 
largely influenced the gentlemen who made the recommenda- 
tions. 

If such a prohibition ever seemed desirable it would prob- 
ably be best for the city authorities to act in concert, and 
after consultation with the state Board of Health, to the end 
that the necessity of such a prohibition might be authoritatively 
established, and similar action taken at. other ports in the. 
state. 

As to disinfection where necessary, we believe that the 
order of June 1, 1885, and the practice under it, violates the 
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\ 
following principles, which should be observed in the 
future : — 


First. A discrimination between cargoes which may fairly 
be suspected of infection, and those which cannot be so sus- 
pected we believe may be and should be in all cases made. 
Officials charged with quarantine duties should be called 
upon to exercise reasonable judgment and discretion in each 
case as it arises. , 

Second. Any disinfection which may be undertaken should 
be accomplished under the immediate supervision of the 
Board of Health, through its agents and servants in the pay 
of the city, and not delegated to a company independent of 
the city, importers being charged only the actual and reason- 
able expense thereof. The process adopted, other things 
being equal, should be the cheapest. 

Third. The disinfection of any infected article within the 
quarantine jurisdiction of the port, outside quarantine 
grounds, is of a doubtful legality. The Public Statutes, 
chapter 80, sect. 67, provide for the removal of cargoes, 
“foul or infected ” in the opinion of the health authorities in 
each seaport town, “to the quarantine ground for purifica- 


tion,” and for the isolation of those handling such cargoes, 
and the ordinances of the city of Boston carefully designate 


the quarantine grounds. 


The disinfection of infected cargoes in the heart of Charles- 
town, and without isolation of the men who handle the 
cargoes, is to be condemned. 

We believe that it will be found, in most instances, to be 
the course safest for the city of Boston and for the state, in 
all cases where imported rags can be suspected of infection, 
to disinfect them “externally in bulk at the port of entry,” 
leaving local and state authorities to deal with them when 
unbaled at the paper-mills, where domestic rags, the only 
class of rags shown to be in the least dangerous, can alone 
be dealt with. 

The committee are accordingly of the opinion that the 
existing ‘regulations of the Board of Health, regarding the 
disinfection of foreign rags, should be modified so as to allow 
the admission of foreign rags into this port without special 
treatment, when collected in countries where contagious dis- 
eases have not prevailed during the six months prior to their: 
shipment, if accompanied by proper evidence of origin. 

That all other rags should be admitted without special 
treatment, or be disinfected in such manner as the Board of | 
Health shall determine in each instance; that all disinfection 
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should be done under the direct supervision of the Board of — 
Health, by their duly authorized agents, employed and paid — 

by the city, and only the actual expense of disinfection 
should be charged the owners or consignees of the rags. 

_ That where there is difference of opinion in the Board of 
Health regarding the necessity of disinfecting any particular 
cargo of rags, or with reference to any particular process of 
disinfection, the state Board of Health should be consulted, 
and the joint action of the two boards shall finally determine 
the points at issue.

DRAFT OF ORDINANCE ON OFFICIAL BONDS. 


In Common: Councin, Oct. 7, 1886. 


The Committee on Ordinances, to whom was referred by 
the Common Council the order instructing them to examine 
and report what changes, if any, are needed ‘in Chapter 5 of 


‘the Revised Ordinances of 1885, in regard to Official Bonds, 


having given the subject their attention, respectfully submit 
the following 


REPORT. 


Your committee find on examination that Chapter 5 of the 
Ordinances of 1885 is not in proper form to cover the inter- 
ests of the city. It provides for bonds of certain heads of 
departments, but omits several others who collect large sums 
of money. The annexed tables will also show that many of 
those required to give bonds handle very little public 
money. The bonds are in no respect proportionate to the 


_ money intrusted to the officials. 


The bonds attempt to cover four points, viz.: (1) the 
custody of money; (2) the care of public records and 
accounts ; (3) “the faithful performance of the duties of the 
office filled by the party giving the bond”; (4) the entire ab- 
stention from being interested in any contract made by the 
department with the city. 
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It seems to your committee that in these respects the 
ordinance requires revision. 

(1.) For the custody of public money a sufficient bond 
should be given. The Charter provides (Acts of 1854, Chap. 
A448, § 37), that “the said City Council . . . may also require 
of all persons intrusted with the collection, custody, or dis- 
bursements of public money, such bonds, with such conditions 
and such sureties, as the case may in their judgment require.” 
It is therefore the duty of the City Council to pass an ordi- 
nance sufficiently precise to cover all cases of officials having 
“the collection, custody, or disbursement of public money.’ 
This the present ordinance does not do. The City Auditor, 
at the request of your committee, has furnished the following 
list of officers giving no bonds, who received during the past 
year the sums named. 

Table A gives the officials now under bonds. Table B, 
those not giving bonds.

and a few other departments collect $500 or less. 

It should be said that some of the subordinates in Table 
B give bonds to their superiors, but those superiors do not 
give bonds to the city. Evenif the bonds run in favor of 
the city, it is not inconsequence of any ordinance. Probably 
the boards ought not to be required to give bonds, as they 
do not personally receive the money; but the subordinates 
should be required to give reasonable bonds directly to the 
city. Moreover, some of the boards receive no salaries, and 
ought not to be held accountable for moneys expended by 
paid subordinates. 

(2.) On the second point — the custody of records and 
papers —it will be noted, that only those officers now give 
bonds for the proper discharee of this duty who are specified 
in the present ordinance. But there are m: iny others whose 
official records are of very great value to the city, represent- 
ing often large expenditures, and such records increase yearly 
in extent and value. For example, the Architect’s Depart- 
ment, the Surveyor’s Department, and the Department of the 
Inspection of Buildings have in their charge plans and papers 
of exceeding value. It seems, therefore, that every official 
having, as principal or subordinate, the care and temporary 
control of such valuable papers, should give a bond to the 
effect that he will safely keep them and hand them over to 
his successor. 

(3.) <As to the condition of the bond for the faithful per- 
formance of an officer’s duties, the committee is of the 
opinion that it be retained. 

(4.) As to an interest in contracts, this matter seems to 
be fully covered by Chapter 205 of the Public Statutes, and is 
not properly in the scope of an ordinance. It has been 
retained because it was originally passed before the statute 
was enacted. 

It should be here noted that many of the existing bonds 
provide that the official shall pay over all money received 
once in three months. By our Revised Ordinances, Chapter 15, 
§ 7, all departments render to the collector monthly all fees 
collected by them. 
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The new bonds should stipulate that this provision shall 
be complied with. Moreover, as these officials will have 
smaller sums in their hands than heretofore, this fact should 
be taken into account in fixing the bonds. 

Your committee would call attention to § 7, of Chap- 
ter 26 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885, empowering 
the Board of Police to require a bond of any member of the 
Police Department to whom is intrusted the collection and 
custody of money or other property. As a general pro- 
vision, whether of any value under the present police statutes 
or not, this can do no harm. Sut in practice the captains of 
the different stations have given bonds to pay over the 
money collected by them for dog-licenses, and these fees are 
the moneys intended. By the Public Statutes, Chapter 102, 
§ 84, it is the duty of “the Chief of Police of Boston. . . to 
issue said [dog] licenses and receive the money therefor 
and pay the same into the treasury.” See § 105. Itseems, 
therefore, that the Chief of Police should alone be accountable, 
and that he should give the same bond as other persons re- 
ceiving the city’s money. It appears, however, that the 
chief officer of the police is now styled “Superintendent ” 
instead of “Chief.” It may, therefore, be necessary to 
obtain a corresponding alteration in the statute before he can 
be required to give a bond. 

In respect to departments managed by boar ds, the mem- 
bers of which receive no pay, your committee recommend 
that the salaried subordinate, who actually receives the 
money, be designated to give the bonds. 

To avoid unnecessary trouble to the present heads of de- 
partments, your committee recommend that all existing 
bonds be continued so far as available. As to sureties, even 
where the amounts are small, they recommend that they be 
bound severally and not jointly, as the city’s interests are 
thereby sufficiently well protected. It is always a burden on 
an official to be obliged to obtain bondsmen, and the smaller 
the amount required from each surety the less is the obli- 
gation under which the official is placed towards any indi- 
vidual. 

Your committee also suggest that provision be made for 
the periodical examination of the bonds and sureties, and for 
the cancellation of all bonds when their terms have been 
fulfilled. 

In conformity with the ideas thus set forth, your committee 
recommend the repeal of Chapter 5 of the Ordinances, and 
the substitution of a new chapter according to the draft sub- 
mitted herewith.

AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO OFFICIAL BONDS. 


Be it ordained bg the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 

SEcTION 1. Chapter Five of the Revised Ordinances of 
1885 is hereby amended by substituting therefor the fol- 
lowing ordinance : — 


CHAPTER. 5. 


OF OFFICIAL BONDS. 


Section 1. The several officers hereinafter named shall 
‘give bonds to the city for the purposes specified in this 
chapter, and with penal sums as follows, namely :— 

The City Treasurer, one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. | 

The City Collector, seventy-five thousand dollars. 

The City Clerk, two thousand dollars. 

The City Registrar, one thousand dollars. 

The Superintendent of Health, ten thousand dollars. 

The Superintendent of Sewers, two thousand dollars. 

The Sealer of Weights and Measures, one thousand dollars. 

The Agent of Cedar Grove Cemetery, three thousand 
dollars. 

The Secretary of Trustees of Mt. Hope Cemetery, five 
thousand dollars. 

The Superintendent of the City Hospital, ten thousand 
dollars. 

Each tollman and the Clerk of East Boston Ferries, five 
thousand dollars. 

The Clerk of Books and Accounts of the Public Institu- 
tions, ten thousand dollars. 

The Water Registrar, five thousand dollars. 

The Clerk of the Water Board, two thousand dollars. 

The Superintendent of the Public Library, one thousand 
dollars. 

The Clerk of the Park Department, three thousand dollars. 

The Port Physician (Quarantine Department), two thou- 
sand dollars. 

The condition of said bonds shall be that the officer 
therein named will faithfully discharge the duties of his 
office, and will duly collect and safely hold all of the money 
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or other property belonging to the city and intrusted to him, 
and will duly transmit the same to the proper official at such 
periods as may from time to time be fixed by ordinance ; 
and that he will properly hold and disburse any money be- 
longing to the city which may be intrusted to him for that 
purpose. 

The sureties on each of the said bonds may be one or 
more, but in no case for less than five hundred dollars ; and 
the liability of each surety, when more than one is given, 
shall be limited to a several liability for his proportionate 
part only of the full penal sum named in said bond. 

Secor. 2. Every member of a board and every officer in 
charge of a department of the city government shall give a 
bond, with one or more sureties, in a penal sum to be pre- 
scribed by the mayor, for the proper use, care, and custody 
of all the official records and documents of such department ; 
for the maintenance of such books and accounts as may be 
required by any law and ordinance; for the transmission 
of all such books, accounts, records, and documents to his 
successor, or any other official appointed to receive them ; 
and for the proper use and safe custody of all public property 
in his charge. In the case of boards in charge of a depart- 
ment each member shall be required to give bond for an 
equal amount, and in case of any enforcement of a penalty 
thereon he shall be liable only for the proportion which such 
bond bears to the total given by the whole board. 

SecT. 3. Every board and officer who shall be required 
to give a bond as prescribed in the two preceding sections 
shall, from time to time, designate such subordinates in his 
department as may have access to the money, securities, 
records, books, accounts, or documents belonging to his own 
or other departments, and shall give a bond to the city, with 
one surety and with such reasonable penal sum as the mayor 
may presctibe, for the faithful discharge of their duties 
by such subordinates. No such bond, however, shall be 
for less than five hundred dollars, and such superior officer 
or board may require from such subordinate a bond of in- 
demnity of equal amount. Such bond may be made sepa- 
rately for each of said subordinates or may include two or 
more. 

Sreot. 4. The bonds of every officer and the sureties 
thereon given in accordance with section one, shall be ap- 
proved by the board of aldermen, and in the case of the city 
treasurer and city collector shall also be approved by the 
mayor. Each of said bonds, except that of the city clerk, 
shall be executed, approved, and delivered before the officer 
enters upon the duties of his office. 
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Secor. 5. The city treasurer shall have the custody of the 
bond of the city auditor, but all the other bonds in favor of 
the city mentioned in this chapter shall be kept in the cus- 
tody of the city auditor. The city auditor shall keep a reg- 
ister of the dates, amounts, and sureties on all such bonds, 
open at all times to the inspection of the mayor and of any 
member of the city council. He shall notify the mayor when- 
ever such bond expires, or that he is aware the surety has 
become impaired by the death, insolvency, or other disability 
of any signer; and every officer shall furnish a new bond or 
surety when required by the authority which approved the 
former one. 

Secr. 6. Every such bond shall be in such form as the 
corporation counsel shall approve. The bond required by 
section one may be incorporated in the bond given under 
section two. 

Sect. 7. Whenever the tenure of office of any officer who 
has given a bond in accordance with this chapter shall expire 
by limitation, resignation, death, or removal, it shall be the 
duty of the department in which he served to proceed within 
a reasonable time to settle his accounts, and to notify the 
auditor to have such bond cancelled, or to enforce its provi- 
sions. In either case the consent of the mayor to such 
action shall be requisite, and entry thereof shall be made by 
the auditor on the register mentioned in section five.

JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


STONY BROOK. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Nov. 1, 1886. 


The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred the 
report of the Commissioners on the prevention of floods in 
the Stony-brook valley, transmitted to the City Council by 
message from His Honor the Mayor, beg leave to submit 
the following 


Reke OAT: 


The committee have reviewed the Commissioners’ report 
and have visited the territory affected by the overflow of 
Stony Brook, and are well aware of the danger which 
menaces this territory from the liability of a flood whenever 
a freshet occurs. ‘They are also convinced of the necessity 
of adopting, without delay, some preventive or relief measures, 
such as the Commissioners suggest. The plan now presented 
to the City Council for accomplishing this desired object is 
the result of careful investigation of the whole subject by 
engineers of undoubted ability, and whose opinions are en- 
titled to the fullest confidence. 

The plan proposed is endorsed by the City Engineer, 
and, although it involves a large expenditure of money, 
the committee believe that it should be adopted by the City 
Council, and that steps should be immediately taken for 
carrying it into effect. 
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The Roxbury section of the brook, or more particularly 
_ the portion between the Metropolitan Railroad stables and 
the Back Bay, being the most thickly settled territory through — 
which the brook flows, should, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, receive first attention, and they accordingly recom- 
mend the immediate adoption by the City Council of so much 
of the Commissioners’ report as relates to the section 
referred to, being recommendation No. 1, on p. 28 of their 
report. Their plan contemplates the construction of a new 
channel for the brook, from a point 700 feet above the 
Tremont-street crossing of the Boston & Providence Railroad 
to the pond of the Back Bay park, a distance of 4,542 feet, 
and estimated to cost $593,880. In connection witb this 
part of the improvement the committee recommend that the 
present culverts of the brook in West Roxbury be enlarged, 
and the obstructions removed therefrom, in order to afford 
an increased capacity for water flowage; and, in the opinion 
of the City Engineer, this can all be accomplished if the 
round sum of $600,000 is appropriated for the two objects. 

The committee are informed that it will be advisable to 
apply to the Legislature for authority to take lands that may 
be required in building the proposed new channel; and they 
accordingly submit the necessary order, together with an 
order authorizing a loan of $600,000, to defray the expense 
of construction.

Cou. E. P. Netrriteron, Corporation Counsel, etc. : — 


Dear Sir,— At the last meeting of the Board of Alder- 

men, held on the 4th inst., an order came up for concurrence, 
viz., “ That, in part compensation for their services, all city 
employees whose services can be dispensed with, without 
detriment to the public service, be allowed a half-holiday on 
each Saturday during the remainder of the present fiscal 
year.” 
: Alderman Smith raised the question whether Sections 6 
and 12 of Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, entitled “An 
Act to amend the Charter of the City of Boston,” do not de- 
prive the Board of Aldermen of all authority, either directly 
or indirectly, to take part in the employment of labor, and 
whether the order does not come within the scope of the act 
' referred to.

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Being in doubt I reserved my decision, and the order was 
assigned to the next meeting. 

As this question is one concerning the legal authority of 
the Board, rather than one of parliamentary law, I request 
your opinion upon it. 

In the official report of the proceedings of the Board you 
will see that reference was made to an opinion said to have 
been given by you last year.

Hon. Cuarues H. AtiEen, Chairman of the Board of Alder- 
men: — 


Sir, — In answering your request for my opinion upon 
the questions stated in your letter of the 6th inst., I beg 
leave to refer to my letter of March 17, to the Judiciary 
Committee of the Common Council, printed on page 259, 
City Council Minutes of 1886. 

Section 6 of Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, entitled 
“An Act to Amend the Charter of the City of Boston,” pro- 
vides that the executive officers and boards of the city “ shall, 
in their respective departments, make all necessary contracts 
for the employment of labor;” and by Section 12 it is 
enacted that “neither the City Council, nor either branch 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof, shall, directly 
or indirectly, take part in the employment of labor.” 

The intention of the Legislature to take the employment 
of labor out of the hands of the City Council, and vest it 
absolutely in the executive officers, is -very plain. 

The order to which you refer, and in regard to which the 
present questions are raised, is clearly inconsistent with those 
provisions. The power to make contracts for the employ- 
ment of labor necessarily implies and includes the power 
and duty of determining the compensation therefor. The 
price to be paid is as much a part of the contract as the indi- 
vidual to be employed. This power is entrusted exclusively 
to the executive officers. Take it away and you take away 
the power to perform properly the duties which the Legis- 
lature has imposed upon them. The City Council has no 
. legal authority to relieve them in whole or in part of their 
responsibility, nor to control them in its exercise. 
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The provisions of the statute which I have quoted are, of 
course, to be taken in connection with and subject to ‘the 
further provision that “no expenditure shall be made, nor 
liability incurred, for any purpose beyond the appropriation 
duly made therefor.” 

The power given by this.statute to the executive officers 
and boards of the city in regard to the employment of labor 
is as comprehensive as that given by statutes to school com- 
mittees of cities and towns in regard to the employment of 
teachers. There the language is: “The school committee 
. . . Shall select and contract with the teachers of the public 
schools.” (P.S., Chap. 44, Sect. 28.) Construing this pro- 
vision, the Supreme Court said, in Batchelder v. Salem, 
4 Cush., 599: “ By this statute the committee has the power, 
absolutely and unconditionally, to agree upon the salaries of 
the teachers. There is no power given to any other men or 
body of men to contract with the teachers, and this power 
is given by the statute, and not by the town or city.” (See 
also City of Charlestown v. Gardner, 98 Mass., 570.) 

The opinion alluded to in the Board of Aldermen, and 
said to have been given by me last year, was, in fact, given 
in 1882, several years before the amendment of the city 
charter by said act of 1885. (See City Council Minutes of 
1882, page 543.) It is hardly necessary to add that the 
Legislature has, since then, made radical changes in the 
powers of the City Council.

The order in relation to half-holidays, above referred to, 
is as follows : — 

“ Ordered, That the various heads aE departments be and 
hereby are requested that, in part compensation for their ser- 
vices of all city employees, without detriment to the public 
service, be allowed a half-holiday on each Saturday, and 
legal holiday during the remainder of the present year.” 

The amendment to the above order is as follows : — 

“That we recommend to His Honor the Mayor and the 
heads of departments that, in part compensation for their 
services, all city employees, whose services can be dispensed 
with without detriment to the public service, be allowed a 
half-holiday on each Saturday, and legal holiday during the 
remainder of the present year.” 

To the above communication fromthe chairman the cor- 
’ poration counsel made reply in two documents, one relating 
to the half-holidays, and the other relating to the furnishing 
of edgestones and paving of certain sidewalks. The first 
communication is as follows : —

Hon. Cuarutes H. Auten, Chairman of Board of <Alder- 
men : — 

Sir, — The order concerning holidays, and the proposed 
amendment thereof, which you have submitted to me by re- 
quest of the Board, differ only in that the word “ requested ” 
is used in the former, and the word “recommend” in the 
latter. In my view it is unnecessary to consider the differ- 
ence in the meaning of those words. The passage of the 
order in either form would violate no law. In either form 
_ it would be but the expression of a wish in regard to a mat- 
ter about which the Board has no power, and claims no 
power, to direct. Such a recommendation is not within the 
prohibition against taking part in the employment of labor. 

But, supposing the order should be passed in either form, 
Tam ation what validity, that is, what legal force, it would 
have. J answer, none whatever. In neither fern would it 
impose any legal obligation upon the executive officers, nor 
justify them in paying more to those they hire for the city 
than other employers of labor pay for similar services. As 
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public officers they have no right to waste the public money, 
or spend it in charities or gratuities, as they might their 
own; but are bound to conduct the public business intrusted 
to them with the same care and economy that is required of 
an administrator, ora trustee, in the management of another’s 
estate.

Men. -— 


Sir, —Referring to the request in your letter of the 12th 
inst. for my opinion as to the validity of certain orders 
directing the Superintendent of Streets to furnish and set 
edgestones and pave sidewalks in front of estates therein 
named, I have to say that these orders are clearly within 
the powers of the Board. The act passed last year to amend 
the charter took away the executive powers theretofore vested 
in the Board of Aldermen, but left the legislative powers un- 
disturbed. It is sometimes, though not often, difficult to 
draw the line between legislative and executive powers. 
There is no such difficulty in the present case. The Public 
Statutes, Chapter 50, Section 22, provide for the construc- 
tion of sidewalks, “as the public convenience may require,” 
in such form and with such material as the Board of Alder- 
men may deem proper. The objection made to these orders, 
on the ground that they exceed the jurisdiction of the Board, 
receives no support from the Boylston-street sidewalk case, 
which was cited for that purpose. On the contrary, the 
courts say in that case: “The power to determine whether 
public convenience requires the construction of a sidewalk, 
and equally so its removal, involves the exercise of judg- 
ment, not administrative only; and the exercise of the power 
is judicial in its character, although expressed in a legislative 
form. ‘The power to so repair a highway that it shall be fit 
for travel within the lines marked out for travel, as estab- 
lished, is executive; but that of determining what shall be 
the lines of travel is legislative.” I quote further from that 
opinion, as applicable to the present inquiry: “If it shall be 
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found hereafter that the appropriation is exhausted before 
the work in question can properly be done, the statutory 
provision forbidding expenditure beyond the appropriation 
must be observed; but the order for this work is not on that 
account invalid.”

DECISION 


OF THE 


SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


IN REGARD TO 


VIOLATION OF THE LORD'S DAY. 


GARDNER, J. The laws of the Massachusetts colony pro- 
hibited both the transaction of any business and the indul- 
gence in diversions on the Lord’s day. [See revision of 
Mass. Col. Laws, 1672, p. 1382.] By the province laws of 
1692-3, Chap. 22, the justices of the peace, constables, and 
tything-men were to take effectual care, and endeavor to re- 
strain all persons from “ keeping open their shops or follow- 
ing their secular vocations and recreations in the evening 
preceding the Lord’s day, or on any part of said day or 
evening.” The Act made no reference to works of. necessity 
or charity, as limiting the prohibition of the statute. 

In the province laws of 1760-1, Chap. 20, the several Acts 
then in force relating to the observance of the Lord’s day 
were repealed, and more effectual provision was made for the 
due observance of the day. Section 2 enacted: “That no 
person whatever shall keep open their shops, warehouses or 
workhouses, nor shall upon the land or water do or exercise 
any labor, business, or work of their ordinary calling, nor any 
sport, game, play, or recreation on the Lord’s day or any part 
thereof (works of necessity and charity only excepted) upon 
pain,” etc. Section 9 of the same chapter provided “ that no 
person shall keep open any shop, warehouse or workhouse, or 
have or sell any provisions in the streets or lanes of any 
town or district, or be present at any concert of music, danc- 
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ing, or other public diversion: on the evening next preceding 
the Lord’s day, on pain,” ete. 

In this section there is no exception ; the prohibition is 
made absolute as to keeping open shops, warehouses and 
workhouses on Saturday evenings. It was not contended 
that the evening preceding the Lord’s day was more sacred 
than the time called in some of these statutes the “ Christian 
Sabbath.” The preamble to Section 9 recites the reason of 
its enactment as follows: “ And whereas, many persons are 
of the opinion that the Sabbath, a time of religious rest, 
begins on Saturday evening; therefore, to prevent all un- 
necessary disturbance of persons of such opinion, as well as 
to encourage in all others a due and reasonable preparation 
for the religious duties of the Lord’s day, be it enacted,” etc., 
etc. 

Looking at the two sections together it would seem that 
the exception of works of necessity and charity did not refer 
to keeping shops open on the Lord’s day, but that it was 
limited, in accordance with its own language, to work and 
labor. If the qualification in Section 2 extended to keeping 
open shops on the Lord’s day, we should expect to find the 
same qualifications in Section 9 as to keeping open shops on 
Saturday evening. Not finding it in Section 9, the inference 
is strong that the phrase “works of necessity and charity” was 
not intended to qualify, or refer to keeping open shops in 
Section 2. The provision of Section 2 remained unchanged 
until after the adoption of the Massachusetts constitution. In 
Statute 1791, Chap. 58, § 1, it was enacted “that no person 
or persons whatever shall keep open his or their shop, ware- 
house or workhouse, nor shall, upon land or water, do any 
manner of labor, business, or work (works of necessity and 
charity only excepted) .” 

In the Revised Statutes, Chap. 50, Sect. 1, and the Gen- 
eral Statutes, Chap. 84, Sect. 1, and the Public Statutes, 
Chap. 98, Sect. 2, the prohibition was enacted in substan- 
tially the same language and manner. In the several statutes 
in force under ays colony, province, and the constitution, 
there is nothing to indicate that there was any law which 
provided that shops, warehouses or workhouses were to be 
kept. open on the Lord’s day for the transaction of ordinary 
business. There is no statute during these periods from 
which we can infer that the exception as to works of necessity 
_and charity extended to the keeping open of shops, ware- 
houses and workhouses for the purpose of transacting busi- 
ness on the Lord’s day. 

The statute under which this complaint was drawn is as 
follows: “ Whoever on the Lord’s day keeps open his shop, 
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warehouse or workhouse, or does any manner of labor, 
business or work, except works of necessity and charity.”— 
Public Statutes, Chap. 98, Sect. 2. 

This portion of the section provides for the punishment of 
two distinct and separate offences, viz.: “1, keeping open a 
shop, warehouse or workhouse on the Lord’s day; 2, doing 
any manner of labor, business, or work on that day, except 
works of necessity or charity.”—Com. vs. Has, 122 Mass. 
40. 7 
Section 2, in that part of it which is quoted, is, in sub- 
stance, the same as those previously enacted under the 
province, and since the acceptance of the constitution. The 
exception in each statute, save that of 1760-1, follows 
the words “ doing any manner of labor, business, or work,” 
and qualifies them. The phrase “except works of necessity 
and charity ” has no reference to the first offence of keeping 
open a shop, warehouse or workhouse, and qualifies only 
the second offence of “ doing any manner of labor, business, 
or work.” — Com. vs. Nagle, 117 Mass. 142. 

The object of the statutes and of each of the preceding 
statutes was to prohibit the opening of shops and warehouses 
on the Lord’s day, for the purpose of the transaction of the 
ordinary business carried on during the week. — Com. vs. 
Collins, 2 Cushing, 556. 

Keeping open a shop or workhouse on the Lord’s day for 
the purpose of doing business with the public indiscriminately 
is an offence in itself. The Legislature intended by this 
statute to keep the ordinary places of traffic, business, and 
work closed on this day, so that those persons who desired to 
relax from labor and business and attend to private and pub- 
lic worship might not be disturbed by those who chose to 
pursue their worldly business and avocations in open shop. 
This statute is substantially the same as that enacted in 1791, 
Chap. 58. The preamble to that statute sets forth at length 
the reasons of its passage, and is applicable to the statute 
now in force, as well as to the several Jaws enacted upon this 
subject since that time. 

The complaint alleges that the defendant kept open his 
shop on the Lord’s day for the purpose of doing business 
therein, namely, cutting hair and shaving beards, the same 
not being works of necessity or charity. The offence is fully 
set out by omitting the words “the same not being works of 
necessity or charity.” They can, therefore, be stricken out 
as surplusage, and the complaint will be complete. 

We are not called upon to pass on the question whether it 
is a work of necessity to cut hair and shave beards on the 
Lord’s day. ‘This question does not arise in the present case. 
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We construe the statute to mean that the law prohibits the 
keeping open a shop, warehouse or workhouse for the pur- 
pose of doing business therein on the Lord’s day; and that 
it is immaterial what that business may be.

THE PAVING OF DEVONSHIRE AND COURT STREETS, 
AND HARRISON AVENUE. 


In Common Covuncit, Nov. 18, 1886. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, who were 
instructed to furnish information relative to the paving of 
Devonshire and Court streets, and Harrison avenue, having 
considered the subject, beg leave to report as follows : — 


Section two of chapter seventeen of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1885 provides that “in case the amount of the 
estimated expenditures under a contract exceeds one thousand 
dollars, reasonable notice shall be given by advertisements 
therefor.” 

In reply to question one, “ Whether the amounts of the 
estimated expenditures for such works, respectively, exceeded 
the amount of one thousand dollars?” 

Your committee would report that the accompanying state- 
ment of the Superintendent of Streets shows that the “ esti- 
mated expenditures,” under the contracts or agreements 
made by him, for the work on Devonshire and Court streets, 
in each instance, was less than one thousand dollars 
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In regard to Harrison avenue the first estimate was for 
a sum exceeding one thousand dollars. 

As explained in the statement of the Superintendent, all 
bids were rejected, and the work was so divided that each 
contract was for an estimated expenditure of less than one 
thousand dollars. 

In answer to question two, “Whether proper advertise- 
ments were made therefor? ” 

It appears that no advertisements were required in the 
case of Devonshire and Court streets, nor in the final letting 
of contracts for the work on Harrison avenue. 

For the work on Harrison avenue, under the first esti- 
mate, an advertisement was inserted, which, according to 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel herewith submitted, 
was a substantial compliance with the ordinance. 

In answer to question three, “Whether there were any 
contracts executed on behalf of the city for the performance 
of such work?” 7 

It appears that the estimate under each contract being for 
a sum less than one thousand dollars, according to the 
method of doing the work adopted by the Superintendent, 
no written contracts were necessary ; but in each of the con- 
tracts relating to Devonshire and Court streets, the proposals 
were submitted in writing to the Superintendent, and signed 
by the parties to whom the work was awarded. 

For the work on Harrison avenue there were no written 
contracts. 

In answer to question four, “ Whether such contracts, if 
any, were approved by His Honor the Mayor, and if not, 
why not?” 

It appears that the approval of the Mayor was not re- 
quired in any of these contracts.

Sir, —TI have received your note of yesterday enclosing 
the order now before the committee, and sundry papers from 
the Superintendent of Streets relating to the paving of 
Devonshire and Court streets and Harrison avenue, and 
asking me to state whether under the facts as presented the 
ordinances have been violated in the points mentioned in the 
order. 

Most of the points raised are purely matters of fact. The 
second is the only one that presents a question of law; and 
that must depend for its answer upon whether the estimated 
expenditures under the several contracts exceeded in any — 
case the amount of one thousand dollars. By the statement 
of facts submitted to me it appears that the estimated expen- 
ditures under the several contracts according to the method 
of doing the work on Devonshire and Court streets adopted 
by the Superintendent did not exceed that amount. These 
cases, therefore, were not within the provisions of the ordi- 
nances referred to. - It cannot be said, as a matter of law, that 
the Superintendent was required to make but one contract 
for the entire work to be done upon either of those streets. 
I think the method of doing the work was left to his judg- 
ment as an executive officer. With special reference to 
Harrison avenue, it seems to me that the advertisement set 
forth in the statement of the Superintendent is a substantial 
compliance with the ordinance. The papers submitted are 
herewith returned.

PURCHASE OF LONG ISLAND. 


In Common Councit, December 2, 1886. 


The Judiciary Committee of the Common- Council, in 
pursuance of the instructions contained in the following 
order, passed Sept. 25, 1886, namely :— _ 


* Ordered, That the Judiciary shall investigate and re- 
port to this Council, in print, all facts relating to the taking 
by the City of Boston of the land belonging to the estate of 
the late ThomasJ. Dunbar, on Long Island, and the payment 
therefor to Andrew J. Browne, trustee under the will of said 
Dunbar, of the sum of $157,500. 


“ Be it further ordered, that said committee have full power 
to send for all persons, documents, and papers needful for 
said investigation; to employ a stenographer to report the 
evidence, and to use the Council Chamber and anterooms for 
its hearings, which shall be public, all expenses incurred 
thereby to be charged to the Contingent Fund of the Com- 
mon Council” —

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Your committee were of the opinion that the terms of the © 
order did not necessarily compel them to proceed only by © 
public hearings, but that they were most especially instructed | 
to investigate all the facts in regard to the taking the Long- 


Island lands and thé payment therefor. To this end it —— 


seemed proper that the committee should make such investi- 
gations, in their official capacity, as would make them ac- 
quainted with the leading facts in the case, and thereby 
enable them to form some idea of the course to be pursued 
at any public hearing, in the matter of summoning witnesses. 

Your committee, therefore, proceeded to call before}them 
Messrs. Huguley and Browne, who were parties representing 
the sellers, and Aldermen C. H. Allen, who represented the 
buyers, at the time of the settlement of the Dunbar claim. 
The evidence was taken by the official stenographer, Mr._ 
Robson, and is annexed in full to thisreport. The witnesses 
were under oath, and were subject to thorough cross-exami- 
nation. . 

Mr. Wilson, of the Common Council, was notified to 
attend at the hearings, and was offered every opportunity to 
cross-examine the witnesses; but he refused to avail of it, 
for reasons given by him in his place in the~ Council. 

The result of this preliminary investigation was to estab- 
lish the following facts : — 

1. The Dunbar land was not bought in the usual manner, 
but was taken by the city under powers granted by Chap. 


51 of Acts of 1883. The order for taking the Dunbar land — 


was passed by the Aldermen, Nov. 17, 1884 (Proceedings, 
1884, p. 521), and by the Common Council, Jan. 1, 1885 
(Proc., p. 650), being the act of the City Council of 1884. 
Orders looking to an amicable settlement with the owners | 
were passed at the same time, and referred as unfinished © 
business to the Committee on Public Institutions, at the be- 
ginning of the city government in 1885. This committee 
referred the matter to a sub-committee, consisting of Alder- 
man Allen, and Councilmen Taylor, of Ward 8, and Denney, 
of Ward 12. Their negotiations, detailed in full in Alder- 
man Allen’s testimony, resulted in fixing the settlement with 
the Dunbar estate at $157,500. This report of the sub-com- 
mittee was adopted by the majority of the committee, and so 
reported to the City Council, one member presenting a dis- 
senting report. (Proc., 1885, pp. 56-7.) The majority _ 
report was passed by the Common Council, Jan. 29, 1885 ~ 
(Proc., p. 62), and by the Aldermen, Feb. 9, 1885 (Proc., 
p. 86.) | é; 
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As the payment of the sum of $157,500 to Mr. Browne, 
the trustee of the Dunbar estate, is acknowledged by him 
and not disputed, your committee has not thought it neces- 
sary to obtain any further evidence of the fact. 


Instrict adherence to the order of the Common Council, your 
committee might have stopped at this point and reported the 
foregoing facts. The official acts of the City Council of 1884 
or 1885 are not open to investigation by the present City 
Council. Their acts can be reversed in some cases, but the 
members are not amenable to this City Council, and it is to 
be presumed that their official acts were legal and proper. 

But your committee, fully understanding the unwritten 
part of your order, did not stop at a mere review of the offi- 
cial record. The alleged incitement to this order was the 
suggestion that the City Councils of 1884 and 1885 had been 
misled, and especially that the Council of 1885 had been in- 
duced by unlawful influences to pass the vote for settlement 
with the Dunbar estate. 

Your committee desire to express their opinion that, if 
there had been any corruption in the making of any bargain 
for or by the city, it is right that an investigation should be 
made when practicable, even if the city had suffered no loss, 
or would be unable to recover any public money expended. 

In the present case the only unusual feature was the fact 
that in the settlement made with the Dunbar heirs, the trus- 
tee was represented by Col. Huguley, and that in the settle- 
ment of the trustee’s account only $140,000 out of the $157,- 
500 was paid over to the Dunbar heirs. It was stated that 
the $17,500 went to Col. Huguley under an agreement made 
with the heirs, and that they were willing to settle their 
claim for $140,000. Hence an inference tint the city had 
been led into paying an excessive amount for the land, and 
that some portion of that excess had been used to corruptly 
obtain a vote in the City Council to make the settlement. 

Your committee invited before them Messrs. Huguley and 
Browne, the persons who must have known if any money was 
so spent, and also Ald. Allen, who conducted the negotiation 
in 1885 in behalf of the city. 

Col. Huguley’s testimony throws light on many of the 
doubtful points. He shows that the $17,500 was diminished 
by the payment of $1,777, taxes, and a commission to Mr. 
Browne forservices of some $1,542. This leaves about $14,000 
unaccounted for; and of this Col. Huguley states that he 
personally received about $5,000 for expenses incurred by 
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him during several years, in showing the property and in 
other proper ways, and that the remainder, $9,000, was 
shared between himself and Mr. Randall, a gentleman who 
had married the widow of Mr. Dunbar. 

It is unnecessary to point out the impossibility, under these 
circumstances, of tracing any money beyond Col. nee 
He swears that he received it and retained it. 

It appears that neither Mr. Huguley, Mr. Browne, nor Mr. 
Randall, was, at any time covered by these transactions, a 
member of the City Council. There is no suggestion that 
any such division of the purchase-money was illegal or im- 
proper, or in any way a matter in itself calling for investiga- 
tion by the City Council or either branch thereof. Nor in 
fact is this of the slightest consequence in regard to the main 
question, viz.: Was any money spent for the purpose of in- 
fluencing any member of the City Council in 1884 to take the 
land, or in 1885 to pay $157,500 in settlement of the Dunbar 
claim? If bribes were used, it is immaterial whether they 
were part of this $14,000 or not. 

To this question both Mr. Browne and Col. Fagen have 
given the most ample and unqualified denial. The evidence 
shows that they deny any direct or indirect use of money for 
the purposes named, and the committee would call attention 
to the reiterated questions so answered. | 

On the other hand, Ald. Allen has testified very fully to 
the part which he took in behalf of the city. No one can 
doubt that he obtained the land at the lowest price possible, 
and that the committee of 1885 was honest in preferring this 
settlement to running the risk of the verdict of a jury. 

The only question which is not entirely passed upon is 
whether or not any member of the City Council of 1884 or 
1885 was corruptly influenced in his vote. Without specific 
charges made, your committee can see no method of attempt- 
ing to pursue the inquiry. Col. Huguley has testified under 
oath that he did not expend any money for this purpose, and 
that he has no accounts or books which would show any such 
expenditures. Your committee used every form of cross- 
examination on these points, and can only regret that the 
member of the Council who originated the order was unwill- 
ing to assist them by attending and examining the witnesses. 

Your committee, therefore, feel authorized and obliged to 
make this report of their proceedings up to this point and 
to ask for further instructions. The Council has now before 
it sworn evidence in regard to the subject-matter of the 
order. The members can now understand the probability of 
any fraud, the chances of discovering it, and the best method of 
investigation. ‘There is no especial potency in a public hear- 
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ing; and even if one should be desired, there are some points 
worthy consideration. 

The opinion of the Corporation Counsel, here annexed, 
seems to show that a committee of one branch of the City 
Council is absolutely powerless to enforce any investigation 
in this case. He states that it cannot compel a member of 
the City Council of another year “to appear and be ex- 
amined,” and of course it has no greater power over a private 
citizen. ‘The only investigation it can make could be equally 
done by any assemblage of citizens, and the evidence would 
be only such as should be voluntarily offered. In brief, it 
does not seem to be the proper tribunal to try the case, and 
an attempt to exercise powers not belonging to it can only 
expose the Council to an ignominious failure. 

Your committee is of the opinion that so much of the 
original order as relates to summoning witnesses, or calling 
for the production of books and papers, ought to be rescinded, 
as illegal and useless. If the Council, after considering the 
evidence submitted herewith, is still of the opinion that some 
further investigation is proper and possible, it may be well 
to pass a new order, instructing the Judiciary Committee to 
give one or more public hearings, at which all persons shall 
be invited to attend and give evidence to show that any 
member of the City Council of 1884 or 1885 was directly 
or indirectly bribed, or threatened, or approached with a 
bribe or threat, to influence his vote, either in regard to 
taking the land at Long Island or to settling for the land 
after it was taken by the city. 

This form of order seems to be the extreme limit of the 
powers of the Council, and your committee would, of course, 
if so instructed, do everything in their power to make it 
effectual ; but it is a matter for serious consideration whether 
any ground has been given for any suspicion of the honesty 
and faithfulness of preceding City Councils. -

A regular meeting of the Committee on Judiciary of the Com- 
mon Council was held this day in pursuance to notice, to investi- 
gate and report the facts relating to the taking of and settlement 
for Long Island. 

Harrison W. HucGurity appeared before the committee, in 
response to a written invitation sent to him, and having been duly 
sworn by the clerk, Mr. Hillard, testified as follows : — 

The Cuarrman. Colonel Huguley, I have here an extract 
from the Boston Daily Advertiser, of September 25, 1886, 
which purports to be a statement made by you. Do you remem- 
ber ever to have seen this newspaper article? I would like to 
have you look at it, as it may save you considerable time by 
taking certain facts in connection. If those are all right, it will 
save considerable time in the questions which I desire to put. 
I do not mean to bind you to the entire correctness of the report, 
but to ask if I am safe in following that general article out? 

A. (After looking at the extract.) That is exactly true, with 
the exception of one sentence there, which I did not know. 

Q. I will take it, then, as a guide in the questions which I put. 
Colonel Huguley, you were a partner, I believe, in the firm of 
Dunbar & Co.? 

A. I was in 1878, up to 1882. 

@. And the late Thomas J. Dunbar, the former owner of Long 
Island, was one of your partners? 

A. He was not one of my partners. Thomas J. Dunbar died in 
1877. J.C. Frank, wy partner in 1878, was a partner of Thomas 
J. Dunbar, and er one of the executors of the Re fee Thomas J. 
Dunbar. 

@). Did you succeed to his business ? 

A. I succeeded to his business. 

@. Did you at any time become interested in the sale of Long 
Island to the United States government or to the City of Boston? 

A. I did, immediately upon my ae the firm. 

@. In eighteen hundred and — 

aA. 1878, — August. 

@. Was that interest an individual interest, or only as a 
partner? 

A. It was an interest neither as a partner nor as a — I was 
going to say not as an individual. If you will permit me to say a 
few words in the way of statement, I will run over the ground 
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hastily, and will not take much of the time of the committee. 
Perhaps I can give you facts enough to give you some idea of what - 
has been done. Going back to 1878, in the month of August, I 
became a partner in the firm of Dunbar & Co., by purchase of the 
interest of the late T. J. Dunbar & Co. in that firm. <A few 
months thereafter we formed a partnership consisting of J. C. 
Frank, H. W. Huguley, and Chester H. Graves. Graves was a 
merchant and had no interest except that he had money there. 
Immediately upon my going into the firm Mr. Frank, who was 
one of the executors under the will of Dunbar, interested me in 
Long Island. At that time there was quite an interest manifested 
by the government to buy this property for the Marine Hospital at 
Chelsea. The Chelsea people were kicking up considerable noise 
about having the hospital there, and the government appointed a 
committee some time thereafter to come to Boston to see what 
could be done with a view to the removal of the Chelsea Marine 
Hospital. I saw the committee then, and went to Washington, 
and saw the members of the committee at various times after- 
wards. To make a long story short, as that does not-appear to 
enter into this case, it was said to me by Mr. Leopold Morse that 
if Tcould get the heirs’ assent to sell the property for $150,000 
the property could be sold. I tried toget the assent. The asking 
price was $200,000. That was in 1878. Three years previous to 
that time Mr. L. Foster Morse, in 1876, or the latter part of 1875, 
offered Mr. Dunbar $250,000 for the island, and Mr. Dunbar 
- laughed at him. 

@. How long had Mr. Dunbar held the island? 

A. Mr: Dunbar had held the island for twenty-five years previ- 
ous to that, — Dunbar & Co. It was originally the Long Island 
Company, and was finally merged into the Dunbar Company. 

Q. Quite an old title? . 

A. Quite an old title. I made several visits to Washington. 
The best I could get them to do was to offer $150,000. It was 
said if we could get the assent of the heirs to sell for $150,000 
the property would be sold quickly. The estate was represented 
by two interests ; by Mr. Stults on the one side, whose interest was 
in his children, and by Mrs. Dunbar and Mrs. Austin on the other. 
The ladies have an interest during their lifetime, and at their 
death the property goes to the Stults children. 

@. Who were they? 

A. Mr. Stults was Mrs. Dunbavr’s daughter’s husband, and had 
two children. Since then there has been considerable talk and a 
separation of that interest, the wife and husband being now 
separated. I went to Washington to meet parties, but the nego- 
tiations failed. Whatever the ladies agreed to Mr. Stults was 
certain to disagree to. In other words, he would not agree to any 
proposition that would be pleasing to the other side, and his in- 
terest was to prevent the estate having in hand any money what- 
ever, with which to give the ladies a living. Mrs. Dunbar, although 
supposed to be a wealthy woman, as her estate was assessed and 
inventoried at $650,000, for five years thereafter she was, I was 
going to say, next door toa beggar; she hadn’t nioney enough to 
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pay her daily bills. Passing that, all I have to say is, that the 
negotiations with the government failed. In 1882, after I had 
seen in the meantime quite a number of people and quite a num- 
ber of committees, — indeed, the city was all this time figuring 
and talking about it, and it was said that we asked $20,000 for 
the island, but it was always understood that we would sell for 
$185,000 —in 1882, the various committees, believing that the 
price asked for the island was too much, Mayor Green peti- 
tioned the General Court for an act of eminent domain, to take 
land for public institutions, which act was aimed directly, and it 
was so understood at the Legislature, and by everybody having 
cognizance of the fact, at Long Island. This act expired by 
limitation two years thereafter, and my judgment is, withovt 
being entirely definite, that the act expired in March, 1884, 
having been passed in March, 1882. In the latter part of 
1884 ex-Governor Hale, of New Hampshire, was very active 
and earnest to purchase the island. The moment he found that this 
act existed, and that the city was threatening to take the island, 
he and others dropped out of the controversy. The consequence 
was, that the city, standing there and menacing the island, 
was the only customer we had left. They drove off everybody 
else, because Mr. Hale said: ‘If we buy this island at any price 
to-day the city may come in and pay for it what they please.” 
We then made an effort to get the city to do one of two things, 
either to take it or to take themselves out of the way. Ihad been 
at work on this island five or six years previous to that time, in 
various ways, conferring with the representatives of the city, con- 
ferring with previous mayors, whose inaugurals you will see, going 
back as far as Governor Gaston, recommended the purchase of 
Long Island. At that time it was determined to make one more 
effort. I said to Mr. Browne, ‘‘I don’t believe the city govern- 
ment means to do anything about it.” I said if I had been there 
once with the committee, I had been there twenty-five times, and 
while they said they were going to complete it immediately, the 
city government would expire and nothing be done. I said to Mr. 
Browne, ‘** We will make one more effort. We will get the city to 
do one of two things, either to take it or let it alone, and then we 
will try and go somewhere else.” I came before the committee at 
various times, in the interest of Mr. Browne, who had, at that 
time succeeded to the trusteeship, the other trustees and executors 
having resigned; and the committee voted to come down. I did 
state in that little interview that $165,000 was the lowest price 
that the island had ever been offered for. That is absolutely true, 
except that Mr. Browne tells me that which I did not know, 
that, at one time, before a committee, he did state to the commit- 
tee that if they would take the island, and take it quick, he would 
sell it to them for $155,000 and taxes, which amounted to $1,777. 
Now, they did not take Mr. Browne’s offer. JI came before the 
committee, and Mr. Browne came with me. Mr. Browne said to 
them that I was empowered and authorized to act for him. 
(). In what year? | 
A. This was in 1885 or 1884, I think. 
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(. One moment; please look at this Act (handing him the 
volume). It may be of some advantage to you in fixing the date. 
This was the act of March 17, 1883, and it ran for two years? 

A. It ran until March, 1885. 

Q. That is the act; it may refresh your memory on the exact 
dates. J suppose that is permissible, Mr. Harding? 

Mr. Harpine. —I suppose that anything is permissible here 
to-day. 

Col. Hugutry. — That is true, Mr. Chairman. I was mistaken 
in one year. It was the act which expired by limitation two years 
after its passage, and it expired during 1885. All this work I am 
talking about was in 1884. I got one year ahead of my time. I 
came before the committee, and after I had left, Mr. Browne said 
to the committee that if they would take the island and pay for it, — 
the estate needing the money very much, and having had to raise a 
mortgage of $50,000 to carry it along. — that he would sell it to’ 
them for $155,000 and the current taxes, which amounted to 
$1,777. That hung along for several months — just how long I can- 
not recall, but several months ; it is quite unimportant just how long. 
Finally I went before the sub-committee, Mr. Allen doing the 
principal talking, and he asked me the lowest price we would take 
for the island. I said $160,000, which I thought would be about 
the bottom. Then he said Mr. Browne offered this property for 
$155,000 and taxes. I said that was some time ago. But, to 
make a long story short, I said to Mr. Allen, ‘‘ If you will pay 
$155,000 without interest from the date of the offer, and the 
current taxes, I will do as Mr. Browne said.’’ I know the 
taxes were figured from that time on it. I cannot recall, 
but Mr. Browne will know all about it. But I know that the 
taxes and interest figured from that day when the committee rec- 
ommended taking the property by the right of eminent domain 
would have brought the price of the island slightly in excess of 
$158,000. Mr. Allen was figuring and trying to drive me down to 
$157,000, and finally we did come down to $157,500. His interest 
was to get it as low as he could, and mine was to get the price as. 
high as I could. Now there has been considerable talk as to what 
became of $17,500. 

@. Now wait a moment.’ You have arrived at the point that 
the island was taken by the right of eminent domain, and the 
price paid $157,500, and that you explain was the lowest price it 
was ever offered for? 

A. Yes, sir; it was the lowest price, and it was offered at that 
price because the estate was in need of money, and had raised 
money by mortgage. 

(@. Then we will pass to the consideration of what became of 
the $17,500. 

A. This taking of the island was completed in the vear 1884. 
In the early part of the year 1885, of course, they having taken 
the island, we were very anxious to get a settlement and to get our 
money, because we needed it very much, particularly as it was not 
drawing any interest in the hands of the city. We came to the 
government and urged the passage of some agreement that the 
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committee would make. The committee recommended $157,590, 
and in February, I think, or the latter part of January, the gov- 
ernment voted to accept the recommendations of the committee, 
and that sum was paid to Mr. Browne. Now, then — 

@. One moment: was the money paid to Mr. Browne directly, 
the whole $157,500, — was it paid into Mr. Browne’s hands per- 
sonally, individually, I mean? 

A. I presume so. 

Q. It did not come into your possession ? 

A. It did not come into my possession. 

(). Now, perhaps it would be better to ask one or two questions 
along at that point. Is it a fact that the Dunbar estate, to your 
knowledge, received $140,000? Jf that was paid over? Have you 
any personal knowledge of it? 

A. I haven’t any personal knowledge, except that I believe it 
to be true. 

@. You do not know what disposition he made of that money? 
You did not see it paid? 

A. I did not see it paid. 

@. Youstate in this article that there were expenses amounting 
to $1,572, and the taxes amounted to $1,777; that those were paid 
out of the $17,500 which was unaccounted for. What were those 
expenses amounting to $1.572, — what was the nature of them? 

A. Mr. Browne, as trustee, 

@. One moment: did you expend any portion of that $1,572? 

A. Nota cent of it. 

Q. Then we will return to Mr. Browne? 

A. It never came into my hands. 

@. Then that would leave a balance of $14,500, which, after 
taking the expenses of five years, was equally divided between 
John M. Randall and yourself (referring to the article). Is that a 
correct statement ? 

A. That is a correct statement. 

Q. Whois John M. Randall,—I mean what is his relation to 
this matter? 

A. He was formerly a partner of Mr. Dunbar. When I suc- 
ceeded to the firm of Dunbar & Co. I found him there, and while 
I did not take him into partnership I continued him in my employ, 
and he was there practically until he got too old to be of any prac- 
tical service to anybody, and he retired from the business, and 
afterwards married the widow Dunbar. 

Do you know in about what year they were married ? 

I should say about a year and a half ago. 

It was previous to the settlement? 

I think in 1885. 

Previous to this settlement ? 

I think it was just after the settlement. 

You say after deducting expenses incurred during the period 
of six years— that means expenses which you had cognizance of, 
which you had knowledge of — that the expenses which were de- 
ducted —can you state what the exact amount was divided 
between you and Mr. Randall? 
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A. I think somewhere between four and five thousand dollars 
each. In other words, I think there were about between eight and 
nine thousand dollars to the two. 

@. That would give a sum rising five thousand dollars to be ac- 
counted for, for expenses incurred during this period of six years? 

A. Yes, sir: 

@. Do I understand that these expenses were those of which 
you had knowledge? 

A. They were expenses very largely made by myself. 

Q. They were? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you any memoranda which you wish to submit to us 
of those expenses, or can you furnish them easily ? 

A. I have not, because I have no memoranda. I have no 
permanent record, I think, now. 

@. Can you make a statement now of the amount of the 
expenses? 

A. I-can say to you that Mr. Randall had always been a very 
close friend of Mr. Dunbar, and through Mr. Randall and Mr. 
Frank I was interested in Long Island. I was interested in the 
estate through my partner and Mr. Randall. Mr. Randall was a 
very close friend of the family, as was afterwards demonstrated. 
He, of course, was very much interested for the success of this 
matter, because he made, I was going to say daily, certainly very 
frequent, visits to the home of Mrs. Dunbar, and knew in what 
Straits she was left by the will. He interested himself with me, 
going here and going there, seeing this party and seeing that 
party, and doing everything that he could do to bring the matter 
to a focus, and it was by me and by him, or between us, agreed 
that the net results coming out of this should be divided between 
us, we paying all expenses that were incurred. Now, then, you 
ask me what were the expenses. I think I was in Washington 
four or five times on this very matter. ‘The expenses to Washing- 
ton could not have been much short of from five to six hundred 
dollars. I don’t know whether people do as I do, but I usually 
_ get what little I can of the comforts of life when I am travelling ; 
and seeing Committees of Congress isn’t a matter to be sneezed at, 
if I may put it in that way. It is rather an expensive matter. I 
think the amount was estimated at that time at about eight hundred 
dollars. JI cannot tell you how many steamboats I hired and 
used, going back and forwards to Long Island in the interest of 
the city government. I think I have paid for more than fifty 
steamboats, and I have paid for more than that number of dinners, 
if you call that bribery. When we took a committee down there 
we intended to treat them as wellas we could. Itis quite a dis- 
tance. Men going down usually spent half a day, and we almost 
always provided luncheon. All those expenses we considered 
legitimate ; we took them to be legitimate, at all events, and the 
expenses incurred in that way were somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of between four and five thousand dollars. 

@. Was any portion of this sum of money to be accounted for, 
which is about five thousand d:llars, paid by you directly or indi- 
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rectly to any member of the city government for any of the years 
in which the expenditure was made? 

A. If you will permit me, it has been stated an I have heard 

every member's name of the City Council connected with my own 
in this scramble. I have heard it said that I paid almost every- 
body without any exception, unless it be Mr. Harding; I don’t 
think I ever heard his name charged in connection with it. But I 
have this to say, that I don’t think there is a man in or out of the 
city government that I gave a dollar to influence his vote. 

@. Directly or indirectly ? 

A. Directly or indirectly. I want to say a word in regard to 
‘this fifteen hundred dollars. Mr. Browne, as trustee of the estate, 
would have been permitted to receive a percentage for handling 
the money of the estate. The agreement was, as [ say, that the 
estate was to have a hundred and forty thousand dollars net. 
‘* Therefore” he said, ‘‘ as I have done a great deal of work in this 
matter, going here and there, and as the estate will not pay any- 
thing, as I cannot put it into my account, it is perfectly proper 
that you should pay me two and a half per cent.” I kicked, as the 
boys say, about paying any such sum of money, but I finally did 
pay Mr. Browne one per cent. upon the amount net left in my 
hands, which was some fifteen thousand and some hundred dollars ; 
and if you deduct that from the fifteen thousand it would have 
left me about fourteen thousand one hundred dollars. 

Mr. Lez. That seventeen hundred and seventy-seven dollars 
was paid into the city treasury for taxes? 

A. It was paid into the treasury for taxes. 

Q. By you? 

A. By Mr. Browne. 

The Cuarrman. I will repeat the order under which we are 
acting. (Reading the first order.) Do you recollect any mate- 
rial fact in regard to it which you have not stated, and which you 
desire to add? 

A. I don’t recall anything important, Mr. Chairman. There 
were a great many interviews at the time. 

@. I mean anything that is essential? 

LA? Noy’ sir: 

The CHarrman. — Does any member of the committee wish to ask 
Mr. Huguley any questions covered by the order? 

Mr. Lee.— I would like to have Mr. Huguley inform the com- 
mittee in regard to the transactions that took place with the sub- 
committee, and who was present, and who were the members of the — 
sub-committee that the trade was closed with when they reported 
back. 

A. The members of the sub-committee were Mr. Ald. Allen, 
Mr. William Taylor, and Mr. Thomas Denney. I started to Long 
Island with them, and it blew so hard that we could not land at the 
Island; it was quite cold also. We went over to Deer Island. 
There were one or two other gentlemen with us, and in the parlor at 
Deer Island we talked about the matter. We went over to Deer 
Island, and there the matter was discussed. I stuck upon $158,000 
at that time, and I had gotten Mr. Allen to virtually agree to 
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$157,000. Isaw him again, and all the transaction was practically 
left to him, because I suppose, he had had a good deal of experience 
in land matters, and we finally settled upon $157,500 ; and in my 
judgment when it was done it was done in this room. 

@. What was the highest offer ever made by them or any other 
committee ? 

A. They never made me an offer at any price. I understand 
that Mr. Greenough has stated that we offered him the property 
for $150,000. I don’t know that that is true; I don’t repeat that 
Mr. Greenough did make that statement; but if he did make that 
statement he made that which was absolutely wrong. 

The Cuarrman. — That is not material to this hearing. 

Mr. Ler. — It is material whether he said it could be bought for 
$150,000. 

@. What Greenough was that? 

A. Mr. Ald. Greenough. 

The Cuarrman. — Did you have at any time a bond upon this 
Island? 

A. Nota bond, but an agreement. 

@. What was the nature of that agreement? 

A. Under the original understanding with Mr. Frank I had no 
agreement whatever, because he was my partner and he simply 
said to me, ‘‘ I will see that you are taken care of ; in other words, 
I will see that you are properly paid for your services.” While he 
was my partner, and up to 1882, March, I had no agreement of 
any formal kind. After Mr. Browne came into office I had done 
a great deal of work—I may say I was selected after the old 
trustees went out as trustee of the estate. But the first interview 
I had with Mr. Stults indicated that I was quite close enough to 
him for all practical purposes ; it was the first time I had seen him, 
and I very hastily took myself out of all connection with the estate 
as an Official, and Mr. Browne was appointed. After Mr. Browne 
was appointed, and as I had done a great deal of work in the direc- 
tion of Long Island and in the interest of the estate, I felt it was 
quite proper, as I didn’t know Mr. Browne as well as I did my 
partner, that he should give me an agreement. It was talked for 
some time and I tried to get them to give me ten per cent. I tried 
to get them to sell the island for $125,000; but they wouldn’t 
listen to it. I finally did get them to agree that the estate would 
accept $140,000, all expenses of every name and nature to be 
borne by me, and that there was nothing coming out of that 
amount which was to be turned over to the estate, and the agree- 
ment, while it was not a bond, recited that fact, and was written 
by Mr. Gaston. 

The CuarrMan. — Have you the agreement? 

A. The agreement run out. It extended, I think, for ninety 
days. Then it was renewed, and then it run out, and I allowed it 
to lapse because in the meantime Mr. Browne said there was no 
necessity for making a new agreement, the probabilities being that 
we would not accomplish anything, but you will have my word for 
it that I will hold to it. At the time of taking the island and 
making the settlement I had no agreement in writing. 
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Q. Was there any objection by the beneficiaries of the estate to 
receiving the $140,000 in full settlement as their part? 

A. None whatever. 

@. And they were aware and assented, to your knowledge, to 
receiving it? } 

A. My impression is that all the parties representing both in- 
terests of this family fight signed an agreement, strange as if may 
seem. 

The CnHatrman. —Is Mr. Wilson here? (No response.) We 
understand that Mr. Wilson don’t intend to ask any questions. 

Mr. Harding retired and presently returned, and said he was 
told that Mr. Wilson went out a few moments ago. 

The CHatrmMan. — Col. Nettleton, you have heard all those 
statements; is there anything suggested by what has been said 
that you can suggest to the conimittee any further inquiry in any 
direction under this order as it stands? You heard the order read, 
that we are to obtain all the facts relating to the taking by the 
city of the land belonging to the estate of the late Thomas J. Dun- 
bar and the payments of money to the trustee under the will of 
$157,500. 

Col. Nerrteron. —I think the parties who led to the passage 
of that order ought all to be invited here and given an opportunity 
to inquire of the witnesses who are called. Thev are presumed to 
be best informed in regard to the facts upon which that order is 
based. I don’t know anything, the members of this committee 
don’t know anything, upon which to inquire of Mr. Huguley in the 
way of cross-examination. I don’t know how anything I can ask 
can forward the inquiry here in the way of investigation. The 
order was passed upon somebody’s information. 

The Cuatrman. — No, I beg pardon; it may have been surmise. 
Mr. Wilson was invited to be here. 

Col. Nrerrteton. —I don’t see how anybody else except the 
one who has the information can furnish it. 

The CHarrman. — You have nothing to suggest to the commit- 
tee? 

Col. Netrteton. — Nothing more than the fact that such in- 
quiries by all committees should be open to anybody who desires 
to inquire of witnesses. But the committee have taken that 
matter into their own hands and decided, and I don’t see how 
the matter can be advanced by my asking questions. 

The Cuatrman. — Any other member of the committee desire to 
ask questions ? 

Mr. Harpine. — I will put one aHeROH: 

@. You say, Col. Huguley, you never paid any money to any 
member of the City Council during the five years I will ask vou 
now whether or not you gave any money to anybody, understand- 
ing and supposing that the money was to be either given to or used 
in ‘influencing any member of the City Council? Whether money — 
to put my question in different form, ‘whether ¢ any money was asked 
of you upon the ground of its influencing , if given, votes or mem- 
bers of the City Council? 

A. I supposed the chairman’s question, whether the money was 
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paid directly or indirectly, would have covered that question, and 
J intended to state, if I did not state it explicitly, that I never 
gave to any member of the city government money direct ; neither 
did I give money to anybody else knowing it would go into the 
city government, and I have no knowledge that a dollar of it was 
ever applied to the purchase of votes, if I may so put it in that 
shape. 

@. You don’t reply tomy question. I don’t ask you whether you 
intended it to be used to corrupt members of the city government, 
but whether money was asked of you and paid by vou to any per- 
sons who made the statement to you that if it was so paid votes 
or members could be influenced? Were you ever approached by 
any persons and asked to give money or other inducements, other 
considerations — that is the question ? 

A. I think Iwas. It becamesat one time a serious matter to 
me whether I could live in Boston or not. 

Q. About when was that? 

A. Immediately after the passage of the act. and before the 
settlement, most everybody who was supposed to have any pull, 
so to speak, would tackle me on the streets and say, *t Now, look 
here, I can do so and so for you, and I would like to have you give 
me something, so and so.” My answer was, ‘‘ I am not doing it in 
that way; I have laid out my line, and don’t propose to give any 
money to influence any person in that way.’’? You have been in 
City, Hall, and you know what people hang around the city gov- 
ernment, and they have no more influence than anybody else. 

Q. I don’t refer to hangers-on around City Hall. 

A. I answered it. I did not give any money to anyhody to 
give to members of the City Council, directly or indirectly. 

@. You mean to make that statement in the broadest possible 
form? 

Ay ehodo: 

Q@. You wish to have this committee understand that not a 
dollar was spent by you with the least reason on your part for 
supposing — having more than average intelligence, and using the 
hest intelligence you had, you have no reason to suppose that 
any money you expended would influence any member of the city 
government ? 

A. Well, now — 

@. I put the question to you fairly. I want to have you tell 
us. You know how things are done. 

A. I have answered it as frankly as I know how. But I have 
sometimes in my life employed one lawyer in preference to another, 
because I thought he had influence with the Court, aside from his 
legal ability. In this case I might have, and did have, in my 
service some individuals who were supposed to have influence 
with the Court; they were paid for their services by me, but they 
were not paid a dollar with the understanding or belief on my part 
that the money paid into their hands ever reached any other hands, 
but was supposed to have been given to them for the purposes of 
daily living. 

@. Well then, you admit, as I understand it now, that money 
was paid by you to individuals ? 
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A. Ido not admit any such thing. I don’t care to be twisted 
in that way; it isn’t true; it isn’t right. 

@. I understood you to say that you paid money to individuals 
to procure influence ? 

A. Yes, sir; I paid money to Gov. Gaston to doit. He is an 
honorable gentleman. 

Mr. Harprve. — I am not twisting your words. 

The Cuarrman. —I think you started a little too soon, Colonel. 
Let Mr. Harding frame the question before you answer. 

Col. HueuLtry. —I don’t care to have words putin my mouth. 

Mr. Harpine. — Will you be kind enough to repeat what you 
said in answer to my former question? 

Col. HucuLry. — Your question was a pretty long one and — 

By request of Mr. Lee the stenographer read the following : — 

‘*@. You wish to have this committee understand that not a 
dollar was spent by you with the least reason on your part for 
supposing —having more than average intelligence and using the 
best intelligence you had, you have no reason to suppose that 
any money you expended would influence any member of the city 
government? 

‘6 A. Well, now — 

‘¢@. I put the question to you fairly. I want to have you tell 
us. You know how things are done? 

‘CA. I have answered it as frankly as I know how. But I have 
sometimes in my life employed one lawyer in preference to another 
because I thought he had influence with the Court aside from his 
legal ability. In this case I might have, and did have. in my ser- 
vice some individuals who were supposed to have influence with 
the Court; they were paid for their services by me, but they were 
not paid a dollar with the understanding or belief on my part that 
the money paid into their hands ever reached any other hands, but 
was supposed to. have been given to them for the purposes of daily 
living ” 

Mr. Harpvinc — Now, Mr. Huguley, before I go further will 
you be kind enough to tell this committee who those individuals 
were? 

A. Well, I don’t really think that interests the committee. 

Mr. Harvine. — I put the question to you. 

The Cuairman. — What individuals do you mean? 

Mr. Harpine. — The individuals he paid, those who were in his 
service and received pay. 

Col. Hucutey. —I1 won’t answer that question unless the com- 
mittee instruct me. 

Mr. Harpine. — That is all I want; very well. 

Col. Hucutry. — If the committee say it is important to know 
who the lawyers were and who the runners were — 

Mr. Harpine. — Your lawyers are matters of record. 

Col. Hucutey. — What kind of record? 

Mr. Harpine. — They appeared before committees of the City 
Council to work for you, and therefore their names appear upon the 
records of the City Council. 

Col. Hucgutey. — I cannot answer that question. 
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Mr. Harpine. — Never mind; you decline to answer the ques- 
tion. Very well. Now, sir, I will go om. 

The CHairman.— At this point I will ask a question. Were 
any of the persons — 

Mr. Harpine. — Will you kindly allow me to finish asking my 
questions, Mr. Chairman ? 

The Cuarrman. — Do you decline to allow me to ask a question? 

Mr. Harpine. — Oh, no, sir. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — I ask the question whether any of those per- 
sons were members of the City Council? 

A. I say they were not members of the city government, of 
this or previous city governments. I don’t know that there is any 
objection in the world to giving all the names of the parties, but I 
don’t feel like drawing in the names of gentlemen here without 
their consent. But if the committee insist upon it and think it is 
desirable information — 

The Cuatrrman. — At present let the matter rest ; you decline to 
furnish the information ; we will consider whether we will pursue 
it. If we consider it now we should have to clear the room and 
go into executive session. 

Mr. Harpine. — Have you kept any memorandum at all of pay- 
ments made by you? 

A. I did up to the time until the final completion of the matter. 

@. Which was what time? 

A. I think February, 1885. 

@. Will you produce those memoranda and accounts and submit 
them to the committee? 

* A. There was no memorandum and accounts. I carried a 
pocket-book, as I usually do, such a one as this (taking outa 
pocket-book), and at the end of the year I usually take out that 
book after I get through with it and burn it. That is what was 
done with that one. 

@. Those disbursements were made during that year, were 
they? 

A. They were made during the year 1885. 

Q. The odd $5,000? 

A. Which odd $5,000? 

Q. You have stated that about a little more than $5,000 was 
expended by you so that it left only between eight and nine thou- 
sand dollars to be divided between you and Mr. Randall. Now, 
I asked if you have kept any memoranda of those expenditures, 
and you said you had them in a book destroyed during the year? 

A. Pardon me, I did not say so 

' The Cuamman. — The statement made, as I understand it — 

Mr. Harpinc. — If you will allow me to make the statement 
myself, you are not answering questions. 

Mr. Wurrmore. — But you are making statements which are 
not a matter of record. 

Mr. Harpine. — Are you under examination now? 

Mr. Wuirmore. — No, sir. 

Mr. Harvine. — Then please let the witness continue with the 
examination. If he desires to refer to the record he can do so. 
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The Cuarrman. — I supposed you were dcing it in ignorance of 
what was said. 

Mr. Harpine. —I have heard all that has been said. I don’t 
wish to misrepresent him. If he don’t understand my questions I 
will repeat them. 

Col. Hucutrey. — I think I understand you; but you seem to put 
a wrong construction upon my words. You have termed me a 
man of ordinary intelligence, and I will — 

By direction of Mr. Harding the stenographer read the follow- 
ing : — : 

‘¢Mr. Harpinc. —Have you kept any memorandum at all of 
payments made by you? 

‘‘ A. I did up to the time until the final completion of the 
matter. 

‘* @. Which was what time? 

‘¢ A. I think February, 1885. 

‘© @. Will you produce those memoranda and accounts and 
submit them to the committee? 

‘¢ A. There was no memorandum and accounts. I carried a 
pocket-book, as I usually do— such a one as this (taking out a 
pocket-book), and at the end of the year I usually take out that 
book after I get through with it, and burn it. That is what was 
done with that one. 

‘¢@. Those disbursements were made during that year, were 
they ? 

*¢ A. They were made during the year 1885. 

‘© @. The odd $5,000? 

‘© A, Which odd $5,000?” 

Mr. Harpine. — This is all I wanted to ask, if you kept a 
memorandum of your expenditures. You told me that you had, 
and virtually you said it was in this little book which was 
destroyed at the end of the year; and I asked vou when, and you 
said — or I will ask you this question: Did you or not destroy 
the book which contained the entries of these expenditures ? 

A. The one that I have in my pocket goes back to January, 
1886. J have not one in existence previous to that, so I have no 
question but that it was destroyed. 

@. Are there any entries in the book beginning January, 1886, 
showing expenditures on the matter of Long Island? 

A. Not at all; it had been disposed of long previous. 

@. You have no knowledge in, regard to the existence of the 
accounts other than the general supposition that they have been 
destroyed? 

A. It is not supposition on my part; it is a fact. 

@. I took your words from your lips a moment ago. You said 
you supposed. 

A. I have not any question but that it was destroyed. That is 
my custom. I will take a pocket-book in my hand on the first of 
January and look it over, and if there is nothing important in it it 
is put into the fire. It is only a memorandum at best. 

( Do you keep any books of account other than those relating 
to your business as importer and liquor dealer? 
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A. Those are the only books I keep. 

@. Whether any entries appear upon those books in relation to 
Long Island in any shape or manner? 

A. None whatever. 

@. The entries were only made upon this private memorandum- 
book which you carried in your pocket? 

A. Well, Mr. Harding, exercising part of the intelligence which 
you accord to me, I have said to you that these expenditures 
covered a period of five or six years. Now you are trying to com- 
mit me to say that-the expenditures were made in the month of 
February, 1885. 

Q. Not at all. 

A. I only want to say to you this, as a general explanation, 
that I kept a memoranda of my expenditures until I got through, 
when I was able to settle the account by having the money paid in 
hand and the account balanced, and I had no further use for them 
and they were destroyed. 

@. Well now, sir, permit me to ask you a few questions. 

A. I don’t mean to tell you either that that was carried in my 
pocket for five years ; but I do mean to say that if Ishowed that I 
had expended up to the first of January upon this little book 
$2,500 or $500, and that Mr. Randall, who was the only party in- 
terested in the case, should agree to that balance, that I carried it 
forward on the next year, and so it was carried for several years ; 
so that as a matter of fact, in 1882, while we started with a bal- 
ance in January, it was carried forward through 1883, 1884, and 
1885 ; and wiuile we started with the balance due January 1, 1885, 
if we added to or deducted from it when the whole was completed, 
and the settlement was completed, when January came round I 
carried the record of it until the 81st of December, and then it 
was consigned to the flames. 

@. Then see if I correctly state you or understand you: you 
entered upon your yearly memorandum book the account of ex- 
penditures during that year. At the beginning of the next year, 
when you began a new memoranda, you carried forward simply 
the balance of expenses of the previous years, the sum total 
of those previous expenditures, and then you destroyed the record 
of previous expenditures? 

A. I ordinarily destroyed a worthless pocket-book ; yes. 

@. So you simply had at any one time the record of the expen- 
ditures for the then current year, and at the end of 1885 you 
destroyed the book which contained the last expenditures and 
balance of all former expenditures ? 

A. Precisely, precisely. 

@. Then I understand you perfectly. I wanted to see if I cor- 
rectly understood. You had no record, then, from time to time 
except upon this individual memorandum carried in your pocket? 

A. None whatever. 


Q@. Do you know whether or not Mr. Randall kept any record — 


of his expenditures? 

A. I never knew him to keep a book of any kind or character. 
In short, he made no expenditures, because he had no money except 
what he got from me. 
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@. Then, all the expenditures he made you entered in your 
book? 

A. I expended them. TI furnished the money and paid the 
bills. 

@. They went upon your account then. Will you give this 
committee your best judgment and make an estimate of the 
amounts in the aggregate that were spent by you in the matter of 
Long Island after you received the agreement from the heirs of 
the Dunbar estate, — the first agreement? 

A. Well, it would be impossible for me to do that, impossible 
for me to do it. I would say very likely, without desiring to state 
it as a fact, that I might have spent $1,000. It was, in my judg- 
ment, less than the period of a year, and I don’t think there was 
more than that spent. 

@. Now, sir, you say your Washington expenses covered, per- 
haps, $800 in the course of five years, and you say you spent 
$1,000 during the last year or less than a year. That would be a 
balance of something over $3,000 to be accounted for. Will you 
give to the commiitee an idea of how that was spent? 

A. Well, supposing I spent $1,000 — 

@. I don’t ask you to suppose anything. I ask you to tell us 
what was done. 

A. It.would be impossible for me to tell you definitely. 

Mr. Lee. — Did I understand you to say in your first statement 
that you spent between four and five thousand dollars in hiring 
boats and providing refreshments for various committees, taking 
them to Long Island? 

A. I did not say it was all for boats and committees. I have 
been to Washington. 

@. And that, you say, was about $800? 

A. I think about $800, I am not sure of it; I think so. 

@. Now, what were the expenses incurred for taking commit- 
tees to Long Island? 

A. What expenses have been incurred? 

@. About how much would it amount to in round numbers, to 
the best of your knowledge and belief? 

A. Well, we could not get a committee down there and back 
for less than $150. We had to hire a steamer; there were no 
steamers going there except those we employed to go there. We 
usually furnished something for them to eat when we got there. I 
cannot tell you the number of committees that had been there. 

Mr. Licgur.—If any of the parties that composed committees 
that visited Long Island, with whom you spent $5,000 in refresh- 
ments, or otherwise— were any of the members of those commit- 
tees your agents for the sale of Long Island afterwards, or did any 
of your agents become members of the city government? 

A. I had no agents. I have no knowledge of ever employing 
an ex-member of the city government. I don’t recall one at this 
minute. 

Mr. Harpine. — Will you tell the committee what members of 
the city government applied to you for money on account of the 
Long Island matter? 
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A. Which member of what? 

@. Of the city government, of the City Council—asked you 
for money on account of the Long Island transaction ? 

A. I think this man said to me the other day, ‘‘ Where is my 
share? I understand everybody got something, where is my 
share?” 

@. This man — do you mean Mr. Lee? 

A. I think you were present. 

@. By this man you mean Mr. Lee? 

A. A great many people jobbed me and joked me. 

@. I am not jobbing or joking. I want to ask what members 
of the city government? 

A. Seriously ? 

Q. Approached you or asked you for money while the consider- 
ation of the whole matter of the purchase of Long Island was 
pending? 7 

Mr. Lre. — After the time of the sale? 

Mr. Harpine. — At any time. 


A. Not one. 
Q. Not any? 
A. Not one. 


@. Whether or not you interviewed yourself any members of 
the city government while the matter of the purchase or taking 
or paying “for the land was before the city government? 

A. I think I did, a hundred or more. 

Q. A hundred or more? 

A. I state it mildly — a great nnmber, everybody I could reach, 
including Mr. Harding. I believe I called upon you once and in- 
tended to call upon you again, but I did not have time. 

@. Do you remember being introduced to me by Mr. James 
Murphy, at the corner of Devonshire and Milk streets ? 

A. Yes, sir; I intended to call, and said I would eall. 

@. Iexcused myself because I did not desire to discuss matters 
on the street. J ask you again, in order that your memory may 
not fail you: not a member of the city government during all those 
years, not amember of all with whom you talked, ever asked 
you for money or other consideration ? 

A. I think the interviews with the members were solicited on 
my part, and not on their part. 

@. Well, sir; I don’t ask that. Come to the regular question, 
please. Will you be kind enough to answer the question? 

A. I beg pardon. 

@. You did not answer my question, you answered something, 
else. I ask you if on reflection you desire to stand by your former 
statement, that during all these years and while you were inter- 
viewing, at your solicitation as you say, a hundred or more mem- 
bers of the City Council you were never asked by any — 

A. That was a figurative number. 

Q@. I take your words, — whether you were asked by them for 
money or other consideration ? 

A. I never was asked by members of the City Council for 
money. 
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@. Now, sir, were you ever approached by individuals on be- 
half of, or any one representing himself to be acting on behalf of, 
any member of the city government, and asked for any money 
considerations ? 

A. Well, I have intended to indicate to the committee without 
being able to make it explicit that there are certain people hanging 
around City Hall continually, some of whom claim to control this 
man, some of whom claim to control that man, and such people 
are simply leeches who get money as they can without rendering 
any service whatever; and I think that very many people at that 
time sought me witha view of influencing A, B, or C; but I gave 
no money to anybody of that kind. ‘The people that I gave money 
to were people that I believed would do me some service in the 
direction of labor performed. I wanted to be as— 

@. What sort of labor performed? 

A. Well, if I knew a gentleman that knew very many people in 
the city government and could properly present the case — and I 
have one gentleman in my mind now, but who is on his back, and 
perhaps on his death-bed, and for that reason I decline to mention 
his name. I gave him quite asum of money, because he is a bright 
man, an excellent talker, had known the property very many 
years, and knew its relations to the city, and was very well ac- 
quainted with everybody in politics. I gave him money, and if he 
was a well man to-day I would give you his name; but I don’t in- 
tend to drag his name into the controversy where it is useless. 
But I have no knowledge of the fact, and neither do I believe, 
that he would undertake a contract to buy votes. 

Q@. Now, sir; did not you pay money tu some men who are well 
to-day and not on their backs ¢ 

aes). eS. SIT, 

@. Cannot you mention their names? 

A. Yes, sir; but I don’t consider it is of any consequence. If 
the committee desire it 1 will give them the names. I have stated 
the case broadly, that I gave no money to members of the city 
government, or ex-members of the city government, and never 
gaye money to anybody which I expected would reach members 
of the City Council. 

@. Your statement is broad enough to be interpreted to cover 
the ground. When you say you never did so you mean you never 
permitted it to be done? 

A. I mean to say I never permitted it to be done by direction 
or indirection. 

Mr. Harpine. —If I knew something about the facts of the 
case I should be glad to ask some questions. But being ignorant 
of the facts except what I hear from Col. Huguley I must await 
future witnesses. 

The Cuarrman. — You have fully explained that the sum of five 
thousand and odd dollars which has been referred to covered all your 
expenses and ran over a period of several years, so that no one 
memorandum-book, no yearly book, would have carried those items 
even if you had preserved them. In point of‘fact, if your agree- 
ment was that you were to have only what you obtained over 
$140,000, this money was spent out of your own pocket? 
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A. Entirely so. 

@. If you did not get $140,000 you would not get what your 
expenses had been? 

A. Entirely so. 

Q. Whether paid to A, B, or C? 

A. Entirely so. 

Q. And these persons employed by you were employed individ- 
ually, and not on behalf of the estate, and, as I might have said, it 
might have been a losing or a paying speculation ? 

A. Entirely so. 

@. Was there any time, in your judgment, when the heirs 
would have taken less than $140,000, — that is, within the period 
covered by the negotiations, after the passage of that act? 

A. I ljabored with them, and emploved a gentleman whom I 
thought had a great deal of influence with them, and paid him for 
his services, to go to the heirs and prevail upon them to take 
$125,000. I either offered or said I would find the money to buy 
the property at that price if they would take the money. After 
several weeks’ effort on his part and on my part they said they 
would take $140,000, and they would not take any less, and that 
should be paid to them net, deducting all the expenses from the 
surplus ; and that was understood to cover any claim that I might 
make against them for any services rendered. 

The CuHairMan. -— Has any other member of the committee any 
question to put? 

Mr. Lev. —I understand you to say now that you did employ a 
gentleman whom you thought had considerable influence with the 
Dunbar heirs, and that you paid him a large sum of money. 
Have you any objections to saying about how much that was? 

A. I don’t think it is in this case. - 

@. You undoubtedly included in the expenses the amount you 
paid him? 

A. Unquestionably. I don’t decline to answer it for any reason 
I have, but simply if I say this man is an eminent man I don’t 
think he would desire to have it known and advertised that I paid 
him $1,000 for that purpose ; and I don’t consider that it interests 
the committee. I do it in consideration of other people’s feelings, 
and not my own. 

Mr. Harpine.— Can you tell us the number of men that you 
paid, as you say, for labor you expected to be performed? 

A. In five years? 
Q@. Yes, in five years. 
A. I would not be surprised if there were twenty-five of thai 
Q. Twenty-five? 
A. I would not be surprised if there were twenty-five. 
Are you not willing to mention the names of those twenty- 


It interests me. I ask you to tell us the names. 
I have declined to do it unless the committee instruct me 
to do it. 
Q. I only want to know if you desire to continue to decline. 


Q 
e? 
A. I don’t see that it interests this committee. 
Q) 
A 
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Now, sir, is it not a fact that you and Mr. Browne appeared he- 
fore the committee after the heirs had signed the agreement by 
which they bad authorized him to accept $140,000 for the land, 
and stated to the committee that the lowest price they would sell 
to the City of Boston for was $157,500? 

A. I don’t think $157,000 was ever mentioned by Mr. Browne 
in the world. 7 

@. Then yourself. I said Mr. Browne. 

A. I don’t think I ever mentioned it to the committee. The 


amount named by me before the committee was $165,000. That 


was the lowest amount named. 


@. Then after the heirs agreed to take $140,000, and you knew 
it and had the paper in your pocket, didn’t you state to some mem- 
ber of the committee that the lowest price they would take for the 
land was $165,000? 

A. No; I think the asking price — the last said to them was that 
we asked $165,000, when you get ready. I think this was said to 
the committee of the previous year. We did not talk on that 
basis at all with the committee that finally took the land. ‘*When 
you get ready to talk, if you have any proposition to make we will 
be glad to listen to it,” we said. In talking with Mr. Allen he had - 
made up his mind to pay $150,000 for it, and I had made up 
my mind that he should not have it at that price. It was 
purely a matter of business with me. I went into it as purely a 
matter of business, aside from the interest I had in the estate, and 
intended to get the very most I could for it. If I had supposed 
that by asking $200,000 I should have got $175,000 I would have 
asked it, because I believe the custom among people in dealing in 
real estate is to ask as much as possible and buy as low as 
possible. 

Mr. Ler. — Did you ever inform any members of the com- 
mittee that youhad entered into a private agreement with the heirs 
to pay $140,000? 

A. No, sir; I did not think that was a matter that interested 
the committee. 

The Cuarrman. — As I understood it, it was not an agree- 
ment to accept $140,000, but that that was to be net, after the 
expenses were paid? 

A. Deducting all expenses, including my own. They knew that 
all these years 1 had been piling up a bill of expense which I was 
expected to pay. If it had gone out of my hands I should have 
asked them to reimburse me, and I believed they would do it. 

(). Then, as a matter of fact, there was no such proposition for 
the heirs to settle for $140,000, but the agreement was that they 
should settle for $140,000 and the expenses ? 

A. That was the agreement with myself, but in talking it over 
with Mr. Browne, he said that he said to the committee that he 
would settle for $155,000 and taxes of the current year, which 
would have added another $1,777, and that was virtually what we 
did sell for, excepting that we lost quite a little sum in interest, 
something in the neighborhood of a thousand or twelve hundred 
dollars, 1 think.

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The Caarrman. — Have you any further questions? 

Mr. Harpine. — [ have not. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Wilson, have you any questions to put to 
the witness? 

Councilman Witson — Before I answer your question, Mr. 
Chairman, I should like to define my position, and then I will 
see whether or not I have any questions to ask the witness. 

The CHarrmMan. — That seems to be an indirect way of getting at 
the previous matter, if you refer to any previous action of the 
committee. The question I ask is, if you desire to ask any ques- 
tions of the witness? 

Mr. Witson. —I desire to state my position. If certain facts 
are in accordance with what I suppose they are, then I may not 
see fit to ask any questions of the witness; but if they are not so, 
then I may see fit to ask the witness questions. I would respect- 
fully ask you to allow me to present my views of the case, and if 
there is any doubt in the mind of the chairman as to whether I 


should state my position, I would respectfully ask the committee . 


to take a vote upon it, whether I shall have the privilege of stat- 
ing my position and deciding whether | shall ask questions or not. 

Mr: Lee. — Do you desire to enter into the matter of the course 
of procedure of this committee ? 

Mr. Witson. — When I state my case — 

Mr. Ler. — I ask that question. I think it is only fair that you 
should answer that before you ask the committee to pass a vote. 

Mr. Witson. — You are asking me to state one part of my 
position and asking me to leave out another part. 

The Cuairman. — The best way is to have the witnesses and 
others withdraw, and let the committee in committee consider 
what the request is. As I understand it Mr. Wilson does not 
answer the question of the Chair. He does not state that he 
wishes to ask questions in the ordinary way. He wishes to say 
something else. Now, if the strangers and witnesses will withdraw 
the committee will discuss that question in committee and decide 
what course they intend to take. 

Mr. Harpine. —I should like to ask Mr. Wilson before he 
withdraws whether or not if he finds —I don’t know what that 
statement is — his position is a certain one—

Mr. Harpine. —I said I did not know what it is; you are a little. 


hard of hearing. If you find, Mr. Wilson, that your position 
before this committee is a certain one do you then propose to ask 
the witness certain questions ? 

Mr. Witson. — If I find my position is contrary to what I suppose 
it is, then I will ask questions. If I find I am correct in my posi- 
tion I do not propose to ask the witness any question. 

Mr. Harpine. — Very well. 

The CuarrmMan. — We may shorten matters a little by the Chair 
stating the position that Mr. Wilson is in, and that is, — Mr. Wil- 
son, having brought in the order, was notified of the meeting, and, 
having attended here of his own free will, he has been offered an 
opportunity to examine witnesses. ‘That I understand to be the posi- 
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tion which he is in. There is another member of the Council here 
present (Mr. Richards) who comes in under the rather settled 
rule that members of the Council have a right to attend committee 
meetings, but not to be present at their deliberations. Very well. 
‘Now, if that member, or any other member, being present, should 
desire to put any question, undoubtedly the committee will give 
them leave todo so. The committee, knowing his interest, have 
extended to him the usual courtesy of sending him notice when the 
meeting was to be held. I understand that to be the position in 
which the committee regard Mr. Wilson at the presenttime. Now, 
if he does not wish to be considered in that position, and don’t | 
wish to ask questions in that position, then the committee must 
consider it. Now, sir, if there is to be a public hearing every 
member is informed, and when he is informed he comes here and 
puts any question he desires to put. In this caxe the iwember has 
been specially notified of the date of meeting so that he can come 
and put questions to witnesses. That is the position he occupies 
at present. I judge from what has been said’ that he don’t pro- 
pose to go on if he is in that position. Am I right in that position? 

Mr. Wirson. —I cannot be inveigled into an argument upon my 
' position unless I have an opportunity to state my position. 

Mr. JenKiIns. —Is that document which you have before you 
a petition to be presented ‘to this committee ? 

Mr. Wixtson. — No, sir; it is my statement. I wish to be par- 
ticular in what I state. 

Mr. Jenkins. — I understood, Brother Wilson, early in the meet- 
ing, that you had a petition that you desired to present to this 
body, and the Chair assumed the right to rule that you had not the 
right to present it. 

The Cuairman. — A remonstrance he termed it. 

Mr. Ler. — A protest. 

Mr. Jenkins. — I was going to say that I believe in the right of 
petition, and so far as I am concerned I felt that he had the right 
to present it, and I would vote to allow him to present it. 

The CuarrmMan. — He said it was a protest. 

Mr. Licur. —I understood Mr. Wilson to say that he would 
change that. 

Mr. Witson —I withdrew my protest. I believe the stenog- 
_rapher’s notes will show that. 1t may be properly called a peti- 

tion. 

The CuatrmMan. —If you wish to submit a petition you can 
submit it. 

Mr. Lee. — And we can consider it? 

Mr. Jenkins. —I have always stood upon the platform that 
everybody had the right to present a petition. 

The Cuarrman. —If you desire to present a petition we should 
be glad to see it, and then we can consider it. 

Mr. Witson, —It is a petition I wish to read. A petition is 
always read. 

The Cuarrman. —It is sometimes laid on the table and some- 
times under it. 

Mr. Witson. —If the committee desire to haye the petition 
read, petitions are usually presented in person — 
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The Coarrman.— Members do not usually present petitions in 
person. 

Mr. Wirson.—I will present it to any member of the com- 
mittee. 

The CHarrman. — That is not necessary. Any paper presented 
to this committee will be considered in due course. 

Mr. Ligur. — Do I understand it will be part of the record? 

The CuarrmMan. —I am not going to say in advance what the 
committee is going to do. It will not be part of the proceedings 
of this meeting, of course; but any document transmitted to this 
committee will be considered by the committee without the 
slightest doubt. ‘There is no. disposition on the part of the com- 
mittee to suppress anything. To cut the matter short, Mr. Wilson, 
have you any paper or petition which you wish to submit to this 
committee ? . 

Mr. Wirson. —I would respectfully ask the committee to vote 
whether I shall be permitted to read this petition or not. 

The Cuarrman. —In that case you will withdraw with all others, 
and the committee will consider it. 

Mr. Witson. —I will leave it in that way. I shall ask the

J am not the possessor of any public moneys to 
my knowledge, and I see no reason why this committee claim the 
right to call me before them for any such purpose. I do not do 
this in any captious spirit, but I desire to put this matter upon 
record to show that I come before them voluntarily to give them all 
that Ihave.

@. The committee will take notice of it. Have you any point 
in regard to the testimony which you have given which you desire 
to amend or add to?

A. Andrew J. Browne. 

@. Occupation? 

A. Real-estate broker and assessor. 

@). For what years have you been assessor? 
A. Oh, every year for the last fourteen or fifteen years, except

@. What year was that? 

A. That was 1885. 

@. Have you held any official position in regard to the Dunbar 
estate? 

A. Yes, sir; I have been administrator de bon’s non and trustee. 

@. Did you hold that position at the time the taking of Long 
Island was made by the city? 

A. I was acting then as trustee of the estate. 

@. Did you conduct the negotiations for the settlement for the 
price of the land after the taking? ; 

A. No, sir, I did not. 

@. In your official capacity, acting for the estate, did you make 
any proposition to the city government or any committees in regard 
to the taking of the land before the city took it? 

A. Yes, I was before the committee. I went with the com- 
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mittee to Long Island —the Committee on Public Institutions — 
before the taking, and was at a meeting of the sub-committee of 
which Alderman Greenough was chairman. 

Q. In what year was that? 

A. That was in 1884. 

@. Will you state anything that took place on that occasion in 
regard to an offer by the Dunbar estate to sell the land or in regard 
to what the city would give for it, at that meeting of which you 
speak ? 

A. I had given previous to this in writing the price to Alderman 
Slade, who was chairman of the Committee on Public Institutions 
—the year previous, I think, or nearly a year previous. I had 
given him a price in writing. 

Q. How much was that? 

A. That was $200,000. I think, Iam not wholly positive, it 
is in the hands of the Committee on Public Institutions. I have 
seen it since. It is possible it was $185,000. When we first 
talked about it the price was $200,000. When he asked for a 
price in writing I think the price was $185,000. 

Q. At this meeting of which you speak did you make any tender 
in behalf of the estate? Did you name any price? 

A. I named a price to them. 

@. What price was it? 

A. A hundred and fifty-five thousand dollars and taxes for that 

ear; 
‘ Mr. Ler. — Do you know what the taxes were for that year? 

A. Seventeen hundred and seventy-seven dollars and Seven 
seven cents. 

@. Were you prepared to make that offer in any formal manner, 
or was it your judgment what they would take? 

A. Well, it was both. I was acting with an understanding 
with the heirs, and acting in my own capacity as trustee, too. 

@. That was after the taking? 

A. No, sir; it was when we were trying to negotiate a sale. 

Q. About what time in 1884 was that? 

_ A. As near as I can fix it, it was the last day of November, 
but the records say September; but I have abundant proof it was 
later than that. It was the time when we went down to the island, 
and it was cold weather, and we had overcoats on. The record 
says September 30, but my papers all dated October 24 and 25, 
and we didn’t bring in the matter at all until I had the agreement 
with the heirs, and those agreements are dated October 4 and 
5.

The Cuairman. — What agreements were those of which you 
speak? 
~ A. Those were the agreements authorizing me to sell at a cer- 
tain price. 

@. Have you those documents with you? 

A. I have, sir. 

@. Will you read them to the committee? 

A. (Taking out the papers ) These are the papers, and copies 
of them have been submitted to the City Council. 
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Q. Perhaps it will be sufficient for you to give us the essence of 
them, and allow the stenographer to make careful copies of them. 

A. Certainly. 

[ Mr. Browne stated the substance of the papers, which are here- 
with given in full]: —

I, John V. N. Stults, of Boston, Guardian of John D. Stults, Grace E.

Witness said these were the only heirs of the estate except as 

prospective. 

The taking was in what month, do you remember? 

I think they voted to take in December. 

1884? 

Yes, sir. 

December, 1884, or January, 1885? 

The committee voted to report to take, I think, in Decem- 
ber, but they didn’t reach it until the last meeting of the Council, 
which was held on the first Thursday in January, 1885. 

Q. When was the settlement made with you by the city govern- 
ment after the taking? Do you remember the date ? 

‘A. It was made in February, 1885. 

@. By whom was the negotiation conducted in behalf of the 
Dunbar estate? 

A. It was conducted on my part by Col. Huguley. 

@. And by the city? 

A. Yes, sir; by the city there was a sub-committee. 

@. Do you remember who was on that committee ? 

A. I do, I think, remember two. Alderman Allen was chair- 
man, and then there was a gentleman from Ward 16, named 
Thomas Denney. 

@. That is from Ward 12 —I beg your pardon. 

A. He was on that committee. Who the third was I cannot 
recall. 

Q@. Wasn’t it William Taylor, Jr., of Ward 8? 

A. I think it was Mr. Taylor. 

@. The negotiation was concluded, the price agreed upon, and 
the money paid over to you? 
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A. Yes, sir; I was called before this new committee that came 
in in 1885, the Committee on Public Institutions. They wanted | 
some information, and I gave them a general statement about the 
island, how many acres it contained, the nature of the soil, and 
gave quite a lengthy description of the island; and after answer- 
ing some questions I told them if they had any offer to make, to 
make it to Col. Huguley, as he was acting as my agent. That 
was the last talk I had with the committee. 

What was the amount of money received by you? 

It was $157,500. 
Of which you paid over $140,000 to the Dunbar heirs?

@. Did he pay yow anything further for your services ? ; 

_A. Yes, sir. He paid me one per cent. I tried to get two and 
a half per cent., and I finally took one per cent. 

Mr. Lee. — How much did that amount to? 

A. It amounted to $1,557, I think. : 

The Cuarrman. — Did you at any time expend any money for 
the purpose of influencing Be votes of any member of the city 
government ? 

A. Never, sir. 

@. Did you at any time expend any:.money for the purpose, 
directly or indirectly, of influencing any votes? 

A. No, sir. The only money I paid was to Col. Huguley ac- 
cording to agreement; none to any other parties. 

@). Have you any knowledge of any money being expended 
from the Dunbar estate for the purpose of influencing the vote of 
any member of the city government in the purchase of that island? 

A. No, sir; I have none. I don’t think there could have been 
any ; if there had been I should have known it. 

@. I will go one step farther. Have you any reason to suspect 
that any money was applied by the heirs for the purpose of influ- 
-encing votes ? 

A. I have not. 

Mr. Lrz.— Who received the $140,000 that it was to net the 
estate ? 

A. The Roxbury Institution for Savings received — 

@. I mean, was it Mr. Huguley, or who did Mr. Huguley pay 
that money to? 
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A. He didn’t receive it. I had the whole sum. a 
@. And you retained the $140,000 that the estate was to have? 9 
A. Yes, sir. 4 
@. Now, do you know of your own knowledge, or have you any 


information, that any portion of that $140,000 was to be paid to 4 
any member of the City Council? 4 
A. I know it was not, because all of it was in my hands. ; 
The CHarrMANn. — Have your accounts as trustee been filed in | 
court? 
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Yes, sir. 

And you there account for all money received ? 

I account there for all the $157,500. 

*, Ler. — Then it is not true that the records in the Probate 
Court show that you only made a return of $140,000? 

A. Imade a return of $157,500? — 

@. And that is a matter of record in that court? 

A. Yes, sir, it is a matter of record, and my account is on file. 

The Cuairman. — Do you remember about when you filed your 
account? 

A. I filed it in August, 1885. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Wilson, do you wish to ask the witness 
any questions ? 

Mr. Witson. —I object upon the same grounds that I took 
the other day to saying anything. 

The Cuairnman. — Your objection is nothing. Do you desire to 
ask the witness any questions? 

Mr. Wixtson. — I have already answered, Mr. Chairman. 

The CuairMan. — It is supposed that you do not. 

Mr. Ler. —I would like to ask you this question: I don’t know 
whether it is pertinent or not. I would like toask you if you 
ever heard of any member of the City Council receiving any money 
from the sale of the Dunbar estate? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know that Mr. Huguley was endeavoring to sell this 
estate to the United States government at one time? 

A. Yes, sir. I was conversant with the matter and I knew that 
there was a committee appointed by Congress to come on and in- 
vestigate the matter, and Leopold Morse was chairman, and after 
I was appointed administrator de bonis non, in 1881, 1 went to 
Leopold Morse to see if I could revive that matter, and he said he 
got the committee on here on a d—n fool’s errand and he would 
have no more to do with it. 

@. What was the price asked of the government? 

A. There was no one to act to give them a price. The old 
executors had been removed, and they went and saw Mr. Gaston, 
and he could not give them a price. ‘That was the way the matter 
fell through. 

The Cuarrman. — Do you know of any expenditures by Col. 
Huguley from that time onward to make the sale? 

A. From what time onward? From the time he came into the 
agreement with me? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. No, sir, I don’t know of any expenses. I know he was 
acting with the old trustees before I came in. 

@. Do you know whether he incurred any expenses generally 
in showing the property to the city government in any year? 

A. I don’t know that of my own porns) knowledge i in any 
year before I took the estate. 

Mr. Lee. — Do you have any talk with any members of the city 
government in relation to the sale of Long Island? 

A. Yes, sir, quite alot of them. 
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@. What line of argument was used there? 

A. Oh, I used to talk with Mr. Slade, who was chairman of the 
committee, and ask him why they didn’t bring it up. I had been | 
down with three or four committees every year and they all talked 
favorably to it, and yet they wouldn’t bring it up, and it used to ~ 
go over to the next city government. I asked why they didn’t 
take it up, because it was an incumbrance on the _ property, 
especially after the act of the Legislature was passed. He would 
make different excuses and another, and say there were too many 
things, and another time he said there was no money in the 
treasury, and there were different excuses. 

@. Did you talk with any other member of the city government 
in those years ? 

A. Yes, sir, different ones, but I cannot recall the names. I 
used to go and see some member of the Committee on Public 
Institutions. 

The CyHairman. — During the delays that took place did you 
see anything that would lead you to infer that the delays were for 
the purpose of extorting money for votes? : 

A. No, sir; no such excuse was made to me. They made 
plausible excuses that there was not sufficient money, and such 
excuses, but they all amounted to the same to me. 

@. Did you yourself suspect that the delays we caused corruptly 
by the desire of any persons in the city government for the purpose 
of forcing payments to be made? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think I had any occasion to suspect any 
such thing. No such thing was mentioned to me. 

Mr. Light came in at this moment. 

The Cuairman. — Mr. Light. we have just got-practically through 
with Mr. Browne, but the substance of his testimony is —or every- 
thing has been taken down, and if you would like to look over the 
notes, or have the stenographer read his notes — 

Mr. Licur. —I presume I owe the committee, as well as the 
stenographer, an apology for not being on hand, but I thought I 
would follow in the practice of some other committee-men, and 
not come in until late to-day. 

The chairman gave Mr. Light a resumé of the testimony of Mr. 
Browne. 

Mr. Licgutr. —I would like to inquire if Brother Wilson has had 
the privilege of cross-examination to-day. 

The CHairman. — It has been tendered him, and he has declined. 

Mr. Ler. — Mr. Browne, did. you ever have any conversation 
with Mr. Harding in relation to the sale of Long Island at any 
time ? 

A. No, sir, I never spoke with Mr. Harding upon that subject 
or any other in my life. 

Did you ever have any conversation with Mr. Wilson? 
. Yes, sir, since the transaction. 

Well, when was that and where? 

It was at my office. 

Did Mr. Wilson call upon you? 

. Yes, sir. 
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@. Will you be kind enough to give us the conversation that 
took place there? 

_ A. I should think it was, perhaps, ten days before the Council 
came back from its vacation, before the first meeting of the Coun- 
cil after the vacation. 

Mr. Lignr. — Mr. Chairman, how is this material as to what 
conversation took place between Mr. Wilson and Mr.. Brownie after 
the taking and settlement for Long Island? It seems to me it will 
consume lots of time for nothing. 

The Cuarrman. —I don’t know; but really, I don’t like to inter- 
fere with any member of the committee in any form of question he 
chooses to put to the witness. 

Mr. Licur. —I trust the gentleman will not pursue that course 
of examination. 

Mr. Lezr.— I will not press it if the gentleman on the other side 
objects. 

Mr. Lee. —I will ask you, Mr. Browne, if Mr. Wilson made 
any proposition to you then in relation to the sale of Long Island? 

_A. No, sir; he made me no proposition. 

@. Did he make any inquiries from you whether any money 
had been paid directly or indirectly to any member of the City 
Council? 

A. Well, he asked me questions that would lead to that; not, 
perhaps, direct questions as to that, but questions that w ould have 
a direct bearing on that matter. 

@. Have any other persons outside of Mr. Wilson approached 
you upon this subject? 

A. Well, Mr. John F. Cronin came with Mr. Wilson. 

@. An attorney ? 

A. Yes, sir. ‘ 

What did Mr. Cronin say? 

Mr. Licut. — I object to such cross-examination as that on the 
part of the committee. I don’t think it is fair and right. That is 
prying into business that we have nothing to do with. 

Mr. Ler. — All right ; we will get it all before you get through. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, as I said, among members of the com- 
mittee I am inclined to give the greatest latitude, but if it is nec- 
essary we will take a vote on it. But Mr. Lee does not press it. 

Mr. Licur. —I don’t think we have a right to form conclusions 
as to anything coming from any such examination as that. Itisa 
long time after the transaction closed which we are attempting to 
investigate. 

Mr. Ler. — It seems to me that the question I have asked the 
gentleman is pertinent to the inquiry from my stand-point. I take 
it that the characters of three or four gentlemen have been smirched 
in this connection, and I want to ascertain for my own information, 
and for the information of the members of the Council, what 
means have been pursued to smirch the characters of these gentle- 
men and members of the City Council; as these gentlemen seem 
to say that certain members of the Council were interested in this 
matter with more than their votes. 

Mr. Licur. —I don’t understand that there has been any charge 
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that any member of the City Council has been implicated in this — ” 


matter, in the names used in this matter. 
Mr. Lee. — We have a right to draw our inferences, just as 
you have. 
The CHarrman. — After reading the first order, it will be, of 


course, for the committee to consider how far all the facts re-— 


lating to the taking and settlement for Long Island —how far 
that language extends. In the narrowest way I suppose it would 
be very limited. But if Mr. Lee insists upon the question all I 
can do is to have the room cleared and let the committee come to 
a decision by a vote. 

Mr. Lee. — If he objects I don’t care. It will be a mere matter 
of record. 

Mr. Licur. —I hope the gentleman will not attempt to put any 
questions out of order. 

Mr. Ler. — I will attempt to get at the truth, as a member of 


this committee. If it is being done for political buncombe I want | 


to show what it is done for. 

Mr. Licut. —I want to say that I have no intention of sitting 
here to-day to hear anything for the purpose of political buncombe, 
as the gentleman calls it. JI have no knowledge that Bro. Wilson 
introduced the order for political buncombe. He claims to have 
facts which I know nothing about, and I want to hear what those 
facts are. I don’t think we have a right to go into conversations 
between Mr. Wilson and the witness, or Mr. Cronin, or anybody 
else, subsequent to the settlement for Long Island. ‘The question 
before us is in relation to the sale of Long Island; that is to say, 
what took place just before the sale and directly after, and what 
became of the money. 

Mr. Lez. — Directly after — that suits me. 

Mr. Licgur. — And what became of the money; and we have no 
right to go beyond that. 

Mr. Ler. — Mr. Browne, did Mr. Cronin, while in your office, 
ask you what became of the money for the sale of Long Island? 

A. Not in that form. 

Q. In what form was it? 

A. He asked me a great many questions while in the office with 
Mr. Wilson. I don’t know that he asked me a question that can 
hardly be construed to mean that. 

@. Did they inquire from you whether any members of the City 
Council were directly or indirectly interested ? 

Mr. Licgur.— Once more I must interrupt. I don’t think Mr. 
Wilson or Mr. Cronin is on trial here. 1 don’t think the com- 
mittee have any right to attempt to pursue them: As I understand 
Mr. Lee’s question it is an attempt to reflect upon Mr. Cronin or 
Mr. Wilson. They are not the parties that had anything to do 
with the sale. They went into it after the sale was completed. 

The Cuairman. — Gentlemen, before going any further I would 


make this suggestion: Suppose Mr. Lee waives this particular - 


branch of the inquiry for the present, it being understood that if 
the committee so vote Mr. Browne can be recalled, and let us get 
through with this particular topic that we are on and leave the 
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matter for further consideration by the committee; otherwise I 
shall have to ask the members to come into a committee meeting 
in order that the members may express themselves. 

Mr. Lee. —I1 want to say that my question and inquiry is to find 
out if Mr. Browne had told them that there was any member of 
the City Council directly or indirectly interested ; and I believe that 
if be answers it in the affirmative I shall have to call either Mr. 
Cronin or Mr. Wilson, and put them on the stand and get the 
facts from them. 

The Cuarrman. — Do you object to that? It seems to be coming 
near the line. 

Mr. Lignr —I do object to it, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Ler. — That is all right. I will not press the question any 
further. The gentleman objects. I will have my say upstairs. 
I won’t be made to see any stars either. 

The Cuairman. —Is there anything you wish to ask Mr. 
Browne, Mr. Light? 

Mr. Liant. —1 don’t know, because I don’t know what evi- 
dence Mr. Browne has given. I am satisfied, from what you state, 
that if Mr. Wilson had the privilege tendered him, he would have 
asked questions if anything important had appeared. 

Mr. Lee. — Mr. browne, were you present at the time that Mr. 
Huguley and the sub-committee, consisting of Alderman Allen and 
Messrs. Taylor and Denney, closed the trade? 

A. No, I was not. 

Hon. CHarutes H. ALLEN, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, 
was next called for the purpose of examination. 

Mr. Aten. —I would state, Mr. Chairman, that I do not 
believe in this private inquiry. . 

The CuatrmMan. — All the witnesses have been sworn, and I also 
' give you the same notice that was given to the other witnesses, 
that this is not a public hearing under the order of the Common 
Council to investigate the purchase of Long Island. 

Mr. Licur. —I think in all fairness to the alderman I pue a to 
say that he is not compelled to testify here. 

The Cuarrman, — He understands that. 

Mr. Licgut.— And that this is not a public hearing, and in my 
understanding of the order it is not the spirit of the order. 

The Cuarrman. — He has just had the notice given him. 

Mr. Allen requested to see the order, and it was banded to him 
by the chairman. 

Mr. Lignr. —I don’t think that under the circumstances you 
will find out anything to justify us in reporting probable cause, 
because the witnesses will be unwilling to testify. 

Mr. ALLen. — This order, in speaking of the hearings and the 
use of the Common-Council chamber and anterooms, says that the 
hearings shall be public. 

The CyHairman. — With all due deference, I will only say that 
the committee voted to go on and take such evidence as persons 
coming before them should be willing to give; and this being a 
standing committee of the Common Council, and not a joint com- 
mittee of the City Council, the members of the committee must be 
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judges of the interpretation of the order. The majority voted that _ 
the first order was a separate order, complete in itself—the first 
half of the order. Whether we are right or wrong in that con- — 
struction, that is the construction we put upon it, and that isthe 
part under which we are acting. 

Ald. ALLEN. — How can you act upon one part of it? 

The Cuairman. —I cannot go into a discussion of it. That 
was the decision of the majority of the committee, and it is not 
for me to go back of the decisions of the committee. 

Mr. ALLEN. — I don’t see how you can take up one branch of 
the order without taking up the whole. 

A private discussion ‘here took place among the members of the 
committee. 

The Cuairman. — Mr. Allen, if you, having come before the 
committee, decline to say anything in the way of a voluntary state- 
ment, that is all there is to it. a 

Mr. ALLEN. — Well, I don’t know that I have any objections to . — 
stating what I know about it; but Ido say that I don’t believe that 
you have any right to have a hearing except in public. _ 

Mr. Licur. — You say that after reading the order. 

Mr. ALLEN. — Yes. 

Mr. Ligur. — That is what the minority said. 

Mr. Atten. —I have no objections to stating what I know 
about it, but I say I don’t believe you have any right to have a 
hearing, except in public. 

The CuatrMANn. — Probably it won’t do any harm. ‘The sooner ~~ 
the facts are obtained the better. 

Mr. Ler. — I want it distinctly understood, Mr. Chairman, that 
the committee have not voted that they would not give a public 
hearing. I want you to bear that in mind. 

The CuairMan. — After all, that is immaterial, because the 
opinion of any one in regard to the powers and duties of the com- 
mittee have no effect except so far as they appear in our own body. 
We take the risk, of course, if we misunderstand our powers. Mr. 
Allen, shall I swear you? 

Mr. Atien. — [have no objection to your swearing me. 

Mr. Allen was sworn by the chairman in the usual manner. 

The Cuarrman. — You were on the Corfimittee on Public Insti- 
tutions in 1885? . 

A. Yes, sir. _ oe 

@. Did the matter of taking ‘Long Island come before your 
committee or before the Board of Aldermen, of which you werea’ 
member, in that year? | 

A. It did. } 

@. Do you remember substantially what was done? Was the ~ 
land taken by the right of eminent domain by the city? 1 

A, The land had been taken previous to the appointment of the 
committee of which I was a member. 4 

‘ae By vote of the Board of Aldermen, of which you werea- 
member in 1885? 

A. No, sir. ; 

@. Of the year previous? 4 
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A. Yes, sir; or it was completed under date of 1885, but per- 
haps a day or two before the new government came into power. 

@. Then in 1885, when you came into the new Board, the city 
had taken the land, and the matter was referred to the committee 
of which you were a member? | 

As. 835 SIP. 

@. Do you remember any negotiations attempted at that time 
by your committee, or by a sub-committee, for a settlement with the 
heirs for the price to be paid? 

Ait Ldo: 

@. Do you remember about when the important meetings were, 
if there were more than one? 

A. Quite early in the year; perhaps they might have com- 
menced in January, I should think. 

@. Who appeared in behalf of the Dunbar heirs? 

A. Well, if you will allow me to state without interruption — 

@. Yes, sir, tell it in the way which is most convenient to 
you. 

' A. It was first brought up in the full committee ; then there 
was a hearing before the full committee, at which Mr. Huguley 
and Mr. Browne were present. 

@. Perhaps, if you had before you these minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the committee in the first year, they would refresh 
your memory? 

A. I have never seen the records. 

@. I presume there is something on the records? 

A. I presume so. 

The assistant clerk produced the record book of the Committee 
on Public Institutions for the year 1885. 

Mr. ALLEN. —January 21, 13885, that seems to be the first 
meeting of the committee for the year, and, as I have stated, Mr. 
Browne and Mr. Huguley appeared before the committee in rela- 
tion to the settlement for the Dunbar estate, which had been taken 
under the right of eminent domain. Mr. Browne made some state- 
ments about the property which had been talked about in years 
gone by. He made some statement in regard to some negotiations 
which had been commenced, an offer that had been made by Mr. 
Morse in behalé of some New York syndicate. Some allusion was 
made to a proposition to sell it to the United States government, 
and some conversation in regard to the action of the city govern- 
ment having endeavored to purchase the property. He stated that 
the price for his property was $165,000; that he had intimated — 
I didn’t understand that he had made an offer of a price, but that 
he had intimated —that a less price might be considered if the 
city government should make a flat-footed offer. I understood 
him to say that he had intimated to a previous committee that he 
might consider a less offer than $165,000 if we should make a flat- 
footed offer; that in the further consideration of this matter he 
should refer the whole subject to Mr. Huguley, who was acting as 
his agent, and any negotiations that were to be made could be 
made with him, as he was the party authorized to make them. 
Mr. Huguley made some statements in connection with the subject, 
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and it was then voted that the subject of the negotiations be re-— 


ferred to a sub-committee, consisting of myself on the part of the 


Board of Aldermen and Messrs. Taylor and Denney of the Council. — 


A few days after that, or immediately after that, the committee 
entered into negotiations with Mr. Huguley. We had some talk 
with Mr. Huguley, the full sub-committee being present. He 
stated that the lowest price was $160,000, and taxes for the pre- 
vious year. That is as I remember it. The conversation went on 


at some length, and my impression is that most of the talking that - 


was done, on the part of the committee, was done by myself. 
The other members of the sub-committee retired and the con- 


versation was continued between Mr. Huguley and myself. I[ 
told him I would make him a proposition, subject, of course, to 


the approbation of the sub-committee, and also after that to be 
subject to the approbation of the general committee, and then it 
would be for the City Council to act upon it, if the general commit- 
tee recommended it; and I told him I would recommend to the sub- 
committee $155,000, and he to pay the taxes of the previous year, 
which, to my recollection, were somewhere in the neighborhood 


of $1,800. He said that that could not be for a moment consid- 


ered, but that he might be willing to shade it a few dollars from 
the previous figure, which had been $160,000.: That ended the 
conversation for that day. I had some talk with the sub-commit- 
tee in regard to it, and told them what had occurred in their absence, 
and they said that they guessed I had better continue the matter 
with Mr. Huguley, and if I could arrive at a conclusion as to what 
the price might be they should undoubtedly concur with anything I 
might suggest. Then I had two or three conversations with Mr. 
Huguley. I called at his office twice, I think; he came to see me. 
He talked about $159,000, and I talked about $156,000, and he 
finally told me that he would sell it for $158,000, and would not 
sell it for any less. I told him that that would end the negotia- 
tions. He came into the bank to see me, or he said he would see 
the heirs and see if there could be any different price arranged, 
and that he did not think there would be. He came into the bank 
to see me in the morning, and I was led to suppose, and | guess 
he stated it directly, that he had been in communication with the 
parties the evening previous, and said that $158,000 was the low- 
est price. I said, ‘‘ It is no use pursuing this matter any further ;’ 

IT said, ** I will make you one final suggestion, if it meets with 
your approbation, and you are willing to stand by it. I will say 
to you that you must pay these taxes yourself, and receive the 
net amount of $157,500.” After some hesitation on his part, he 
said: ‘* Very well, if the committee conclude that they will make 
that report, and the city government should confirm the settlement 
at that price, $157,500, and taxes to be paid by the estate,” that 
they would accept that price and those terms. I reported to the 


sub-committee, and they said, ** All right,”’ and concurred in making 


the report of the full committee to that effect, $157,500 ; and the 


estate to pay the taxes. A meeting of the committee was held. 
and the report made, and the report was sent to the City Council, 


recommending the settlement on those terms. The matter was first 
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placed before the Common Council; the bill was passed ; it went 
into the Board of Aldermen, and there was some little discussion 
there. I said [had no desire to press the passage of the order at 
that time, and moved that the further consideration of it be de- 
ferred for a week, which was then done; when the matter came up 
at the next meeting the bill was passed by the vote of eleven to 
one. I would say in this connection that while these negotiations 
were going on between Mr. Huguley and myself I did not feel at 
liberty to call upon Mr. Browne, because he had stated before the 
committee in this room that anything that was to be said about it 
was to be said to Mr. Huguley, and in the course of the time 
which intervened between coming to a conclusion I called upon 
the mayor and talked about the matter and told him that the price 
seemed to be $160,000; that we might get a little concession from 
them of perhaps $1,500 or $2,000; and he said he should be very 
glad to have it concluded, and he considered that the price would 
be fair, and he would be in favor of making the settlement. I had 
no idea then that I should be able to get it for less than one hun- 
dred and fifty-eight and one-half, or possibly $158,000. When I 
made the proposition for $157,500 I knew I was inside of the fig- 
ures which I had named to the mayor, and which he said would 
meet with his approbation. 

The Cuarrman. — Is that all you remember? 

A. That was the general outline of the whole negotiation. Of 
course the details of conversations that passed between Mr. Hugu- 
ley and myself are immaterial.- Any conversation was simply 
tending to bring about a result. I never was aware that Mr. 
Huguley had any bond or any agreement with the estate in any 
way, shape, or manner. Iwas never led to suppose that there 
was anything of that kind, or that any less than that sum would 
be turned over to the estate. I supposed they would receive 
$157,500, less the amount due for the taxes, which I understood 
to be about $1,800. 

@. Well, Alderman Allen, I suppose it is a fair inference, from 
what you have said, that you acted in behalf of the city with as 
much care and prudence as you would have done if you had been 
buying it for any association, we will say, that you are connected 
with. 

A. I certainly did, and I must say here that I was aware that 
the committee — or I had been informed, I did not know it of 
my own knowledge — that the committee of the year before had 
been divided as to the amount they were willing to pay for it. I 
had been informed that they were willing to pay $150,000 and 
assume the taxes, and that some of the members of the committee 
were even willing to pay a little more than that. I also took into 
account in this conversation and negotiation I had with Mr. Hugu- 
ley the fact that the position of the city was very much changed 
in 1885 from what it was in 1884. In 1584 they were purchasers 
of the property. In 1885 they had taken the property and had 
got to settle ; so that,’as I said, the position of the city in the mat- 
ter was materially changed. ‘That had some little influence, per- 
haps, in regard to the amount that I had suggested. I knew that 
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litigations were expensive, although we have a lawyer that we pay 
by ‘the year. 

Q. If it had been a jury trial ? 

A. If it had been a jury trial it would involve expense and de- 
lay. I thought that the matter of $2,000 or $3,000 on $150,000, 
in view of the changed condition of affairs, was, perhaps, not very 
much. 

@. Am I right, alderman, in understanding that the negotia- 
tions were virtually in your hands, that is, that you received no 
assistance or advice from the other members of the committee or 
sub-committee ? 

A. The matter was turned over, as I said in the first instance, 
to the sub-committee ; and my associates on the sub-committee, 
after having listened to the conversation which took place between 
Col. Huguley and myself, in which they took part, said to me: 
‘¢ We will leave this matter with you;” and it was substantially 
left in my hands, and when I got through they said to me, 
‘« Whatever you agree upon.” I told them substantially what I 
thought to be where it would land, and they said, ‘‘ Very well, it 
is better that one should talk with Mr. Huguley than three, and 
we will leave this matter in your hands.” It was left in my hands, 
and it may be said fairly, in reply to your question, that the whole 
matter was a negotiation as between Col. Huguley and myself. 

@. Did you see at that time anything that led you to infer that 
any delays were being made, or that any attempts were being made 
to influence you or any member of the sub-committee, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining money for votes in the passage of the settlement 
agreed upon? 

A. You mean while I was negotiating with him? 

QinXes! 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

@. Your negotiation was on the supposition that everything 
was fair and above-board, so far as you knew. That is, you had 
no suspicion of anything out of the way going on while those 
negotiations were going on? 

' A. Not the slightest whatever. 

@. Had you any reason to believe, or do you now believe, that 
any members of that committee received any money for their votes 
after agreeing to that settlement to be referred to the full commit- 
tee? I limit it now to the sub-committee first. 

A. I have no knowledge that they did. 

@. After that time did you have any suspicion? 

Ay No, sir: 

@. Nor the general committee? 

A. No, sir; I had no suspicion that any member of the com- 
mittee was endeavoring to make anything improperly in that di- 
rection. 

@. Had you any reason afterwards to suspect that any member 
of your committee had received money for his vote in recommend- 
ing the settlement to the City Council? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Had you any reason then, or have you any reason now, to 
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suspect that any money was used to influence any votes in the 
Board of Aldermen, that being the branch of which you have par- 
ticular knowledge?’ 

A. No, sir. . 

@. Did it make any difference to the city as to how the money 
was apportioned that was received for the land, — how much was 
received directly by the heirs or how much they would have to 
spend in commissions, — did that have any effect upon what was a 
fair price for the city to pay? 

A. I supposed always that the estate were going to receive the 
full amount paid. 

@. Yes, sir, exactly ; but supposing that the heirs had been un- 

der a contract to pay 20 per cent. for claims in that way, would 
that have affected the position that the settlement which you suc- 
ceeded in making was, on the whole, a wise one for the city in its 
position, having taken possession of the laud? Or, in other 
words, do you think that if you had gone to a jury at that time 
that you would have obtained the land in settlement for any less 
sum? 
' A. I had no idea that we should get the land for any less sum 
than that, for if we went to a jury, having in mind. the fact that 
the committee the year before were willing to give substantially 
$152,000 — $150,000 and taxes —and I knew that the city had 
saved several months’ interest, which would be worth something to 
an individual, and it ought to be worth something to the City of 
Boston. 

@. Have you, since that time, received any direct information 
that you desire to communicate to us in regard to any money ex- 
pended to influence the votes of either branch of the city govern- 
ment in accepting that report and making this settlement? 

A. I don’t know of any money having been paid. 

(. I believe that is the scope of my question. You have no 
evidence of any money being paid, which you desire to lay before 
the committee, and your answer is that you don’t know of any 
money having been paid? 

A. No, I don’t know of any money being paid. I never had 
any conversation with Col. Huguley from that time the order was 
passed upon the subject, save upon two occasions, —one was 
about a month or six weeks after the bill was passed, and the 
other was recently, some time in the month of October, I should 
say — last month. 

(). Did those conversations relate to the subject-matter of this 
general order, either to the taking, by the City of Boston, of that 
land, or the offer to the estate of Thomas J. Dunbar, or the pay- 
ment therefor to Andrew J. Browne of $157,500 — in your judg- 
ment should you think you referred to either of those topics, and 
if so, we should like to have the conversation? 

A. Well, I will tell you what it was. I met Col. Huguley 
a month or six weeks after the order passed the city government, 
one morning, coming down town. I said to him, ‘* I suppose your 
deeds are all passed, and you have got your money before now.” 
He said, ‘* Yes.’”’ I asked him a question about like this — I cannot 
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give you the exact words of it— whether he was called upon by 
any members of the city government to pay them any commissions 
in connection with the matter; and he told me that he did have 
one or two calls after the thing was consummated, but he did not 
tell me that he paid any money. 

Did he mention any names? 

My impression is that he did mention names. 

That was at your first interview? 

Yes, sir. 

You say you had a second interview ? 

Yes, sir, I met him in Mechanics’ Hall at the time the 
recent fair was in operation,— the Bay State Fair. It was after the 
order had been passed which is now before you. I don’t know 
whether I spoke to him first about it, or he to me, but I said, ‘** I 
see that the matter of the purchase of Long Island is to be investi- 
gated.” He said, ‘‘i am perfectly willing to tell all I know 
about it.”” I said, ‘* I am perfectly willing that the world should 
know what I got out of it.” Then he told me what I got, and it 
was in entire harmony with my own recollection on the subject, 
and it was just what I told my wife a few days before. 

Q. Was it abuse? 

A. No, sir, it was quite the reverse of abuse. He told me in 
reply to my remark about what I got, and said, ‘* You got two 
cigars out of it.” I said, ‘‘ That is exactly so. I called at your 
office once, and you offered me a cigar, and I took it and sat there 
and smoked it. I called again and you asked me to take a cigar, 
and I refused ; and you insisted upon it, and I took it, and said I 
would put it in my pocket and smoke it afterwards.”’ He told me 
that was what I got out of it, and he told the truth. I fully 
believed when I made that arrangement, which we made, of course, 
subject to being confirmed by the committee and the city govern- 
ment, that if we went before a jury we should not get any better 
terms. You asked me if I made a trade as well as I would have 
done if it had been my own. I say I did. If I had- known that 
he had a bond from the heirs to let him have the place at $140,000, 
I think perhaps that with the knowledge of that I might have 
crowded him a little harder; but I was in utter ignorance that 
anything of that sort had ever transpired. If there was any bond 
of that sort I never knew anything about it until I saw it given 
out in the paper. I don’t know whether it was the result of the 
action of the Council or the discussion in the newspapers, but that 
was a year or a year and a half after the transaction took place, 
and the deeds had been put upon record. 

@. I take it, from your knowledge of real-estate transactions, 
which must be very large, that it is by no means unparalleled that 
there are private arrangements and conditions in regard to any 
piece of property that may be in the market. That is to say, you 
never know what the terms are of the brokerages to be paid, or 
anything of that kind. When you deal with the person you deal 
with whoever has authority, and you can make the best price you 
can, under the circumstances, as you did in this case. 

A. Exactly so. 
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Mr. Licutr. —IJ will ask you whether or not you are of the 
opinion that any bribery or corruption was used for the purpose of 
passing this settlement through either branch of the City Council ? 

A. Ihave no knowledge which would lead me to believe that 
such was the case. 

@. Was $160,000 in your mind a fair price for the land at that 
time? 

A, Well, I did not think it was very much out of the way. I 
didn’t think it was very far from a fair price. 

@. Have you any knowledge at present that it could now be 
bought for less than that sum, or directly after the sale was con- 
summated ? 

A. No, sir; no, sir; I alwayssupposed I bought it at the lowest 
price it could be obtained for. In fact it looked as if our negotia- 
tions would fall through if I would not give $158,000. 

@. In a part of your conversation or testimony, whatever it may 
be termed, you stated that, after talking with Mr. Huguley, you 
knew about where it would land. What did you mean by that? 

A. I meant that I knew about where, or I had in my mind the 
figure which we should arrive at as a settlement. 

Mr. Les. — Did you know at the time the property was pur- 
chased whether there was any mortgage on that island or not? 

A. I think that I did know. I knew then, or very soon after, 
that there was a mortgage upon it for $50,000. I don’t think I 
knew it at the time I was making any of the negotiations. I think 
I learned it afterward, although I am not quite certain that the 
mortgage was an inconsiderable amount as compared with the 
value of the property. 

@. What was the assessors’ valuation upon the property ? 

A. I have not the figures with me, but they do not vary par- 
ticularly from $102,000. My impression was that it was $82,000 
for the land, and $20,000 for the buildings, making $102,000 for 
the whole, and we were buying the whole. It might have varied 
a few thousand dollars. # 

Mr. Lieur.—Is there anything more that you know of, that 
you are willing to state, which has not been brought out by ques- 
tions put by the chairman of this committee ? 

A. Nothing else that I remember. 

Q. Would you be willing to testify more freely if this was a 
public hearing and not a private hearing? 

A. No, sir ; I have said all that I should say if it was a public 
hearing. 

@. I understood you to say you met Col. Huguley some time 
after the purchase was made, and you asked him if he had received 
his money, and he made an answer to that, and then you asked if 
there was any member of the city government who had been to 
him to get pay for votes? 

Pea, Sir. 

Now, did he name the parties? 

A. I think he did name one. 

@. Have you got them in mind at present? 

A. Well, yes. What he said did not make any very great im- 
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pression upon me at the time. He gave me to understand that it 
was a request that somebody made afterwards. 

@. Are you willing to state the name of the party? 

A. If the party was here I would. 

Q. You would not like to state it without his being here? 

A. I would rather the man would be here if I was to state his 
name. 

@. Do I understand that you refuse to give the name at 
present? 

A. That I do refuse to give the name? 

@. Unless the party is present? 

A. I don’t think it would be fair to give the name of the man 
in connection with a matter of that sort, particularly as I don’t 
know the circumstances any more than that. The colonel said 
one or two parties called on him, and he mentioned the name of 
one. 

Q. We are here as a committee to find out, if we can, if there 
‘is anything crooked in the purchase of Long Island? 

A. I didn’t understand him to say that anybody called upon 
him until after the transaction, after the whole thing was buttoned 
up. By ‘‘ buttoned up” I mean after the money was paid and the 
deeds put on record. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — I think the fairest way is to get Mr. Allen to 
state the name, and then we can call Col. Huguley back again. and 
ask him if he denies or confirms the statement. I do not believe 
in any mystery about such matters; it is better that whatever 
there is should come right out and be stated. We can call back 
Col. Huguley and see if he can state it. 

Mr. Licur. — Personally Ido not feel like pressing the questions 
I would like to put. 

Col. HuaguLey. — Will you permit me to ask Mr. Allen a single 
question? I think I can draw the whole subject out. 

The CuairMan. —I see no reason why you should not put any 
questions through the committee, if you want to. 

Col. Hucutry.—I should like to ask you, Mr. Allen, if, when 
you met me on Tremont street, whether or not you did not pro- 
pound this question; you put your hand on my shoulder and 
said: ‘‘ Of course you are not obliged to answer, I want to ask 
you whether or not you gave Councilman William Taylor any 
money?” 

A. I guess I did ask you that. 

@. Will you repeat my answer? 

A. You said no. 

Q. Nota dollar, didn’t I say? 

Asas CSe Bir: 

Q. That is as far as IJ remember the conversation. Now, if 
there is anything further in that conversation, I think it better be 
stated fairly and frankly, rather than be clouded. 

A. You said you were called upon, after the matter had been 
finally voted upon and settled by the city government, by Mr. 
Thomas J. Denney, who solicited some money. You did not tell 
me you gave him any money; in fact you gave me to understand 
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that you did not. That is the name about which there is so much 
mystery. | 

@. Didn’t I tell you that Mr. Denney wanted to borrow some 
money from me? 

A. No, sir, you did not put it in that way. 

@. That was exactly the fact? 

A. You did not tell me that he wanted to borrow money. You 
said he wanted you should give him some money. 

Q. That is, perhaps, a misconstruction of words. But did I 
tell you that I did give him any money ? 

A. ONo}\ sir. 

Q. Did I tell you that I did not give him any money? 

A. Iso understood it. 

@. That was according to the facts. I wanted to bring the 
whole conversation out. 

A. Perhaps you remember telling me that Mr. Denney called 
upon you? 

@. LIremember telling you, if I didn’t tell you in that exact 
language ; but such is the fact. I met Mr. Denney on the street, and 
he asked me to loan him some money, and I did not loan him 
any money because I didn’t care to have any business with him of 
that character. If I did not tell you that, it is the exact fact. 

A. You did not tell me that he called upon you to borrow money. 
Any man can go to borrow money on a legitimate matter. 

Col. Hucutry. —I cannot conceive how anybody whom I had 
known no better than I had known Mr. Denney could call upon me 
for a gift of money, because I never had any transaction with him 
and did not owe him anything, and for that reason I declined to 
give him a cent. 

Mr. Lieut. — Did you understand at this time that the gentle- 
man had asked for money in consideration of the services he had 
rendered in putting the affair through? 

A. I understood Col. Huguley to say that he asked him to give 
him some money. 

@. Then you didn’t understand it was in: pay for services any- 
body had rendered in putting the matter through the government? 

A. He did not say that the matter was asked for on that 
basis. 

@. My question was whether you understood it was such, to 
pay for services rendered? 

A. Well, I inferred as much. 

@). Have you heard any other name mentioned, Mr. Alder- 
man? 

Asks No} sir: 

(). Have you had any conversation with Mr. Huguley or any- 
body else in relation to that matter where names have been men- 
tioned, where parties have asked for money for services rendered 
in putting it through? 

A. I think I have said to somebody, I cannot remember now 
who, that I had this conversation with Mr. Huguley about being 
asked for money; all of which, you must bear in mind, was from 
four to six weeks after the money had been paid over by the city 
government. 
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The CuatrMan. — In point of fact, Mr. Denney had not in any 
way influenced the settlement, except so far as one vote was given 
for it? 

Ay NO ABIT: 

@. He had not either as a member of the sub-committee ? 

A. He had never influenced me. I don’t know whether he in- 
fluenced any votes in the Council or not. I cannot tell you about 
that. 

@. What I said was, he hadn’t any influence; in reality he 
hadn’t rendered any service as a member of the committee or sub- 
committee in making the settlement, because that settlement had 
been entrusted to you alone, —do I make myself entirely clear? 

A. He had not influenced me in the slightest degree. 

By request of Mr. Whitmore the stenographer read the last 
question to Mr. Allen, viz.: ‘‘ In reality he had not rendered any 
service as a member of the committee or sub-committee in making 
the settlement, because that settlement had been entrusted to you 
alone?” 

A. No, he hadn’t.done anything towards bringing it to a con- 
clusion. 

@. And that any claim made by him on Col. Huguley for im- 
proper services rendered by him had no foundation in fact, so far 
as you knew? 

A... No, sir. 

Col. Hugutey.—I should like to add that as a matter of fact, 
and it may be added to my testimony. 

The Cuairnman. — No, we cannot take anything now as testi- 
mony. You may ask questions, but we cannot take any of your 
testimony now. Any proper question you may ask Mr. Allen, 
with the consent of the committee. 

Mr. Browne. — As this matter of assessment has been referred 
to, I should like to say a few words upon that matter, and it may 
be added to my testimony, or put in any other form to suit the com- 
- mittee. 

Mr. Lee. —I ask that Mr. Browne be recalled to enable him to 
make that statement. 


The chairman referred to pages 758-762 of the Proceedings of — 


the City Council of 1884, by which it appeared that the property 
was assessed for $102,500 for the purposes of taxation. This 
was the assessment of 1884. 

Mr. Lignt. — Mr. Allen, I understood you to say that there 
were some statements made by Mr. Browne as to the property in 
years gone by, and then you said there was a proposition or some 
action on the part of the United States government for taking the 
island, and also a suggestion in regard to taking the island by the 
city government. Then he stated that the price was $165,000, 
but he might consider a smaller sum? 

A. That was referring to something that had happened in the 
year previous perhaps, 1884. He didn’t say then that he offered 
it for $165,000, but that he had intimated that if they would make 
him an offer for a less price it might be considered, which might 
be fairly construed that if they should make an offer which was tol- 
erably near his figures, he would accept it. 
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@. Did he give you any reason why he should prefer to sell to 
the City of Boston rather than to the United States government? 

A. I have no recollection of his saying he preferred to sell to 
the City of Boston rather than to the United States government. I 
supposed he would be willing to sell to any pony from whom he 
might get a fair price. 

Col. Hueuiey was recalled and was examined as follows : — 

The CuHarrman.— Do you remember the conversation, colonel, 
which Alderman Allen has testified to, in regard toa demand made 
upon you for money? 

A. Iremember it well. It was at the corner of West Newton 
and Tremont streets. 

@. The substance of it has been brought out by your question, 
but I desire to put it more directly. Do you recall stating to 
Alderman Allen that Councilman Denney had made application to 
you for money — a demand for money? Do you recall making any 
such statement? 

A. I remember that he did not make any such suggestion as 
that. 

@. In that case you are confident that you did not make any 
such statement to Alderman Allen? 

A. I remember that the only suggestion offered by me at all. 
was a voluntary one on my part, and was not called for by any 
statement of Alderman Allen. 

@. And your recollection of that is that that is so? 

A. I could not understand why Mr. Allen should ask me about 
Mr. Taylor; but I wanted to be fair with Mr. Taylor, and I said 
it as earnestly and frankly as I knew how, and the impression I 
intended to convey, and I presume I did convey such an impres- 
sion, was that Mr. Taylor never asked me to pay him any money, 
and never received any. Ithink that Mr. Allen did suggest whether 
or not there had not been people borrowing money from me, and 
my own impression is that I said, as nearly as I can repeat the 
conversation, that there had been but one person who had mentioned 
the subject of money at all, and that was Mr. Denney, who had come 
to me and wanted to borrow a few dollars. My impression is that 
that was the exact language. I think I gave him particularly to 
understand that Mr. Denney got no money from me, and that I gave 
nobody else any money. 

@. In point of fact, without regard to any misunderstanding of 
terms at the time, did Mr. Denney make any demnd upon you for 
money for his services? 

A. Mr. Denney never made any demand upon me for money for 
services rendered; nor did any other member of the government. 

@. Iwas just going to say, any other member of the City 
Council? 

A. Of the City Council. 

@. I would ask you whether in point of faet in past years you 
have had politicians apply to you for loans of larger or smaller 
amount ? 

A. Very frequently. There is scarcely a year that goes over my 
head that I have not given to both democrats and republicans, as I 
have this year. 
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@. Including the county democracy ? 

A. 1 believe the county democracy hasn’t called upon me. 

Mr. ALLEN. — They are for reform. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — I wanted to give my colleague a chance. 

Mr. Jenkins. — The life of a statesman is a hard one. 

The Cuarrman. — You desire, colonel, to stand by your former 
statements in the broadest form, that you never gave any money to 
any member of the City Council in any shape or form to influence 
this settlement, directly or indirectly? 

Ado: 

Mr. Lieut. — Did I understand you to say that Mr. Taylor had 
applied to you for money, or had not applied to you for money ? 

A. The question of Mr. Alderman Allen was whether or not I had 
‘given Mr. Taylor any money. I think that was exactly as it was 
put. My answer to him was that I never gave him a dollar. I 
don’t think he put the question whether Mr. Taylor had applied. 
But if you would like me to answer the question more fully I will 
say that I never had any conversation with Mr. Taylor on the 
subject. 

The Cuarrman. — Any other member of the committee wish to 
put any questions? (Pause.) Does Mr. Wilson wish to examine 
the witness now? (Pause.) ‘That is all, Col. Huguley. Mr. 
Browne, do you wish to make some statement in regard to the 
assessed value? 

Mr. Browne. — The committee will recollect that when this 
matter was first brought up in the Council Mr. Wilson stated that 
this property was assessed for $83,000. 

Mr. Ler. — Which Wilson do you mean? — this gentleman, the 
member of the Council? 

A. Yes, sir; and that in 1882 it was increased from $83,000 to 
$102,000 — which is also a fact. He also stated that I was an 
assessor, which is true. The inference might be drawn from that, 
that I had some influence in raising the value of Long Island for 
the city to take it. I want to say why that valuation was raised, 
as it might be thought that the prospective sale to the city might 
have indirectly had something to do with it, which it hadn’t. In 
1881, when the estate came into my hands, I hady Mr. Horace H. 
Moses copy the plan of the United States Survey of this Island, 
and make measurements and figure the area belonging to the Dun- 
bar estate.. He did so, and he found sixty acres more belonging 
to the Dunbar estate than had been taxed. Mr. Benjamin F. 
Palmer, who has charge of the assessing of that ward, became 
cognizant of that fact, and he ordered the local assessor to make 

the increase in 1882; and that was why it was raised. Mr. Palmer 
_ will make that statement if called before the committee. Further 
than that, Long Island is assessed by a plan. One quarter of the 
island was laid out in house lots a great many years ago, and here 
is a copy of the plan it was laid out by. Now that is assessed in 
these various lots; here is a public park (referring to the plan). 
Now, those streets which are laid out on paper are not assessed, 
and this public park was not assessed, which makes about ten 
acres in that park and those streets which are not assessed. Had 
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it been assessed in those lots it would have made the valuation 
very near what the price was. You will find on the assessors’ 
plans that all those little lots are assessed and the streets are not 
assessed. Mr. Palmer made an estimate upon the land when this 
thing was before the Council, and some gentlemen in the Council 
went before him to see about the taxable value; and I think our 
alderman from East Boston, who was on the committee — I cannot 
recall his name, but I think his first name was Andrew — 

‘Mr. Ler. — Morton? 

Mr. Browne. — Morton. He went to Mr. Palmer about it, and 
Mr. Palmer figured out the area in those streets not taxed, and 
they made about ten acres. That is all, gentlemen. 

The Cuarrman. — Well, gentlemen, if the committee don’t wish 
to ask any more questions, the committee will retire, and we will 
consider this part of the hearing closed. Would it be possible for 
you to obtain a copy of your statement as placed on the Probate- 
Court records, Mr. Browne? 

Mr. Browne. —I have a rough copy of it. My attorney may 
have a copy, possibly. It has been reported. Mr. Wilson was 
correct in his statement in regard to it, so far as he went; he 
didn’t state very fully about Mr. Huguley paying back the $1,777 
for taxes. 

@. That account shows all the payments? 

A. Yes, sir. The amounts are shown there. But Mr. Wilson 
showed in his argument to the Council that I had received 
$157,500, and out of that paid Col. Huguley $17,500, and after- 
wards it is credited in Schedule A; and Schedule B is the other. 
You will find on one side that I paid Col. Huguley a certain 
amount, and on the other side it shows where he paid back to me 
the amount of the taxes. 

The proceedings of the Common Council, page 863, were 
referred to, and the copies of the schedules A and B were read, 
as follows : —

The Cuairman. — Mr. Browne, is that the form in which your 
Schedule B stands? 
A. Yes, that is practically correct. 
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The Cuarrman. — Is there anything that any gentleman wishes 
to ask? 

Mr. Licut. —I would like to ask Mr. Allen, now that Col. 
Huguley has made his statement, and in view of what Col. Hugu- 
ley has said in regard to the conversation he had with Mr. Denney 
on the street, —do you wish to say anything more on the matter? 
Have you changed your views any? 


Ald. Atten. — Not the slightest. I have no recollection of his — 


saying that he said he wanted to borrow any money. I have no 
recollection that he used the word borrow. 

The Cuairman. —Might he not have said that he came to him 
for some money? 


A. Yes, sir, he might have said that, which did not convey to 


my mind that it was for the purpose of borrowing. 


Q. But it is not incompatible with Mr. Huguley having it in his 


mind that it was for the purpose of borrowing? 

A. He may have had that in his mind, but I certainly did not, 
because I was making an inquiry, which he states, in regard to 
Mr. Taylor from another stand-point, and I was not looking at the 
matter of borrowed money. 

The Cuarrman. — Gentlemen of the committee, is there any- 
thing further you wish to ask any witness? If not I will declare 
the hearing at an end at present, and probably entirely as regards 
these witnesses.

Dear Sir, — The Committee on Judiciary have instructed me 
to submit, for your opinion, the following questions, viz.: — 

1. Under Chapter 169, Section 7, of the Public Statutes, what 
effect is to be given to the following words: ‘‘ witnesses may be

. before a city council, . . . or special committee... or 
either branch thereof, . . . as to matters within their respective 
jurisdictions . . . ?

2. Can the Judiciary Committee investigate the expenditure of 
public money by authority of the vote of the Common Council 
alone? 

3. Can Ene Judiciary Committee investigate the acts of mem- 
bers of previous years (such members not being entrusted with 
the expenditure of public money), and compel “them to olde 
and be examined ? 

4. Can the Judiciary Committee pursue the money paid to any 
private individual, without first proving fraud or error on the part 
of the body, board, or officer making such expenditure in behalf 
of the city? 

5. Does a witness appearing voluntarily , or in compliance with 
a request or invitation of acommittee, have the same protection or 
immunity im testifying as if he appeared under a summons? 

6. Does such protection apply to a witness so summoned, or. 
invited, even if it should prove that the committee had exceeded its 
lawful powers in giving hearings? 

7. Does a vote of the parent body authorizing the committee to 
summons witnesses, or to send for books and papers, in any way 
add to the authority given by the Public Statutes, Chapter 169, 
Section 7? 

If a matter generally is within the jurisdiction of a committee, 
without instructions, does the foregoing statute give it the power 
to summon, etc. 
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8. Under the recent decisions of the Supreme Court, is it proba- 
ble that any witness can be punished for refusing to testify before 
‘¢a city council, or either branch thereof, or a joint or special 
committee of the same, or of either branch thereof ”’?

To the Judiciary Committee of the Common Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I received yesterday a letter from the Asst. 
Clerk of Committees, dated November 26th, containing the follow- 
ing questions, upon which my opinion is requested : — 

1. Under Chapter 169, Section 7, of the Public Statutes, what 
effect is to be given to the following words: ‘‘ witnesses may be 
summoned to attend and testify and to produce books and papers 

. . before acity council . . . or special committee . . . of either 
branch thereof . . . as to matters within their respective jurisdic- 
tions? . . . How far does the jurisdiction of the Common Council 
extend?” 

Answer. There seems to be no ambiguity about the words quoted. 
Full effect is to be given to them according to their plain and usual 
meaning. ‘The jurisdiction of the Common Council extends to 
matters which are included, either expressly or impliedly, in some 
provision of the statutes. JI do not now recall any except those 
enumerated in Sections 24, 34, of the City Charter. 


2. Can the Judiciary Committee investigate the expenditure of 


public money by authority of the vote of the Common Council 
alone ? | 

Answer. Yes. To investigate is nothing more than to inquire 
into, to examine, to scrutinize; and the right of the committee to 
investigate is not limited. 

3. Can the Judiciary Committee investigate the acts of members 
of previous years (such members not being intrusted with the ex- 
penditure of money), and compel them to appear and be ex- 
amined ? 

Answer. This question involves two points: (1.) there is no 
law to prevent the Judiciary Committee from investigating the 
acts of members of previous years. (2.) The Judiciary Committee 
cannot compel such members to appear and be examined, 

4. Can the Judiciary Committee pursue the money paid to any 
private individual without first showing fraud or error on the part 
of the body, board, or officer making such expenditure in behalf of 
the city? 
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Answer. If it is intended by this question to ask whether the 
Judiciary Committee of its own motion can direct a suit to recover 
money paid to any private individual, I answer that the committee 
has no such authority. It should report the result of its investi- 
gations for the action of the Council. 

The fifth and sixth are abstract questions, relating solely to the 
personal privileges of a witness before a committee, and should be 
considered with reference to the circumstances of each case as it 
arises. 

7. (1.) Does a vote of the parent body authorizing its com- 
mittee to summon witnesses, or to send for books and papers, in 
any way add to the authority given by the Public Statutes, oes 
169, Section 7? 

Answer. No. 

(2.) If a matter generally is within the jurisdiction of a com- 
mittee without instructions, does the foregoing statute give it the 
power to summon, etc. ? 

Answer. Yes. 

8. Under the recent decisions of the Supreme Court, is it 
probable that any witness can be punished for refusing to testify 
before a city council or either branch thereof, or a joint or special 
committee of the same, or either branch thereof ? 

Answer. Before answering this question I should like to know 
what decisions of the Supreme Court are referred to, and to have 
the case before the committee which gives rise to the question pre- 
cisely stated, in order that I may examine the law with special 
reference to it. Abstract questions like this are very apt to unin- 
tentionally mislead, and answers to them can, consequently, be of 
little or no service to the committee.

The committee appointed to investigate the management 
of the East Boston Ferries submit the following 


REPORT: 


The committee was appointed under the following order, 
_ passed by the Board of Aldermen, August 16, 1886 : — 

“ Ordered, That a special committee of three members of 
the Board of Aldermen be appointed to investigate the man- 
agement of the East Boston Ferries, for the financial years 
1883, and 1884, and 1885, and that said committee have 
power to send for persons and papers; and that the expense 
attending the same be charged to the contingent fund of the 
Board of Aldermen.” 

In the performance of the duty assigned to it the com- 
mittee carried on its investigations in public. Eleven meet- 
ings were held, at which evidence was heard, and about 900 
pages of testimony were taken. In addition to these public 
examinations the committee have held various meetings for 
the consideration of the matter referred to it.

Invitations to be present were at the beginning extended 
to all the directors of the Kast Boston Ferries who held office 
at any time during the years under investigation. The fol- 
lowing-named gentlemen were so invited: Messrs. William 
Woolley, John W. Fraser, William A. Foss, Charles H. B. 
Breck, Thomas L. Jenks, Martin W. Phalan, and Andrew 
B. Porter, directors in the year 1883; Messrs. Andrew M. 
Morton, Walter F. Burk, and Edward Pearl, with Messrs. 
Phalan, Fraser, Woolley, and Porter, directors in the year 
1884, and Messrs. James Smith, William M. Osborne, and 
Charles E. Clark, with Messrs. Fraser, Pearl, Woolley, and 
Porter, directors in the year 1885. 

These invitations were repeated at the seventh hearing. 
As but few of the directors appeared in answer to the invita- 
tions, a summons was served upon all to be present and 
testify. All except Messrs. Burk, Fraser, Morton, and Os- 
borne appeared and gave evidence; but none of them asked, 
until after the hearing was closed, to be otherwise heard or 
to be represented by counsel. All such other witnesses as 
were suggested to the committee as likely to have knowledge 
of the conduct of the affairs of the department in these years 
were summoned to appear before the committee. Several of 
the witnesses so summoned, beside the directors above men- 
tioned, failed to appear, and the committee had no power to 
compel their attendance. Mr. James Woolley, who did ap- 
pear in answer to a summons, declined, after a short exami- 
nation, to answer questions put to him. 

Besides the examination by the committee, Alderman 
Barr, upon whose statements to the Board of Aldermen the 
investigation was ordered, was allowed, through counsel, to 
question the witnesses. 

All the witnesses were examined under oath. 

The attention of the committee was more especially di- 
rected to the following subjects of inquiry : — 

I. The purchase of piles for the ferry slips. 

II. The sale of old piles. 

III. The shortage in the supply of cordage purchased. 

IV. The building of the foundation-wall for the new 
South-ferry head-house. . 

V. The construction of a tank or float for the South 
ferry. 

VI. The construction of the ferry-boat “ Hugh O’Brien.” 

VU. The repairs on the ferry-boat “ Revere.” 

Besides those enumerated there were various other matters 
which seemed to be, perhaps, of minor importance to the 
committee, investigated at more or less length. 

It was shown that in the vote authorizing the building of 
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the ferry-boat “ Hugh O’Brien,” the clause giving the Com- 
mittee on Boats full powers in its construction was inserted 
by the clerk at a subsequent date, without a proper author- 
ity. These powers had, in previous contracts, been given to 
a committee especially appointed for the purpose. 
It appeared that in the purchase of cotton waste and cord- 
age prices were paid in excess of market rates. 
H. P. Arbecam testified that, although appointed superin- 
tendent of ferries, he was rather a deputy of the directors, 
foreman, than superintendent, and that his duties con- 
sisted in carrying out the orders of the committees of di- 
rectors, and not in exercising a general superintendence 
himself; the directors, on the other hand, denied that they 
interfered with him in the detailed performance of his duties. 
It appeared that for the storage of stoves considerably 
more was paid during the years investigated than in previous 
years, and, further, that eight of the stoves stored in 1883, at 
an expense of upward of $30, were, at the expiration of the 
storage season, condemned and sold as old iron for the sum 


of $6.33. 


Il. ‘THe PurcHASE oF PILES FoR THE FERRY SLIPS. 


For the rebuilding of the South-ferry slips on the Boston 
side in 1884-5, and for the repairing of the North-ferry slips 
on the East Boston side in 1885-6, the piles used, amount- 
ing respectively to $13,668 and to $5,943, were purchased 
of L. A. Roby & Son, without advertisement or competition. 

The prices paid for the piles used on the South-ferry slip 
were at the rate of $18 for short piles, $21 for medium piles, 
and $24 for long piles. Satisfactory testimony was given to 
the committee that a fair market value of piles at this time 
was $8 for short piles, $12 for medium piles, and $15 for 
long piles ; and, moreover, that D. B..Isham & Son, respon- 
sible dealers, were not only ready, but, before the purchase 
was effected, offered to furnish the necessary piles at sub- 
stantially the latter rates. The purchase was, notwithstand- 
ing, made from’ Roby & Son at the higher prices, without 
asking or receiving other bids or proposals. 

The following schedule shows the number of piles pur- 
chased, the amounts actually paid at the higher rales and 
the value of the same quantity at the market prices :

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The excess paid over a fair market value was thus, $6,085. 

It appearing that all the piles used in the slips could be 
seen at low tide, the committee directed the city engineer to 
have them counted. The report was made that the total 
number of piles in the slips, including girders and pieces 
down to six feet in length, was 636, being less by 20 piles than 
the number actually paid for. The deficit in the number of 
piles, at the average cost price of about $20, represents at 
the least a value of $400. 

The committee in charge, and which purchased the piles 
and approved the bills for this work, consisted of Directors 
Fraser, Morton, and Woolley. 

For the repairs on the North-ferry slips there were pur- 
chased 283 medium piles, at $21 each, or $5,943. Thevalue 
of these 283 medium piles, at $12 each, the market rate, was 
$3,396, or $2,547 less than the amount paid by the directors 
to Roby & Son, without obtaining bids or proposals. | 

The directors having charge of the work at the North- 
ferry slips were Messrs. Pearl, Clark, and Woolley. 


II. Tuer Sate or Oup PEs. 


Various lots of old piles taken from the slips at the time 
the slips were rebuilt or repaired, were sold to C. Woolley 
& Co., to a Mr. Boutelier, and to the Boston Forge Com- 
pany. A’ nearly as could be ascertained, from the testimony 
given, the number of old piles sold was at the least 430, and 
for these the city received a total sum of $137. 

The lot purchased by Mr. Boutelier for $50 was _ subse- 
quently, and before the original purchase money was paid 
to the city, sold by him to James Woolley, or C. Woolley & 
Co., in whose employment he had recently been. It was 
testified that the sale to Mr. Boutelier was a foreed one, 
hastily made, under the direction of Mr. Fraser to Superin- 
tendent Arbecam, upon notice that the beach upon which 
this lot of piles had been deposited was required for their 
own use by Woolley & Co., the owners. It did not seem, 
however, that the piles were removed from the beach after — 
their sale to Boutelier. It further appeared that Mr. William 
Woolley, a member of both committees having charge of the 
work on the ferry slips, was the agent and manager of 
Charles Woolley & Co., although not a member of the firm, 
and was a brother of James Woolley, and a son of Charles 
Woolley. This sale to Mr. Boutelier seems, moreover, to 
have formed a basis of price for subsequent sales. 

Thirty-three piles were sold for $12 to the Boston Forge 
Company, a company in which Mr. James Smith, at the time 
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a director of the East Boston ferries, owned a majority of the 
stock. 

Piles were subsequently sold by the Woolleys from their 
beach where the deposit was made, and the testimony left no 
doubt in the minds of the committee that these were a por- 
tion of the piles originally purchased of the Ferry Depart- 
ment. A lot of 116 of these piles was sold for $386.50, an 
average of $3.33 per pile. Assuming that 430 piles were 
worth $3.33 each, the city should have received the sum of 
$1,431.90, instead of 32 cents per pile, or in all $137, the 
amonnt actually received from this source. 


Ill. Tuer SHORTAGE IN THE SUPPLY OF CORDAGE PuUR- 
CHASED.

The original cost of the cordage thus not accounted for 
was about $1,000. 

It was the custom when cordage was taken from the store- 
room to make out written slips or statements of amounts 
taken, which were sent to the office of the clerk of the direc- 
tors for entry in the books. The superintendent claimed 
that in many cases no slips for cordage delivered were sent 
to the clerk’s office for entry, especially in cases of emer- 
gency. 

It did not appear that there had been a sufficient number 
of cases of emergency, or cases in which cordage had been 
delivered without slips, to account. for so large shortages. 
It did appear, on satisfactory evidence, that 2,500 pounds 
- of cordage would, under any ordinary circumstances, be a 
liberal supply for a single year. The amounts_ actually dis- 


posed of, however, in ‘these years were, respectively, 6,282 . 


pounds, 5,252 pounds, and 2,736 pounds. 

The explanations given by the superintendent were 
unsatisfactory, and the large shortages shown, involving 
sums amounting in all to about $1,000, are left unex- 
plained. 


IV. Tue Bvuimwpine oF THE FOUNDATION—-WALL FOR THE 
New Sourn—Ferry Hrap—-HovusE. 


The performance of this work was entrusted to Mr. J. 
Henry Stevenson, to be done, however, by the day or piece. 
The total amount paid Mr. Stevenson for the work performed 
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by him was $9,229.81. Mr. Stevenson, who came before 
the committee, an unwilling witness, acknowledged that he 
was obliged to do the work under instructions by the direc- 
tors from day to day, and that under other circumstances the 
cost might have been considerably less. The directions were 
given chiefly by Mr. Fraser and Mr. Woolley. Men were 
employed by order of the directors, and at times more than 
could profitably be engaged. Mr. Stevenson testified that 
he was ordered by Mr. Woolley to engage Mr. James Wool- 
ley’s scows for the removal of the dirt which was excavated, 
rather than to cart it away; to employ tow-boats belonging 
to the Commercial Wharf Tow-boat Company, in which Mr. 
Woolley was himself interested, and to present bills therefor 
in his own name for payment by the city. 

Mr. Stevenson further testified that he believed that if 
the job had been put into his hands, to do the same as he 
would do for private individuals, he might have done it for 
$7,000. The committee are of the opinion that the work, 
under proper conditions, might have been performed with a 
saving to the city of at least $2,000 from the price paid. 


V. Tue ConstrucTIon oF A TANK OR FLOAT FOR THE 
SoutH FERRY. 


A contract was awarded to John M. Brooks, as the lowest 
bidder, for the construction of a tank or float for the drops 
at the South ferry, according to plans and specifications 
furnished by the Engineer’s Department. Mr. Brooks 
charged, and was paid, in addition to $2,119, — the contract 
price, — for extras performed upon the work, the sum of 
$514.43. Mr. Brooks claimed that changes involving these 
extra charges were made by order of the engineer ; but there 
is no evidence, aside from Mr. Brooks’ own statement, that 
the changes were so ordered, or that the charges were 
proper, and the defects complained of as necessitating the 
extras still exist. The bill for these extra charges was ap- 
proved by John W. Fraser, chairman, and William Woolley, 
president. It will be seen that large claims for extras on 
the contract for buikding the ferry-boat “ Hugh O’Brien,” and 
excessive charges for work on the ferry-boat “ Revere,” were 
made by Mr. Brooks, and were allowed by Mr. Woolley or 
by Mr. Fraser, as chairman of the sub-committee having the 
matters in charge. 
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VI. Tur CONSTRUCTION OF THE FERRY-—BOAT “ HuGH 
O’Brien.” 


In 1883 a contract for a new ferry-boat was made with 
John M. Brooks (he being the lowest bidder) for the sum of 
$19,924, the boat to be delivered complete and ready for 
the reception of the engine and heating apparatus within 10 
weeks from Aug. 4, 1883. On Sept. 6, 18383, the contract 
was amended, with the approval of J. H. Dahl, naval archi- 
tect, referee in charge of her construction, and an extra 
expense of $1,400 was authorized. 

In addition to the contract price and to the agreed charge 
of $1,400 an additional charge, to the amount of $1,875, was 
made by Mr. Brooks, for extra work claimed to have been 
performed; but the items for which the charge was made 
were not specified in the bill. There was a still further 
charge by Mr. Brooks, in March and April, 1884, for extras, 
to the amount of $416,62. ‘ 

It did not appear to the committee that the boat was so 
improperly constructed as to warrant these extra charges, and 
the bills for the work so claimed to have been performed 
were not approved by Mr. Dahl. The bill for $1,875 was 
approved by William Woolley, chairman, and William 
Woolley, president pro tem., and the bill for $416.62 was 
approved by J. W. Fraser, chairman, and William Woolley, 
president. 

There was also a charge by Mr. Brooks, for rope used in 
launching the boat, of $48, a charge for work which seems to 
have been included in the contract. This bill was approved 
by William Woolley, chairman, and Charles H. B. Breck, 
president. 

In addition to the above there were charges by Sidney 
Peterson and William H. McKie for work performed on the 
new ferry-boat to the amount of $119.88, and approved by 
-John W. Fraser, chairman, and William Woolley, president. 

It therefore appeared that, in addition to the $1,400 ap- 
proved by Mr. Dahl, the sum paid for extras on the boat, 
the requirements for which have not been explained, was 
$2,459.50; while the largest sum paid for extras on any boat 
previously constructed by the department was $552.60. 

After the boat was otherwise completed, the contract for 
metalling and caulking it was given to Mr. Brooks, without » 
competition, for $2,775. From expert testimony it appeared 
that a fair price for the metalling, including a reasonable 
profit, would be $1,500. If there be added to this sum the 
amount which Mr. Brooks claimed to have paid for caulking, 
$450, which, however, seemed to be included in the original 
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contract, the total would be $1,950. Mr. Brooks seems 
thus to have been paid for this work at the least the sum of 
$825 in excess of what appears a fair price. This excessive 
charge was made by Mr. Brooks, and approved by William 
Woolley, chairman, and Charles H. B. Breck, president. 

The Committee on Boats, who were given full control of 
the construction of this new ferry-boat, consisted of Directors 
Woolley, Fraser, and Phalan. 


VII. THe REPAIRS ON THE FERRY-BOAT “ REVERE.” 


These repairs, although involving an expenditure of 
upward of $17,000, were done by the piece, and not by 
contract. 

There was evidence tending to show that more lumber 
was charged for than could have been used in making the 
repairs; but the charges for labor were the items chiefly 
investigated by the committee. 

Bills for scrubbers for a total of 539 days were paid for 
cleaning, scrubbing, and getting the “ Revere” ready for paint- 
ing at the time of the repairs, affording nearly ten scrubbers 
for each day, had scrubbers been employed every one of 
the 55 days (including Sundays) during which the 
boat was in process of repairs. It appeared that the total 
number of days’ labor, including scrubbing preparatory to 
painting, employed the past season on the “ Winthrop,” was 
55 days, on the “ Franklin” 664 days, and on the “D. D. 
Kelly ” 59 days. 

The carpenter-work on the “Revere” was performed by 
John M. Brooks, the same who built the tank and the 
“Hugh O’Brien.” The work done by him was relaying and 
sheathing the deck drive-ways, putting on new ends of the 
deck, or bunters, repairing the paddle-wheels, and doing 
some slight inside work connected with the machinery. 
The number of days of carpenter labor charged for by Mr. 
Brooks for this work was on bill No. one, 728, and on bill 
No. two, 908, a total of 1,636 days. 

The testimony of Mr. Brooks showed that he kept no 
books or memoranda of days’ labor, so that the committee 
could obtain no data to show how these charges were made 
up. Expert testimony of a trustworthy character was, how- 
ever, introduced, from which it appeared that for the con- 
struction of the whole hull of the boat a total of 1,400 days 
would be sufficient. That is, Mr. Brooks charged, and the 
committee of the directors paid, on account of the repairs 
made as specified, for 236 days’ labor, more than would have 
been sufficient to build the entire hull. 


\ 
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The expert testimony also showed that less than 600 days’ 
carpenter labor would have been ample for doing the work 
which was actually performed. Deducting from 1,636, the 
number of days paid for, 600, the number of days’ labor 
estimated as necessary for the work, leaves 1,036, the num- 
ber of days’ carpenter labor paid for in excess of what was 
reasonably required. Reckoning the 1,036 days’ labor at 
$3.50 per day, the price charged shows, to say nothing of a 
commission of 10 per cent. on labor further char oed by 
Mr. Brooks, the payment of a total of $3,626 in excess of 
what, upon a liberal estimate, was sufficient for the accom- 
plishment of the work. 

It further appeared that Mr. Brooks‘ earn was, con- 
trary to his usual custom, instructed not to keep the time ; 
that Mr. Brooks kept the time himself on slips of paper, 
which were subsequently destroyed ; and that Superintendent 
Arbecam withheld his approval from the second bill, on which 
appears the charge for 908 days’ carpenter labor, because 
from his general oversight of the work he thought it large, 
and did not see how it could be correct. 

The bills for the entire 1,636 days’ labor were approved by 
John W. Fraser, chairman, and William Woolley, president.

The above facts, established to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee, leave them no alternative but to believe that the 
management of the East Boston Ferries during all the years 
embraced by the investigation was highly discreditable to 
the directors having charge of this department. The ma- 
jority of the directors must, at least, have failed to acquaint 
themselves properly with the work which was going on, and 
the action .and conduct of affairs by their committees and 
employes. Work which, in order to conform to the spirit, 
if not to the letter, of the ordinances of the city, should have 
been given to the lowest bidder under contract was left to 
be done without competition by the piece and the day; the 
work when thus begun was allowed to be performed in a 
careless and expensive manner; materials were paid for 
which seem never to have been supplied; days’ labor were 
allowed which it seems impossible to account for as fur- 
nished ; when work was contracted for, extra charges were 
permitted, increasing the total cost 10, 20, and more per 
cent. above the contract price; and some transactions were 
carried on with firms or corporations so closely connected 
with individual directors that it seems almost impossible to 
believe that such directors did not gain private advantage 
from the operations. : 

In some of the cases pointed out the loss suffered by the 
city was small, and in no one instance is it found that the 
city suffered to the extent of very many thousands of dollars. 
On the other hand, the cases of excessive and improper pay- 
ments were many, and in these the percentages of such ex- 
cess over the whole sum involved was great, and the total 


. - ° 5 
amount paid in excess of what was fair and reasonable was 
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large, and amounted to a very considerable proportion of 
the entire appropriations for the department. The commit- 
tee do not assume that the entire Board of Directors, in either 
of the years, were directly responsible for all such careless, 
if not dishonest waste, of the city’s money; but those who 
permitted it to be continuously made, and without public 
protest, would seem to render themselves subject to the charge 
of great looseness and neglect in the performance of the 
duties of their trust. 

The committees of the Board who had special direction 
of the various undertakings in which such wasteful and ex- 
travagant expenditures occurred are more directly charge- 
able with negligence and mismanagement. The committees 
in charge of the work on the two ferry slips, Messrs. Fraser, 
Morton, and Woolley, and Messrs. Pearl, Clark, and 
Woolley, were, to say the least, guilty of an inexcusable 
disregard and sacrifice of the city’s interest, in the purchase 
of piles to the amount of many thousands of dollars without 
asking for proposals, at rates far above the market price, 
and above those for which parties were ready to supply 
them; and as respects the former committee in subsequently 
approving bills for piles apparently never used or fur- 
nished. Old piles from these ferry slips, which were of con- 
siderable worth, were disposed of for apparently one-tenth 
part of their value, a portion of them to parties intimately 
connected with Mr. Woolley, a member of both the com- 
mittees on the work. The cost of building the foundation- 
wall seems to have been largely increased by the interfer- 
ence of Messrs. Fraser and Woolley in the desire to secure 
the employment of men of their own selection, and to make 
the public work inure to their personal advantage at the ex- 
pense of the city. In the construction of the South-ferry 
tank, and of the new ferry-boat “ Hugh O’Brien,” the same 
gentlemen, in part with the concurrence of Messrs. Breck 
and Phalan, were, through negligence at least, led to ap- 
prove excessive bills for extra charges above the contract 
price, some unexplained and some evidently unjust. Messrs. 
Fraser and Woolley caused the payment of bills for days of 
labor in the repairs on the “ Revere ” far in excess of what 
could, as it sedms, by any possible crowding of laborers, 
have been supplied, even after the usual methods of keeping 
the time had been expressly dispensed with and the superin- 
tendent had withheld his approval of the bill. They thus 
involved the city, for repairs by no means extending over the 
larger part of the boat, in an expense of nearly four-fifths of 
the original cost of the boat complete, —action on their 
part for which gross neglect of duties would hardly seem to 
account. 
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The committee are unable altogether to acquit the super- 
intendent, Mr. Arbecam, and the clerk, Mr. Flanigan, from 
a certain, though limited, responsibility for the looseness 
and want of care and oversight which prevailed in all depart- 
ments of the ferry management. ‘They seemed ready to 
acquiesce in irregularities and lax accounting, without refer- 
ring instances which came to their knowledge to the whole 
Board for whom they served, and without seeking improved 
methods of business and accounts which their skill and ex- 
perience must have shown them to be necessary. Mr. 
Arbecam attempted to furnish the unsatisfactory excuse that 
his position was actually rather tbat of foreman than that of 
superintendent. 

The directors whose conduct has been thus investigated 
have all ceased to hold office, and consequently cannot be 
called to account by ordinary votes of censure or by removal ; 
but the committee, though they may perhaps have found no 
proofs of such maladministration as would subject any one 
of the directors to criminal prosecution, believe that by the 
acceptance of their report the Board of Aldermen can, at 
least, express a condemnation, according to their degrees of 
culpability, of those public servants who have so far failed 
in their official duty or betrayed high public trusts.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, a member of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the management of the East Boston 
Ferries during the ° years 1883, 1884, and 1885, begs leave, on 
his own behalf, to present the following 


REPORT: 


The committee were assisted in their investigation by the 
city solicitor, and also by Horace G. Allen, Esq., who repre- 
sented Alderman Barr, and by their efforts the labors of the 
committee in examining witnesses and adducing testimony — 
were greatly facilitated. 

The committee gave twelve hearings, and invited or sum- 
moned before them every one W hom it was supposed could 
furnish any information bearing upon the subject, and have 
used every effort to ascertain the real facts of the case, and 
expose, if possible, any mismanagement or corruption that 
might have existed in the administration of the ferry depart- 
ment during the years above mentioned. All of the direc- 
tors who held office during the three years in question were 
invited, and also summoned to appear before the committee ; 
and they all responded to the summons, with the exception 
of John W. Fraser, Andrew M. Morton, Walter F. Burk, 
and William M. Osborne. 

The task of weighing the large amount of testimony ad- 
duced before the committee has been ‘a difficult one; but it 
has been undertaken by the undersigned with an honest and 
determined purpose to ascertain, if possible, the truth of the 
charges of stealing and mismanagement in the ferry depart- 
ment, in the belief that an official who allows the treasury 
to be plundered, or the public funds to be squandered, is 
equally guilty with the thief, and with the further purpose 
to recommend the punishment of any and all offenders to the 
full extent of the law. 

Upon a careful review of the testimony the undersigned 
does not find that any of the directors were guilty of fraud 
or collusion in the matter of contracts with the department, 
but finds them guilty of extravagance and waste in handling 
the public funds. He considers the system followed out by 
the directors, whereby the charge of important and expensive

contracts has been placed entirely in the hands of sub- 
committees, to be a bad one, that cannot be too severely con- 
demned ; for, in the opinion of the undersigned, this system 
has occasioned most, if not all, the mismanagement and 
waste complained of. 

The undersigned regrets that members of the Board of 
Directors who were accused of misdeeds during their term 
of office were not allowed by the committee to defend 
themselves from the charges made against them by the 
counsel representing Alderman Barr, believing that the 
stand taken by the majority of the committee was unfair, 
as the vote was that the hearing be closed only so far as the 
taking of testimony. The directors whose actions have been 
the subject of this investigation are now out of office and 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Mayor and Aldermen; the 
undersigned, therefore, respectfully recommends that the 
whole subject, including the evidence presented at the hear- 
ing, be referred to the city solicitor, who conducted the 
investigation in behalf of the committee, and that he have 
authority to submit the matter to the district attorney, pro- 
viding he deems the evidence suflicient to warrant such a 
procedure.

October 21, 1886, the Committee on Judiciary reported 
that they had obtained the desired opinion, and submitted 
the same for the consideration of the Common Council, as 
follows : —

Boston, July 20, 1886. 


To the Judiciary Committee : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The question submitted to me is, “ Whether 
the Directors of Public Institutions have any legal right to 
remove prisoners from Deer Island to perform work in any 
other part of the county?” and I am asked to cite the au- 
thority, if any such exists. 

The directors have authority, with the assent of the 
Court or magistrate that committed the prisoners, to transfer 
any of them from the House of Industry or House of 
Reformation to the House of Correction [see Statutes of 
1858, Chapter 112]; and may employ any of the prisoners 
so transferred to labor in other parts of the county, under 
the provisions of the Public Statutes, Chapter 220, Sections 
14, 15. 

Perhaps, also, as has been suggested, authority to employ 
such prisoners on public lands or buildings belonging to the 
county or city is implied in Chapter 198, Statutes of 1882 ; 
but my own views do not favor such a construction of that 
Statute.

To these orders the Directors for Public Institutions made

To the Honorable the City Council of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In reply to the order of the City Council, 
dated Nov. 4, 1886, requesting the Board to report within 
two weeks whether they obtained permission from the 
proper authorities to remove prisoners from Deer Island to 
other localities to labor on buildings in process of construc- 
tion for the city, the directors respectfully state that they 
were of the opinion that the authority for their action was 
granted or implied in Chapter 198, Laws of 1882, and that 
they acted in accordance with that construction of the law. 

A reply to the order of the City Council, dated Oct. 14, 
1886; has been delayed on account of the absence of the 
President of the Board in attendance upon the sessions of 
the National Prison Association. He has not yet returned 
to the city. In making an estimate of the appropriation re- 
quired for the erection of the building at Long Island, a 
sufficient allowance was made for such labor as it was proper 
for the prisoners to perform. The number of male prisoners 
was large, and at that time there was no other labor upon 
which they could be employed so advantageously. Acting 
upon their best judgment, it was considered for the best in- 
terests of the city and the prisoners alike that they be so 
employed.

The following are the Statutes referred to in the foregoing 
papers : — 


sl Acts oF 1858, CHAPTER 112. 


An Act concerning the removal of prisoners in the public 
institutions in the city of Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

The board of directors for public institutions of the city 
of Boston, comprising the house of correction, house of 
industry, house of reformation, and lunatic hospital, is 
hereby authorized, at its discretion, to transfer from any 
one of the said institutions to any other of said institutions 
any prisoner sentenced to either of the same; provided the 
assent of the Court or magistrate that committed said pris- 
oner shall first be obtained to such removal. 
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P. S.— CHarrer 220. 
Houses of Correction. 


Section 14. They [the directors for public inetiaationst 
may make contracts for letting out to hire during the day- 
time any of the persons thus confined to employers who live 
so near to the house of correction that the directors or the 
master of the house can have the general inspection of the 
conduct of the persons so let out, and of the treatment they 
receive. 

Secor. 15. They [said directors] may, with the assent 
of the master or keeper of a house of correction, employ 
any of the prisoners to labor upon the public lands and 
buildings belonging to the county. 


Acts 1882, CHaprer 198. 


An Act to punish prisoners escaping from custody when 
employed outside of their places of confinement. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SecTION 1. Whoever being imprisoned in any place of 
confinement established by law in this Commonwealth, 
except the State prison at Concord, and being taken outside 
of such place of confinement. by any officer thereof for the 
purpose of performing labor on any public land or building 
belonging to the county, city, or town wherein such place of 
confinement is located, escapes, or attempts to escape, from 
the custody of such officer, shall be deemed to have escaped 
from such place of confinement, and shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by imprisonment in the house of correc- 
tion or jail for a term not exceeding six months. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

BEACON STREET GRADE DAMAGES. 


In Common Covunctn, Dec. 2, 1886. 


The Committee on Paving, on the part of the Common 
Council, who were instructed by the order of November 4, 
1886, to investigate and report the facts and figures in rela- 
tion to the grade damages paid on the change of grade of 
Beacon street, and that the committee have power to send 
for persons and papers, having performed the duty assigned, 
beg leave to submit the following 


Bee One. 


The movement for the raising of the grade of Beacon street 
and Brookline avenue began as far back as 1882, when nu- 
merous petitions were sent to the city government asking for 
the same. The subject was referred to the Joint Committee 
on Streets, and it appears that on October 17 of that year 
the President of the Boston & Albany Railroad wrote to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Streets, Alderman Laban 
Pratt, that if the city would change the grade of Brookline 
avenue and Beacon street so as to carry the roadways over 
the location of that company, within a reasonable time, the 
company would undertake to build the abutments, and place 
thereon substantial iron bridges, at its own cost, the city to 
build the approaches, pay all land damages, and maintain the 
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bridges after they were built. A hearing on the subject was 
had before the Joint Committee on Streets, December 7, a re- 
port of which was written, but cannot now be found. The 
Committee on Streets reported on the 22d of December to 
the Board of Aldermen that they were strongly in favor of 
the proposed improvement ; but, as it was too late in the year 
to do anything, they recommended the reference of the mat- 
ter to the favorable consideration of the next city government. 
The report was accepted, sent to the Common Council for 
concurrence, and at the next meeting of that body it was laid 
upon the table, and was not taken up during the remainder of 
the municipal year. 

Inthe Auditor’s estimates for 1883 the sum of $200,000 
was requested, on the recommendation of the Joint Committee 
on Streets, for raising the grades of Beacon street and Brook- 
line avenue. On the 22d of March the Committee on the 
Appropriation Bill recommended the reduction of this esti- 
mate to $100,000; but the whole item was subsequently 
stricken out by both branches of the City Council before the 
appropriation bill was passed. 

In 1884 the Committee on the Appropriation Bill recom- 
mended the appropriation of $100,000 for raising the grades 
of Beacon street and Brookline avenue, which was included 
in the order passed by the Board of Aldermen on April 10, 
and concurred in by the Common Council on April 24. 

The appropriation for raising the grades having been made, 
the next business in order was to proceed with the work. 
On the 19th of May, 1884, the Board of Aldermen passed 
an order — “ That the Boston & Albany Railroad Corpora- 
tion be authorized to erect iron bridges with stone abutments 
over its tracks on Beacon street and Brookline avenue, pro- 
vided that said bridges and abutments shall be constructed in 
accordance with plans and specifications to be approved by 
the City Engineer, and the work executed to the satisfaction 


of the Committee on Paving of the Board of Aldermen and_ 
the City Engineer; and provided also that said bridges and 


abutments shall be constructed by said Boston & Albany 
Railroad Corporation without cost to the city of Boston.” 

By ao order passed August 4, 1884, the revised grade of 
Beacon street was established between the easterly line of 
Kenmore street, extended, and St. Mary’s street, according 
to a plan of the same date; and the order was approved by 
the Mayor on August 5. 

On the 19th of September, 1884, the Board of Aldermen 
concurred with the Street Commissioners in the passage of a 
resolve and order for the widening of Beacon street over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad to the Brookline line, and on the 
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1st of November the Common Council concurred in the pas- 
sage of this resolve and order. 

On the Ist of September the Board of Aldermen passed an 
order : — 

“ That the City Engineer, under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Paving, be authorized to raise the grades of Beacon 
street and Brookline avenue to conform to the newly-estab- 
lished grades of said street and avenue, and to erect such 
retaining and foundation walls as may be required; and also 
to raise the grades of such adjacent streets and avenues as 
may be rendered necessary by the construction of the new 
bridges over the location of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
on Beacon street and Brookline avenue; the expense to be 
charged to the special appropriation for the purpose.” 

The above order was reported by the Committee on Paving 
of the Board of Aldermen, and simultaneously with its pas- 
sage there was also passed an order : — 

“That His Honor the Mayor be authorized to execute an 
agreement with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company for 
the perpetual maintenance by the city of the new bridges 
over the location of said company on Brookline avenue and 
Beacon street, and also releasing said company from all 
claims for grade damages arising from the construction of 
the aforesaid bridges.” 

The order to raise the grades did not require concurrent 
action; but the order for the Mayor to execute the agree- 
ment with the Boston & Albany Railroad Co. was sent to 
the Common Council for concurrence, and at the meeting of 
September 11 was referred to the Joint Committee on Streets. 
The committee reported in favor of the passage of the order 
on October 2, and at the request of a member of the Council, 
the report was laid on the table, with the understanding that 
it was done to give the Corporation Counsel a week in which 
to investigate the legal questions involved; and the subject 
appears not to have been called up again during the remain- 
der of the municipal year. The Corporation Counsel states 
to your committee that he did investigate the matter, and 
was satisfied that the City Council had a legal right» to 
authorize such an agreement if it saw fit, and that he so in- 
formed a member of the Committee on Streets. The agree- 
ment referred to in the last order had been executed in writ- 
ing, in accordance with the suggestion of the counsel of the 
City of Boston and the Boston & Albany Railroad, and only 
awaited the necessary authority for the proper officials to 
sign it. The agreement contained substantially the same 
stipulations as were mentioned in the letter of the President 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad to the Chairman of the 
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Committee on Streets, in 1882, namely: the city to change 
the grades of the streets so as to carry the roadways over 
the locations of the company, to build the approaches, pay 
all land damages, and maintain the bridges after they are built ; 
and the railroad company to build the abutments and place 
thereon substantial iron bridges at its own cost. 

This agreement was never signed, because the order 
authorizing its execution was never passed by both branches 
of the City Council. 

The work of excavation for the Brookline-avenue bridge 
was commenced on the 15th of July, 1884, and for the 
Beacon-street bridge on September 4, 1884. 

On the 12th of January, 1885, an order was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen : — 

“That the Superintendent of Streets, under the direction 
of the Committee on Paving, be authorized to raise the 
erades of Beacon street and Brookline avenue to conform to 
the newly established grades of said street and avenue, and 
to erect such retaining and foundation walls as may be 
required ; and also to raise the grades of such adjacent streets 
and avenues as may be rendered necessary by the construc- 
tion of the iron bridges over the location of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad on Beacon street and Brookline avenue; 
the expensé to be charged to the special appropriation for the 
purpose.” 

It appears that the work was commenced soon after, but 


before the year was ended an additional appropriation of 


$25,000 was requested by the Paving Department, and was 
granted by the City Council. 

Following are the appropriations that have been made by 
the City Council for the work : — 


May, 20,1884 . . $100,000 
Mar. 4, 1885 (Transfer from Reserved Pines 25,000 
Dee. 28, 1885 (Loan), , ; é 150,000 
July 8, 1886 “ ' , 200,000 
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The payments under head of “ Execution of Court” were 
settlements of cases pending in court. The amounts were 
agreed upon by counsel upon about the same basis upon 
which the other settlements had been made. 

We have given in the order of dates as nearly as possible 
the whole legislation on the subject. 

Your committee have had before them many witnesses, in- 
cluding the President and the Counsel of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, the Corporation Counsel and City Solicitor, 
together with members of past and the present city govern- 
ments. 

We have endeavored to find out why the order authorizing 
the railroad to build the bridge and abutments was passed on 
the 19th of May, 1884, when the grade was not established 
until August 4th following, and the best information we 
could obtain is given in the testimony of Corporation Counsel 
Nettleton, as follows: 

“ But, from looking ‘at these various papers, J think that 
they all form somewhat disconnected parts of one work 
which was in contemplation by the Board of Aldermen, to 
wit, the raising of the grade of this street in accordance with 
the plan fixed, and that it was in contemplation to establish 
the grade in accordance with the order passed on August 4th, 
and ‘signed on the 5th, and as a part thereof this order of the 
Board of Aldermen, passed May 19, 1884, authorizing the 
building of the bridges, was made. ‘The natural order, of 
course, “would have been to have taken up the matter of grade 
and establish that, and then incident to the raising of it, since 
it became necessary to cross the track, to pass an order au- 
thorizing the Boston & Albany Rolecna to build its bridges, 
or provide another way for the crossing. I should simply 
say that these were parts of the scheme which was before the 
Board of Aldermen, for the raising of the grade of the street, 
and while they are not orderly,— that is to say, they have 
not been passed in the order in which I should have suggested, 
— yet they, altogether, form parts of the whole. I do not see 
anything wrong about it. It isa little out of time in the’ 
passing of the orders; that is all. The abutments seem to 
have been built before the order was passed.” 

We have endeavored to find out why a project of the mag- 
nitude of this was begun before the grade damages have been 
fully adjusted. From the facts presented to, and obtained 
by, your committee, they respectfully report that the City 
Committee of 1884 made a serious mistake in allowing the 
order for the construction of the abutments to have been 
offered until the question of grade damages had been adjusted 
with the abutters, and that the failure to do this has thus in- 
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volved the city in the great expense that has since been 
incurred, inasmuch as this failure placed the city at the mercy 
of the land-owners, and what has been to them, in some cases, 
a benefit in fact, yet in law they are entitled to damages, 
some of which the city has paid, and more that it will be 
compelled to pay. As will be seen by the preceding table, 
there was paid, in 1884, $33,559; in 1885, $30,000, for 
gerade damages, and $13,566 for land taken to widen the 
street ; during the present year $191,430.48 for grade dam- 
ages, and $2,492.20 for land taken to widen the street. 

These damages have all been adjusted on the basis of the 
cost of constructing a retaining-wall and raising the buildings 
to the required grade, which was done during the past year 
with the concurrent sanction ot the Committee on Paving on 
the part of the Aldermen, the Superintendent of Streets, and 
His Honor the Mayor, and is in harmony with the order 
passed on the 12th of January, 1885. While in some cases 
the amount of damages paid is large in proportion to the as- 
sessed value of the land, and, in one or two cases, more than 
such value, yet they were all adjusted on the basis given, as 
near alike as possible. They also find, from the opinion of 
the Law Department, that the assessed value of this land is 
no criterion of its actual market value, nor of its particular 
value, for some special reason or purpose on the part of the 
owner; that, after these amounts had been paid! and but a 
comparatively small portion remained unsettled, an award of 
$3,600 was vetoed by His Honor the Mayor on the 8th day 
of November, 1886, — four days after the order of inquiry 
into the facts and figures had been passed by the Commen 
Council. The lot of land upon which this sum was awarded 
was the adjoining lot to the one owned by E. Lamson Per- 
kins, upon which $3,000 was paid Oct. 15; that both lots 
had about the same frontage on Beacon street, but that, in 
the case of Perkins, the average raise was about four feet, 
while in the other it was about six feet, and that if Mr. Per- 
kins was entitled to $3,000 on Oct. 15, 1886, Samuel S. 
Shaw, John O. Shaw, and Elizabeth S. Melville were entitled 
to $3,600 on November 8, — both being fixed on the same 
basis. 

We find from the correspondence between the late City 
Engineer with the Boston & Albany R.R. Co., which was 
based on the orders of the Board of Aldermen of 1884, that 
the Boston & Albany R.R. made no undue haste in the con- 
struction of the abutments at their crossings, the order having 
passed May 19, and the work begun in July. Nor is the 
Railroad Company in any way responsible for the unfortunate 
position in which the city has been placed. 


» eee 
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One of the awards for damages, that of $33,180.48 to 
H. M. Whitney and others, was by execution duly agreed 
upon by the City Solicitor and the counsel for the owners. 
This may seem to be smaller in proportion to the assessed 
value of the land than on many other lots, owing to the fact 
that the land had been filled in to a higher grade than the 
others by the owners, and the grade damages were propor- 
tionally lower. 

Your committee find that the committee on the part of the 
Aldermen of this year have acted as best they could in the 
premises, and for what they thought to be for the best inter- 
ests of the city, for while they could have filled the street 
within the limits of the prescribed width and narrowed the | 
roadway, there would still remain a matter of grade damages, 
and within a short time the street would have to be built to 
its full width, at perhaps a greater cost for damages, by 
the constant increase in the value of the land. To have 
adjusted them by law would involve the city in the risk of 
having to pay a larger sum than has already been awarded. 

The tax levy of this year was completed Aug. 10, since 
which time $95,000 has been paid, between Sept. 17 and 
Oct. 16. Ifthe award of $3,600 was vetoed on account of 
the assessed value of the property, why the others named 
were not vetoed is a question that can perhaps be answered 
by the date of this order of inquiry and the date of the veto. 

We have thus presented, as fully as is necessary, a con- 
nected statement of the facts and figures, from a review of 
which we are of the opinion that the city would have been 
saved this expense if the Aldermen and Common Council 
had a joint and equal control over all matters of business 
pertaining to the city.

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MINORITY REPORT 


OF 


COMMITTEE ON JUDICIARY 


ON 


PURCHASE OF LONG ISLAND. 


In Common Councit, Dec. 2, 1886. 


The undersigned dissent from both the letter and the 
spirit of the report of the majority of the committee, and | 
respectfully submit the following partial report : — 


The Common Council decided on September 23d that the 
payment of $157,500 for the Dunbar estate on Long Island 
ought to be fully investigated and the facts reported, and 
ordered the Judiciary Committee to conduct such investiga- 
tion at public hearings, well knowing that all the facts could 
be ascertained only at such public hearings. A majority of 
the committee have deliberately disregarded the direction of 
the Council, and have seen fit to hold several committee 
meetings with closed doors, at which various persons have 
made statements. Councilman Wilson, who introduced the 
order for investigation, and is familiar with the facts, declined 
to interrogate such persons at these private meetings of the 
committee, and declined to introduce other evidence which he 
was ready to produce at a public hearing, because he and the 
witnesses would not be under the protection of the law while 
the committee were acting beyond their jurisdiction. Mr. 
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Wilson’s request to be allowed to appear by counsel, to be 
paid by himself, was laid onthetable. Having thus deprived 
themselves of all intelligent assistance, it only remained for 
the majority of the committee to listen to what the persons 
before them’ chose to say, inasmuch as none of the commit- 


tee, it is to be presumed, knew what the facts were which 


ought to be inquired into. Not content with this, the ma-. 


jority of the committee propounded to the Corporation 
Counsel certain questions, the answers to which they expected 
would show that a public hearing would be unproductive. 
Having thus defied the original ‘order of this Council and 
stifled the public hearing on this subject, which the Council, 
after a full discussion and consideration, ordered, they now 
make a report, and ask for instructions, suggesting “ that 
there is no especial potency in a public hearing, and that, if 
one should be desired, there are some points worthy consid- 
eration.” The undersigned venture to suggest that the ap- 
proaching city election is one of those “points.” 

The majority are also of the opinion “that so much of the 
original order as relates to summoning witnesses, or calling 
for the production of books and papers, ought to be rescinded, 
as illegal and useless.” The undersigned deny this statement. 


It is not illegal, because it is expressly permitted by the 
Statutes of the Commonwealth. It is not useless, because 
if the summonses are obeyed, evidence of great importance 
will, be obtained, and, if not obeyed, the citizens and tax- 
payers of Boston will draw perfectly sound conclusions, which 
will be of perhaps equal importance. 

Again; the majority of the committee report.that the opin- 
ion of the Corporation Counsel “seems to show that a com- 
mittee of one branch of the City Council is absolutely 
powerless to enforce any investigation in this case.” The 
undersigned do not so understand the Corporation Counsel, 
who is asked, in Interrogatory 2, “Can the Judiciary Com- 
mittee investigate the expenditure of public money by author- 
ity of the vote of the Common Council alone,” and thereto 
replies, “Yes. To investigate is nothing more than to in- 
quire into, to examine, to scrutinize; and the right of the 
committee to investigate is not limited.” 

The majority of the committee report that Col. Huguley 
“states that he personally received about $5,000 for expenses, 
incurred by him during several years, in showing the 
property, and in other proper ways.” In answer to questions 
put by the undersigned concerning the “ other proper ways,” 
Mr. Huguley said: “ In this case rf might have, and did have, 
in my service some individuals who were supposed to have 


influence with the Court. They were paid for their services 


f 
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by me, but they were not paid a dollar with the understand- 
ing or belief on my part that the money paid into their hands 
ever reached any other hands, but was supposed to have been 
given to them for the purpose of daily living.” Mr. Huguley 
flatly refused to give the names of any persons so in his ser- 
vice and pay, and cannot produce any vouchers or memo- 
randa for the disbursement of over $5,000, although he 
admits that he personally interviewed at least one hundred 
members of the City Council while the purchase of Long 
Island was pending. 

The undersigned do not attempt to make a full or final 
report, but only refer briefly to some of the positions taken 
by the majority. They were not notified that a report had 
been prepared by the majority of the committee, and, learn- 
ing of the fact by chance this afternoon, they have had no 
time to prepare a full report, or to report in print. 

The undersigned respectfully report that they have been 
and still are ready to obey the order of this Council, and give 
public hearings on this subject; that, when they saw that 
the purpose of the majority was to stifle the only kind of in- 
vestigation which could investigate, they declined to act 
further with the committee, until such time as they saw fit 
to follow out the order of this Council, or until they made a 
report. The actions and motives of the majority of the com- 
mittee are self-evident. Under the order of the Council their 
duty was plain. They were to give public hearings; learn 
and report all the facts. It was not for them to decide upon 
the question of probable cause for an investigation, or specu- 
late upon the chances of the willingness of witnesses to 
testify, although it may be remarked in this connection 
that it was to be presumed that innocent men, somewhat 
under the cloud of public suspicion, would gladly avail them- 
selves of a chance for an equally public vindication, and be 
most willing witnesses. The action of the majority of the 
committee seems to the undersigned without precedent and 
most improper, and leads the undersigned inevitably to the 
conclusion that there was something ‘crooked in this Long 
Island affair which the majority of the committee are trying 
to suppress for the benefit of whom it may concern. 
Therefore, and because it has been once ordered, the under- 
signed believe that an investigation should be had, and they 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order.

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Ordered, That the Judiciary Committee forthwith investi- 
gate by means of public hearings, and report to this Council 
in print: — 


ist. All facts relating to the payment to Andrew J. 
Browne by the city of Boston of the sum of $157,500 for the 
interest of the estate of the late Thos. J. Dunbar, on Long 
Island. 

2d. The disposition made of the money by said Browne. 

3d. All facts concerning H. W. Huguley’s part in the 
transaction: . 

4th. Whether any improper influence was brought to bear 
upon any of the members of the City Council to induce a set- 
tlement with said Dunbar’s estate. That said committee have 
full power to send for, and summon, all persons and papers 
necessary for such investigation, to use the Council Chamber 
for the hearings, which shall be public, and to employ a ste- 
nographer to report the evidence; the expenses incurred 
thereby to be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council.

SUNDRY IMPROVEMENTS. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, Dec. 15, 1886.: 


The Committee on Finance respectfully report that they 
have had referred to them, during the past few months, a 
number of projects and proposed improvements involving the 
expenditure of large sums of money, which your committee 
are called upon to provide for by loan. These various matters 
have occupied the committee’s attention thus far in an en- 
deavor to determine, not so much their comparative importance 
as to decide which of them must be provided for immediately, 
and which of them can be deferred until some future time. 
The difficulty the committee have had to contend with will be 
appreciated when it is understood that the limit of the city’s 
borrowing capacity, at the present time, is about $830,000, 
while the special appropriations under consideration by the 
committee amount in the aggregate to over $3,500,000. The 
greater number of these projects have commended themselves 
to the committee as being both necessary and desirable, and 
deserving favorable consideration, if the funds required for 
carrying them forward were available ; but this not being the 
case, the committee have been obliged to select from the list 
only those matters that appeared to be particularly demanded 
at the present time, taking care also to keep the total amount 
of the appropriations within the limit prescribed. The 
larger projects involving heavy expenditures of money,

such as the new Court-House, the Stony-brook improvement, 
etc., although demanding immediate considcration, cannot be 
taken care of under the loan that is now proposed, for the 
reason that either one of them is nearly sufficient in itself to 
exhaust the entire amount which the city can borrow. It has 
scemed advisable, therefore, to your committee to single them 
out of the list, in the belief that as they are extraordinary ex- 
penditures special loans should be made for them outside the 
limit of municipal indebtedness, upon authority to be obtained 
therefor by special Act of the Legislature. 

The committee have accordingly made a selection of 
matters, apart from those above mentioned, which they con- 
sider should be provided for in the amount the city is now 
authorized to borrow, and therefore respectfully recommend 
the passage of the accompanying order authorizing a Joan of 
$828,000, to be appropriated for the various objects therein 
set forth.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, January 1, 1887. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit the Jail and other houses of detention in 
Suffolk County, and to make the examinations and inspections 
required by law, respectfully submit this their second semi- 
annual report. 


ATI. 


The committee visited this institution December 19. at 
which time it contained 130 inmates, males, 99; females, 31. 
The institution was found to be in admirable condition. 
The prisoners were found to be plainly but well fed, well 
clothed, and with all reasonable wants supplied. No com- 
plaints of any kind were heard in relation to their treatment. 


MARCELLA-STREET HomrE. 


This institution was visited December 19, at which time 
it contained 386 inmates. When the committee arrived the 
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children were eating their mid-day meal. The food was 
plentifully supplied and of good quality. An inspection of 
the building showed it to be kept in an extremely neat con- 
dition. The accommodations for the laundry were found to 
be entirely inadequate to properly and economically perform 
the amount of work to be done, and some of the machinery 
was out of repair. Your committee would recommend that 
a separate building be constructed for laundry purposes, the 
cost of which, completed and furnished, they believe will not 
exceed $5,000.. They would also recommend that improved 
heating arrangements be provided for the building connected 
with the institution known as the “ Quarantine building.” 


Hovusk oF CORRECTION. 


The visit to this institution was made December 19, at 
which time it contained 487 inmates, —411 males and 76 
females. The usual excellent discipline prevailed. All the 
prisoners not engaged in labor connected with the institution 
were engaged in remunerative labor. Your committee would 
recommend that provision be made for confining the female 
prisoners in cells. AI of them, except those in the hospital, 
are now sleeping in alarge dormitory, and the only means of 
confining any one of them who may be refractory, separately, 
is by using a cell in the hospital for the female prisoners. 


Lunatic Hospirat. 


The committee also made their visit to this institution on 
December 19, at which time the total number of inmates was 
231, — males, 112, females, 119. The institution is crowded 
beyond all proper bounds, applicants being continually 
turned away for want of room. The resident physician and 
his assistants give all possible care and attention to the un- 
fortunates under their care and are patiently waiting the 
time when, by the completion of the contemplated buildings 
at Long island, they may be enabled to obtain more exten- 
sive accommodations. 


Houst oF Inpustry, House or REFORMATION, AND 
TruANT SCHOOL. 


The several institutions at Deer island were visited De- 
cember 23, at which time the number of inmates was found 
to be as follows: House of Industry,— men, 751, women, 
237; total, 988. House of Reformation, — boys, 74; girls, 
8; total, 82. Truant School, 114. The several institutions 
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were found to be in excellent condition throughout. The 
able-bodied adults were all employed, a considerable number 
of the males being engaged in the construction of a uew 
building on Long island. The food and clothing were of 
good quality, and no complaints were heard in relation to 
their treatment.

CLOSING PROCEEDINGS

In Common Councit, December 30, 1886. 


The business of the Council having been transacted, Mr. 
Blume presented the following resolution : — 


* Resolved, That-the thanks of the Common Council be and 
are hereby extended to the Hon. Edward J. Jenkins for the 
courtesy, fidelity, and punctuality with which he has dis- 
charged his duties as Presiden >f this branch of the City 
Government during the present |. and that, in separat- 
ing, his associates desire to express him _ their best wishes 
for a long, prosperous, and happy life.” 


Said resolution was read by the Clerk. 

Remarks complimentary to the retiring President were 
made by Messrs. Blume, Lauten, Quigley, Cherrington, 
Wilson, Whitmore, Whall, Frost, Leary, Foss, and Perkins. 

The resolution was read a second time and passed unani- 
mously, the question being put by the Clerk, and the mem- 
bers rising in their places when voting therefor. 

To this resolution of thanks, the President replied as 
follows : — 
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ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT JENKINS. 


Gentlemen of the Common Council : — 


For the mark of respect shown by the adoption of the 
resolution with such unanimity and the words of commenda- 
tion in support of the same, kindly accept my sincere thanks. 
While acting as your presiding officer I have endeavored to 
make proper rulings and to be fair. I thank you for the 
many acts of courtesy that I have received at your hands; 
and Iam mindful of the fact that but for your kindly aid my 
position would be anything but pleasant. Having received 
your cordial support during the political year just closed, 
you may rest assured [ appreciate the same. 

I will not review the doings of this body under my admin- 
istration, as has been the custom. The record is a grand 
one, and it speaks for itself. I will, however, suggest such 
changes in the administration of the business of our city as I 
deem worthy of thought and deliberation. I retire froin the 
councils of the city to enter into a higher and broader field, 

—aplace where I feel I can do more real good for the people, 
my friends, and myself. Yet, on account of the pleasant 
social relations now existing between us, I would prefer to 
be a member of the Common Council, with a seat on the floor, 
rather than to have a place in the Senate-chamber. 

Ten years ago this coming month I first entered the 
House of Representatives, a beardless youth, having scarcely 
passed my majority. I served there for three successive 
years, declining to act longer. I have also been a member 
of other deliberative bodies ; ; but during my years of public 
service I never associated with a body of men that behaved 
better, or had shown more respect for their presiding officer, 
than the Common Council of the present year. If an order 
is introduced before the Legislature to abolish the Common 
Council, I shall present another in the form of a substitute 
to do away with the Board of Aldermen instead, for I look 
upon the upper branch of the City Council as a mischievous 
und unrepresentative body. Whatever has been done in 
the line of reform was originated by members of the Com- 
mon Council, and in many instances true reform was trifled 
with by representatives of the aldermanic chamber. Indeed, 
Tam seriously contemplating suggesting that our City Council 
consist of but one popular body, constituted by the election 
of two members from each ward and twelve at large, making 
in all a Couneil of sixty-two persons, and the Mayor, 
the chief executive, to be President of the body, and to 
have the deciding vote. A fair and reasonable compensation 
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should be paid to members of the City Council as an induce- 
ment for practical business men to become members of the 
same. 

_ I would recommend that many of the useless Boards and 
Commissions now in existence be abolished, and the depart- 
ments under their control be placed in the charge of a Board 
of Public Works consisting of nine members, to be chosen 
by the City Council, three to be elected for one year, three 


for two years, three for three years, and, annually thereafter, . 


three members to be elected for the term of three years, said 
commissioners to be removed by the Mayor for cause. All 
appropriations exceeding $1,000 should require a two-thirds 
vote to secure their passage, and the Mayor to have no veto. 
The wards of our city should be redistricted, and a more 
equitable plan carried into effect. The act to limit the rate 
of taxation in our city should be changed from $9 to $10 on 
every $1,000 of the assessors’ valuation. Office-holders draw- 
ing salaries from the State, city, or county, should be pro- 
hibited from serving on the ward committees or conventions 
that nominate State, county, or city officers. As you all have 
been candidates for office, reasons and explanations are un- 
necessary. 

Some protection should be given citizens in the exercise of 
their prerogatives as voters, for it appears that when they 
enter the polling-places the scenes witnessed as they are 
about to vote, caused by the interference of ballot-distribu- 
tors and political heelers and strikers, are disgraceful and 
dangerous, and should not be tolerated in a country like 
ours. I-would suggest such legislation as would encourage 
a secret ballot, and remove ballot-distributors from the 
polling-places. This would also be of advantage to men of 
limited means, as it would do away with the necessity 
now existing of employing a regiment of ballot-distribu- 
tors. 

The plan of having our State and municipal elections on 
one and the same day is worthy of consideration ; it certainly 
has the merit of saving additional expense to office-seekers. 
Legislation is demanded changing the laws and ordinances 
governing political meetings. The idea of a few men con- 
trolling the action of a caucus against the will of the people, 
simply because they happen to have a permit for the use of 
a ward-room, is ridiculous and un-American like. If it is 
desirable to strike down bossism, a grand opportunity pre- 
sents itself in this direction. Then when a candidate fairly 
receives a nomination for an office, some protection should be 
given him so that his name may be placed on the ballot 
issued by authority of the body making the nomination. 
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It is about time the political chicanery, as exercised by the 
politicians of all parties in matters of this kind, should be 
discontinued. 

The appointment of election officers for the various polling- 
places of our city should be vested in our Board of Police. 
The ‘existing plan of the Republican and Democratic ward 
committees handing in lists of names to the Mayor for appoint- 
ment, and he in turn making the nominations of precinct 
officers as thus jesse is unwise, and open to great 
abuse. 

The appointment of a Board of Estimates and Appropria- 
tions for our municipality might be made with profit to our 
tax-payers. The various departments could make the esti- - 
mates, and the board make such appropriations as the real 
wants of the city would demand. A Board consisting of the 
Mayor, the City Treasurer, the President of the Boston 
Board of Trade, and .the Chairman of the Boston Clearing- 
House Association, and a citizen at large, to be chosen by 
the City Council, would certainly be an improvement over 
the present nnsatisfactory way of making appropriations. 

I will now thank the Clerk of the Common Council, the 
official stenographer, the City Messenger and his assistants, 
as well as the police stationed about our chamber, for the 
many acts of kindness shown by them during my term of 
service. Undoubtedly there are some members in the City 
Government whom I have not pleased from a political stand- 
point; but IT am content to know that I have more than 
satisfied my friends. 

A few more words and I am done. Let me say to those 
who are willing to profit by my experience, that to succeed 
in public life you must be ever loyal to your friends, act 
manly towards your opponents, and be charitable to them 
when conquered; advocate and sustain good government, 
and -be true to the principles of reform. [am pleased to be 
able to say that during my two terms of service as President | 
of this body an all-wise and merciful Providence has seen 
fit to leave our roll of membership unbroken by the hand of 
death. 

Now, dear friends, we must part as city officials; but the 
pleasant memories of the past, intermingled with the stirring 
events that have occurred during my administration, will be 
ever remembered by me. So good-by, and may God bless 
and spare you, in order that you may succeed in those un- 
dertakings that will be advantageous to yourselves as well as 
to our fellow-citizens.

The business of the Board having been completed, 
Alderman Carrouu offered the following : — 


Resolved, That the thanks of the members of the Board 
be hereby expressed to Alderman CHar.es H. ALLEN, for the 
uniform courtesy and impartiality he has displayed as Chair- 
man of the Board and in presiding over its deliberations 
during the past year. 


The foregoing resolution was read by the City 
Clerk, and thereupon Alderman CARROLL arose and 
said: — 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Board, — In rising to 
speak to this resolution I do so because I believe it due to 
you as the presiding officer of this body for the past year, on 
account of the fairness, honesty, and impartiality with which 
you have presided over its deliberations. This is a time 
when we can give expression to those thoughts that are upper- 
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most in our minds. Youand I, sir, met the first of this year 
as political opponents; we part, sir, as friends. You have 
done what you thought best for the interests of the citizens 
whom you represent and the party to which you belong. I 
have done the same; and, sir, the man serves his party best 
who serves best the interests of the city. Iam one of those 
who believe that a man can be a good citizen and also a par- 
tisan. I have always admired an honest opponent, and held 
in utter contempt the man who has no party ties. The smoke 
of battle has now cleared away, and as true soldiers we can 
shake hands across the bloodless chasm. To you, Mr. 
Chairman, and to the other members of the Board, I desire 
to return my sincere thanks for the many acts of friendship 
that have been shown to me as a new member, and which I 
shall always appreciate ; and I hope, sir, that your future will 
be through the avenues of prosperity, carrying with you 
health, honor, and happiness to yourself and family ; and may 
your conduct in the political arena receive its just reward in 
the future ; and when you may desire to take your departure 
from this body I earnestly hope that you may be advanced 
to higher fields of usefulness, to serve the people with honor 
and distinction. 


Alderman F'REEMAN then arose and spoke as fol- 
lows: — 


I heartily second the resolutions offered by the alder- 
man from South Boston, although I cannot do so in such 
feeling words as he has given utterance to. Still the senti- 
ments of my heart are the same as his in expressing to you, 
Mr. Chairman, my sincere thanks for the impartiality and 
courtesy shown by you to every member of this Board dur- 
ing the past year. I cannot conceive, sir, of a greater com- 
pliment that any one can receive than to have it said of him 
that he is strictly impartial, no matter how strong a party 
man he may be. The best party man is he who is thorough- 
ly and strictly impartial. That, sir, I believe you have 
been, both in the appointment of committees and in the gen- 
eral conduct of the Board. It has been my privilege to 
serve under you, and I shall always recall and I[ think that 
every member of this Board will look back on this year with 
much gratification, and will always thank you for the able 
manner in which you have led them in their duties through- 
out the year. The friendship which I have formed with you 
I will always regard with great pleasure, knowing you for 
the first time almost at the commencement of this year, and 
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that friendship I know will continue during our lives, and I 
believe that every member of this Board will also feel that 
he will always have the same sincere friendship for you and 
the same regard which I believe they have always had in 
their inmost hearts during this whole year. I ask that 
the resolution may be passed by a rising vote. 


The resolution was read a second time and passed 
unanimously by a rising vote. 


In reply to solution Alderman ALLEN spoke 
as follows: — 


At no time during the municipal year have I been more 
embarrassed than at the present moment. The resolution 
offered and the kind and generous remarks made in its adop- 
tion are most thankfully received. Iam fully aware that I 
have not been free from fault as a presiding officer ; but you 
have kindly thrown the mantle of charity over all the defects. 
Allthat I can say is that I have tried to do my duty. It is 
quite customary, on occasions like the present, to refer to 
some extent to the legislation of the year. Ido not deem it 
necessary to follow that custom. The work ofthe year is fa- 
miliar to you all. Let us hope that the good we have done 
may abide; if any unwise action has been taken may it 
pass away with the closing year or be repaired in the near 
future. Four of our number, who have rendered most honor- 
able and efficient service, are to retire from official life; their 
absence from this Board will be a public loss, and I most sin- 
cerely regret that the city is to be deprived of their services 
and experience. Eight members of this Board have been 
elected for another term; the knowledge and experience 
which they have gained in the past will lighten their labors 
in the future, and: give them great advantage i in the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the city. I wish to express my thanks 
to each and every member of this Board for their uniform 
kindness to me personally and for all their honest efforts to 
sustain me in discharging my duties as chairman. My 
thanks are also due and “generously tendered to the City 
Clerk and his assistant, to the City Messenger, and other ofh- 
cials, for the faithful manner in which they performed their 
duties, and to testify to their self-sacrificing devotion to the 
arduous labors which have devolved upon them. Our 
duties as members are about to terminate; on the new year 
upon which we have now entered I wish you all health, 
peace, prosperity, and plenty. 
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On motion of Alderman DONOVAN it was, Voted, 
That the final proceedings, together with the remarks 
of the Chairman, be printed as a city document.
